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Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  summary  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  during  the  past  year,  together 
with  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  as  in  my  judgment  will 
promote  the  public  interests. 

INDIAN  AFFAIRS. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  shows  no  disturb- 
ance among  the  Indians  at  this  time,  although  during  the  past  year 
here  has  been  much  dissatisfaction,  and  in  some  sections  open  outbreaks. 

In  April  last,  a  largo  number  of  Indians  left  the  San  Carlos  Agency, 
in  Arizona,  committed  many  outrages  on  the  people  of  that  Territ/Ory, 
killing  the  settlers  and  destroying  their  property,  and  finally  made  their 
way  into  Mexico,  where  Ihey  were  attacked  by  Mexican  troops  and  large 
nambers  killed.  These  raids,  occurring  as  they  have  for  many  years 
annually  or  ofiener,  have  greatly  retarded  the  settlement  and  develop- 
ment of  what  promises  to  be  one  of  the  richest  mineral  regions  of  the 
country. 

These  raids  find  the  people  unprepared  for  war,  and  the  settler  at  his 
daily  work  is  not  prepared  to  cope  with  his  wily  foe,  who  is  better 
armed  than  he.  Since  the  late  outbreak,  much  dissatisfaction  has  been 
expressed  by  the  people,  and  threats  have  been  freely  made  that  the 
people  will  take  means  to  guard  against  the  repetition  of  the  occurrences 
of  la8t  spring,  and  there  is  danger,  unless  the  Indian  can  be  restrained 
t^at  the  people  will  attempt  to  redre-ss  their  wrongs  by  the  destruction 
of  the  Indians ;  and,  if  this  should  occur,  the  innocent  and  guilty  will 
alike  suffer  for  the  crimes  of  a  few.  Justice  to  the  Indian  and  settler 
alike  demands  that  vigorous  means  should  be  taken  to  prevent  these 
freqneiit  outbreaks  by  Indians  supported  by  the  government,  and  the 
marauding  and  murdering  parties  should  be  severely  dealt  with  when 
taken  prisoners,  disarmed,  dismounted,  and  punished  for  their  crimes. 

A  comparatively  small  number  of  the  San  Carlos  Indians  have  been 
guilty  of  crime,  yet  the  few  criminals  not  only  keep  the  other  Indians 
in  a  state  of  turmoil  and  confusion,  but  actually  endanger  their  exist- 
ence.   If  these  evil-disposed  persons  cannot  be  kept  on  the  reservations 
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by  the  ordinary  agency  means,  tbey  sbonld  be  removed  to  some  place 
where  tbeir  evil  influences  cannot  retard  the  work  of  civilizing  the  more 
peaceably  inclined.  There  will  be  no  permanent  peace  with  these  In- 
dians until  they  are  disarmed  and  dismounted.  They  have  no  use  for 
guns,  for  the  game  is  scarce,  and  the  government  famishes  them  ample 
to  live  on  without  resorting  to  the  fruits  of  the  chase.  Their  pouies  are 
useless,  except  to  ride  about  the  country,  and  are  a  great  hindrance  to 
their  civilization ;  for  if  they  did  not  have  the  ponies  they  would  estab- 
lish themselves  in  a  permanent  home. 

At  the  last  session, of  Congress  there  was  inserted  in  the  appropria- 
tion bill  a  provision  for  the  removal  of  the  Mescalero  Apaches  to  the 
Jicarilla  Agency,  on  the  uortiiern  line  of  New  Mexico,  and  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  two  agencies,  jirovided  the  consent  of  the  Indians  could 
be  obtained  to  such  removal.  The  Indians  refused  to  remove  and  were 
therefore  left  at  the  old  agency.  I  do  not  think  the  removal  ought  to 
be  made,  although  the  consolidation  of  the  two  agencies  I  consider  de- 
sirable, either  at  the  Mescalero  Agency  or  by  the  removal  of  the  Jica- 
rillas  and  Mescaleros  to  San  Carlos,  and  the  consolidation  of  the  first 
two  agencies  with  tlie  last. 

DISAR3IING  THE   INDIANS. 

One  great  hindrance  to  the  civilization  of  the  Indian  has  been  his 
passion  for  war  and  the  chase.  To  the  Indian  there  have  been  but  two 
paths  to  preferment,  that  of  war  and  the  chase.  His  standing  in  his 
tribe  depends  on  his  success  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  pursuits.  If 
he  is  a  successful  hunter,  he  has  a  measure  of  fame;  if  a  successful  war- 
rior, he  accumulates  riches  and  gains  great  renown,  not  only  in  his  own 
but  neighboring  tribes.  All  honors  that  an  Indian  can  receive  at  the 
hands  of  his  tribe  are  his.  He  refuses  to  work,  without  being  indolent; 
for  the  patience,  perseverance,  courage,  and  energy  displayed  in  war 
and  the  chase  disprove  the  assertion,  so  often  made,  that  the  Indian  is 
too  lazy  to  work. 

The  frontier  farmer  who  subdues  the  forests,  tills  the  soil,  and  makes 
the  "  wilderness  blossom  like  the  rose,"  makes  no  greater  physical  ex- 
ertion than  his  warlike  Indian  neighbor.  In  all  our  dealings  with  the 
Indian  we  have  fostered  his  passion  for  war  and  the  chase.  We  have 
allowed  him  to  procure  arms  and  ammunition,  and  in  many  instances^ 
have  assisted  him  so  to  do.  The  highest  ambition  of  an  Indian  is  to  own  a 
gun,  the  next  to  have  an  opportunity  to  use  it.  He  will  part  with  any- 
thing he  has  to  acquire  it,  and,  when  obtained,  it  will  be  the  last  thing 
he  will  dispose  of.  With  its  possession  comes  the  temptation  to  use  it. 
Well  armed,  he  is  a  warrior  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  accpiire  fame 
and  renown  in  his  tribe.  On  the  slightest  provocation  he  slays  his  ad- 
versary. He  kills  the  traditionary  enemies  of  his  tribe,  whether  white 
man  or  Indian,  without  provocation,  either  for  gain,  to  gratify  his  pas- 
sion for  blood,  or  to  secure  the  fame  that  awaits  a  successful  warrior. 
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He  i8  uot  re<»traiued  by  law,  human  or  divine,  and  Las  not  the  moral 
capiu;ity  to  understand  that  it  is  a  crime  to  kill  the  unoffending  and  de- 
fenseless. It*  a  white  man  wrongs  him,  he  wreaks  his  vengeance,  not 
on  the  wrongdoer  alone,  but  on  any  white  i)ersou  who  falls  within  his 
power.  Ele  will  wait  months  and  ^ears,  and  when  the  opportunity  is 
presented,  he  will  wreak  his  vengeance  on  the  innocent  and  nnofiending. 
lu  all  this  he  has  no  upbraidingsor  compunctions  of  conscience,  for  his 
couduct  is  c6nsouaut  witk  Indian  law  and  Indian  morals.  We  w*omler 
at  hisien>city,  forgetting  that  he  is  a  savage.  Armed  and  equipped,  he 
i^  proud,  arrogant,  and  dangerous;  unarmed,  he  is  humble,  timid,  and 
harmless.  [Nearly  all  the  Indians  with  whom  we  have  had  any  difficulty, 
or  with  whom  we  may  anticipate  trouble,  are  armed,  and  most  of  them 
well  armed. 

Feeble  eftbrts  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  prevent  the  sale 
of  arms  and  ammunition  to  the  Indians.  Yet  the  Indians  have  but  little 
or  no  trouble  to  procure  arms ;  the  limit  has  only  been  the  limit  of  theii* 
abihty  to  pay  for  them.  The  government  has  armed  at  various  times 
scouts  and  police  with  improved  guns,  w  hich  in  very  many  cases  have 
quickly  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  Indians,  who,  if  not  hostile 
at  the  time,  have  soon  become  sounder  th^  stimulus  of  a  good  gun  and 
plenty  of  ammunition.  Improved  Winchester  rifles  have  been  furnished 
to  the  jiolice,  who  are  supposed  to  do  police  duty  only  on  the  reserva- 
tions. If  the  Indians  are  doing  only  ])olice  duty,  the3'  do  not  need  and 
ought  not  to  use  Winchester  rides.  If  it  is  necessary  that  they  have 
tire-anns,  the  policeman's  pistol,  used  by  the  policemen  of  our  cities,  will 
answer  all  purposes,  and  if  the  pistols  fall  iiJto  the  hands  of  hostile  Jn- 
^liansthey  will  not  be  dangerous  to  the  settler.  Xo  Indian  will  venturji 
out  on  a  raid  armed  only  with  a  pistol ;  or  if  he  does,  as  a  raider  he  will 
lie  eouiparatively  harmless  to  wh'at  he  is  with  his  Winchester  rifle.  4* 
simn  as  it  can  be  done  without  creating  undue  excitement  among  them, 
tbey  ought  to  be  disarmed  and  the  temptation  to  go  on  the  war-path 
taken  away.  They  have  no  further  use  for  iheir  guns,  for  the  game  is 
so  scarce  in  most  sections  that  it  forms  but  a  ^mall  portion  of  their  food, 
and  the  government  i>rovides  ov  shouhl  provide  an  ample  supply  for  their 
support  without  their  resorting  to  the  fruits  of  the  chase. 

We  ought  not  to  deprive  them  of  their  guns  without  compensation, 
except  SIS  a  punishment  for  crimes.  I  have  no  doubt  that  most  of 
the  Indians  can  be  disarmed  by  agreeing  to  pay  them  for  their  gnns. 
They  shouhl  have  their  title  to  the  land  secured  to  them  and  reasonable 
provision  made  for  them,  so  that  they  need  not  fear  that  they  will  be 
ivnioved  or  compelled  to  resort  to  the  chase  for  a  living,  and  they  should 
surrender  their  guns  and  take  in  their  stead  cattle,  sheep,  or  the  imple- 
Uients  oi' agriculture.  When  the  IiuUan  can  be  compelled  or  persuaded 
to  j;ive  up  his  gun,  he  will  be  ready  to  devote  his  energies  to  earning  a 
living,  instead  of  wasting  them  in  the  chase  or  in  raids  on  the  frontier 
settlements.    Give  him  a  y>1ow  in  jilace  of  his  gun  and  a  hoe  in  place 
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of  a  tomahawk,  and  imxiress  on  his  mind  that  he  is  now  with  them^  in 
part  at  least,  to  earn  his  own  support,  and  an  important  step  l|as  been 
taken  towards  his  civilization ;  for  labor  has  been,  and  ever  will  be,  the 
great  agent  of  civilization  of  the  human  race.  Without  labor  we  cannot 
hope  to  civilize  the  Indian,  and  we  can  do  no  greater  kindness  to  the 
race  than  to  induce  them  to  labor.  This  we  shall  find  it  difficult  to  do 
by  persuasion,  or  even  compulsion,  while  they  have  arms  in  their  hands. 
I  therefore  suggest  that  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  be  author- 
ized to  adopt  some  system  of  disarming  the  Indians,  and  to  that  end 
to  purchase  the  arms  of  the  Indians  on  fair  terms,  and  that  suitable 
appropriation  be  made,  out  of  which  payment  shall  be  made,  and  that 
the  sale  of  arms  or  ammunition  to  Indians  holding  tribal  relations  be 
prohibited  under  severe  penalties. 

INDIAN   TITLES. 

Much  has  been  said  of  late  concerning  the  title  to  Indian  lands.  It 
has  proved  the  subject  of  elaborate  discussions  in  Congress,  and  is  ap- 
parently no  nearer  a  determination  than  it  was  years  ago. 

It  is  said  that  the  Indians  are  demanding  land  in  severalty ;  that  is, 
that  each  individual  Indian  is  desirous  that  his  due  share  of  the  whole 
land  of  his  tribe  shall  be  set  apart  for  him  and  he  receive  a  patent  there- 
for. 

This  claim  was  made  for  the  Indians  in  the  year  1646,  and  Elliott,  the 
apostle  of  the  Indians,  x)rocured  the  allotment  of  land  and  the  settle- 
ment of  the  Indians  on  such  allotments ;  but  they  did  not  remain  on 
them,  and  the  system  was  for  a  time  abandoned.  It  has  been  renewed 
at  various  times,  and  very  large  numbers  of  treaties  made  with  the  In- 
dians have  contained  provisions  for  such  allotment  on  the  request  ot 
the  Indians.  Very  few  Indians  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege, 
and  those  who  have  done  so  have  in  most  cases  disposed  of  their  lands 
as  soon  as  they  could. 

The  right  of  property,  as  recognized  by  an  Indian,  is  the  right  in  his 
clan.  All  right  to  the  soil  and  the  productions  thereof  inhere  in  the 
clan,  and  he  who  takes  land  in  severalty,  or  cultivates  the  common  soil 
to  the  exclusion  of  others,  is  guilty  of  a  crime  against  Indian  society. 

The  savage  Indian  objects  to  land  in  severalty',  because  he  has  been 
taught,  both  as  a  question  of  political  economy  and  Indian  morals,  that 
it  is  a  crime  to  divide  the  land  and  allow  one  man  to  own  it  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  another.  The  more  enlightened  Indians  object  to  it  because 
they  know  that  when  the  limitation  against  alienation  has  expired  the 
great  mass  of  Indians  will  part  with  their  title  and  become  landless 
vagabonds.  For  this  reason  the  New  York  Indians  and  the  civilized 
tribes  of  the  Indian  Territory  refuse  to  receive  land  in  severalty.  No 
greater  misfortune  can  befall  the  Indian  race  than  when  their  lands  are 
allotted  and  patents  issue  therefor,  even  though  the  period  of  aliena- 
tion should  be  fixed  at  twenty-five  years,  as  has  frequently  been  proposed. 
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Notwithstanding  the  Indian  polity  demands  that  the  land  be  held 
in  common,  the  fields  are  not  tilled  in  common,  but  each  laborer  selects 
his  piece  of  land  and  tills  it  with  as  much  safety  from  intrusion  from 
his  neighbor  as  if  he  had  a  patent. 

That  the  Indians  are  dissatisfied  with  the  titles  given  cannot  be  de- 
nied, and  that  they  are  demanding  a  title  from  the  government  there  is 
abundant  proof.  A  title  to  the  tribe,  such  as  was  given  to  the  five  civi- 
lized tribes  of  the  Indian  Territory,  is  consistent  with  Indian  polity 
and  insures  to  the  Indian  exemption  from  the  invasion  of  aggressive 
whites  as  well  as  from  interference  by  the  goverument,  which  is  more 
to  be  feared  by  the  Indians  than  even  the  invasion  of  the  "  whites." 

To  this  end,  that  the  Indians  may  be  secure  in  their  titles  and  have 
the  assurance  that  they  will  not  be  removed,  except  by  their  free  con- 
sent, I  recommend  the  passiige  of  a  law  to  give  each  tribe  a  patent  for 
the  land  the  government  has  guaranteed  to  it,  leaving  the  Indians  to 
determine  the  question  of  allotment  for  themselves.  This  system  has 
given  entire  satisfaction  to  the  civilized  Indians  of  the  Indian  Territory, 
and  is  consonant  with  Indian  law  and  religion. 

TRIBAL  RELATIONS. 

Much  has  been  said  of  late  of  the  evils  of  the  tribal  relation,  and 
efforts  have  been  made  to  destroy  this  system  and  to  treat  the  Indian 
as  we  treat  the  individual  white  man.  The  tribal  relation  is  not  with- 
out its  objections,  yet  it  is  the  best  and  only  system  adapted  to  the  wants 
of  the  savage,  or  even  partially  civilized  Indian,  and  its  maintenance, 
for  a  time  at  least,  is  essential  to  success  in  attempting  his  civilization. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  over  the  Indian  is  limited  to  the 
Indians  remaining  members  of  a  tribe.  When  the  tribal  relation  is 
once  destroyed  they  will  be  beyond  the  protecting  care  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  intercourse  laws  will  be  without  force.  (See  Kansas  In- 
dians, 5  Wallace,  page  737.) 

While  it  is  necessary  that  the  tribal  relations  be  continued  to  enable 
the  goveinment  to  afford  to  the  Indians  the  protection  they  need,  until 
by  education  they  are  enabled  to  compete  with  their  aggressive  and 
avaricious  white  competitors,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  government 
in  its  dealings  with  them  should  treat  them,  as  it  has  done,  sis  in- 
dependent nations,  or  even  as  dependencies.  The  treaties  heretofore 
made  that  are  found  to  be  injurious  to  the  Indians  should  be  modified 
by  the  legislative  authority  of  the  government,  having  due  regard  to 
the  necessities  of  the  Indians,  and  what  is  needful  legislation  for  the 
Indians  ought  to  be  determined  by  Congress  and  not  by  the  Indians 
themselves. 

The  government  should  assume  the  control  of  Indian  affairs,  legislat- 
ing for  them  as  i%  legislates  for  whites  under  its  exclusive  control.  In 
<dl  questions  touching  property  rights  the  same  rule  should  be  applied 
to  the  Indians  that  is  applied  to  the  white  man,  and  the  obligation  of 
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tLe  government  with  relation  to  stipulated  payments  or  gratuities  to  the 
Indians  should  be  treated  in  the  same  spirit  that  we  treat  the  obliga- 
tion that  we  denominate  the  public  debt. 

All  legislation  should  look  to  the  ultimate  dissolution  of  the  tribal 
relation,  but  not  until  by  education  and  discipline  we  have  trained  the 
Indians  to  dispense  with  that  relation. 

RESERVATIONS. 

The  reservation  system  like  the  tribal  relation  is  not  without  objection  j 
and  yet  in  the  present  condition  of  the  great  mass  of  the  Indians,  can- 
not be  dispensed  with.  It  will  not  do  to  treat  the  uncivilized  Indian 
as  capable  of  taking  care  of  himself,  even  if  he  has  a  patent  for  160  acres 
or  more  of  land.  These  reservations  ought  to  be  sufficient  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Indians  who  reside  on  them,  with  a  reasonable  allowance  for 
increase  of  the  Indian  population,  but.  they  should  not  be  disproportion- 
ate to  the  wants  of  the  Indians.  \exy  many  of  these  reservations  con- 
tain large  areas  of  valuable  land  that  cannot  be  cultivated  by  the  In- 
dians, even  though  they  were  as  energetic  and  laborious  as  the  best 
class  of  white  agriculturists.  All  such  reservations  ought  to  be  reduced 
in  size,  and  the  surplus  not  needed  ought  to  be  bought  by  the  govern- 
ment and  opened  to  the  operation  of  thehomestead  law,  and  it  would  then 
soon  be  settled  by  industrious  whites,  who,  as  neighbors,  would  become 
valuable  auxiliaries  in  the  work  of  civilizing  the  Indians  residing  on  the 
remaiuder  of  the  reservation.  When  thus  reduced,,  the  government 
should  issue  to  the  tribe  its  patent,  vesting  in  the  tribe  the  title  in  fee 
simple  as  fully  as  it  does  the  title  to  the  160  acres  given  to  the  settler. 

CRIMES. 

My  predecessor  called  attentiou  to  the  necessity  for  legislation  for  the 
detection  and  punishment  of  crime  on  reservations,  whether  committed 
by  white  men  on  Indians,  or  Indiaus  on  white  men,  or  by  Indians  on 
each  other.  I  fully  concur  with  him  iu  his  views  therein  expressed,  and 
I  trust  that  some  legislation  on  this  subject  may  be  had  at  the  approach- 
ing session  of  Congress.  There  should  also  be  further  legislation  to 
punish  the  invasion  of  the  Indian  Territory  by  uuauthorized  persons. 
The  penalty  consists  of  a  fine  oul^',  and  the  imposition  of  a  fine  ou  people 
who  are  without  visible  means  of  sup[>ort  is,  in  efi'ect,  no  puuishment  at 
all.  To  the  flue  now  imposed  by  law,  there  should  be  added  imprison- 
ment. 

TIMBER  AND  MINES  ON   RESERVATIONS. 

The  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  has  called  attention  to  the  law 
concerning  the  rights  of  the  Indiaus  to  cut  and  remove  timber  from  the 
reservations.  1  n  the  case  of  Cook  V8.  the  United  States  ( 10  Wallace),  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  held  that  Indiaus  could  not  legally 
cut  for  sale  timber  growing  on  their  reservations.    Under  thisdecision  the 
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cutting  of  growing  timber,  the  miinng  of  coal,  as  well  us  tlic  precious 
luetals,  is  waste.  The  ludians  ought  to  be  allowed  to  do  whatever  a 
good  business  man  would  if  the  reservation  was  his  under  like  circum- 
stances. If  the  Indians  will  mine  coal,  cut  timber  and  manufacture  it 
into  lumber,  they  ought  to  be  allowed  to  do  so.  Whenever  and  wher- 
ever an  Indhm  shows  a  disposition  to  work  he  ought  to  be  encouraged. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  should  have  authority  to  grant  to  the  In- 
diaas  jiermits  to  cut  timber  and  mine  coal,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same* 

STOCIv-RAISING. 

At  least  ouehalf  of  the  Indian  reservations  are  better  ada])ted  to 
stock-raising  than  agriculture,  and  it  is  less  difficult  to  induce  an  Indian 
to  engage  in  herding  than  in  agricultural  pursuits,  if  ten  years  ago 
suitable  provision  had  been  made  for  furnishing  herds  at  such  agencies 
as  are  especially  adapted  to  stock-raising,  the  luduins  at  such  agencies 
would  now  be  largely  independent  of  government  aid.  At  most  agen- 
cies the  Indians  will,  under  the  direction  of  the  agent,  take  care  of  the 
stock.  In  a  few  instances  it  may  be  necessary  t4>  provide  a  white  fore- 
loau  to  teach  the  Indians  liow  to  take  care  of  the  herd.  In  some  cases 
the  herd  should  be  the  common  property  of  the  tribe;  in  others  the 
stock  should  be  parceled  out  to  the  Indians  who  are  willing  and  able 
to  take  care  of  the  same.  When  herds  are  i>rovided  for  the  tribe  it 
should  be  with  the  lUtimate  purpose  of  distributing  the  same  among 
the  Indians  as  soon  as  they  furnish  proof  of  their  willingness  and  ability 
to  take  care  of  the  stock.  The  possession  of  herds  ami  docks  will  not 
ouly  benetit  the  Indians  by  providing  subsistence,  but  will  compel  them 
to  abandon  their  nomadic  habits. 

in  1869  the  Navajo  Indians  of  New  Mexico  had  about  1,001)  sheet)  ^tnd 
^oats.  lu  November  of  that  year  the  government  furnished  them  with 
14,000  sheep  and  1,000  goats,  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.  The  report  of  their 
ageut  shows  that  this  number  has  increased  to  900,000  shiep  and  200,000 
gouts,  lu  1881  the  ageut  reported  the  wool-clip  at  1,000,000  pound^,  and 
that  200,000  potmds  had  been  manufactured  into  bhmkets.  These  In- 
iliaus^  numbering  10,000,  by  means  of  this  snmll  outlay,  in  thirteen  years 
have  become  self-supt>orting,  the  total  ap[H-opriation  for  their  subsistence 
for  the  fiscal  year  1883  being  only  $5,000.  From  1870  to  1882,  inclusive, 
the  total  appropriation  for  their  support  was  $1,270,445,  or  an  annual 
ai)propriatiou  of  over  $08,000.  During  the  years  1870,  1871,  and  1872 
the  appropriations  for  their  subsistence  amounted  to  a  total  of  $582,375 
During  the  years  1881,  1882,  and  188.*^  the  appropriations  for  like  pur- 
]K)ses  amounted  to  a  total  of  $58,000;  an4l  hereafter  theie  will  be  no 
necessity  for  an  ai)in*opriation  for  their  subsistence.  No  better  illustra- 
tiou  can  be  bad  of  the  wisdoui  of  that  policy  which  looks  toward  aiding 
the  Indian  to  suppoi-t  himself  instead  of  supporting  him  at  government 
ex[)euse. 

The  Commissioner  reports  that  there  is  due  these  Indians  under  the 
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seventh  article  of  the  treaty  of  Jane,  1868,  the  sum  of  $156,651.74.  Ta 
carry  out  the  proyisions  of  Article  7  of  this  treaty  Congress  appropriated 
$200,000;  of  this  sum  $53,348.26  was  expended,  and  the  balance, 
$156,651.74,  was  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  surplus  fund.  The  Attor- 
ney-General has  decided  that  appropriations  of  this  character  are  ex- 
empt from  the  operation  of  the  surplus-fund  act.  This  appears  to  be  a 
just  claim  against  the  government,  and  I  concur  with  the  Commissioner 
in  recommending  that  this  amount  be  re  appropriated,  and  that  it  be 
expended  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  7  of  said  treaty.  It  will 
prove  a  great  stimulus  to  these  Indians  who  are  making  such  praise- 
worthy efforts  at  self-support. 

THE  NORTHERN   CHEYENNES. 

In  1877  the  Northern  Cheyennes  were  removed  to  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory. Much  dissatisfaction  existed  at  the  time  of  the  removal,  and  it 
has  continued  ever  since.  ThesQ  Indians  have  always  felt  that  in  their 
removal  they  have  been  greatly  wronged,  and  in  1878  a  band  of  them 
attempted  to  return  to  their  old  home.  After  leaving  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory they  committed  many  outrages  on  the  people  of  Kansas,  and  were 
in  the  end  nearly  exterminated  by  the  U.  8.  troops.  Those  remaining 
have  ever  since  demanded  to  be  removed  to  their  former  home  or  ,its 
vicinity.  Secretary  Schurz,  under  whose  order  the  removal  was  made, 
declared  in  his  Annual  Eeport  of  1880  that  he  regretted  such  removal. 

In  October,  1881,  Little  Chief  and  his  band,  235  in  all,  left  the  Chey- 
enne and  Arapahoe  Agency  and  proceeded  to  Pine  Ilidge,  Dakota; 
others  to  the  number  of  82  joined  them,  and  they  are  all  at  the  Pine 
Eidge  Agency.  There  are  now  remaining  in  the  Indian  Territory  684 
of  the  Northern  Cheyennes,  who  are  not  only  anxious  but  detennined 
to  join  their  kindred  in  Dakota.  They  declare  that  they  will  go  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Interior  Department,  if  such  consent  is  much 
longer  Withheld.  I  do  not  believe  these  Indians  will  be  satisfied  in 
their  present  home,  and  I  believe  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  In- 
dians and  the  government  alike  to  return  them  to  their  former  home  in 
the  Territory  of  Dakota.  The  Sioux  at  Pine  Eidge  Agency  have  ex- 
pressed a  willingness  to  receive  the  Northern  Cheyennes  and  allow  them 
to  live  at  that  agency.  This  I  understand  will  be  agreeable  to  the 
Cheyennes,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  such  removal  be  authorized, 
and  a  suitable  appropriation  be  provided  for  this  removal  and  their  sup- 
port at  su^h  new  location. 

JOSEPH'S  BAND   OF  NEZ  PERCES. 

The  number  of  this  band  now  in  the  Indian  Territory  is  90  men,  146 
women,  54  boys,  and  33  girls,  making  a  total  of  323.  Of  those  who 
surrendered  at  Bear  Pan  Mountain,  Montana,  in  October,  1877,  431 
were  transferred  to  Fort  Leavenworth  at  one  time,  and  a  few  others, 
subsequently  captured,  were  also  taken  to  that  post.    In  July,  1878, 
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410  were  turned  over  to  the  Interior  Departnieut  and  taken  to  the  In- 
dian Territory.  Notwithstanding  the  births  since  that  time,  the  total 
number  has  decreased  to  that  given  above. 

Believing  that  the  war,  which  exiled  these  people  from  Idaho,  was  the 
resolt  of  a  failure  of  the  government  to  keep  its  plighted  faith,  as  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Senate  I  opposed  their  removal  against 
their  will  to  the  Indian  Territory.  I  considered  such  removal  a  viola- 
tion of  the  terms  on  which  they  had  surrendered.  They  had  been  forced 
into  war,  and  contending  with  an  army  far  outnumbering  them,  had 
made  a  light  almost  without  a  parallel  in  the  annals  of  history,  extend- 
ing over  a  district  of  more  than  1,300  miles,  and  then,  though  en- 
trenched in  the  rocks  where  they  could  not  have  been  dislodged  without 
great  loss  of  life  to  the  Army,  as  well  as  themselves,  surrendered,  as 
Joseph  says,  because  he  did  not  want  any  more  lives  sacrificed. 

General  Miles,  the  oflBcer  to  whom  the  surrender  was  made,  saj's,  in 
a  communication  addressed  to  the  President  in  February,  1881,  that  he 
informed  them  that  it  was  the  design  of  the  government  to  place  them 
upon  what  is  known  as  the  small  Nez  Perces  reservation  in  Idaho,  and 
he  believes  a  due  regard  for  his  word,  the  good  faith  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  every  other  consideration  require  that  his  promise  given  the 
Nez  Perces  at  that  time  be  made  good.  He  further  speaks  of  the  hard- 
ships suffered  by  the  Nez  Perces  in  consequence  of  their  removal  to  the 
Indian  Territory,  and  recommends  that  they  be  returned  to  Idaho. 

I  concur  in  these  recommendations,  and  recommend  that  provisions 
be  made  to  carry  them  out. 

The  Nez  Perces  have  changed  very  much  in  manner  of  living  and 
style  of  dress  since  going  to  the  Indian  Territory.  Nearly  or  quite  all 
of  them  have  adopted  citizens'  clothing.  They  have  an  organized  church — 
Presbyterian — of  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  members ;  have  been  in- 
dustrious, and  ready  to  respond  to  any  requirements  of  the  department. 
Their  advancement  in  civilization  has  been  such  that  it  is  not  believed 
any  trouble  would  follow  their  return  to  Idaho.  Their  faith  in  the  ulti- 
mate fulfilling  of  the  promise  made  them  of  being  returned  to  that 
country  has  been  a  strong  incentive  to  them  in  the  advancement  they 
have  made.  Some  assistance  by  the  government  would  be  necessary  in 
helping  them  to  make  a  commencement  after  reaching  there,  when  they 
would  bo  self-supporting,  as  those  of  the  tribe  now  there  are. 

CIVILIZA'lION    FUND. 

From  July,  1877,  to  July,  1881,  there  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  this 
fund  the  sum  of  $715,000,  derived  from  the  sale  of  certain  Indian  lands 
in  Kansas.  Of  this  sum  $500,000  was  expended  in  the  establishment 
and  support  of  schools,  and  the  remainder  in  the  purchase  of  wagons, 
fiEirmiug  tools,  stock,  &c.,  with  the  exception  of  about  $4,800  now  on 

hand. 
It  will  be  seen  that  this  sum  has  been  treated  as  a  contingent  fund, 
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and  was  drawn  ou  in  all  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  the  money  coiikl  be  profitably  used  in  the  work  of  civil- 
izing the  Indians.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  annual  expenditure  from 
that  fund  was  something  over  $175,uOO.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the 
use  of  such  fund  has  greatly  advanced  the  cause  of  Indian  civilization, 
and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  appropriation  of  equal  amount  for  specific 
purposes  has  been  as  beneficial  as  that  fund. 

In  making  e^itimates  as  to  the  cost  of  greater  efiiciency  in  the  school 
service  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  jiot  less  than  $125,000  per  annum 
was  used  from  that  fund  in  the  support  of  schools.  It  is  very  difiicult 
to  estimate  each  year  for  the  wants  and  needs  of  the  Indiau  service.  A 
liberal  contingent  fund  should  therefore  be  provided,  to  be  used,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary,  whenever,  through  inattention,  neglect,  or 
ignorance  of  the  necessities  of  the  case,  proper  provision  has  not  been 
made.  * 

PERMANENT   FUND  FOR   SCHOOLS. 

The  sums  to  be  appropriated  for  Indian  education  ought  to  fixed,  and 
not  dependent  on  the  action  of  Congress  at  each  session,  and  I  there 
fore  reconjmend  tliat  certain  incomes  be  set  apart  by  law  to  be  used  as 
such  fund.  The  net  receipts  of  the  sales  of  ])ublic  lands  during  the  last 
four  years  have  amounted  to  $14,350,877.77,  or  a  yearly  average  of 
$3,589,210.44.  During  the  last  year  such  sales  amounted  to  $7,189,850.89. 
It  cannot  be  supposed,  however,  that  the  sales  will  be  as  large  during 
the  next  four  years,  and  they  will  doubtless  grow  less  each  year  for 
many  years  to  come.  The  moneys  arising  from  such  sale  would  at 
least  furnish  a  fund  as  the  basis  of  such  school  fund,  and  I  therefore 
recommend  that  the  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  public  lands  and 
tiie  fees  in  excess  of  the  expenses  of  such  sale  be  set  apart  its  a  perma- 
nent fund  for  the  education  of  Indium  children,  and  to  this  there  should 
be  added  a  sum  sufficient  to  educate  the  number  of  children  that  it  is 
thought  advisable  to  put  in  the  manual-labor  schooU-. 

The  act  making  a]>propri<ition  for  the  current  and  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  liidian  Department,  approved  May  17,  188lf,  requires  the 
inspector  of  Indian  schools  to — 

report  »  plan  for  carrying  iutoetf'ect,  iu  ihe  luout  ocononiicul  and  cflicieut  niiniiier, 
uU  exiHting  treuty  stipnlutiouH  for  tbu  edueutiou  of  Indians,  with  carefnl  estinuiies 
of  the  cost  tlit-reof;  ulbo  a  {ilau  and  estinjates  for  educating  all  Indian  youths  for  whom 
uo  such  provisiun  now  exists,  and  estimates  of  what  sums  can  he  saved  from  existing 
expenditures  for  Indian  support  by  the  adoption  of  such  plan. 

I  herewith  submit  his  rep6rt. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  was  authorized  by  said  act — 

to  cause  to  be  constructed  at  a  poiut  in  the  Indiau  Territory,  adjacent  to  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  Slate  of  Kansas,  and  near  to  the  Poucaaud  Pawnee  Keservatious,  and 
upon  a  section  ot  land  suitable  iu  ([uality  and  location  for  the  industrial  purposesof  said 
tichool,  which  section  of  laud  is  hcrclty  reserved  for  said  purpose,  a  buildiug  suitablu 
in  size  and  convenience  for  the  instruction  and  care  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Indian 
children,  and  shull  cause  to  be  instructed  therein,  iu  the  Knglish  language  and  in  in- 
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dnstrial  pursnits,  tbc  cbildreD  of  such  of  the  Indian  tribes  located  in  the  Indian  Ter- 
ritory as  are  least  provided  for  under  existing  treaties  and  laws. 

The  1  ocation  of  such  scbool  has  been  made  after  careful  examination 
of  tbe  country  by  the  inspector  of  Indian  schools.  He  recommends 
that  there  be  added  another  section  of  hind,  and  in  tbis  recommenda- 
tion 1  concur. 

The  Secretary  was  also — 

aathorized  to  canse  to  be  constrncted,  at  some  suitable  point  on  tlie  Sioux  Reserva- 
tion, in  Dakota  Territory,  and  upon  a  section  of  land  suitable  in  quality  and  location 
for  the  industrial  pnrposes  of  said  school,  which  section  of  land  is  hereby  reserved  for 
raid  pnrpose,  a  bnilding  suitable  in  size  and  convenience  ftir  the  instruction  andcar.> 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Indian  children,  and  shall  canse  to  be  instructed  therein,  in 
tbe  English  langnage  and  in  industrial  ptirsnits,  the  children  of  the  Indian  tribes 
located  on  said  reservation,  nnless  he  should  think  ljest4o  establish  such  school  at  the 
late  Pawnee  Agency,  in  the  State  of  Nebraska. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  tbe  advantagesof  a  school  in  Nebraska 
the  school  was  located  at  the  Pawnee  Agency.  The  old  school  bnilding 
at  this  point  will  be  useful  when  repaired.  At  tbis  jmint  the  govern- 
ment owns  but  ICO  acres  of  land,  on  which  the  okl  building  stands.  An 
appropriation  was  made  for  1C()  acres  more.  The  inspector  of  Indian 
schools  recommends  the  i)urchase  of  160  acres  additional,  making  480 
acres  in  all.     In  this  I  concur. 

These  two  schools  will  accommodate  about  300  children,  and  should 
he  enlarged  to  accommodate  in  each  school  not  less  than  three  hundred. 
It  is  economy  to  put  from  three  hundred  to  four  hundrcil  children  in 
one  school. 

INDIAN  KDUCATION. 

The  subject  of  Indian  education  bus  been  one  of  interest  to  tbe  peo- 
ple ever  since  the  early  settlement  of  the  country.  The  early  settlers 
devoted  much  time  and  money  to  the  education  of  Indian  youths.  They 
collected  large  sums  of  money  and  established  schools  exclusively  for 
their  benefit.  There  appears  to  have  been  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  pu- 
pils, and  a  number  of  Indians  are  reported  as  having  graduated  with 
honorable  distinction  from  some  of  the  better  class  of  such  schools. 
This  effort  seems  to  have  been  confined  principally  to  the  education  of 
the  young  men  with  the  purpose  of  making  teachers  of  them,  with  the 
ex|>ectation  that  they  would  ultimately  organize  schools  in  the  wilder- 
ness for  tb^  education  of  the  mass  of  the  Indian  children  who  could  not 
be  brought  under  the  influence  of  white  teachers. 

It  was  supposed  by  the  friends  of  the  cause  of  Indian  education  that 
tlie  knowledge  of  letters  ought  to  precede  all  other  knowledge  of  civil- 
ized affairs,  and  so  but  little  effort  was  made  to  do  more  than  instruct 
them  in  the  knowledge  of  books  and  acquaint  them  with  theological 
doctrines  that  even  their  well-informed  white  neighbors  did  not  under- 
fitand,  and  concerning  which  the3^  did  not  attempt  to  agree. 

Little  or  no  effort  was  made  to  educate  them  as  laborers.  The  Indian 
children  were  not  behind  their  white  associates  in  committing  to  mem- 
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017  the  contents  of  their  books,  and  all  accounts  agree  that  they  made 
commendable  progress  in  their  literary  pursuits.  The  same  success  did 
not,  however,  attend  the  efforts  made  with  reference  to  their  religious 
education.  This  effort  to  civilize  thom  through  a  literary  and  religions 
education,  as  might  have  been  supposed,  proved  a  failure.  This  system 
of  Indian  education,  after  a  trial  of  nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  years, 
has  produced  but  scanty  results.  No  intelligent  effort  appears  to  have 
been  made  to  educate  the  masses  of  the  Indian  children,  fos  the  attempt 
made  by  the  government  through  a  few  worthless  agency  day  schools 
cannot  be  designated  as  an  "intelligent  effort,"  and  appears  to  have 
been  of  little  or  no  benefit  to  the  Indian  race.  Exception,  of  course, 
must  be  made  to  the  praiseworthy  efforts  of  the  civilized  Indians  of  the 
Indian  Territory  to  educate  their  children  at  their  own  expense. 

Within  the  last  ten  years  much  interest  has  been  awakened  among^ 
the  people  with  reference  to  the  cause  of  Indian  education,  and  the  na- 
tional legislation  on  that  subject  has  been  in  answer  to  the  demand  made 
by  the  people. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  the  question  whether  the  Indian  is  capa- 
ble of  receiving  an  education,  and  if  capable,  is  willing.  That  be  is 
capable  has  been  fully  demonstrated.  That  he  is  willing  has  been 
proved  by  the  ease  with  which  the  few  Indian  schools  properly  con- 
ducted are  supplied  with  pu])ils.  The  number  of  Indian  children  in 
school  is  limited  to  the  provisions  made  for  their  support.  Many  more 
might  be  added  if  the  appropriation  was  sufficiently  liberal  for  their 
support.  The  Indians  being  capable  of  and  willing  to  receive  an  edu- 
cation, it  cannot  be  doubted  that  it  is  the  dut^'  of  the  government  to 
provide  the  means.  If,  however,  any  one  is  disposed  to  deny  the  obli- 
gation of  the  government  ki  that  behalf,  none  will  deny  that  it  is  wis- 
dom on  the  part  of  the  government  to  supply  the  means  of  education  to 
all  such  as  are  willing  and  capable  of  receiving  it;  for,  if  their  educa- 
tion proceeds  in  the  right  direction,  the  government  will  relieve  itself 
of  the  support  of  persons  who  contribute  nothing  to  the  common  stock, 
and  in  their  place  create  men  who  will  by  their  labor  add  to  the  wealth 
of  the  country. 

If,  then,  it  is  either  the  duty  of  the  government  or  dictated  by  sound 
principles  of  political  economy  to  educate  the  Indian  children,  it  only 
remains  to  be  seen  whether  that  end  can  be  accomplished  with  an  out- 
lay of  mone3'  the  expenditure  of  which  will  be  within  tlie%rue  princi- 
ple of  governmental  economy. 

If  we  consider  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  education  of  the  Indian 
to  be  to  relieve  the  government  ultimately  of  his  support  and  depend- 
ency, divesting  the  question  of  all  sentiment,  looking  at  it  only  as  a 
question  of  political  economy,  we  need  only  inquire  what  does  it  cost 
to  support  him  in  his  ignorance,  and  whether  he  will  be  able  to  support 
himself  with  an  education.    It  is  believed  that  from  four  to  five  years' 
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schooling,  with  i)roper  mannaMabor  training," will  make  them  independ- 
ent of  government  aid. 

The  whole  number  of  Indian  children  (exclusive  of  the  New  York  In- 
dians and  the  five  civilized  tribes)  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  six- 
teen years  is  supposed  to  be  about  38,000;  of  this  number  the  report 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  shows  that  8,508  are  attending 
school,  of  which  about  4,978  are  attending  boarding  school  and  the 
balance  day  schools.  But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  day  schools 
are  kept  open  only  a  short  time,  and  the  irregular  manner  in  which  the 
children  attend  while  open  renders  them  of  little  or  no  value.  The  ad- 
vantage derived  from  such  attendance  is  hardly  perceptible.  The  In- 
dian can  only  be  properly  educated  in  manual-labor  schools.  What  he 
needs  is  not  simply  a  literary  education,  he  must  be  educated  to  labor, 
and  his  literary  attainments  will  be  of  no  real  benefit  to  him  unless  he 
has  also  learned  to  take  care  of  himself  and  provide  for  his  physical 
wants.  He  must  be  taught  to  labor  in  the  field;  when  to  sow  and  when 
to  reap;  to  care  for  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  and  swine;  in  fine,  he  must  be  a 
herdsman  or  farmer,  or  both.  Some  may  become  laborers  in  other  fields, 
but  the  great  mass  of  the  Indians  must  either  become  farmers  or  stock- 
raisers.  If  we  educate  a  few  Indian  children  out  of  the  many  in  a  tribe, 
the  influence  of  the  many  uneducated  will  be  more  powerful  than  the 
influence  of  the  few  educated,  and  the  educated  will  soon  go  back  to 
the  savage  ways  of  the  more  numerous  class,  and  the  benefits  of  their 
education  be  lost  to  them  and  the  government.  At  least  one-half  of  all 
the  Indian  children  of  school  age  should  be  put  in  manual-labor  schools, 
and  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  teaching  them  to  labor  than  to 
read.  Neither  should  be  neglected.  They  can  bo  made  skillful  farm- 
ers and  mechanics  much  more  rea<1ily  than  the^^  can  be  made  scholars. 
While  in  school  they  should  be  allowed  to  speak  English  only. 

At  least  one-half  of  the  children  selected  for  such  schools  ought  to  be 
girls,  who  should  be  taught  to  spin  and  weave,  make  their  own  cloth- 
ing, take  care  of  the  house,  and  become  suitable  companions  of  the 
educated  males.  The  school  period  should  not  be  less  than  four  years, 
and  in  exceptional  cases  even  longer  than  that.  Manual  labor  schools 
should  be  established  in  different  sections  of  the  country,  not  distant 
from  the  Indians,  yet  far  enough  away  to  be  beyond  the  influence  of 
those  opposed  to  education,  and  that  the  children  may  see  as  little  as 
possible  of  savage  life. 

It  is  not  supposed  that  one-half  of  the  Indian  children  can  be  taken 
at  once  from  their  parents  and  put  into  schools,  even  if  the  govern- 
ment was  prepared  so  to  do ;  but  it  is  believed  that  by  the  time  the 
government  can  secure  the  facilities  for  the  education  of  that  number 
of  children  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  them. 

A  large  number  can  be  provided  for  in  the  several  manual  labor 
schools  of  the  different  States.  The  capacity  of  the  labor  schools 
already  established  can  be  increased  so  as  to  accommodate  a  large  num- 
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ber.  A  number  of  United  States  military  ]>08ts,  no  longer  neodeil 
for  military  |mr]>ose8,  can  be  used  for  tbe  puipose  of  Indian  schools, 
the  government  thereby  saving  the  cost  of  erection  of  buildings,  &c- 
With  liberal  appropriations  it  is  quite  possible  to  provide  for  tbe  educa- 
tion of  ten  thousand  Indian  youths  in  manual  labor  schools  during 
the  fiscal  year  1884,  and  at  least  twice  that  numl>er  during  the  fiscal 
year  1885. 

Tfie  care,  support,  and  education  of  10,000  Indian  youths  during  tbe 
fiscal  year  1884  ought  not  to  exceed  $2,500,000,  and  with  the-increased 
number  of  children  there  ought  to  be  a  reduction  in  the  cost,  and  the 
expense  of  20,000  children  ought  not  to  exceed  $4,000,000  per  annntn. 
To  the  20,000,  costing  annually  $4,000,000,  ought  each  year  to  l)e  added 
not  less  than  one-fourth  that  number,  which,  at  the  same  expense  per 
capita,  will  necessitate  an  additional  appropriation  of  $1,000,000,  and 
the  account  will  stand  thus :

The  per  capita  allowance  is  greater  than  the  cost  at  the  agency 
boarding  schools,  but  these  schools  are  not  kept  up  more  than  nine  or 
ten  months,  while  this  estimate  is  for  attendance  for  the  full  calendar 
year. 

At  the  close  of  t'le  fiscal  >ear  1887  10,000  children,  having  completed 
their  school  course,  can  be  discharged,  leaving  with  the  5,000  to  be 
added  for  the  fiscal  year  1888,  25,000.  Ten  thousand  of  these  may  be 
discharged  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1888,  leaving,  with  the  addition 
of  5,000,  20,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1889;  and  every  year  thereafter  one- 
fourth  of  the  whole  number  may  be  discharged  and  the  like  number 
added.  Thus,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1888,  there  will  have  been 
discharged  20,000  children,  who  will  be  able  to  care  for  and  support 
themselves;  and  the  total  expense  of  the  education  of  this  number  with 
those  remaining  in  school  will  not  exceed  $22,500,000,  or  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  the  suppression  of  Indian 
hostilities  during  the  years  18G4  and  1865. 

Since  1872,  a  period  of  only  ten  years,  the  cost  of  Indian  hostilities 
and  military  protection  against  the  Indian  is  estimated  by  the  military 
authorities  at  $223,801,264.50,  or  an  annual  expense  of  $22,389,126.45. 
To  this  must  be  added  the  yearly  appropriation  for  subsistence,  which 
averages  about  five  millions  a  year.  To  this  must  also  be  added  the 
loss  of  life  and  the  horrors  of  an  Indian  war,  only  to  be  understood  by 
those  who  have  had  the  misfortune  to  be  participants  in  or  witnesses  ot 
them.  This  cannot  be  computed  in  dollars,  but  ought  to  be  considered 
in  determining  the  policy  of  the  government  in  its  dealing  with  the 
Indians. 

It  is  useless  to  attempt  the  civilization  of  the  Indian  through  the 
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a^Dcy  of  schools,  unless  a  large  number  of  children,  certainly  not  less 
than  one-half  the  total  number,  can  have  the  benefit  of  such  schools, 
and  even  then  it  is  not  wise  to  depend  wholly  on  that  agency.  The 
children  on  returning  to  their  homes  should  have  some  encouragement 
and  support. 

Farmers  and  herders  should  be  sent  to  the  reservation  to  instruct  the 
adcdts  in  agriculture  and  stock-raising.  The  government  should 
famish  stock  cattle  to  herders,  and  farm  stock  and  implements  to  the 
fanner,  not  in  such  number  and  quantities  that  the  Indian  will  feel  that 
he  is  dependent  on  the  government,  but  as  aids  to  his  own  efforts.  On 
some  reservations  stock-raising  ought  to  be  the  principal  industry,  while 
on  others,  less  suitable  for  that  purpose,  the  Indian  shonld  be  taught 
to  tarn  his  attention  towards  agricultural  pursuits.  Care  should  be 
taken  to  impress  the  Indian  with  the  necessity  of  supporting  himself, 
and  he  shonld  be  assured  that  the  government  will  not  aid  him  unless 
he  shows  a  disposition  to  aid  himself;  and  the  gratuities  of  the  govern- 
ment ought  to  be  given  only  to  those  who  show  a  proper  disposition  to 
take  care  of  themselves. 

With  20,000  or  more  Indian  children  properly  selected  in  our  schools, 
there  will  be  no  danger  of  Indian  wars.  Some  care  should  be  had  in 
the  selection  of  the  children,  to  include  the  children  of  those  individuals 
and  tribes  most  likely  to  make  trouble. 

It  is  not  desirable  to  abandon  the  agency  schools,  but  an  effort  should 
he  made  to  render  them  more  effective  than  they  have  been.  With 
proper  attention  they  may  be  useful  for  the  education  of  such  of  the 
children  as  cannot  be  sent  away,  especially  those  too  young  to  put  in 
the  manual  labor  schools. 

The  Mission  Indians  of  GaLLfornia,  the  Moquis,  and  Pueblos,  and  a 
few  other  tribes,  who  are  accustomed  to  labor,  need  nothing  more  than 
good  agency  schools  and  titles  to  their  lands  to  support  themselves 
without  further  tax  on  the  government. 

It  is  believed  that  with  an  annual  expenditure  of  between  five  and 
six  millions  of  dollars  during  the  next  fifteen  years  for  educational  pur- 
poses, of  the  character  herein  indicated,  the  danger  of  Indian  outbreaks 
may  be  avoided,  and  the  great  mass  of  Indian  youths  at  least  made 
self  supporting;  and  that  the  Indian  may  become,  if  not  a  valuable  citi- 
zen, at  least  one  from  whom  danger  need  not  be  apprehended,  and  cease 
to  he  a  tax  on  the  government. 

GENERAL  LAND  OFFIGE. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Ofiice  shows  a  large  increase 
in  the  disposal  of  the  public  land  for  1882  over  that  for  1881,  as  follows : 

The  disposal  of  public  lands  under  all  acts  of  Congress  embraced 
13,998,780.27  acres,  and  of  Indian  lands  310,386.13  acres,  making  the 
total  disx>osals  14,309,166.40  acres,  aa  increase  over  disposals  during 
the  year  1881  of  3,415,769.35  acres. 
8  I n 
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The  amouut  of  moDey  received  from  all  sources  in  connection  with 
disposals  of  the  public  lands  was  $7,759,898.82^  and  from  sales  of  Indian 
lands  $634,617.22,  a  total  of  $8,394,516.04,  being  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  $2,985,711.88.

The  Commissioner  reports  that  the  amount  of  work  done  in  the  pre- 
emption division  during  the  last  year  is  33  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the 
pre\ious  year ;  that  11,554  cases  were  received  during  the  year,  and 
8,079  disposed  of,  leaving  an  excess  of  3,475  cases  to  be  added  to  the 
total  work  in  arrears.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  in  this  division  only 
about  70  per  cent,  of  the  current  business  has  been  disposed  of,  showing 
conclusively  that  the  force  of  this  division  ought  to  be  increased  30  per 
cent,  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  current  business  of  the  division.  The 
work  of  the  division  is  now  two  years  in  arrears,  and  is  so  rapidly  in- 
creasing that  there  can  be  no  hope  of  disposing  of  current  business  with 
the  present  force,  much  less  of  disposing  of  the  business  now  in  arrears. 
The  mineral  division  is  reported  by  the  Commissioner  to  be  about  one 
year  in  arrears. 

It  is  a  great  hardship  for  the  people  who  have  paid  for  their  farms 
and  mines  to  wait  one  or  two  years  for  the  government  to  certify  that 
fact  in  such  a  way  as  to  afford  them  a  perfect  title.  With  a  sufficient 
force  it  is  quite  possible  to  issue  x)atents  to  all  entries  within  three  or 
four  months.  The  clerical  force  in  both  the  pre-emption  and  mineral 
divisions  ought  to  be  largely  increased. 

The  Conunissioner  recommends  the  repeal  of  the  pre-emption  acts, 
and  says : 

A  repeal  of  the  pre-emption  law  would  simplify  the  public  business,  and  be  in  the 
interest  of  public  economy  and  good  administration.  Such  repeal  would,  moreover, 
temove  one  of  the  causes  of  frauds  in  land  entries,  which  have  approached  great 
magnitude. 
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The  correspoudence  of  this  office  and  reports  from  offlcers  and  special  agents  indi- 
cate that  a  material  proportion  of  the  pre-emption  entries  now  made  are  fraudulent  in 
character,  being  chiefly  placed  upon  valuable  timber  or  mineral  lands  or  water-rights, 
and  made  in  the  interest  and  by  the  procurement  of  others,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of 
residence  and  improvement  by  the  professed  pre-emptor, 

I  fully  agree  with  the  Commissioner  in  this  recommendation.  The 
pre-emption  law,  intended  a«  a  means  of  enabling  the  citizen  wishing  to 
make  a  home  to  do  so  cheaply  and  speedily,  ha%  been  used  largely  to 
aggregate  large  quantities  of  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  speculator,  and 
not  for  those  for  whose  benefit  it  was  intended. 

The  Commissioner  also  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a  change  in 
the  homestead  law.    He  says : 

It  is  a  matter  of  serious  question  whether  the  time  within  which  homestead  par- 
ties are  allowed  to  commute  their  entries  by  the  payment  of  cash,  should  not  be 
extended  so  as  to  require  proof  of  actual  residence,  improvement,  and  cultivation,  for 
at  least  one  year  before  such  payment  should  be  received.  This  extension  of  time  wonld 
be  no  longer  than  reasonably  necessary  to  establish  the  good  faith  of  the  parties, 
and  would  be  no  hardship  to  bona  fide  settlers,  while  the  opportunities  and  induce- 
ment for  fraudulent  entry  would  diminish  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  time  for 
which  residence,  improvement,  and  cultivation  are  required  to  be  shown. 

In  this  I  concur.  It  will  be  useless  to  repeal  the  pre-emption  laws  if 
the  opportunity  still  exists  to  commit  the  same  frauds  under  the  cover 
of  the  homestead  law.  If  it  is  thought  best  to  retain  the  pre-emption 
laws,  they  should  be  so  amended  that  the  filing  for  pre  emption  should 
precede  the  entry  at  least  one  year. 

It  should  be  the  policy  of  the  government  to  preserve  the  public  lands 
suitable  for  cultivation  for  the  use  of  actual  settlers,  and  this  cannot  be 
done  under  existing  laws. 

The  Commissioner  asks  for  an  additional  force  of  one  hundred  clerks. 
As  the  regular  annual  estimate  is  for  a  force  only  intended  to  dispose  of 
the  current  work,  the  great  increase  in  the  volume  of  public  land  dis- 
posed of  makes  an  increase  of  the  force  a  necessity,  without  reference 
to  work  now  in  arrears.  He  also  recommends  the  creation  of  the  office 
^  Assistant  Commissioner,  with  a  salary  of  $3,000,  and  that  the  salar^*^ 
of  the  Commissioner  be  increased  to  $5,000.    In  this  I  concur. 

The  public  lands  ought  to  be  speedily  surv^eyed.  It  is  lawful  for  a 
settler  to  go  on  the  public  lands  in  advance  of  the  surveys,  but  it  is 
difficult  for  him  to  fix  boundaries  to  his  location  made  in  advance  of 
the  surveys.  Conflicts  arise  between  neighbors  as  to  lines,  and  when 
the  surveys  are  made,  not  infrequently  a  whole  neighborhood  is  thrown 
into  confusion,  and  much  bitterness  and  strife  created  by  the  attempt 
to  adjust  their  location  to  the  government  surveys.  There  is  but  little, 
if  any,  of  the  public  land  that  will  not  be  ultimately  surveyed.  The 
necessity  for  surveys  in  the  agricultural  and  pastoral  regions  is  not 
greater  than  in  the  mineral  regions  of  the  high  mountains.  The  miner 
as  well  as  the  agriculturist  finds  it  difficult  clearly  and  properly  to 
define  and  locate  his  claim  in  the  absence  of  government  surveys. 
Liberal  aporoDriations  ought  to  be  made  for  the  survey  of  the  unsur- 
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reyed  land  of  all  kinds,  with  a  proper  classification  of  the  same,  showing 
whether  they  are  timber,  agricnltural,  pastoral,  or  mineral  lands. 

PATENT  OFFICE. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  shows  an  increase  of  busi- 
ness over  the  year  ending  June  30, 1881.  The  number  of  applications 
for  patents  was  27,622,  an  increase  of  4,690  over  that  year.  The  num- 
ber of  applications  for  designs  was  854 ;  for  reissues,  407 ;  for  registra- 
tion of  trade-marks,  737;  for  registration  of  labels,  442;  and  the  num- 
ber of  caveats  filed  was  2,455.  The  number  of  patents  granted,  includ- 
ing reissues  and  designs,  was  17,713;  of  trademarks  registered  1,079; 
of  labels  registered,  223.  There  were  1,637  patents  withheld  for  non- 
payment of  fees,  and  5,123  patents  expired. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  office  were  $930,864.14,  an  increase  of 
1140,968.62  over  the  last  preceding  year. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  office,  not  including  printing,  were 
$651,719.50. 

The  Commissioner  reports  that,  owing  to  the  failure  of  Congress  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  continue  the  work  of  abridging  patents,  that 
work  was  discontinued  on  the  1st  of  August.  In  order  that  so  much 
of  the  work  as  has  been  completed  up  to  that  date  may  be  published 
aad  made  available,  and  in  order  also  that  the  work  may  be  continued, 
he  expresses  a  hope  that  Congress  will  make  an  appropriation  for  that 
purpose.  Ux»  to  the  1st  of  August  nearly  all  the  patents  issued  under 
the  class  of  agricultural  implements  had  been  abridged,  and  it  is  espec* 
ially  desired  that  the  office  be  enabled  to  make  this  abridgment  pub- 
lic. The  necessity  for  a  prosecution  of  the  abridgment  has  been  en- 
larged upon  in  former  reports,  and  need  not  be  recurred  to  here  in  de- 
tail It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  for  lack  of  it  an  almost  incalculable 
amoant  of  valuable  time  is  wasted  in  examining  applications  and  com- 
paring them  with  devices  already  patented  in  order  to  determine 
whether  they  can  be  granted.  With  a  completed  abridgment  this  time 
wonld  be  saved,  and  while  a  less  number  of  examiners  would  be  re- 
quired, greater  certainty  in  examination  would  be  secured.  The  advan- 
tage, furthemore,  to  inventors  and  to  purchasers  of  patents  would  be 
80  obvious  that  it  need  not  be  more  than  referred  to  here. 

The  large  and  steady  increase  in  the  business  of  the  Patent  Office 
forces  the  Commissioner  to  ask  that  steps  be  taken  to  increase  the 
accommodations.  At  present  the  force  is  so  cramped  for  room  that 
business  is  seriously  retarded. 

The  Commissioner  suggests  that  legislation  is  necessary  to  enable 
him  more  readily  and  certainly  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  sections 
4886  and  4887  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  the  use  or  sale  of 
inventions  prior  to  the  application  for  patent,  and  the  limitation  of 
American  patents  by  the  terms  of  patents  issued  to  foreign  countries. 
Some  provision  should  be  made  whereby',  at  the  request  of  the  Com- 
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missioner,  or  of  a  party  iu  interest,  a  subpoena  could  be  issued  as  in 
contested  cases  (section  4906,  Revised  Statutes),  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses  to  testify  as  to  the  use  or  sale  of  an  invention  for 
wliicb  an  application  for  a  patent  is  pending. 

The  number  of  years  for  which  patents  are  granted  abroad  varies  in 
various  countries,  and  in  nearly  all  are  affected  by  conditions,  the  ful- 
fillment or  nonfulfillment  of  which  cannot  possibly  be  known  to  this 
office;  notwithstanding  which  fact  inventions  patented  abroad  are  only 
patentable  here  for  terms  concurrent  with  the  valid  duration  of  the  for- 
eign patents.  Much  confusion  naturally  arises  out  of  this  condition  of 
things ;  but  its  most  serious  effect  is  felt  by  innocent  purchasers  of  pat- 
ents which  have  lapsed  or  may  lapse  with  the  termination  of  a  foreign 
right  of  which  they  have  no  knowledge.  The  Commissioner  in  this 
view  suggests  that  legislation  be  had  to  fix  a  definite  term  for  patents 
upon  articles  or  devices  that  have  first  been  patented  in  foreign  coun- 
tries ;  and  considering  the  fact  that  the  terms  for  which  patents  may 
be  granted  in  foreign  countries  are  shorter  than  those  for  which  they 
may  be  originally  granted  in  this  country,  he  suggests  that  twelve 
years  would  be  a  proper  term  for  patents  where  the  invention  has  first 
been  patented,  or  a  patent  applied  for,  in  a  foreign  country.  The  diflS- 
culty  now  experienced  in  office  practice  would  thus  be  removed,  and  a 
necessary  certainty  obtained. 

Application  was  recently  made  for  the  registration  of  a  label,  which 
was  rejected  by  the  examiner  because  it  was  not  a  label,  but  a  trade- 
mark. Thereupon  a  mandamus  was  sued  out  against  the  Commissioner 
to  compel  him  to  register  what  the  applicant  claimed  to  be  a  label. 
The  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  held  that  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Patents  has  no  discretion  in  the  registration  of  labels.  If  an 
applicant  comes  with  a  trade-mark,  calls  it  a  label,  and  asks  for  its  reg- 
istration, and  pays  the  fee  required  by  law  for  the  registration  of  a  label, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  to  cause  it  to  be  registered.  The  fee 
prescribed  by  law  for  registering  labels  is  $6 ;  for  trade-marks  $25. 
The  difference  in  the  revenue  of  the  office  will  be  considerable  if  par- 
ties are  permitted  to  register  as  labels  what  in  fact  are  trade-marks.  If 
the  decision  of  the  court  is  to  be  followed,  legislation  should  be  had 
which  will  remove  every  doubt  in  relation  to  such  registration. 

OFFICE  OF  COMMISSIONER  OF  RAILROADS. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  herewith  presented, 
gives  the  operations  of  that  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1882. 

Extensive  trips  for  the  inspection  of  the  property  and  accounts  of  the 
subsidized  roads  have  been  made  by  officers  of  that  bureau,  and  the 
Commissioner  expresses  gratification  in  observing  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  roads  and  a  manifest 
healthy  growth  of  business. 
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Proper  facilities  for  intelligeDt  and  comprehensive  examination  of  the 
various  properties  of  the  several  roads  were  freely  granted.  The  books 
and  accounts  of  the  companies  have  been  checked  and  examined  and 
statements  of  the  five  and  twenty-five  per  centum  of  ascertained  "  net 
earnings  "  have  been  made. 

Statements  are  submitted  showing  in  detail  the  indebtedness  of  the 
several  companies  to  the  United  States,  and  their  general  financial  con- 
dition. With  the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  minor  roads,  he  regards  the 
United  States  as  secure  in  the  ultimate  payment  of  both  principal  and 
interest  of  the  loans  advanced. 

CENTRAL  PACIFIC  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

The  property  and  accounts  of  this  company  have  been  carefully  and 
fully  examined.  Every  facility  was  accorded  to  render  such  examina- 
tion thorough  and  complete. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  business  and  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  general  line  of  the  road.  The  equipment  in  engines,  cars, 
and  other  facilities  has  been  greatly  increased. 

The  most  noticeable  improvement  is  at  the  Oakland  terminus,  where 
a  commodious  passenger  depot  has  been  constructed  at  the  extreme  end 
of  the  Oakland  Pier  in  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco.  The  pier  is  of  rock 
and  earth -work,  extending  into  the  bay  more  than  one  and  a  quarter 
miles,  upon  which  are  four  parallel  tracks.  The  building  has  a  total 
length  of  1 ,050  feet,  covering  an  area  of  more  than  four  acres,  and  has 
ten  tracks  running  through  tis  entire  length.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  passenger  trains  running  in  and  out 
daily.  The  building  has  all  modern  improvements,  and  is  so  constructed 
as  to  receive  passengers  from  the  ferry-boats  from  both  the  lower  and 
upper  decks  at  the  same  time,  and  is  admirably  adapted  for  handling 
expeditiously  an  immense  passenger  trafiic. 

Within  the  year,  106  miles  of  steel  rail  have  been  substituted  for  iron 
and  30,000  tons  morehave  been  purchased.  It  is  expected  that  within 
the  present  year  the  entire  road  will  be  relaid  with  steel.  * 

The  company  has  at  all  times  j>romptly  complied  with  all  the  demands 
of  tbis  office,  both  in  rendering  the  regular  returns  and  in  the  payment 
of  whatever  balance,  under  the  act  of  May  7, 1878,  has  been  ascertained 
to  be  due  from  them. 

The  following  statement  is  made  from  the  reports  fnrnished  by  the 
company  as  to  its  condition  on  the  30th  of  June,  1882 :  Number  of 
miles  subsidized,  860.66;  number  of  miles  owned,  1,204.47;  number  of 
miles  leased,  1,831.88 ;  average  number  of  miles  operated  during  they  ear

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463.41 ;  interest  accrued,  but  not  due,  on  funded  debt,  $1,352^655 ;  total 
debt,  $111,649,877.38;  capital  stock  and  debt,  $170,825,377.38;  cost  of 
road,  $137,763,153.69;  cost  of  equipment,  $8,224,145.38;  real  estate, 
$2,687,362.69 ;  total  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  $148,674,661.76.  Gash, 
materials,  and  sinking  funds,  $6,203,340.05 ;  bonds  and  stocks,  $245,- 
416.70;  miscellaneous  investments,  $1,576,664.93;  U.  S.  sinking  fund 
and  transportation  accounts,  $7,170,129.38 ;  bills  and  accounts  receiva- 
ble, $4,161,737.72 ;  land  sales,  $1,471,802.82 ;  total,  $169,503,752.36. 

The  earnings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  are  reported  b» 
follows:  Passenger,  $7,151,283.71;  freight,  $16,563,043.85;  U.  S.  mail, 
$450,018.17;  miscellaneous,  $1,195,800.35 ;  total,  $25,360,146.11.  Oper- 
ating expenses  and  rentals,  $10,042,411.74;  ordinary  net  earnings, 
$9,317,734.37.  Interest  paid,  $3,530,288.77 ;  dividends  paid,  $3,556,530. 
The  gross  earnings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1881,  were  $22,- 
893,344.57;  for  1882,  $25,360,146.11,  showing  an  increase  of  $2,466,801.52. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  company,  in  San  Francisco,  show  that 
under  the  act  of  May  7, 1878,  the  *'  twenty-five  per  cent.''  of  net  earnings 
due  the  United  States  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1881,  amounted 
to  $1,038,935.24.  The  company  rendered  transportation  services  ibr  the 
United  States  on  aided  and  non-aided  lines  amounting  to  $959,785.33, 
leaving  balance  due  for  the  year  of  $79,149.91,  a  statement  of  which 
was  furnished  this  department  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  1882,  and  on 
the  23d  the  amount  was  promptly  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States. 

This  company  has  leased  and  operates  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad 
of  California,  Arizona,  and  New  Mexico. 

UNION  PACIFIC  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

A  thorough  and  complete  examination  of  the  accounts  and  properties 
of  this  company  has  been  niade,  and  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  busi- 
ness noted.  The  general  line  of  the  road  has  been  greatly  improved, 
and  the  equipment  in  engines  and  cars  fully  up  to  the  standard.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  over  16,000  tons  of  steel  rails  were  substituted  for 
iron,  and  the  company  is  still  expending  large  sums  for  this  purpose 
with  a  view  of  having  the  entire  main  line  laid  with  steel  rails  within 
the  year. 

In  order  to  meet  the  large  demands  made  upon  it  for  elevator  facili- 
ties, the  company  has  constructed  a  handsome  building  at  Council 
Bluifs  with  the  great  capacity  of  1,500,000  bushels.  This  elevator  is 
built  upon  the  most  a  pproved  plan,  and  is  furnished  with  all  the 
modern  improvements  for  receiving,  storing,  and  delivering  grain. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  road  on  June  30, 
1882.

bonds  and  stocks  owned,  $38,616,287.66;  miscellaneous  investments, 
$151,621.76;  interest  repaid  United  States  by  transportation  services, 
$6,871,519.56;  bills  and  accounts  receivable,  $2,761,500.48;  due  from 
United  States  for  transportiition  services,  $8,578,930.5p. 

The  earnings  for  the  tiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  are  reported  as 
follows:  Passenger,  $5,195,526.77 ;  freight,  $10,772,155.48;  United  States 
mail,  $719,840.76;  express,  $706,038.31;  miscellaneous,  $701,065.83; 
total,  $24,094,627.15.  Operating  expenses,  $12,069,792.55.  Ordinary 
net  earnings,  $12,024,834.60.  Interest  paid,  $5,280,411.52;  dividends 
paid,  $4,258,026.50.  The  gross  earnings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,1881,  were  $22,765,752.08;  for  1882,  $24,094,627.15,  showing  an  in- 
crease  of  $1,328,875.07. 

Under  the  act  of  May  7, 1878,  the  "twent\ -five  per  centum''  of  net 
earnings  dnethe  United  States  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1881, 
amounted  to  $1,826,294.98.  The  company  rendered  transportation  serv- 
ices over  the  aided  and  non-aided  lines  amounting  to$l,162,949.65,  which, 
with  $73,154.02  found  due  them  on  settlement  of  the  five  per  centum  of 
net  earnings  of  the  Kansas  division  for  the  same  period,  aggregate  the 
sam  of  $1,236,103.67,  leaving  a  balance  due  the  United  States  in  cash 
of  $590,191.31,  a  demand  for  payment  of  which  having  been  made  upon 
the  company  on  June  15, 1882. 

In  making  this  settlement,  items  for  <^new^ construction"  and  *'new 
equipment,"  aggregating  the  sum  of  $1,409,817.27,  were  excluded,  but 
the  company  claims  that  under  a  liberal  construction  of  the  act,  and  in 
view  of  the  decisions  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  these  items 
should  be  deducted  from  gross  earnings  as  being  necessary"  in  oper- 
ating the  same  and  keeping  the  same  in  a  state  of  repair."  As  large 
sums  are  involved,and  in  order  to  settle  the  question  definitely,  the  whole 
matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Attorney -General  for  his  ojiiniou  as  to 
what  constitutes  "  net  earnings"  under  the  law. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  SINKING-FUND  ACCOUNTS. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  sinking  funds  of  the 
Union  and  Central  Pacific  Companies,  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  7, 1876,  accom- 
panies the  Commissioner's  report,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  on 
June  30, 1882,  these  funds  amounted  to  $2,716,221.68;  the  Central  Pacific 
having  to  its  credit  $1,534,614.26,  and  the  Union  Pacific  $1,181,607.42. 
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Investments  have  been  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  fol- 
lows:

The  last  investment  was  made  April  6,  1881,  at  which  time  a  pre- 
mium as  high  as  35  per  centum  was  paid,  but  repeated  protests  have 
been  made  by  the  companies  against  the  heavy  cost  of  these  invest- 
ments.

on  which  the  above  companies  are  receiving  no  interest  whatever. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  companies  are  being  charged  with  In- 
terest on  their  subsidy  bonds  at  the  rate  of  6  per  centum  per  annum, 
that  the  investments  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  yield  only 
about  3^  per  centum  per  annum,  and  at  maturity  of  the  bonds  the  large 
premiums  paid  will  be  entirely  lost  to  the  companies,  in  simple  justice 
to  them,  the  Commissioner  earnestly  recommends  that  section  3  of  the 
act  of  May  7, 1878,  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  invest  the  sinking-funds  in  the  first-mortgage  bonds  of  the 
companies  or  such  bonds  as  ha\e  been  issued  to  them  by  the  United 
States,  or  in  other  good  and  snfiicient  securities,  and  that  the  bonds 
now  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  in  said  sinking-funds 
be  converted  into  money  at  the  highest  market  rates,  and  reinvested  in 
like  securities. 

He  submits,  in  the  same  connection,  a  suggestion  that  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  companies,  the  debt  be  accurately  ascertained  as  of  some 
convenient  day,  say  July  1,  1883,  and  that  payment  of  the  amount  so 
ascertained  be  extended  and  divided  into  semi-annual  installments  of 
fixed  amount,  for  which  installments  separate  redemption  bonds  shall 
be  given. 

The  lien  to  remain  the  same. 

NORTHERN   PACIFIC   RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

The  rapidity  with  whicli  construction  has  been  progressing  on  both 
eastern  and  western  divisions  of  this  railroad  is  without  precedent  in 
the  history  of  that  company. 
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During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1882,  285  miles  of  track  were  laid 
with  American  steel  rails,  of  which  183  miles  were  laid  from  the  east 
and  102  miles  from  the  west,  leaving  the  two  ends  of  track  572  miles 
apart  on  June  30,  which,  at  the  present  rate  of  construction,  will  be 
lessened  about  300  miles  by  the  close  of  this  year.  The  final  connec- 
tion of  the  tracks  is  expected  to  be  made  in  1883. 

An  inspection  of  the  entire  road,  as  far  as  completed,  has  been  made, 
and  the  same  found  to  be  in  good  order.  The  work  on  track,  buildings, 
and  bridges  is  being  ably  doue  and  first  class  tnaterials  used.

The  Commissioner's  report  is  ai*.coropanied  by  appendixes  and  tables 
containing  compilations  in  reference  to  matters  bearing  upon  bonded 
and  land-grant  companies,  the  laws  affecting  them,  their  financial  con- 
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dition,  present  indebtedness  to  the  United  States,  earnings,  expenses, 
operations,  construction,  and  otber  matters  of  general  interest.  His 
suggestion  that  the  act  of  May  7,  1878,  entitled  "An  act  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  and  telegraph  line  from  the  Missouri  River  'to 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  ftc,"  be  so  amended  as  to  embrace  the  subsidized 
portion  of  the  Kansas  division  of  Union  Pacific  Railway  (formerly  known 
as  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway),  the  Central  Branch  Union  Pacific,  and 
the  Sioux  City  and  Pacific  Railroads  within  the  operations  of  said  act 
requiring  the  establishment  of  sinking  funds  and  an  annual  payment  of 
26  per  cent,  of  net  earnings,  is  respectfully  recommended  for  legislative 
action. 

TAXATION  OF  RAILROAD  LANDS. 

The  acts  of  Congress  of  1862  and  1864,  "  To  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  railroad  and  telegraph  line  from  the  Missouri  River  to  the  Pa- 
cific Ocean,  and  to  secure  to  the  government  the  use  of  the  same  for 
postal,  military,  and  other  purposes,"  made  grants  of  land  to  the  several 
roads  therein  mentioned  to  an  amount  estimated  in  gross  at  some 
30,000,000  acres. 

Section  21  of  the  act  of  1864  (13  Stat.,  365)  provided  that  before  any 
land  granted  as  aforesaid  should  be  conveyed  to  any  company  or  party 
entitled  thereto — 

There  shall  first  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  the  costs  of  survey- 
ing, selecting,  and  conveying  the  same  by  the  said  company  or  party  in  interest,  as 
the  title  shall  be  required  by  said  company,  which  amount  shall,  without  any 
further  appropriation,  stand  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  account,  to  be  used  by  tho 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  for  the  prosecution  of  the  survey  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  along  the  line  of  said  road,  and  so  on,  from  year  to  year,  until  the  whole  shall 
be  completed. 

It  was  the  contemplation  of  the  law  that  the  companies  should  pay 
the  costs  of  surveying,  &c.,  and  that  the  amount  so  paid  in  one  year  or 
at  one  time  should  be  applied  to  surveying  additional  lands  along  the 
line  of  the  road,  which  in  their  turn  should  be  selected,  and  the  expenses 
of  survey,  &c.,  paid  by  the  companies,  and  that  this  money  so  paid 
should  be  applied  to  further  surveys,  and  so  on,  until  all  the  lands  granted 
to  said  companies  should  be  conveyed  to  them,  respectively. 

Surveys  have  been  made  in  part  only  of  the  lands  embraced  in  these 
grants,  and  a  portion  only  of  the  land  accruing  to  the  several  railroad 
companies  has  been  selected  by  and  patented  to  them.  The  Union  Pa- 
cific Railroad  Company,  for  example,  the  grant  to  which  is  estimated  at 
some  12,000,000  acres,  has  received  patents  for  less  than  2,000,000 
acres;  the  Central  Pacific,  with  an  estimated  grant  of  8,000,000  acres,  has 
received  title  to  less  than  1,000,000  acres ;  the  grant  to  the  Western  Pa- 
cific, estimate<l  toembrace  1,000,000  acres,  has  been  satisfied  by  patents  to 
the  extent  of  about  one-half  that  amount ;  the  Ktinsas  Pacific,  estimated 
to  be  entitled  to  about  4,000,000  acres,  all  of  which  has  been  surveyed, 
has  received  patents  for  about  1,000,000  acres;  the  Denver  Pacific,  es- 
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timated  to  be  entitled  to  abont  1,000,000  acres,  ha^  received  patents  for 
about  50,000  acres. 

The  failure  of  the  beneficiaries  of  these  grants  to  obtain  patents  as 
provided  by  law  for  lands  to  which  they  are  entitled,  is  a  matter  of  seri- 
008  complaint  by  citizens  and  by  State  and  municipal  authorities  in  the 
States  and  Territories  through  which  the  roads  pass. 

Until  patents  issue  to  the  companies  or  their  assigns,  the  legal  title 
to  the  granted  lands  remains  in  the  United  States.  Such  lands  are, 
therefore,  not  subject  to  taxation  by  State,  Territorial,  or  municipal 
authoritj'.  The  companies  permit  these  large  bodies  of  land  to  rest  in 
this  situation,  and  grow  valuable  by  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  settle- 
ment of  the  country,  thus  obtaining  all  the  advantages  of  public  pro- 
tection and  enhancement  of  values,  without  contributing  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  public  authority  or  of  the  common  institutions  of  municipal 
organization  by  the  aid  of  which  such  enhanced  values  may  be  secured. 

In  other  words,  all  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  local  civil  esrab- 
lishments  of  the  country  are  thrown  upon  the  legal  owners  of  a  moiety 
of  the  lauds  embraced  within  the  limits  of  railroad  grants,  while  the 
equitable  owners  of  the  other  half  are  exempt  from  such  burdens, 
although  receiving  the  resultant  benefits. 

The  refusal  or  neglect  of  the  railroad  companies  to  obtain  title  to 
their  lands  has  further  the  effect  to  retard  the  progress  of  the  public 
surveys.  Congress  having  provided  a  method  by  which  the  costs  of 
sarveying  the  public  lands  on  the  lines  of  these  particular  roads  shall 
be  reimbursed  by  the  companies  to  the  proportionate  extent  of  the  cost 
of  surveying  the  railroad  lands,  and  the  general  appropriations  being 
otherwise  inadequate  to  the  survey  of  such  lands,  the  failure  of  the 
companies  to  pay  their  proportion  prevents  additional  surveys  from 
being  made,  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  United  States  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  its  public-land  system,  and  to  the  great  inconvenience  of  set- 
tlers whose  legitimate  claims  become  jeopardized  by  uncertainties  and 
contests  arising  from  such  condition. 

It  is  strongly,  and  I  think  justly,  urged  that  the  refusal  or  neglect  of 
the  companies  to  sel«  ct  their  lands  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time 
is  not  warranted  by  the  terms  or  spirit  of  the  granting  acts,  the  intend- 
ment of  which  is  shown  by  the  proviso  to  the  third  section  of  the  act  of 
1802  (12  Stats.,  492)  to  have  been  that  the  granted  lands  should  not  be 
locked  up  and  unreasonably  kept  out  of  market  by  the  beneficiaries  of 
the  grant. 

The  several  roads,  the  grants  for  which  were  made  by  the  acts  above 
cited,  and  the  corporations  controlling  which  are  now  in  default  in  the 
matter  of  selecting  granted  lands  and  paying  the  costs  of  siirvey,  &c., 
have  been  completed  for  about  twelve  years,  a  period  of  time  far  beyond 
the  contemplation  of  the  statutes  as  the  period  within  which  such  selec- 
tion and  payment  should  have  been  made. 

A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  at  the  last 
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session  of  Congress  intended  to  provide  for  compelling  the  Kansas  Pa- 
cific Railroad  Company  to  pay  the  costs  of  surveying,  selecting,  and  con- 
veying its  granted  lands,  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  company  to 
pay  such  costs  and  accept  patents,  to  provide  for  the  deliver}' of  patents 
for  entitled  lands  upon  notice  to  the  company,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
said  costs  by  judicial  process. 

I  think  that  some  sufficient  measure  which  will  require  all  the  cor- 
porations in  default  as  above  mentioned  to  promptly  comply  with  the 
statutory  provision  in  question,  and  which  will  enable  these  grants  to 
be  speedily  and  completely  adjusted  by  this  department,  is  demanded 
in  the  general  interests  of  the  country,  as  well  as  by  public  sentiment 
and  interest  in  the  States  and  Territories  specially  affected,  and  I  re- 
spectfully recommend  appropriate  action  by  Congress  to  this  end. 

RAILROAD  LAND-GRANTS. 

Congress  has  from  time  to  time,  commencing  in  1850,  made  grants  to 
the  several  States  or  to  corporations  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  rail- 
roads. In  some  instances  the  roads  have  been  constructed,  and  in 
others  partially  completed ;  but  in  some  cases  no  attempt  has  been 
made  to  build  the  roads  and  thus  secure* a  title  to  the  land.  The 
lands  thus  granted  have  been  withheld  from  the  operation  of  the 
settlement  laws.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  declared, 
in  the  case  of  Schulenberg  vs.  Harriman,  22  Wallace,  44,  that  a  failure 
to  complete  the  road  within  the  time  fixed  in  the  grant  did  not  forfeit 
the  grant.  Lands  thus  withheld  from  the  operation  of  the  settlement 
laws  must  so  remain  until  Congress  shall  declare  such  lands  forfeited. 
If  it  is  the  intention  of  Congress  to  allow  the  railroad  companies  to  com- 
plete their  roads  after  tk«  expiration  of  the  term  fixed  in  the  grant,  and 
thus  claim  the  benefit  of  the  grant,  it  should  be  so  declared  at  an  early 
day.  Large  tracts  of  land  are  not  available  for  settlement  because  the 
settler  cannot  determine  whetLer  the  title  is  in  the  government  or  in 
the  railroad  company.  If  he  purchase  from  the  railroad  company  and  it 
fails  to  complete  its  road  and  secure  the  title,  he  takes  nothing  by  such 
purchase,  and  he  cannot  secure  the  land  under  the  settlement  laws,  for 
th^  department  is  not  authorized  to  treat  such  lands  as  public  land. 
Besides  this,  the  even  sections  within  the  limits  of  the  grants  are  sub- 
ject to  cash  entry  at  not  less  than  $2.50  per  acre.  Thus  the  settler  is 
sometimes  compelled  to  pay  a  double  price  for  the  privilege  of  owning 
lands  near  a  railroad  which  is  never  constructed. 

Doubtless  in  some  cases,  the  com])anies  having  in  good  faith  attempted 
to  build  within  the  time  fixed,  a  forfeiture  would  be  a  great  hardship, 
and  might  be  unjust,  but  in  every  ca«e  where  no  effort  was  made  to 
construct  any  portion  of  the  road  until  the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed, 
the  grant  ought  to  be  declared  forfeited  and  the  land  so  withheld  from 
the  operation  of  the  settlement  laws  declared  public  land. 
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PENSIONS. 

There  were,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30, 1882,  *i85,697  pen-

There  were  added  to  the  roll  during  the  year  the  names  of  27,064  new 
peusioners,  and  the  names  of  019  whose  pensions  had  i>reviou8ly  been 
dropped  were  restored  to  the  rolls,  making  an  aggi  egate  increase  to  the 
roll  ol  28,313. 

The  names  of  11,446  pensioners  were  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  vari- 
ous caases,  leaving  a  net  increase  for  the  ye.'ir  of  10,867  pensioners. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  annual  pension  to  each  pensioner  aver- 
aged $102.70,  and  the  aggregate  annual  value  of  the  whole  roll  was 
$29,341,101.62. 

The  annual  payment  of  pensions  exceeds  the  annual  value  by  several 
millions  of  dollars,  i.  «.,  the  total  amount  paid  tor  pensions  during  the 
year,  exclusive  of  the  arrears  due  in  such  i>ensions  as  were  allowed  prior 
to  January  25,  1879,  was  $53,924,566.20,  the  difference  between  this  sum 
and  the  annual  value  being  the  arrears  due  in  new  pensions,  computed 
from  the  date  of  discharge  in  the  case  of  an  invalid  soldier,  and  from  the 
death  of  the  soldier  wherb  pension  wiis  allowed  to  the  widow  or  others- 

The  amount  paid  during  the  year  u|)on  first  payment  to  new  pension- 
ers is  $26,421,6(»9.19,  and  this  amount  was  paid  to  27,703  pensioners. 

Complete  details  of  these  statements  will  be  found  arninged  and  class- 
ifi«'<l  in  Table  No.  1  of  the  Commissioner's  report,  while  Table  2  will 
show  the  various  causes  for  which  the  names  of  11,446  pensioners  were 
dropped  from  the  roll,  as  well  as  an  analysis  of  the  ^^  widow's"  roll,  show- 
in^  the  number  of  widows  who  are  pensioned  with  minor  children,  the 
Daniber  without,  the  number  of  minor  children  in  their  own  right,  and 
the  dependent  mothers  and  fathers. 

Table  No.  3  gives  the  amount  approrpriated  under  the  several  appro- 
priation items,  and  the  disbursements  under  each. 

Very  interesting  details  of  the  operation  of  tiie*Bureau  are  set  forlh 
bj  the  Commissioner,  covering  the  periods  since  1861,  which  are  arranged 
for  comparison  by  each  year,  and  i>08sess  an  interest  to  all.  In  Tuble  5 
will  he  found  a  statement  showing  the  number  of  pension  claims  filed 
and  allowed  since  1861.  and  the  disbursements  on  account  of  pensions 
since  1862,  e.  ^.,  the  ^otal  number  of  claims  filed  during  the  period  is 
837,361,  and  the  imniber  allowed  is  472,776,  and  the  disbuisements  ag- 
gregate tbesum  of  $560,&41,:^24.75.  Included  in  this  sum  is$L'5,234,232.85 
paid  to  pensioners  for  and  on  account  of  serriee  during  the  war  of  1812, 
which  was  first  provided  for  by  the  HCt  of  February  14,  1871. 

A  reference  to  Table  6,  of  the  Commissionei*'s  repoit  shows  290,906 
chiiffls  for  pensions  i)ending,  and  75,268  on  the  rejected  files  of  th« 
8  I m 
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office.  The  arrangemeut  in  this  exhibit  shows  the  number  of  claims 
filed  during  the  year  (75,087),  the  numbers  admitted  and  rejected,  and 
the  number  actually  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year  of  each  of  the 
twelve  different  classes  of  claimants  and  pensioners. 

The  operations  of  the  special-examination  system,  substituted  by  Con- 
gress on  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioner,  for  the  "special 
service  ^  provided  by  section  4744  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  appears  to 
have  given  great  satisfaction  and  been  fruitful  in  good  results.  This 
new  system  does  away  with  the  ex  parte^  formerly  in  use,  so  that  the 
claimant  is  afforded  the  opportunity  to  face  the  witnesses,  and  to  appear 
in  person  or  by  counsel  in  the  examination  of  his  case. 

The  expenses  incurred  in  this  service  amount  to  $88,275.23,  while 
the  gross  savings  to  the  government  was  $645,183.98.  Besides  this  the 
sum  of  $61,889.88  represents  one  year's  pension  as  a  future  saving  in 
the  cases  of  those  whose  names  were  dropped  from  the  roll ;  the  cases 
of  those  whose  pension  was  disallowed,  and  the  reductions  in  the  rates 
of  pension. 

A  reference  to  Table  7  of  the  Commissioner's  report  will  show  the  fur- 
ther operations  of  this  service,  including  the  criminal  prosecutions,  &c. 

BUREAU  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  Commissioner  of  Education  reports  that  during  the  year  his 
office  has  received  nearly  43,200  communications  and  5,000  documents, 
many  of  great  value,  and  that  more  than  17,000  communications  and 
210,000  documents  were  sent  out,  showing  a  great  increase  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  office  in  all  its  forms.  The  library  of  the  office  contains 
about  15,000  books  and  34,000  pamphlets,  besides  duplicates  suitable 
for  exchange ;  parts  of  the  card-catalogue  will  soon  be  put  to  press. 
The  pedagogical  museum  has  received  valuable  contributions  from  Eu- 
rope and  Japan,  and,  though  incomplete,  already  supplements  the  library 
in  suggesting  to  teachers  and  school  officers  improvements  in  methods, 
conditions,  and  appliances  of  education. 

The  Commissioner,  reviewing  the  progress  of  education  during  thd 
^ear,  observes  that  ihe  thought  of  the  country  has  been  directed  spe- 
cially to  defects  and  insufficiencies  in  means  and  methods,  and  to  the 
character  of  the  reforms  and  remedies  needed.  He  notes  an  increase  in 
the  length  and  number  of  teachers'  institutes  in  the  South.  Greater 
attention  has  been  given  to  vacation  schools  of  philosophy,  science,  and 
letters,  indicating  a  desire  for  more  thorough  treatment  of  questions  re- 
lating to  man  and  his  environment  and  the  applications  of  the  conclusions 
to  personal  conduct  and  public  affiiirs.  The  taste  for  reading  has  been 
improved  by  reading  circles  and  the  eiibrts  of  librarians;  the  library 
report  and  other  publications  of  the  office  on  library  administration 
have  been  in  special  demand.  The  visit  of  the  Commissioner  to  the 
Pacific  coast  has  been  followed  by  a  great  increase  of  correspondence 
and  of  documents  sent ;  school-houses  have  been  erected  on  improved 
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plans  supplied  by  the  office;  supervision  has  become  more  efficient, 
juid  school-lands  have  been  better  guarded.  One  Territory  has  required 
cities  to  act  as  single  school  districts,  and  graded  schools  are  the  re- 
salt.  All  advances  in  these  pioneer  regions  in  the  education  of  the 
whites  react  favorably  on  the  subject  of  Indian  education.  The  Com- 
missioner notes  the  neglect  of  education  in  Kew  Mexico,  and  the  total 
absence  of  public  provision  for  it  in  Alaska,  and  calls  attention  to  the 
supreme  power  of  Congress  over  the  Territories,  renewing  his  recom- 
mendation for  the  appointment  of  their  superintendents  of  instruction 
bj  the  President.  Special  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  lack  of 
school-sittings  in  cities,  the  non-attendance  of  children  and  their  ex- 
posure to  the  evils  of  paupeiism  and  crime;  many  forms  of  industrial 
training  for  boys  and  girls  have  been  devised  by  private  charities,  and 
sewing  has  been  taught  successfully  to  girls  in  the  public  schools  of 
Boston.  The  "  Colleges  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  "  are  lead- 
ing in  the  solution  of  the  problems  of  industrial  training,  and  private 
foandations  for  the  same  purpose  are  increasing. 

Great  efforts  are  made  by  tbe  professions  and  by  professional  men  to 
advance  the  standard  of  admission  to  the  practice  of  law,  medicine,  en- 
gineering, chemistry,  and  pharmacy.  Physical  education,  care  of  eye- 
sight and  hearing,  proper  supply  of  good  air  and  light,  prevention  of 
tbe  dissemination  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  public  schools, 
have  never  been  more  considered.  The  improvement  in  methods  of 
instruction  seeks  to  avoid  cramming  and  to  promote  sound  mental 
growth  in  healthy  bodies. 

Tbe  vigor  of  growing  educational  sentiment  has  sbown  itself  in  ad- 
vanced legislation.  One  State  has  abolished  the  district  and  adopted 
the  town  system ;  several  have  made  additional  provisions  for  colored 
education.  The  appalling  illiteracy  in  the  States  where  slavery  has  been 
lately  abolished  remains^  their  educational  facilities  are  entiiely  in- 
adequate. 

Tbe  most  important  i)roposition  with  reference  to  elementary  educa- 
tion now  before  the  American  people  is  the  appeal  for  national  aid. 
The  necessity  for  immediate  relief  is  urged  upon  Congress  by  State 
legislatures  and  governors,  by  municipal  officers,  by  school  officers  of* 
States  and  counties,  and  by  religions  and  benevolent  associations  that 
have  contribated  men  and  money  without  stint  to  the  cause  which  they 
advocate.  Tbe  Commissioner  urges  the  prompt  action  of  Congress  in 
sacb  way  as  the  wisdom  of  that  body  may  devise. 

I  wish  to  emphasize  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioner  as  to 
the  propriety  and  necessity  of  speedy  temporarj^  aid  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  education.  I  believe  that  it  is  the  primary  duty  of  States 
to  supply  free  public  schools  for  the  children  in  their  borders,  and  that 
luQcb  should  be  sacrificed  and  endured  by  these  communities  for  this 
parpose;  but  I  know  that  circumstances  often  render  the  performance 
of  this  duty  impossible,  and  I  am  now,  as  heretofore,  an  advocate  of  the 
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doctrine  tliat  the  uation  lias  duties  to  perfonii  iu  this  regard  as  well  at 
powers  to  exercise.  Tbe  local  sentiment  in  favor  of  education  is  so  strong 
that  the  action  required  frbui  the  general  government  is  simply  to  make 
and  disburse  suitable  appropriations  so  as  to  encourage  and  stimulate 
the  States  that  are  least  able  to  carry  on  the  work  tor  tlieniselve«».  It 
seems  reasonable  and  generally  agreed  upon  that  such  moneys  should 
be  apportioned  on  the  amount  of  illiteracy  as  shown  in  the  last  Federal 
census,  and  that  it  should  continue  for  some  years,  so  that  the  childrea 
now  growing  up  without  any  oi)portuuity  for  school  privileges  may  bo 
supplied  before  passing  beyond  their  non-age  into  ignorant  manhood 
and  womanhood.  If  efficient  public  schools  can  be  maintained  for  tea 
or  fifteen  years  in  the  states,  there  will  be  no  danger  of  their  abandon- 
ment. An  educated  community  will  demand,  and  will  in  some  wajr 
obtain,  suitable* educational  facilities  for  all  classes  of  children  withiu 
its  borders ;  but  an  ignorant  community  neither  knows  nor  believes  in 
their  education;  it  has  not  thought;  it  suffers  daily  and  hourly  by  evils, 
social,  commercial,  and  moral,  for  which  it  has  no  remedy  and  from 
which  it  has  no  refuge.  The  occasion  and  the  duty  are  now  pressing 
on  Congress  for  attention. 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

The  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  exhibits  important 
progress  in  that  branch  of  the  public  service.  On  its  organization  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  of  1879^-80,  the  unpublished  material 
of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  Region 
was  transferred  to  the  new  organization.  During  the  first  year  of  the 
existence  of  the  Geological  Survey,  and  the  major  part  of  the  second 
year,  active  o])erations  were  carried  on  in  the  field,  and  much  work  done, 
but  no  publication  made.  Hence,  at  the  beginning  of  tbe  ])aMt  fiscal 
year,  a  large  body  of  scientific  material  relating  to  geology  and  geographjr 
and  cognate  subjects  had  been  collected. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was  thought  best  not  to  continue  the 
work  in  the  field  in  the  same  elaborate  nmnner  as  before,  but  to  give 
more  es[>ecial  attention  to  the  work  in  the  ofilce  and  laboi*at4)ry  neces- 
sary for  the  ]>ublication  of  the  large  amount  of  scientific  matter  on  hancL 
This  office  and  laboratory  work  consisted  of  the  identification,  classift- 
eation,  and  descripticm  of  fossils;  (he chemical  and  microscopic  examiu- 
ation  of  rocks,  minerals,  and  ores ;  the  construction  of  geological  seo- 
tious;  the  preparation  of  charts,  diagrams,  and  other  illustrations ;  and 
the  prei)aration  of  reports  on  the  various  subjecsts  which  had  occupied 
the  attention  of  the  scientific  men  of  the  Survey. 

Experiments  have  been  prosecuted  for  the  juirposeof  determining 
with  greater  accuracy  certain  i)hysical  constants  of  ro<;ks  relating  to  the 
phenomena  of  fusion,  considered  with  reference  to  variation  of  pres- 
sure; the  phenomena  of  eh;s;icity  and  viscosity  as  affected  by  tem|)era- 
tare  and  pressure;  and  the  phenomena  of  heat  conductivity  under 
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iimilar  circam stances.    These  experiments  on  rocks  have  been  nnder 
the  management  of  the  former  director,  Mr.  Clarence  Kinji:^. 

Another  corps  of  the  Survey  has  been  engaged  in  making  an  exami- 
nation of  the  strnctaral  geology  of  the  Eureka  mining  district  of  Ne- 
vada. The  work  has  been  chiefly  in  the  office  and  laboratory.  Under 
this  same  division  an  examination  of  the  volcanic  rocks  of  the  Great 
BaMn  and  of  Mount  Shasta,  Monnt  Hood,  and  Mount  Rainier  has  been 
made. 

Another  department  of  the  work  has  been  the  study  of  the  geologic 
featnre  of  certain  lake  basins  in  Utah,  Nevada,  and  Galitbrnia.  The 
lakes  themselves  are  now  extinct,  except  certain  fragments  which  re- 
main, as  Great  Salt  Lake,  Pyramid  Lake,  and  other  smaller  bodies  of 
water,  but  in  a  former  time  they  occupied  large  areas  of  country. 
Their  history  can  be  studied  in  the  geologic  changes  which  they  ef- 
fected, and  an  important  part  of  the  study  of  their  history  Is  the  study 
of  Quaternary  climate.  This  leads  to  the  study  of  the  climate  of  the 
arid  portion  of  the  United  States.  The  gi'eater  part  of  the  work  has 
been  in  the  office  and  laboratory,  but  small  parties  have  been  employed 
m  the  field. 

Another  field  of  investigation  has  been  the  study  of  the  Glacial  for- 
mations extending  from  the  Atlantic  coast  to  the  middle  portion  of  the 
Great  Plains,  but  found  only  in  the  northern  latitudes  of  the  United 
States.  Field  parties  have  been  engaged  in  the  northwestern  portion 
of  the  country  and  in  connecting  that  work  with  what  has  already  been 
done  by  State  geologists  and  other  persons  in  the  eastern  portion  of 
the  United  States.  This  investigation  also  is  a  research  relating  to 
Quaternary  climate  and  complements  that  previously  mentioned.  It  is 
also  an  investigation  of  the  character  and  origin  of  the  present  topo- 
graphic features  of  the  area  involved.  Much  of  this  work  also  has  been 
in  the  office  and  laboratory. 

A  division  of  the  Survey  has  been  engaged  in  investigations  relating 
to  the  economic  geology  of  Ten-Mile  District,  Summit  County,  Colorado. 
Another  field  of  investigation  has  been  entered  at  Golden,  including  the 
basaltic  mesas  of  that  region,  which  is  lo  be  expanded  so  as  to  extend 
over  the  entire  Denver  coal  basin.  The  geologists  in  charge  of  this  work 
in  Colorado  have  spent  a  large  portion  of  their  time  in  the  office  and 
hboratory  preparing  the  report  on  the  Leadville  District. 

In  Nevada  the  Eureka  District  has  been  carefVilly  surveyed  and  the  . 
field  work  is  nearly  completed.    The  officers  of  this  division  during 
mach  of  the  fiscal  year  have  been  engaged  in  office  and  laboratory  in- 
restigations  necessary  to  the  prex^aration  of  the  report  on  the  Gomstock 
Lode' and  Washoe  District. 

All  of  the  investigations  in  economic  geology  will  have  a  practical 
ralne  in  determining  the  characteristics  of  ore  deposits,  and  will  ad- 
vance mining  industries  by  pointings  out  the  best  methods  of  sys- 
tematic development. 
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Early  in  the  fiscal  year  geographic  work  was  commenced  in  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona.  A  base  line  was  measured  at  Fort  Wingate,  a 
system  of  triangulation  expanded  therefrom  over  the  adjacent  country, 
and  the  topography  of  the  region  mapped.  This  field  connects  on  the 
east,  north,  and  west  with  areas  previously  surveyed  by  parties  under 
the  direction  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the  War  Depart- 
ment. The  geographic  survey  is  preliminary  to  a  geological  examina- 
tion of  the  country. 

During  the  year  the  Survey  has  been  engaged  in  compiling  and  dis- 
cussing the  statistics  relating  to  the  mines  and  mining  industries  of  the 
United  States  collected  by  the  tenth  census.  The  facts  and  statistics 
relate  to  the  geographic  and  geologic  distribution  of  mines  and  the 
relation  of  mining  districts  to  mountain  systems,  the  nature  of  ores, 
gangue-minerals,  inclosing  rocks,  and  the  character  of  ore  deposits,  in 
addition  to  statistics  of  production,  capital  stock,  plant,  assessments, 
dividends,  market  value,  &c.,the  methods  employed  in  mining,  milling, 
smelting,  &c.,  and  the  labor,  power,  and  material  supplies  consumed  in 
mining. 

Altogether  the  work  of  the  Survey  has  been  wisely  planned  and 
vigorously  i)rosecuted. 

PROGEESS  OP  THE  CENSUS. 

The  compilation  of  the  returns  of  the  tenth  census  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  extended  report  thereupon  rapidly  approach  completion. 

The  degree  of  progress  attained  may  be  shown  by  a  comparison  with 
the  report  imon  the  census  of  1870.  That  rei)ort,  in  three  quarto  vol- 
umes, contained  in  the  aggregate  2,403  pages,  text  and  tabular  matter, 
of  which  2,212  pages  were  solid  statistical  tables.  The  subjects  which 
were  treated  on  2,036  of  these  pages  have  been  completely  covered  in  the 
present  census  by  tables  which  have  already  been  prepared,  and  are  either 
now  in  type  or  are  readj*^  for  the  printer. 

These  tables  are  in  no  instance  less  extended,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
are  in  most  cases  more  complete  and  elaborate  than  were  the  corre- 
sponding tables  in  the  reportof  1870,  and  will  occupy  3,000  or  more  pages, 
instead  of  2,036,  as  in  1870. 

The  preparation  of  tables  to  cover  the  ground  of  the  remaining  176 
pages  of  the  report  of  1870,  is,  to  say  the  least,  not  less  than  half  com- 
pleted, and  Mill  now  be  expedited  by  concentration  of  the  clerical  force, 
which  is  made  possible  by  the  completion  of  other  branches  of  work. 

Of  the  thirty-two  chief  special  agents  who  have  conducted  special 
investigations,  sixteen  have  concluded  their  work ;  have  either  trans- 
mitted their  reports  to  the  Census  Office  or  hold  them  in  their  own 
hands,  x)ractically  complete.  Eleven  others  have  nearly  completed  their 
investigations,  and  will  submit  their  reports  more  rapidly  than  they  can 
receive  the  office  revision  and  be  carried  through  the  press,  while  the 
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remaiDiiig  five  have  made  satisfactory  progress,  haviag  their  material 
now  all  in  hand  and  the  writing  of  their  reports  well  advanced. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  provided  for  printing  the  extended  re- 
ports, to  be  comprised  in  some  15,000  pages,  quarto,  in  volumes  of  800 
to  1,000  pages  each,  and  also  a  compendium  or  abridgment  in  a  single 
octavo  volume.  It  had  originally  been  proposed  by  the  Census  Office 
to  issue  a  compendfum  in  two  volumes,  the  first  volume  to  issue  in  June 
or  July  last,  and  the  remaining  one  after  the  completion  of  the  quarto 
report.  This  plan  was  changed  near  the  close  of  the  session,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Printing  and  the  House  Commit* 
tee  on  Appropriations,  and  the  Census  Office  undertook  to  prepare  for 
issue  during  the  current  autumn  a  compendium  in  one  volume  which 
should  contain  a  summary  of  so  much  of  the  statistics  of  the  census  as 
could  be  got  ready  in  that  time.  The  tables,  conijequently,  for  such  a 
volume  have  been  prepared  and  are  being  put  in  type  and  stereotyped 
by  the  Public  Printer,  the  press-work  for  an  edition  of  25,000  following 
as  rapidly  as  the  16-page  forms  are  completed,  and  it  is  believed  that  by 
the  1st  of  December  the  work  of  binding  can  be  commenced. 

But  for  this  diversion  of  effort  in  the  Census  Office  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Compendium,  there  would  be  now  in  the  printer's  hands 
copy  for  six  complete  volumes,  of  from  800  to  1,000  pages  each,  of  the 
quarto  report,  namely: 

L  The  complete  statistics  of  population. 
II.  A  volume  comprising  the  principal  statistics  of  agriculture. 

III.  Manufactures. 

IV.  Wealth,  debt,  and  taxation. 
V.  Statistics  of  mortality. 

VI.  Professor  Hilgard's  report  upon  cotton  culture. 

Already  2,076  pages  for  these  volumes  are  in  type,  of  which  1,951 
are  stereotyped,  1,528  pages  having  had  a  small  circulation  in  pre- 
liminary office  editions  of  parts  of  these  volumes.  The  remaining  copy 
for  them  will  soon  be  placed  in  the  printer's  hands,  and  it  is  believed 
that  by  the  close  of  December  the  whole  will  have  been  furnished. 

The  remaining  volumes  will  shortly  follow,  and  the  whole  will  reach 
the  printer  during  the  present  fiscal  year,  with  a  possible  exception  ot 
a  portion  of  the  volume  relating  to  vital  statistics,  and  a  portion  of  the 
report  npon  social  statistics  of  cities,  not  to  exceed  1,000  pages  in  all. 

The  attention  of  Congress  should  be  invited  to  the  advisability  of 
further  legislation  with  respect  to  the  inter-decennial  State  census  con- 
templated by  the  twenty-second  section  of  the  act  '^  to  provide  for  the 
taking  of  the  tenth  and  subsequent  censuses,"  approved  March  3, 1879. 

Several  of  the  States  have  already  indicated  their  intention  to  avail 
themselves  of  that  provision  of  law,  and  the  blank  schedules,  the  forms 
of  which  are  fixed  by  the  act  in  question,  should  be  modified  by  the  ex- 
perience of  the  tenth  census. 
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THE  UTAH  COMMISSION. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  under  section  9  of  an  act  to  amend 
section  5352  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  in  refer- 
ence to  bigamy  and  other  purposes,  apj)roved  March  22,  1882,  made  a 
preliminary  report  on  the  31st  of  August  last,  and  another  report  on 
the  17th  of  November,  which  are  herewith  submitted. 

It  appears  by  these  reports  that  the  Commissioners  entered  into  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  to  them  under  siiid  act,  and  have  given 
diligent  attention  to  the  same.  Rules  were  adopted  for  the  registra- 
tion of  voters  and  the  conduct  of  elections.  Registers  were  appointed 
as  nearly  as  practicable  in  conformity  with  local  law,  excluding,  hovr- 
€ver,  all  persons  ineligible  under  the  Congressional  act.  The  registra- 
tion of  voters  having  been  completed  under  the  laws  of  Utah,  the  Com- 
missioners decided  not  to  commence  de  novo^  but  to  review  the  list,  ap- 
plying the  princi])les  of  said  Congressional  act. 

From  the  report  of  the  register  of  voters  it  appears  that  the  total 
registered  vote  was  33,266,  of  which  18,772  were  males  and  14,494 
females,  and  that  about  12,000  males  and  females  were  excluded  from 
registration  by  reason  sf  polygamy. 

The  Commissioners  report  that  during  the  campaign  preceding  the 
November  election  for  Delegate  to  Congress — 

The  people  of  all  classes  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  public  affairs,  and  attended 
the  political  ii  eetings  in  large  numberS)  and  such  meetings  were  characterized  by  ex- 
ceptional good  order,  good  humor,  and  decorum. 

The  Commissioners  appointed,  the  week  before  election,  five  gentle- 
men of  character  to  canvass  the  votes,  who,  in  the  presence  of  the  Com- 
mission, on  the  16th  of  November,  discharged  that  duty,  declaring  that 
John  T.  Caine  had  received  23,039  votes,  and  Phillip  T.  Von  Zile,  4,884. 
The  certificate  was  accordingly  given  to  Mr.  Caine  as  the  duly  elected 
Delegate. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  the  enactment  by  Congress  of  a  mar- 
riage law,  declaring  that  all  future  marriages  in  the  Territory  of  Utah 
shall  be  void  unless  solemnized  in  a  public  manner,  with  proper  wit- 
ness, and  that  a  public  record  be  made  thereof. 

The  Commissioners  also  recomn|end  the  repeal  of  the  law  conferring 
the  right  of  suifrage  on  the  females  of  that  Territory,  declariug  that  in 
the  judgment  of  theCommission  said  law  is  an  obstruction  to  the  speedy 
solution  of  the  ''vexed  question,''  and  also  suggest  that  the  first  or  legal 
wife  be  declared  by  act  of  Congress  a  competent  witness  in  all  prose- 
cutions for  "polygamy,  bigamy,  or  unlawful  cohabiting."  Speaking  of 
the  law  under  which  they  were  appointed,  the  Commissioners  say: 

*  Bnt  so  far  it  has  been  a  decided  success  in  excluding  polygamists  from  the  exercise 
of  sufiVage;  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  steady  and  continued  enforcement  of 
the  law  will  place  polygamy  in  a  condition  of  gradual  extinction,  and  that  the 
domination  that  is  complained  of  by  non-Mormons  in  Utah,  and  elsewhere,  will,  at  no 
dibtant  day,  be  much  ameliorated. 
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Ib  accepting  the  tmst  oommitt-ed  to  ns,  it  was  not  expected  by  the  Conimission, 
ud  we  sappose  not  anticipated  by  Congress  nor  the  Executive  Department  of  the 
goTemment,  that  the  desired  results  wonld  be  accomplished  at  once,  nor  in  the  brief 
■pace  of  a  few  months;  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  operation  of  this  law, 
•ad  other  influences,  are  setting  strongly  in  the  dirf  ction  of  reform,  and  that  the 
hitherto  dominant  faction  will  be  supplanted  by '*  Young  Utah 'Mn  the  conduct  of 
fhnlic  affairs. 

The  Commission'further  say : 

Onr  attention  has  been  called  to  the  propriety  of  our  recommending  Congressional 
lifialation  of  a  radical  character ;  but  we  are  not  inclined  to  advise  such  measures, 
vnless  upon  further  observation  and  experience  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  such 
ligislation  shall  be  demonstrated. 

CAPITOL  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  Architect  of  the  Capitol  reports  that,  according  to  law,  rooms  are 
teiDg  made  in  the  crypt  of  the  Capitol  for  the  storing  of  books  connected 
with  the  Congressional  Library ;  that  a  need  exists  for  greater  acconi- 
nodation  for  Congressional  committees,  and  that  the  file-room  connected 
with  the  ofiSce  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Hous4^  has  been  extended  in  a  fire- 
proof manner,  and  fitted  with  metallic  file-cases  and  shelving. 

In  the  Capitol  building  a  large  amount  of  painting  and  repairing  has 
been  done.  The  dome  has  been  entirely  repainted,  a  measure  rendered 
■eoessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  iron  work  by  the  decay  of  the  old 
•eating  of  paint. 

The  Architect  advises  an  early  renewal  of  the  copper  portion  of  the 
foof  over  the  library.  The  old  roof,  which  was  badly  impaired  during 
the  construction  of  the  dome,  is  now  so  weak  that  it  can  no  longer  be 
kept  weather-tight. 

The  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  in  the  Capitol  has  been  kept 
to  good  order,  and  has  acted  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  under  some 
very  severe  tests  applied  to  it  during  the  past  year. 

The  boilers  were  examined  last  spring  and,  although  they  had  been 
in  continuous  use  during  twenty-five  years,  they  were  found  to  be  in 
very  good  qpndition  and  perfectly  safe. 

Experiments  made  with  apparatus  for  lighting  by  electricity  were  not 
■atisfactory  in  their  results.  The  Architect  desires  to  hasten  the  time 
when  a  competent  electric  light  can  be  put  in.  It  is  found  that  leak- 
ages from  the  pipes  through  which  gas  is  conducted  to  the  building 
kave  destroyed  some  of  the  plants  in  the  Capitol  grounds. 

The  dynamo-electric  apparatus  used  for  lighting  the  gas  in  the  Hall 
of  the  House  and  in  the  Senate  Chamber  has  operated  well  and  is  in 
good  condition,  a  few  minor  repairs  only  being  required. 

The  extension  of  the  Washington  court-house,  authorized  by  act  of 
OoDgress  February  1, 1881,  is  so  far  advanced  as  to  warrant  the  Archi- 
tect in  stating  that  it  will  be  completed  during  this  winter.  The  repairs 
to  the  old  building  have  all  been  made. 

The  extension  to  the  Government  Printing  Office  has  been  completed, 
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inclndiug  a  stable  for  the  accommodation  of  twenty  horses,  at  a  cost 
within  that  prescribed  by  law. 

The  Botanic  Garden  has  been  greatly  improved  dnring  the  year  by 
catting  down  the  mound  over  the  "Tiber"  sewpr,  and  by  filling  in  the 
lawns  and  extending  the  walks.  Next  year  it  will  be  necessarj^  to  re- 
paint the  conservatory,  in  order  to  preserve  the  iron  work. 

The  work  of  improving  the  Capitol  grounds  has  steadily  progressed. 
It  will  be  impossible  to  reduce  the  grounds  upon  the  west  to  a  harmo- 
nious finish  before  the  western  terrace  and  staircase  are  completed.  The 
joint  committee  upon  buildings  and  grounds  have  reviewed  the  plans 
adopted  for  these  improvements  seven  years  ago,  and  are  understood 
to  favor  their  being  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  hoped  this 
matter  will  receive  the  favorable  attention  of  the  present  Congress. 

The  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  were  as 
follows: 

For  Capitol  extension f57, 000 

For  lighting  Capitol  and  grounds 30,000 

For  Capitol  grounds 60,000 

For  extension  of  Government  Printing  Office 40,000 

For  enlarging  Washington  court-house 117,000 

Accomi)anying  the  report  is  a  carefully-prei^ared  index  to  the  trees 
in  the  Capitol  grounds;  a  set  of  historical  notes  upon  the  Capitol;  in- 
formation to  strangers  visiting  the  premises;  and  a  statement  of  the 
observations  made  by  the  chief  engineer  of  the  heating  and  ventilating 
department,  showing  the  movenie'iits  of  air,  its  temperature  and  humid- 
ity, and  the  capacity  of  the  apparatus  for  forcing  air  into  and  taking  it 
out  of  the  building. 

EECONSTRUCTION  OF  KOOF  AND  MODELHALL  OF  SOUTH 

WING,  PATENT-OFFICE  BUILDING. 

Au  estimate  of  $150,000  for  this  purpose  is  submitted  and  urged  upon 
the  favorable  consideration  of  Congress. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  roofs  and  attics  of  the  south  and  east  wings  of 
this  building  are  in  as  inflammable  a  condition  as  were  those  of  the  north 
and  west  wings  destroyed  by  the  fire  of  1877.  Upon  this  subject  atten- 
tion is  respectfully  invited  to  the  message  of  the  President  to  the 
Senate  and  House  of  October  17, 1877,  (House  Ex.  Doc.  No.  2,  Forty- 
fifth  Congress,  first  session,)  and  its  accompanying  papers,  and  also  to 
a  subsequent  message  of  December  10, 1877,  (House  Ex.  Doc.  No.  10, 
Eorty-fifth  Congress,  second  session.)  The  documents  contain  the  re- 
ports of  three  several  boards,  two  of  said  boards  having  been  com- 
posed of  government  engineers  and  architects,  and  all  concurring  in  the 
necessity  for  a  fire-proof  reconstruction  of  the  roofs  of  the  south  and 
east  wings.  To  put  on  new  roofs  and  not  remodel  the  halls  under  them 
substantially  uniform  with  the  reconstructed  north  and  west  halls, 
would  seem  unwise,  as  the  most  cursory  examination  would  show; 
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and  for  the  further  reason  that  additional  floor-^pace  for  the  working 
force  of  the  department  might  thereby  be  secured  to  the  amount  of 
16,800  square  feet  without  decreasing  the  present  area  for  model-cases. 
The  reconstruction  of  the  north  and  west  halls  has  increased  the  space 
for  model-cases  by  60  per  cent.  The  necessity  for  additional  office-room 
is  universally  admitted  and  demonstrated  by  competent  witnesses ;  in- 
deed the  estimates  for  the  clerical  force  of  the  Oeneral  Land  Office  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year  were  not  placed  at  a  justifiable  amount  for  the  reason 
that  there  would  not  be  room  in  the  building  where  au  additional  force 
could  be  worked  to  advantage.  In  this  connection  attention  is  invited 
to  Senate  Report  No.  362,  Forty-seventh  Congress,  first  session. 

Should  the  foregoing  recommendations  receive  favorable  considera- 
tion, I  beg  leave  to  further  recommend  that  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$41,500  for  fire-proof  model-cases  in  new  halls  be  made  available  for 
similar  cases  in  the  south  hall,  so  that  the  cases  might  be  ready  as  soou 
as  the  new  hall  might  be  ready.  This  balance  exists  from  the  fact  that 
the  west  hall,  where  they  were  to  be  set  up,  is  occupied  for  clerical  uses 
by  the  Patent  and  Land  Offices. 

It  is  believed  that  all  the  principal  work  contemplated  in  the  forego- 
ing recommendations  could  be  accomplished  within  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year,  leaving  to  a  subsequent  Congress  the  determination  as  to  the  re- 
maining or  east  wing  of  the  building,  as  it  would  be  unwise  to  under* 
take  the  reconstruction  of  both  the  south  and  east  wings  at  the  same 
time. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  should  be  carried  on,  as  heretofore,  under 
the  supervision  of  a  board  comprising  the  Commissioner  of  Patents,  the 
Engineer  in  charge  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  am)  the  Architect 
of  the  Capitol. 

fkp:eDxMan's  hospital. 

The  report  of  the  surgeon  in  charge  shows  a  large  increase  in  the 
Dumber  of  cases  admitted.  During  the  year,  1,028  patients  were  ad- 
mitted and  74  infants  were  born.  There  were  discharged  904 ;  and  195 
died,  5  still-born.  On  the  30th  of  June  last,  228  remained  in  the  hos- 
pital, of  whom  34  were  white  and  194  colored. 

Accompanying  the  report  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  nativity  of 
patients,  the  diseases  treated,  the  causes  of  death  in  those  cases  which 
so  terminated,  and  the  more  important  surgical  operations  performed. 

The  hospital  has  at  present  300  beds.  The  capacity  can  be  increased 
by  utilizing  the  lecture-rooms  connected  with  the  building. 

The  unusual  mortality  shown  in  the  report  is  explained  by  the  sur- 
geon's statement  that  many  of  the  patients  went  into  hospital  only 
when  their  cases  had  become  hopeless.  A  large  number  died  within  a 
few  hours  after  admission.  The  surgeon  recommends  that  a  board  of 
visitors  be  appointed,  who  should  have  the  liberty  of  the  hospital  at  all 
times.    Such  a  board  would,  in  his  opinion,  do  much  to  give  the  public 
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a  proper  idea  of  tbe  magnitacle  and  facilities  of  the  institatioD,  and  thus 
remove  tbe  prejadice  against  hospitals  which  seems  to  exist  in  the  mind 
of  the  people. 

The  report  recommends  that,  as  the  hospital  has  now  become  perma- 
nent, the  government  purchase  the  building  and  grounds. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  in- 
stitution shows  the  growing  work  and  usefulness. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  on  June  30,  1881,  was  925, 
of  whom  700  were  males  and  225  females. 

On  June  30,  1882,  the  number  under  treatment  was  942. 

During  the  year,  247  were  admitted,  of  whom  178  were  males  and  69 
were  females.    In  the  same  time  101  died,  and  129  were  discharged. 

Of  the  patients  under  treatment  June  30, 1882, 423  were  from  the  Army, 
49  from  the  Navy,  14  from  the  Marine  Hospital  Service,  and  456  from 
civil  life. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  17  private  patients,  of  whom 
9  were  males  and  8  females. 

Tables  accompanying  the  report  show  in  minute  and  interesting  de- 
tail the  monthly  changes  of  papulation,  the  physical  condition  of  those 
^ho  died,  the  duration  of  disease  in  the  cases  of  those  who  died;  the 
duration  of  disease  before  admission,  the  nativity  of  patients,  the  form 
of  disease,  the  time  of  life  when  insanity  developed,  theliistory  of  an- 
nual admissions,  the  mean  annual  mortality,  and  the  proportion  of 
recoveries. 

The  total  mortality  of  the  year,  while  not  excessive  as  compared  with 
other  hospitals,  was  larger  than  the  average  mortality  at  this  institu- 
tion for  any  year  of  the  ten  years  last  preceding.  This  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  population  is  made  up  of  per- 
sons who  served  in  the  volunteer  army,  who  have  been  inmates  of  the 
hospital  for  a  number  of  years,  and  who  are  now  growing  old.  It  is 
reasonable  to  expect  that  for  some  years  to  come  there  will  be  a  grow- 
ing mortality  rate  in  this  class  of  patients.  The  rate  was  further  swollen 
by  a  bilious  disorder  which  appeared  in  the  year  and  operated  fatally  in 
the  cases  of  a  few  patients  who  had  been  rendered  feeble  by  prot Acted 
disease  of  other  kinds.  This  disorder  was  attributable  to  the  impure 
water  of  the  Anacostia  River,  then  in  use  at  the  hospital.  The  appro* 
priation  made  by  Congress  for  connecting  the  hospital  with  the  water 
system  of  Washington  City  enabled  the  authorities  to  supply  the  hos- 
pital with  Potomac  water,  so  that  a  reappearance  of  trouble  from  that 
cause  need  not  be  looked  for. 

The  president  of  the  board  of  visitors  urges  the  necessity  of  carry- 
ing out  the  plan  for  detached  buildings  already  approved  and  com- 
menced upon.  The  completion  of  these  additions  will  be  a  very  great 
^elief  to  the  hospital,  since  it  will  not  only  enable  the  board  to  easily 
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accouiioodate  the  increase  ef  population  that  must  result  from  the  oper- 
atiou  of  the  recent  act  of  Congress  providing  at  this  hospital  for  the 
care  of  insane  from  the  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  but  will 
conduce  to  the  comfort.,  convenience,  and  health  of  all  the  inmates.  The 
plan  includes  detached  kitchens,  the  need  fur  which  is  urgently  ielt. 

The  experiment  of  indoor  work  continues  to  yield  an  increase  of  sat- 
isfactory results,  and  the  larger  liberty  which  has  recently  been  per- 
mitted to  inmates  in  their  movements  about  the  buildings  and  grounds 
ha«  been  found  both  pleasant  and  benefidal  in  its  ell'ect. 

The  board  recommends  especially  than  an  allowance  be  made  in  the 
next  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  a  cold  grapery,  forcing  and 
greeu  house,  which  they  represent  would  prove  a  wise  and  economic  as 
well  as  sosthetic  improvement.  But  above  this,  and  as  a  measure  of 
simple  economy,  they  ask  for  increased  shelter  for  neat  stock  and  barn 
room  for  farm  products. 

The  farm  and  garden  at  the  hospital  yielded  products  to  the  value  of 
$24,143.21.    Products  valued  at  $7,265  were  consumed  on  the  farm. 

The  estimates  for  the  next  year  are  as  follows :

The  superintendent  of  the  hospital  submits,  with  the  reiK)rt  of  the 
board,  »  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year, 
from  which  itfippears  that  there  was  paid  for  subsistence  tbe  sum  of 
$04,251.87 ;  for  house-furnishing,  fuel,  lights,  &c.,  $22,492.29 ;  for  dry 
goods,  clothing,  books,  statiouery,  and  miscellaneous,  $14,430.62;  for 
medical  supplies  for  individual  patients  and  patients'  amusement, 
$5,170.28;  for  the  farm,  garden,  and  stable,  $12,77.. 84;  for  repairs  and 
improvements,  $14,831.75;  and  for  salaries  and  wages,  $73,012.07.  The 
total  receipts  were:  Appropriations,  $180,792.51;  for  board  of  private 
patients  and  special  attendance,  $50,179.70. 

The  only  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  of  the  institution  was 
brought  about  by  tbe  Rev.  J.  S.  Deale,  who  resigned  his  place  as  chap- 
lain after  a  long  and  most  acceptable  si'rvice  in  that  capacity.  The 
Bev.  C.  Herbert  liichardsou  was  appointed  to  tbe  place  thus  made 
vacant. 

COLUMBIA  INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

The  number  of  pupils  under  instruction  in  the  Columbia  InstitutioH 
for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  during  the  last  year  was  one  hundred  and 
eleven.  Fifty-one  of  these  were  in  the  collegiate  department,  represent* 
uig  twenty  States  and  the  Federal  District. 

The  general  health  of  the  institution  has  been  excellent  during  the 
year. 

Theresalrs  of  physical  training  in  the  new  gymnasium  are  very  grati- 
fying.   Six  young  men  were  graduated  from  the  collegiate  department^ 
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four  receiving  the  degree  of  B.  A.  and  two  the  degree  of  B.  S.  More 
than  twenty  others  were  honorably  dismissed  who  had  pursued  partial 
courses  of  study,  and  who  were  well  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  busi- 
ness of  life. 

For  the  expenditures  of  next  year  the  directors  ask  $55,000  for  car- 
rent  expenses,  $10,000  for  the  erection  of  two  small  detached  buildings, 
and  $5,000  for  the  improvement  and  inclosure  of  the  grounds. 

The  directors  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Congress,  in  providing  for 
the  current  expenses  of  this  year,  enacted  a  proviso  that  no  more  than 
$22,000  out  of  the  sum  appropriated,  viz,  $55,000,  shall  be  expended  for 
salaries  and  wages. 

This  restriction,  the  directors  urge,  would,  if  insisted  on,  cause  very- 
serious  injury  to  the  institution,  as  it  contemplates  a  reduction  of  about 
$7,000  in  the  amount  now  authorized  by  the  board  for  salaries  and  wages. 

In  view  of  the  wide  range  of  study  covered  in  the  institution,  extend- 
ing over  a  period  of  thirteen  years,  the  number  of  instructors  employed 
is  not  unreasonable ;  and  a  comparison  with  rates  of  compensation  paid 
in  similar  institutions  of  learning  in  the  other  educational  establish- 
ments supported  by  the  government,  and  in  the  scientific  branches  of 
'  the  public  service,  shows  plainly  that  the  officers  of  the  Columbia  lu- 
stitutiou  are  not  overpaid. 

In  view  of  all  which,  the  attention  of  Con^^ress  is  respectfully  called 
to  this  matter,  with  the  belief  that  an  examination  into  the  facts  of  the 
case  will  lead  to  a  repeal  of  the  restrictive  proviso. 

HOT  SPEINGS  EESEEVATlOJSr. 

The  superintendent  of  this  reservation  in  his  report  urges  the  neces- 
sity for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  the  whole  cost  of  the  im- 
provements contemplated  in  the  eity  of  Hot  Springs  by  walling  and 
covering  the  creek,  which  now  runs  in  its  natural  bed  through  the  main 
street.  This  work  should  be  pushed  to  completion  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible day.  The  funds  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  department  for  that 
purpose  are  insufficient. 

The  sale  of  lots  recently  made  yielded  larger  returns  than  were  looked 
for,  the  price  paid  being  considerably  larger  than  those  set  by  the  ap- 
praisers. The  value  of  lots  is  steadily  increasing,  owing  to  the^teady 
growth  of  the  city  and  the  increasing  fame  of  the  springs. 

.YELLOWSTONE  NATIONAL  PARK. 

The  construction  of  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Utah  and  Northern 
Railroads  to  points  near  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  has  rendered 
it  a  popular  resort  for  recreation  and  health. 

Whether  it  would  better  subserve  the  object  for  w^hich  the  park  was 
by  law  set  aside  to  grant  to  a  number  of  persons  with  limited  means 
leases  of  small  parcels  of  laud  upon  which  to  erect  hotels  for  the 
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accoiDinodation  of  visitors,  or  to  grant  an  exclusive  privilege  of  building 
hotels  to  an  association  of  persons  having  control  of  sufficient  capital  to 
enable  them  to  provide  first-class  accommodations,  was  a  question  which 
was  presented  to  the  department  for  determination.  The  conclusion 
was  reached  that  the  public  interest  would  be  better  subserved  by  grant- 
ing exclusive  privileges  to  a  firm  having  the  control  of  ample  capital  to 
provide  the  necessary  accommodations. 

Accordingly,  on  the  1st  of  September  last  a  contract  was  made  by  this 
department  with  Mr.  Carroll  T.  Hobart,  of  Fargo,  Dak.,  and  Mr.  Henry 
F.  Douglass,  of  Fort  Yates,  Dak.,  granting  to  them  the  use  of  tracts  of 
land,  upon  which  they  agree  to  build  hotels  of  such  design  and  dimen- 
sions, and  at  such  points  as  may  be  approved  by  the  department,  to  run 
snch  lines  of  stages  within  the  park  as  the  travel  may  render  necessary, 
and  to  construct  lines  of  telegraph  from  the  principal  points  in  the  park 
to  connect  with  the  through  lines  constructed  near  it.  It  is  provided  in 
the  contract  that  no  greater  charges  shall  be  made  for  accommodations 
fornished  and  services  rendered  than  those  set  forth  in  a  schedule  to  be 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.    § 

Messjrs.  Hobart  and  Douglass  are  certified  to  this  department  as  per- 
sons in  all  respects  able  to  fulfill  their  contract.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the 
opening  of  the  season  of  travel  next  year  visitors  will  find  comfortable 
accommodations  provided  for  them.  It  is  believed  that  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  improvement  of  the  park  heretofore  made  have  been  judi- 
ciously expended  in  the  construction  of  roads,  bridges,  and  other  im- 
provements.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
General  Land  Office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882. 

The  disposals  of  public  lands  under  all  acts  of  Congress  embraced 
13,998,780.27  acres,  and  of  Indian  lands  310,386.13  acres,  making  the 
total  disposals  14,309,166.50  acres,  an  increase  over  disposals  during 
the  year  1881  of  3,415,769.35  acres. 

The  amount  of  money  received  from  all  sources  in  connection  with 
disposals  of  the  public  lands  was  $7,758,351.02,  and  from  sales  of  Indian 
lands  $634,617.22,  a  total  of  $8,392,968.24,  being  an  increase  over  the 
pmious  year  of  $2,984,164.08.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

During  the  year  there  were  received  91,562  letters,  and  71,836  were 
written  and  recorded,  covering  66,631  pages  of  letter  record,  an  increase 
in  the  correspondence  of  the  office  over  the  previous  year  of  ten  per 
cent. 

ACCOUNTS. 

The  nnmber  of  accounts  adjusted  and  audited  during  the  year  and 
reported  to  the  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement  was 
3,241,  embracing  accounts  of  surveyors  general,  deputy  surveyors,  reg- 
isters and  receivers,  special  agents,  &c.,  and  covering  the  amount  of 
$9,113,855.70,  being  an  increase  of  about  10  per  cent,  over  the  preced- 
ing year. 

ENTRIES  AND  RECORDS. 

The  tract  books  of  this  office,  which  contain  a  record  of  all  public  land 

^^tries  and  selections  under  the  various  acts  and  grants  by  Congress, 

uprise  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven  volumes  of  five 

dred  pages  each,  or  a  total  of  one  million  seven  hundred  and  forty- 
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three  thousand  five  hundred  pages  of  entry  records.  These  records  are 
in  constant  use,  and  their  volume  is  annually  increased. 
>  .^The  total  number  of  entries  posted  in  the  tract  books,  including  cash^ 
homestead,  timber  culture,  pre-emption,  desert  and  timber  laud  entries, 
and  other  individual  entries  and  filings,  make  an  aggregate  of  196,137 
the  past  year,  against  157,985  the  year  previous,  an  increase  of  38,152, 
in  entries  of  all  classes. 

The  number  of  agricultural  entries  approved  for  patenting  was  37,608, 
against  28,420  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  9,188.* 
^  The  number  of  suspended  entries  adjudicated  by  the  board  of  equita- 
ble adjudication  was  1,056.    Tbe  number  adjudicated  the  previous  year 
was  607. 

The  increase  in  the  work  performed  in  the  division  of  public  lands 
during  the  year  was  about  25  i)er  cent.  The  current  work  of  this  di- 
vision is  estimated  to  be  now  about  one  year  in  arrears. 

GASH   SALES. 

The  number  of  private  cash  entries  was  10,096,  embracing  1,924,496.15 
acres,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  1,258,267.04  acres. 
1,351,380.83  acres  were  also  sold  under  the  preemption  law,  an  increase 
of  630,234.57  acres;  and  7,498  homestead  entries  were  commuted  with 
cash,  embracing  an  area  of  1,077,383.90  acres.  The  total  cash  sales,  in- 
clnding  lands  sold  at  public  and  private  sale,  pre-emptions,  commuted 
homesteads,  mineral  lands,  timber  and  stone  lands,  &c.,  amount  to 
4,728,237.95  acres.  The  amount  of  money  received  from  cash  sales  was 
$6,628,775.92,  an  average  of  a  fraction  over  $1.40  per  acre. 

HOMESTEADS. 

The  number  of  original  homestead  entries  was  45,331,  embracing  an 
area  of  6,348,045.05  acres,  being  an  increase  of  1,319,944.36  acres.  Final 
proof  was  made  on  17,174  entries,  embracing  an  area  of  2,219,427.10 
acres. 

TIMBER   OULTUEE  ENTRIES. 

Seventeen  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  original  entries  were 
made  under  the  timber  culture  laws,  embracing  an  area  of  2,566,686.09 
acres,  anf  increase  of  802,886.74  acres.  Final  proof  was  made  on  165 
entries,  covering  23,371.12  acres. 

FILINGS. 

The  number  of  filings,  principally  of  pre-emption  claims  initiated 
dnring  the  year,  and  not  yet  consummated  into  entry,  was  42,777,  cov- 
ering an  estimated  area  of  5,000,000  acres. 

PUBLIC   SALES. 

The  public  sales  amounted  to  7,933.13  acres,  embracing  5,016  acres 
near  Toledo,  Ohio,  which  were  sold  for  the  sum  of  $16,735.22,  an  aver- 
age of  $3.38  per  acre. 

Three  million  acres  of  timber  lands  in  Minnesota  have  been  pro- 
claimed for  sale,  and  will  be  ofiered  in  the  Dulutli  and  Saint  Cloud  land 
districts,  the  sales  commencing  in  the  former  district  December  4, 1882, 
and  in  the  latter  district  January  15, 1883. 
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DESERT  LANDS. 

Five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  entries  were  made  under  the  desert 
land  act,  embracing  164,955.94  acres,  an  increase  over  the  previous 
year  of  56,395.92  acres.

The  total  number  of  entries  made  dunng  the  year  under  the  timber 
and  stone  land  act  of  June  3, 1878,  was  728,  embracing  95,237.02  acres, 
being  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  365  entries  and  52,249.10 
acres,  or  over  100  per  cent.

WITHDRAWALS  FOR  RESERVOIR  PURPOSES. 

The  area  of  lands  in  the  States  of  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  with- 
drawn from  disposal  and  held  for  reservoir  purposes  under  the  acts  of 
Congress  providing  therefor,  approximates  168,000  acres. 

ARTESIAN  WELLS. 

Three  sites  for  artesian  wells  have  been  reserved  in  the  State  of  Col- 
orado, amounting  in  area  to  about  1,700  acres. 

HOT  SPRINGS  RESERVATION   IN   ARKANSAS. 

Seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine  awarded  lots  in  the  above  reservation 
have  been  disposed  of  during  the  past  year  in  accordance  with  provis- 
ions of  law.    The  whole  sum  realized  from  these  disposals  was  $44,201.85. 

INDIAN  LANDS  AND  MILITARY  RESERVATIONS. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Land  Department  during  the  past  year  in 
respect  to  lands  embraced  in  sundry  Indian  and  military  reservations 
will  be  found  detailed  in  the  papers  accompanying  this  report. 

AGRICULTURAL    PATENTS. 

The  number  of  agricultural  patents  issued  during  the  year,  embracing 
patents  issued  on  cash,  homestead,  warrant,  and  scrip  entries  and  loca- 
tions, was  48,697,  an  increase  over  tl  e  number  issued  during  the  pre- 
vious year  of  17,056.

The  number  of  acres  of  military  bounty  land  warrants  located  under 
the  acts  of  1847  to  1855,  inclusive,  was  42,800,  a  decrease  from  the  pre- 
vious year  of  20,920  acres. 

The  number  of  military  bounty  land  warrants  issued  under  the  acts 
of  1847, 1850, 1852,  and  1855,  from  the  commencement  of  operations  under 
said  acts  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  was  551,886,  embracing  61,058,110 
acres.

1882,  was  21,568,  embraeing  2,454,340  acres.

The  amount  of  work  performed  during  the  year  in  the  division  hav- 
ing charge  of  this  branch  of  the  business  of  this  office  exceeds  by  about 
one-third  the  amount  performed  the  year  previous. 

In  the  meantime  the  amount  of  work  in  arrears  has  increased,  by  the 
presentation  of  new  cases,  in  the  same  ratio. 

With  the  exception  of  contested  cases  and  town  site  entries,  which 
are  up  to  date,  the  general  work  of  the  division  is  about  two  years  in 
arrears ;  that  is  to  say,  the  present  force  of  the  division  could  get  the 
accumulated  work  up  to  date  in  about  two  years,  if  no  new  work  inter- 
vened. But  as  the  total  number  of  pre-emption  cases  received  during 
the  year,  was  11,554,  and  the  total  number  disposed  of  during  the  same 
period  was  8,079,  an  addition  of  3,475  cases  has  been  made  to  the  total 
work  in  arrears,  notwithstanding  the  increase  of  33  per  cent,  in  the 
amonnt  of  work  performed  during  the  year. 

STATE  SELECTIONS. 

The  adjustment  of  State  selections  under  the  school  and  general  im- 
provement grants  of  Congress,  which  work  is  performed  in  this  division, 
shows  a  like  ratio  of  increase  and  arrears. 
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REPEAL  OF  THE  PRE-EMPTION  ACTS. 

PreviouB  to  the  passage  of  the  homestead  laws  the  pre-emption  system 
afforded  the  only  means  by  which  settlers  coald  acqaire  title  to  nnof- 
fei'ed  lands.  The  wise  policy  of  Congress,  maintained  for  many  years, 
has  been  to  withhold  the  public  lands  from  disposal  at  ordinary  cash 
sale,  with  a  view  to  their  occupation  by  actual  settlers,  and  to  prevent 
the  appropriation  of  large  bodies  by  individuals  for  speculative  pur- 
poses. The  pre-emption  system  was  designed  to  enable  actual  settlers 
to  establish  their  homes  on  the  public  domaiu,  and  thus  to  improve  and 
build  up  the  i?ountry. 

With  the  passage  of  the  homestead  act,  however,  the  pre-emption  law 
became  of  less  importance,  and  recent  supplemental  legislation  having 
placed  homestead  parties  on  an  equal  footing  in  all  respects  with  pre- 
emptors,  the  special  utility  of  the  preemption  law  for  purposes  of  bona 
fide  settlement  on  the  public  lands  has  wholly  ceased. 

Any  person  who  could  make  a  pre-emption  entry  can  make  a  home- 
stead entry.  Any  land  that  can  be  entered  under  the  pre-emption 
laws  can  also  be  entered  under  the  homestead  laws.  Under  the  home- 
stead laws,  also,  the  homestead  party  may  purchase  the  land  entered  by 
him  within  the  same  time,  ux>on  the  same  terms,  and  by  the  same  proofs 
as  in  preemption  cases.  There  is,  therefore,  no  practical  necessity  for 
continuing  the  double  system  in  operation.  A  repeal  of  the  pre-emption 
law  would  simplify  the  public  business  and  be  in  the  interest  of  public 
economy  and  good  adminstration.  Such  repeal  would,  moreover,  remove 
one  of  the  causes  of  frauds  in  land  entries  which  have  approached  great 
magnitude.  The  correspondence  of  this  office,  and  reports  from  officers 
and  special  agents,  indicate  that  a  material  proportion  of  the  preemp- 
tion  entries  now  made  are  fraudulent  in  character,  being  chiefly  placed 
upon  valuable  timber  or  mineral  lands,  or  water  rights,  and  made  in  the 
interest  and  by  the  procurement  of  others,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of 
residence  and  improvement  by  the  professed  pre-emptor.  * 

CERTIFICATES  OF  DEPOSIT  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  SURVEYS. 

The  amount  covered  by  certificates  of  deposit  on  account  of  surveys, 
examined  and  accepted  in  payment  for  public  lands  during  the  year,  was 
♦1,779,182.61. 

The  amount  of  money  deposited  during  the  year  under  the  individual 
deposit  system  was  $2,013,270.77. 

MINERAL  LANDS. 

During  the  year  there  were  sold  36,768.63  acres  of  mineral  land,  au 
excess  over  the  previous  year  of  9,578.95  acres;  8,634.33  acres  of  coal 
land  were  also  sold  dnriug  the  fiscal  year. 

Number  of  mineral  entries,  1,848.  Increase,  557.  Number  of  mineral 
applications,  2,548.  Adverse  claims  filed,  676.  Number  of  mineral  pat- 
ents issued,  1,298.    Coal  patents  issued,  24. 

The  number  of  mineral  entries  and  contests  remaining  undisposed  of 
was  2,224.  The  increase  in  the  work  performed  in  the  (Jivision  of  mineral 
claims  during  the  year  was  about  25  per  cent,  over  the  year  previous. 
This  work  is  now  about  one  year  in  arrears,  and  the  volume  of  new  busi- 
ness is  constantly  increasing. 
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SURVEYS. 

The  number  of  surveying  contracts  made,  by  surveyors  general  during 
the  year,  and  approved  by  this  office,  was  416. 

Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  township  plats  and 
accompanying  field  notes  of  surveys  of  public  lands  and  private  land 
claims,  returned  to  this  office  by  the  surveyors  general,  were  examined 
iu  detail  during  the  same  period.  These  examinations  embraced  a  total 
area  of  46,893,163  acres. 

The  total  area  of  public  lands  surveyed  in  the  several  land  States  and 
Territories,  from  the  commencement  of  surveying  operations  by  the  gov- 
ernment up  to  June  30,  1882,  is  831,725,863  acres.  The  estimated  area 
of  the  unsurveyed  portion  of  the  public  domain,  inclusive  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Alaska,  is  983,063,  759  acres. 

SWAMP  LANDS. 

The  amount  of  land  claimed  and  reported  to  this  office  as  swamp  and 
overflowed  land  during  the  year,  was  648,032.36  acres,  against  152,214.99 
acres  claimed  and  reported  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 1881,  being 
an  increase  of  495,817.37  acres. 

Patents  have  issued  for  992,055.34  acres. 

Claims  for  indemnity  have  been  adjusted  upon  reports  and  testimony 
submitted  for  244,107.85  acres,  against  65,700  acres  the  previous  year, 
an  increase  of  178,407.85  acres,  or  more  than  170  per  cent. 

The  total  area  of  swamp  lands  approved  or  patented  to  the  several 
States  under  the  acts  of  Congress  relative  thereto,  amounted,  on  June 
30, 1882,  to  55,769,172.03  acres. 

The  unadjusted  claims  now  pending  amount  to  14,000,000  acres,  and 
there  is  no  diminution  in  the  number  of  claims  annually  filed. 

The  progress  of  settlement  in  the  public  land  States,  and  the  rapid 
absorption  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  have  led  to  increased 
attention  by  investors  and  settlers  to  lands  claimed  under  the  swamp 
land  grant,  resulting  in  a  pressing  demand  upon  this  office  for  the  more 
rapid  adjustment  of  these  claims. 

The  work  of  the  division  charged  with  this  service  is  several  years  in 
arrears. 

PRIVATE  LAND   CLAIMS. 

The  number  of  private  land  claims  finally  settled  during  the  year, 
was  307,  which  number  includes  155  donation  claims  in  Oregon  and 
Washington  Territory.  Five  claims  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  were 
transmitted  to  Congress  for  confirmation;  638  entries  with  Supreme 
Court  scrip  were  approved  for  patent. 

Preliminary  examinations  have  been  made  in  a  large  number  of^cases, 
which  are  still  the  subjects  of  correspondence,  or  are  awaiting  the  cor- 
rection of  imperfections  or  further  proof., 

The  number  of  cases  in  immediate  progress  of  adjudication  is  806. 

Patent  certificates  or  special  plats  of  survey  are  on  file  in  a  large 
number  of  claims  in  which  no  examination  has  been  made  in  late  years. 
These  cases  are  in  order  of  action  when  called  up  by  parties  in  interest. 

Many  thousand  other  claims  exist  which  have  been  confirmed  from 
time  to  time  bj*  various  boards  of  commissioners,  and  by  Congress  upon 
reports  of  boards  of  commissioners,  also  by  the  Federal  courts  under 
authority  conferred  by  Congress,  but  in  which,  in  numerous  instances, 
the  papers  on  file  here  are  not  sufficiently  complete  to  aflford  a  proper 
basis  for  final  action. 
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PRIVATE  LAND  CLAIMS  IN  NEW  MEXICO,  COLORADO,  AND  ARIZONA. 

There  have  been  91  private  land  claims  reported  by  the  surveyors 
general  of  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  and  Arizona,  and  transmitted  to  Con- 
gress through  this  office  and  department,  which  are  now  awaiting  legis- 
lative  aotion. 

The  act  of  July  22, 1854,  relative  to  private  claims  in  New  Mexico, 
the  provisions  of  which  were  extended  to  Colorado  by  act  of  February 
28, 1861,  and  to  Arizona  by  the  act  of  July  15,  1870,  devolves  upon  the 
surveyors  general  of  those  districts  the  jurisdiction  to  determine  the 
validity  or  invalidity  of  claims  presented  t^  them  for  adjudication,  which 
claims  are  afterwards  reported  to  Congress  for  its  action. 

The  vast  power  thus  conferred  upon  subordinate  officers  of  this  de- 
partment has  been  the  subject  of  judicial  notice  in  cases  coming  before 
the  courts. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  I  found  the  practice  had  been 
to  transmit  to  Congress,  without  examination  or  remark,  the  reports  of 
surveyors  general  with  copies  of  the  title  papers  and  proofs  upon  which 
the  claims  were  approved.  While  it  has  been  held  that  this  office  has 
no  authority  to  review  the  proc^dings  of  the  surveyors  general,  or  even 
to  call  for  or  to  examine  the  original  muniments  of  title,  I  have  never- 
theless deemed  it  my  duty,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  department,  to 
consider  their  reports,  and  in  event  of  any  obvious  error  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  Congress  thereto. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  referred  to  the  pressing  necessity  for  some 
legislation  that  will  facilitate  the  early  adjudication  of  these  claims,  and 
I  would  again  call  attention  to  this  subject. 

RAILROAD  LAND   GRANTS. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  six  and 
sixty-six  one-hundredths  acres  of  land  were  certified  for  railroad  pur- 
I>oses  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  lists  of  selections  awaiting  ex- 
amination or  action  on  June  30, 1882,  embraced  1,958,392.79  acres. 

Six  hundred  and  eight  and  ninety-six  one-hundredths  miles  of  road 
were  reported  as  constructed  under  the  land  grant  system  during  the 
year,  making  a  total  of  16,239.10  miles  of  land  grant  railroad  con- 
structed in  all  the  States  and  Territories  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

The  total  number  of  settlement  claims  within  railroad  limits  awaiting 
original  or  final  action  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  5,564,  an  increase 
over  the  preceding  year  of  673  cases.  Of  the  total  number  of  pending 
cases  1,617  had  received  partial  action,  and  3,947  had  not  been  reached 
for  examination. 

The  work  of  the  division  charged  with  the  adjustment  of  grants  for 
railroads,  wagon  roads,  and  canals,  and  with  the  adjudication  of  claims 
of  settlers  and  others  within  the  limits  of  such  grants,  is  several  years 
in  arrears. 

FORFEITURE   OP   RAILROAD   GRANTS. 

The  status  of  various  grants  for  railroad  purposes  where  the  roads 
have  not  been  constructed  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  was 
reported  to  Congress  on  March  28  last.  The  absence  of  legislative 
action  touching  the  renewal  of  these  grants  or  declaring  the  forfeiture 
^hereof  seriously  embarrasses  the  work  of  this  office.    It  is  not  deemed 
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expedient  to  certify  additional  lands  to  the  railroad  companies,  nor  to 
award  to  the  companies  lands  in  dispute  between  them  and  settlers  or 
other  claimants,  pendiug  the  determination  of  Cougress  in  the  premises. 
Large  numbers  of  settlers  are  occupying  such  lands,  and  it  is  important 
to  them  to  know  whether  they  can  receive  their  titles  from  the  United 
States,  or  whether  they  will  be  required  to  purchase  from  the  railroad 
companies.  The  prevailing  uncertainty  necessarily  retards  improve- 
ments and  impairs  values. 

5ew  applications  are  also  constantly  being  made  to  enter  the  with- 
drawn lands  under  the  public  land  laws.      » 

I  deem  it  of  pressing  imi)ortance  to  the  public  interests  that  Congress 
should  tnke  early  action  in  respect  to  these  grants. 

TIMBER  DEPREDATIONS. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-two  civil  suits  and  137  criminal  actions  were 
commenced  during  the  year,  for  trespass  on  the  public  timber  lands. 
Propositions  of  settlement  were  received  and  acted  upon  in  110  cases. 
The  number  of  additional  cases  now  under  investigation  is  418. 

The  estimated  value  of  the  timber  fiuvolved  in  the  civil  suits  is 
8160,583.86;  in  the  cases  in  which  propositions  for  compromise  have 
been  made,  $51,668.84;  in  the  pending  cases,  $298,876.78;  total, 
$511,069.48. 

Proceedings  for  the  prot.ection  of  the  public  timber  are  now  had  under 
several  different  statutes,  some  of  a  general  and  others  of  a  more  local 
character.  Much  embarrassment  grows  out  of  this  diverse  legislation, 
portions  of  which  are  also  conflicting. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  a  general  law  should  be  enacted  clearly  defining 
the  rights  of  citizens  to  take  timber  from  the  public  lands  for  prescribed 
purposes,  and  providing  penalties  for  unlawful  cutting,  removal,  destruc- 
tioD,  or  waste. 

Id  all  cases  where  a  survey  and  scalement  is  necessary  to  accurately 
ascertain  the  extent  of  an  alleged  trespass,  I  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  expense  thereof  should  be  authorized  to  be  charged  to 
the  party  committing  the  trespass  as  a  part  of  the  costs  in  the  case. 

SPECIAL.  AGENTS. 

Timber  agents  and  other  special  agents  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
Land  Department  are  allowed,  under  existing  iaws  and  regulations,  to 
charge  for  their  actual  personal  expenses  an  amount  not  exceeding  $4 
per  day.  This  plan  involves  a  great  amount  of  labor  in  the  adjustment 
of  the  details  of  special  agents'  accounts  (vouchers  for  each  item  of  ex- 
pense in  excess  of  $1  being  required),  and  results  in  no  economy  to  the 
government.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  fixed  allowance,  say  $3.50  per 
day,  for  personal  expenses,  instead  of  not  exceeding  $4  as  at  present, 
would  be  cheaper  for  the  government  and  more  satisfactory  to  the  agent, 
while  the  time  and  labor  expended  in  auditing  their  accounts  would  be 
materially  lessened. 

FRAUDULENT  LAND  ENTRIES. 

Investigations  made  during  the  past  year  have  developed  the  exist- 
ence of  much  fraud  under  the  shield  of  the  pre-emption,  homestead,  and 
timber  culture  laws. 

These  investigations  have  been  based  upon  complaints  made  to  this 
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office  that  great  qaantities  of  valuable  coal  and  iron  lands,  forests  of 
timber,  and  the  available  agricultural  lands  in  whole  regions  of  grazing 
country  have  been  monopolized  by  persons  who  have  caused  fraudulent 
pre-emption  and  commut^'^d  homestead  entries  to  be  made  by  their  agents 
and  employes. 

A  proper  investigation  of  the  numerous  complaints  that  are  constantly 
being  received  would  require  the  employment  of  a  large  force  of  special 
agents,  and  involve  an  expense  far  beyond  the  customary  appropriations 
by  Congress  available  for  that  purpose. 

Eiibrts  have  been  made  to  check  unlawful  acts  of  this  character  in 
the  coal  and  iron  regions  of  Alabama,  the  timber  regions  of  Minnesota, 
the  grazing  country  in  California,  and  on  agricultural  lands  in  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Dakota,  by  the  special  investigation  of  cases  of  alleged  fraud, 
trials  before  local  land  officers  to  cancel  illegal  entries,  and  the  institu- 
tion of  civil  and  criminal  suits.  These  proceedings  have,  however,  nec- 
essarily been  confined  to  one  or  two  localities  in  each  of  said  States  and 
Territories,  owing  to  the  limited  facilities  of  this  office  for  such  service. 

Proceedings  have  also  been  instituted  in  the  State  of  Missouri  by  the 
proper  law  officers  of  the  United  States  to  recover  the  title  to  several 
hundred  thousand  acres  of  landTin  that  State  fraudulently  entered  many 
years  since  under  the  graduation  act,  which  act  has  been  repealed. 

I  have  recommended  herein  the  repeal  of  the  pre-emption  law,  the 
same  having  been  practically  superseded  by  the  homestead  law  and 
especially  by  the  commutation  feature  of  the  latter  act. 

OOMMUTED  HOMESTEADS. 

It  is  a  matter  of  serious  question  whether  the  time  within  which  home- 
stead parties  are  allowed  to  commute  their  entries  by  the  payment  of 
cash  should  not  be  extended  so  as  to  require  proof  of  actual  residence, 
improvement,  and  cultivation  for  at  least  one  year  before  such  payment 
should  be  received.  This  extension  of  time  would  be  no  longer  than 
reasonably  necessary  to  establish  the  good  faith  of  the  parties,  and  would 
be  no  hardship  to  bona  fide  settlers,  while  the  opportunities  and  induce- 
ments for  fraudulent  entry  would  liiminish  in  proportion  to  the  length 
of  time  for  which  residence,  improvement,  and  cultivation  are  required 
to  be  shown. 

TIMBER  CULTURE   CLAIMS. 

The  period  has  but  just  commenced  when  the  earlier  entries  made  un- 
der the  timber  culture  act  can  be  proven  up.  The  fraudulent  proceed- 
ings at  the  present  time  under  the  operations  of  this  act  are  not,  there- 
fore, that  legal  title  has  actually  been  obtained  by  unlawful  methods, 
but  that  fictitious  entries  are  initiated  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the 
land  out  of  market  and  selling  to  others  relinquishments  of  the  right  of 
occupation  so  acquired. 

It  is  alleged  by  numerous  correspondents,  and  in  the  reports  of  officers 
and  agents  of  this  dei)artment,  that  operations  of  this  character  are 
carried  on  to  a  very  great  extent,  notably  at  the  present  time  in  Dakota, 
Nebraska,  and  Minnesota,  and  that  as  a  rule,  in  proportion  as  public 
surveys  progress  over  territory  subject  to  such  entry,  the  lands  are  cov- 
ered vnth  fictitious  claims,  and  actual  settlers  are  compelled  to  pay  to 
speculators,  or  persons  holding  the  claims,  a  bonus  for  the  privilege  ot 
entering  the  land  in  a  legal  and  proper  manner  under  the  public  land 
laws. 
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The  ntility  of  the  timber  culture  law  as  an  inducement  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  trees  that  would  not  otherwise  be  planted  has  sometimes  been 
questioned,  since  settlers  under  the  homestead  law  in  treeless  regions 
find  it  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  situation  to  set  out  and  cultivate 
trees,  and  their  interest  to  do  this  is  a  usual  guaranty  that  it  will  be 
done.  At  the  same  time,  I  am  not  inclined  to  recommend  the  repeal  of 
a  law  of  so  beneficent  an  intention  as  the  timber  culture  act.  But  I  deem 
it  incumbent  upon  me  to  refer  to  the  abuses  to  which  it  is  subject. 

UNLAWFUL  OCCUPATION  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

The  illegal  inclosure  of  the  public  lands  in  certain  States  and  Terri- 
tories, and  the  exclusive  occupation  of  large  tracts  by  private  parties  to 
the  deprivation  of  the  rights  of  others  and  the  impediment  of  settlement 
and  intercourse,  have  become  matters  of  serious  complaint. 

A  usual  method  of  iiroceeding  is  that  title  is  legitimately  or  otherwise 
obtained  to  the  streams  or  water  rights,  and  then  the  surrounding 
country,  frequently  for  many  miles  in  extent,  is  inclosed  with  fences, 
and  all  citizens  warned  ofi'  and  their  stock  driven  away. 

In  other  cases  the  public  lands  are  inclosed  in  this  manner  where  no 
pretext  of  ownership  or  of  legal  claim  to  any  part  of  the  land  exists. 
The  usual  routes  of  travel  are  also  cut  off  by  these  inclosures,  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  country  are  in  many  instances  compelled  to  go  a  great 
way  around  or  to  tear  down  the  fences,  thus  incurring  the  risk  of  dis- 
turbance and  perhaps  bloodshed. 

Letters  received  at  this  office  from  many  persons  and  reports  made 
hy  officers  and  agents  of  this  department,  disclose  the  fact  that  unlaw- 
ful proceedings  of  this  character  are  carried  on  to  a  great  extent,  and 
future  serious  trouble  is  apprehended  between  settlers  and  residents 
and  the  '*cow  boys,"  as  employes  of  the  stockmen  are  called. 

It  appears  also  that  in  some  cases  State  laws  have  provided  for  a 
nominal  tax  upon  "possessory  rights,"  the  eflfect  of  which  is  represented 
to  be  to  locally  legalize  thia  infringement  upon  the  laws  of  the  United 
States;  and  citizens  who  have  attempted  to  make  settlements  and  entries 
within  the  limits  of  these  ranges  in  accordance  with  the  land  laws  of  the 
United  States  have  been  ousted  by  judicial  decree. 

It  is  manifest  that  some  decisive  action  on  the  part  of  the  Federal 
Government  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  supremacy  of  the 
laws  and  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  public  domain. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  vast  plains  and  mountain  ranges  wc^st 
of  the  Mississippi  River  must  be  relie^d  upon  for  an  important  propor- 
tion of  the  sheep  and  cattle  husbandry  required  by  the  necessities  of 
national  consumption,  but  it  does  not  therefore  follow  that  this  industry 
should  be  the  subject  of  individual  or  corporate  monopoly  any  more  than 
that  other  agricultural  pursuits  should  be  so  controlled. 

The  animpeded  progress  of  settlement  will  in  due  time  bring  the 
whole  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  within  the  compa«s  of  pri- 
vate ownership.  Meanwhile  the  unai)propriated  public  lands  suitable 
for  grazing  herds  of  cattle  should  be  equally  free  to  the  enterprise  of  all 
citizens  unembarrassed  by  attempts  at  exclusive  occupation. 

Existing  laws  (act  March  3,  1807,  2  Stat.,  445)  authorize  the  Presi- 
dent to  direct  the  marshal  of  the  proper  district  to  remove  unlawful 
boaodaries  placed  on  the  public  lands,  and  to  remove  persons  unlaw- 
fully in  possession  thereof,  and  further  authorize  the  emi)loymeut  of 
military  force  when  necessary  for  this  purpose.  A  forfeiture  of  any 
and  all  rights  to  land  so  occupied  is  also  declared.

14      REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OP  THE  INTERIOR. 

I  have  hesitated  to  recommend  the  sammary  exercise  of  the  power 
vested  in  the  Execative  by  this  act,  although  it  may  yet  become  neces- 
sary to  invoke  that  aathority. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  a  statute  is  required  imposing  penalties  for  the 
unlawful  inclosure  of  the  public  lands,  for  and  preventing  by  force  or 
intimidation  legal  settlement  and  entry. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  attention  of  Congress  be  invited 
to  this  subject.

The  foregoing  estimate  shows  an  increase  over  the  amount  appropri- 
ated  for  the  current  fiscal  year  of  $33,940,  which  is  made  up  as  follows ' 

1.  An  increase  of  $1,000  in  the  compensation  of  the  Commissioner  is 
submitted  because  the  present  salary  of  $4,000  is  not  commensurate 
with  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  office,  aud  because  of  the 
unprecedented  increase  in  the  business  of  the  office,  and  consequent 
increase  in  the  duties  of  the  Gommissiouer. 

2.  An  estimate  is  submitted  of  $3,000  for  an  assistant  Commissioner. 
The  numerous  and  complicated  duties  now  devolving  upon  the  head  of 
the  bureau  necessitate  some  division  of  executive  labor  and  responsi- 
bility. 

3.  The  salary  of  the  chief  clerk  is  estimated  at  $2,500,  an  increase  of 
$500.  The  chief  clerk  must  be  fully  competent  to  take  charge  and  con- 
trol of  the  bureau  at  all  times,  and  his  other  and  proper  duties  being 
intricate,  complex,  and  arduous,  fully  deserve  the  salary  estimated  for. 

4.  The  salary  of  the  law  clerk  is  estimated  at  $2,500,  an  increase  of 
$500.    The  compensation  estimated  is  moderate  considering  the  nature 
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of  the  work  asd  qaalificatioDS  required  of  the  law  officer  of  a  bureau 
having  cousideration  and  initial  deterniiuauon  of  legal  questions  per- 
taining to  land  titles  and  claims  included  in  the  whole  public  domain  of 
the  Unite<l  States. 

5.  The  estimate  of  salaries  for  three  inspectors  of  the  offices  of  sur- 
veyor-general and  of  district  land  offices  is  increased  to  $2,500  each. 
The  compensation  of  $2,000,  provided  by  the  act  of  August  5^  1882,  is 
deemed  inadequate  to  the  cbanicter  of  the  work  required. 

6.  The  salaries  of  the  recorder,  of  the  three  principal  clerks  of  sur- 
veys, public  lands,  and  private  land  claims,  and  of  seven  chiefs  of  divis- 
ioD,  are  estimated  at  $2,400  each,  an  increase  of  $600.  The  recorder 
id  charged  with  superintending  the  issue  of  all  public  land  patents, 
and  his  office  is  one  of  great  responsibility,  requiring  a  high  degree  of 
intelligence  and  integrity.  The  three  principal  clerks  and  seven  chiefs 
of  division  have  immediate  charge  and  direction  of  the  varied  and  im- 
portant work  assigned  to  their  respective  divisions.  The  long  service 
of  the  gentlemen  occupying  these  posts  of  trust,  the  magnitude  of  the 
labor  performed  by  them,  the  importance  of  the  duty  and  the  ability 
demanded  for  its  discharge,  merit  the  the  increased  compensation  asked 
for.  At  present  they  are  paid  as  ordinary  clerks  of  the  fourth  class,  a 
rate  disproportionate  to  the  class  of  services  absolutely  required  in 
these  positions. 

7.  An  increase  of  $200  is  estimated  for  the  compensation  of  the  re 
oeiving  clerk,  who  is  the  financial  officer.  * 

The  attention  of  Congress  has  frequently  been  called  to  the  inade- 
quate remuneration  of  the  important  officers  of  this  bureau,  and  the 
amount  of  compensation  now  estimated  for  is  believed  to  be  within  the 
most  moderate  limit,  and  no  greater  than  that  allowed  in  corresponding 
positions  in  other  departments  of  the  government.

The  estimates  comprehend  a  reduction  of  eight  clerks  of  class  four, 
caased  by  the  recommendation  that  seven  chiefs  of  division  and  the 
receiving  clerk  be  classed  at  an  increased  rate  of  compensation.  The 
total  number  of  employes  remains  the  same  as  under  the  appropriation 
for  the  current  fiscal  year,  with  the  addition  of  an  assistant  Commis- 
8ioner. 

Additional  clerical  force  and  office  room. 

lu  a  supplemental  estimate  I  have  asked  for  one  hundred  additional 
clerks,  and  for  sufficient  additional  room  for  their  accommodation. 

The  regular  annual  estimate  is  for  a  force  barely  sufficient  to  keep  up 
with  the  current  work  of  the  office,  and  is  insufficient  even  to  meet  the 
additional  work  arising  from  the  growing  increase  in  the  volume  of  dis- 
posals of  public  lands. 

Meanwhile  there  is  a  large  amount  of  work  in  arrears  which  obvious 
considerations  of  public  interest  require  should  receive  immediate  at- 
tention. 

The  trouble  and  loss  resulting  to  citizens  who  are  unable  to  secure 
their  titles  within  reasonable  time  is  frequently  serious,  and  all  accu- 
mulation of  work  in  arrears  impedes  the  current  business  of  the  office 
and  involves  an  additional  expense  in  the  end. 

The  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  performed  in  the  past 
year  over  that  of  the  year  previous  is  largely  owing  to  the  additional 
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temporarj^  force  allowed  by  Congress  during  the  last  three  months  of 
the  fiscal  year. 

An  equivalent  force  that  could  be  continued  for  two  or  three  years 
would,  in  my  opinion,  enable  the  work  in  arrears  to  be  brought  within 
reasonable  limit,  and  I  earnestly  urge  that  the  additional  appropriation 
asked  for  in  my  supplemental  estimate  be  provided  by  Congress. 

At  the  same  time  an  increased  clerical  force  could  not  be  accommo- 
dated in  the  present  building.  Provision  for  additional  ofiice  room  is 
therefore  equally  as  necessary  as  provision  for  additional  clerical  force. 

Classification  of  principal  clerks, 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  unnecessary  distinction  maintained  in  the 
classification  of  the  principal  clerks  of  this  office.  Originally  there 
were  but  three,  viz :  of  public  lands,  of  surveys,  and  of  private  land 
claims.  The  early  statutes  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the  Presi- 
dent, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  of  these  "  three 
principal  clerks"  for  the  above  respective  subdivisions  of  the  General 
Land  Office.  At  this  period  there  was  but  one  method  provided  for  the 
disposal  of  the  public  lands — that  of  cash  sale.  Since  then  additional 
methods  have  been  adopted,  and  the  general  business  of  the  office  has 
also  increased  with  the  growth  of  the  country.  There  are  now  ten  divi- 
sions besides  that  of  the  recorder,  each  of  which  is  charged  with  the 
work  of  an  important  branch  of  the  business  of  the  Land  Department. 

There  is  no  dilierence  in  the  character  of  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  chiefs  of  these  divisions.  The  services  of  all  are  of  equal 
dignity  ami  importance;  the  degree  of  ability  and  experience  required 
is  the  same  in  each  case,  and  the  compensation  is  uniform. 

There  is  no  reason  why  three  of  these  positions  should  be  filled  by 
Presidential  appointment  that  would  not  equally , apply  to  all  of  them. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  existing  distinction  be  abro- 
gated, and  that  the  three  principal  clerks,  the  recorder,  and  other  chiefs 
of  divisions  be  placed  on  an  equal  footing  in  this,  as  in  other  respects, 
and  that  the  appointments  of  all  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
appointments  of  similar  officers  are  made  in  pther  executive  depart- 
ments.

The  work  performed,  under  the  several  acts  of  Congress  relating  to 
this  class  of  bounty  land  grants,  from  the  commencement  of  operations 
to  the  close  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  will  be  found  set  forth  in  detail  in  a 
tabulated  statement  accompanying  this  report,  which  shows  the  total 
number  of  warrants  issued  under  each  act,  the  amount  of  land  embraced 
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thereby,  the  whole  number  returned  as  located  upon  the  government 
lands,  the  number  unlocated  and  still  outstanding,  with  the  amount  of 
land  required  to  satisfy  the  same.  The  statement  referred  to  shows  that 
the  total  number  of  military  bounty  land  warrants  of  all  denominations 
issued  under  all  of  said  acts  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1882,  is  551,386,  embracing  61,058,110  acres.  Of  said  number, 
21,568,  and  calling  for  2,454,340  acres,  are  still  outstanding  and  unsat- 
isned. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  392  of  the  old  suspended  war- 
rant locations  relieved  and  finally  adjusted  for  the  issue  of  patents,  or 
disposed  of  by  the  cancellation  of  the  same  where  that  course  was  im- 
perative from  the  nature  of  the  case. 

In  this  connection,  and  as  showing  the  liberal  spirit  in  which  this 

class  of  cases  is  being  treated,  I  insert  the  following  decision  of  recent 

date: 

Department  of  the  IntbrioRi  General  Land  Office, 

flashing toUf  D,  C.y  September  16,  i8^2. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  had  under  consideration  the  suspended  location  made  by  Wf U- 
iam  J.  Carlyle  with  warrant  34697,  120  acres,  act  1855,  covering  the  west  half  of  the 
southwest  fractional  quarter  of  section  18,  township  18,  south,  range  8  west,  R.  and 
R.  480,  Champagnolle  series,  made  May  6,  1858. 

I  find  that  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  on  the  1st  day  of  December, 
1855,  issued  a  warrant,  numbered  34696  for  120  acres,  act  of  1855,  in  the  name  of  ''John 
Burkes,  private.  Captain  Hendou's  companv,  Georgia  Militia,  Seminole  war,"  and  on 
the  25th  day  of  May,  1860,  endorsed  on  the  face  of  said  warrant,  ''The  correct  number 
this  of  warrant  is  34607." 

The  warrant  purports  to  have  been  assigned  by  the  warrantee  May  6,  1857 ;  ac- 
knowledged before  Merit  Street,  a  justice  ot  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Talla- 
dega, Alabama,  who  certifies  to  the  identity  of  the  assignor;  William  H.  Thornton, 
iuoge  of  the  probate  court  of  said  county,  certifies  as  to  the  official  character  of  said 
ustice  of  the  peace ;  warrant  located  May  6, 1858,  by  the  assignee ;  location  suspended 
for  the  reason  that  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1855,  said  Commissioner  issued  war- 
rant numbered  34697,  120  acres,  set  1855,  in  name  of  "John  Burkes,  private.  Captain 
HendonVcompany,  Georgia  Militia,  Seminole  war." 

This  warrant  purports  to  have  been  assigned  April  5,  1856,  by  the  warrantee ;  ac- 
knowK)dged  before  Luke  Davenport,  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of 
Tallapoosa,  Alabama,  who  certifies  to  the  identity  of  the  assignor;  Simeon  Goolsbv, 
judge  of  the  probate  court  of  said  county,  certifies  as  to  the  official  character  of  said 
Justice  of  the  peace ;  warrant  located  May  22,  1857,  by  the  assignee ;  location  pat- 
ented December  15,  1859. 

No  caveat  or  other  objection  has  ever  been  filed  in  this  office  against  the  satisfac- 
tion of  either  of  the  said  warrants. 

Mr.  Carlyle's  location  has  remained  suspended  for  more  than  twenty-four  years,  and 
our  records  show  that  it  is  free  from  conflict. 

March  20,  1852,  Secretary  Stuart  held  that  where  "  two  warrants  were  erroneously 
issued  to  the  same  party,  though  one  should  be  obtained  by  fraud,  both  must  be  re- 
spected."   (Lester's  Land  Laws,  vol.  1,  p.  612,  No.  622.) 

Attorney-General  dishing,  March  15,  1856,  sustained  the  same  doctrine.  (OpiniCfna 
of  Attorneys- General,  vol.  7,  p.  657.)  Secretary  Thompson,  January  19,  1860  (Lester, 
vol.  1,  p.  621,  No.  636,  and  p.  622,  No.  637),  held  "where  both  the  original  warrant 
and  duplicate  are  located,  both  must  be  satisfied,  except  in  case  of  forgery." 

Joly  28,  1878,  the  Hon.  C.  Schurz,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  in  case  of  Samuel  Love  and  Lyman 
Worden,  says:  "It  appears  that  warrant  104327,  160  acres,  act  1855,  issued  to  Worden, 
was  allowed  upon  the  service  of  a  person  named  Lyman  Worden,  not  the  applicant  in 
the  case,  to  whom  a  warrant  for  160  acres  had  previously  been  issued,  the  fact  of  such 
issue  having  escaped  the  notice  of  the  Pension  Office.  It  appears  firom  the  evidence 
on  file  that  the  warrant  has  parsed  into  the  hands  of  a  person  who  had  no  knowledge 
of  any  fraud  or  error  committed  in  its  issue.  You  will  therefore  please  cause  the  caveat 
against  the  issue  of  the  patent  to  be  withdrawn." 

July  2C{,  1881,  the  Hon.  S.  J.  Kirkwood,  Secretary'  of  the  Interior,  in  case  of  the  appli- 
cation by  Andrew  Anderson  to  have  the  patent  delivered  to  him  as  the  owner  of  a 
tract  of  land  covered  by  a  warrant  canceled  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  says : 

"  It  was  decided  by  Secretary  Stuart,  November  10,  1851,  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  has  no  such  authority.  He  reaffirmed  his  decision  March  20, 1852,  stating  bis 
reason  therefor  at  some  length.    The  same  doctrine  was  sustained  by  Attorney-Gen- 
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eral  Cashing  March  15, 1856.  The  doctrine  announced  by  Attorney-General  Cnshing 
waaadoptedby  Secretary  Thompson  by  decisions  of  January  19  and  21, 1860,  and,  lastly. 
the  same  doctrine  was  reaffirmed  by  Secretary  Schurz  in  the  case  of  Samuel  Love  and 
Lyman  Worden,  July  2:{,  1878,  in  a  decision  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
nioDS.  Congress  has  on  several  occasions  legislated  regarding  the  issuance,  assign- 
uieDt,  and  location  of  bounty  land  warrants  since  the  decisions  of  1851,  1852,  and  1860, 
above  referred  to,  were  rendered,  without  in  any  manner  attempting  to  change  the 
law  as  therein  construed.  A  notable  instance  is  the  revision  of  the  laws  in  relation 
to  bonnty  lands.  See  chapter  10  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  Congress  therefore  has  im- 
pliedly and  iu  contemplation  sanctioned  the  rule  established  by  this  department  as  to 
this  question,  and  all  officers  of  this  department  are  bound  to  observe  it.'' 

In  view  ot  the  above  I  have  this  day  caused  the  location  made  Mav  6, 1858,  by  Will- 
iam J.  Carlyle,  with  warrant  34697,  120  acres,  act  1855,  to  be  removed  from  suspension, 
approved,  and  passed  for  patenting.

Statement  showing  the  operations  of  this  Division  in  relation  to  Revolu- 
tionary  bounty  land  and  Agricultural  College  scripj  War  of  1812  wa^r- 
rantSy  issued  under  a^t  of  Congress  of  July  27, 1842;  Porterfield  war- 
raniSy  under  special  act  of  April  11,  1860,  and  matters  affecting  the 
lands  in  the  Virginia  military  district,  Ohio,  for  the  year  ending  June 
30, 1882. 

Revolutionary  bounty  land  scrip  has  been  issued  in  satisfaction  of 
eight  claims  founded  on  various  Virginia  military  land  warrants,  both 
original  and  duplicate,  amounting  to  7,780^^  acres,  under  act  of  Au> 
gQ8t31, 1852,  and  the  declaratory  act  of  June  22,  1860,  representing  a 
money  value  of  $9,725.04. 

Foar  new  claims  for  577  acres  have  been  filed,  and  cases  amounting 
to  1,385  acres  have  been  rejected,  the  warrants  having  been  erroneously 
issaed,  and  for  other  valid  causes. 

Sixty-six  certificates  of  this  class  of  scrip,  the  cash  value  of  which 
is  $5,584.64,  have  been  received  in  payment  for  public  lands.  There 
are  now  309  pending  applications  for  scrip  of  this  class,  aggregating 
96,672  acres,  but  many  of  them  will  never  be  so  perfected  as  to  the 
"present  proprietorship"  thereof  as  required  by  the  law  to  justify 
their  commutation  under  the  act  of  1852. 

The  reason  for  this  is  plain  when  we  consider  the  time  elapsed,  now 
over  one  hundred  years  in  many  cases,  since  the  date  of  the  warrants 
and  the  death  of  the  person  for  whose  services  the  same  were  granted. 

Agricultural  college  scrip  issued  under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862. 

Sixteen  hundred  acres  of  the  public  lands  have  been  located  with 
the  above  scrip,  embraced  in  ten  certificates  of  160  acres  each.  Forty- 
three  locations  of  this  class  have  been  approved  for  patenting,  and 
forty -eight  patents  have  issued  for  such  locations. 

War  0/1812  warrants  under  a^t  of  July  27,  1842. 

Only  two  warrants  under  the  above  act  have  been  patented  leaving 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  still  outstanding  and  unsatisfied,  calling  for 
18,800  acres.  , 

Porterfield  warrants. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  warrants,  calling  for  6,133  acres,  have 
been  issued  under  the  act  of  April  11, 1860,  known  as  ^^  Porterfield 
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warrants,''  of  which  eleven  have  been  carried  into  patent  during  the 
year,  covering  440  acres,  leaving  forty-seven  warrants  of  this  class,  re- 
presenting 1,880  acres,  still  outstanding  and  unsatisfied. 

Virginia  military  district^  Ohio. 

No  surveys  of  land  in  said  district  have  been  made  nor  has  any  appli- 
cation for  the  issue  of  patents  therefor  been  filed  during  the  year. 
There  are,  however,  a  large  number  of  claims  on  file,  which  have  been 
suspended  for  the  reason  that  they  were  not  presented  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  law,  or  because  of  defects  or  adverse  claims. 

On  the  9th  of  May,  1882,  this  ofiice,  upon  an  application  filed  therein 
on  the  12th  May,  1880,  for  the  issue  of  a  patent  for  150  acres  of  land  in 
said  military  district,  founded  on  Virginia  military  land  warrant  No. 
584,  and  survey  No.  12096,  both  duplicates,  decided,  after  full  exami- 
nation of  all  the  proceedings  had  in  the  case,  and  oral  argument  frofki 
the  attorneys  of  applicant  and  contestants  therein,  that  the  only  exist- 
ing law  authorizing  the  issue  of  patents  for  lands  in  said  district  is  the 
act  of  May  27, 1880  (21  Stat.,  pp.  142, 143),  entitled  '^An  act  to  construe 
and  define  an  act  to  cede  to  the  State  of  Ohio  the  unsold  lands  in  the 
Virginia  military  district  in  said  State,  approved  February  18,  1871, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  and  that  no  patent  could  legally  be  issued 
therefor,  except  in  such  cases  as  came  within  the  purview  of  the  third 
section  thereof,  which  provides  : 

That  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Virginia  line  on  continental  establishment, 
their  heirs  or  assij^ns,  entitled  to  bounty  lands,  whioh  bave,  on  or  before  January  1, 
1852,  been  entered  within  the  tract  reserved  by  Virginia,  between  the  Little  Miami 
and  Sciota  rivers,  for  satisfying  the  legal  bounties  to  her  officers  and  soldiers  upon 
continental  establishment,  sliall  be  allowed  three  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  to  make  and  return  their  surveys  for  record  to  the  office  of  the  principal  sur- 
veyor of  (laid  district,  and  may  file  their  plats  and  certificates,  warranto,  or  certified 
copies  of  warrants,  at  the  General  Land  Office,  and  receive  patents  for  the  same. 

As  the  survey  in  question  was  made  December  28, 1822,  and  not  filed 
for  satisfaction  under  any  existing  law  authorizing  the  same,  this  office 
declined  to  carry  the  same  into  patent. 

An  appeal  from  such  decision  was  duly  entered,  but  has  not  yet  been 
acted  upon  finally.  The  decision  of  May  9, 1882,  above  referred  to,  was 
in  affirmation  of  previous  ones  on  the  same  subject  and  bearing  date 
October  17,  1881,  and  April  3  and  4,  1882,  from  this  office. 

Congress,  at  its  late  session,  in  order  to  quiet  titles  to  the  lands  in 
said  military  district,  passed  ^^An  act  in  relation  to  land  patents  in  the 
Virginia  military  district,  Ohio,-'  approved  August  7,  1882,  which,  be- 
cause affecting  many  claims,  and  as  general  information  in  respect 
thereto  may  be  of  importance  to  many  persons  in  interest,  is  herein  set 
forth  in  full,  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled j  That  any  person  in  tne  actual  open  possession  of  any  tract  of 
land-in  the  Virginia  military  district  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  nnder  claim  and  color  of 
title  made  in  good  faith  based  upon  or  deducible  from  entry  of  any  tract  of  land 
within  said  district  founded  upon  military  warrant  upon  continental  establishment, 
and  a  record  of  which  entry  was  duly  made  iu  the  oflBce  of  the  principal  surveyor  of 
the  Virginia  military  district,  either  before  or  since  its  removal  to  Cbillicothe,  Ohio, 
prior  to  January  1,  1852,  such  possession  ha%ing  continued  for  twenty  yearn  last 

East,  under  a  claim  of  title  on  the  part  of  said  party  either  as  entryman,  or  of  his  or 
er  grantors,  or  of  parties  by  or  under  whom  such  party  claims  by  purchase  or  inherit* 
ance,  and  they  by  title  based  upon  or  deducible  from  such  entry  by  tax  sale  or  oth- 
erwise, shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  the  legal  owner  of  such  land  so  included  in 
said  entry,  to  the  extent  and  according  to  the  purport  of  said  entry  or  of  his  or  her 
paper  titles  based  thereon  or  deducible  therefrom. 
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Sec.  2.  That  ao  mnch  of  the  act  approved  February,  eighteenth  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy -one,  entitled  *'Au  act  to  cede  to  the  State  of  Ohio  the  unsold  lands  in 
the  Virginia  military  district  in  said  State,"  and  of  an  act  approved  May  27, 1880,  con- 
stramg  said  act  of  February  18,  1871,  as  conflicts  with  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 

No  coDclusioa  has  been  reached  or  decision  made  as  to  the  force  and 
effect  of  said  Jaw  in  connection  with  application  for  the  issue  of  patents 
for  lands  in  said  military  district.

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In  this  division,  so  soon  as  the  public  surveys  are  made,  tract  bookH 
(containing  about  five  hundred  pages  each,  or  half  that  number  of 
folios)  are  opened,  the  record  of  three  sections  of  land  being  kept  on  a 
folio,  and  therein  are  noted,  in  pencil,  the  legal  subdivisions  established 
by  the  survey.  These  books  become  permanent  records,  and  all  entries, 
locations,  selections,  reservations,  grants,  etc.,  are  entered  therein,  in 
ink.  Of  these  books  3,487  have  already  been  opened  and  are  in  con- 
stant use. 

It  also  devolves  upon  this  division  to  examine  the  greater  portion  of 
the  entries,  locations,  etc.,  made  with  regard  to  the  regularity  of  the 
papers  returned  and  the  suflBciency  of  the  proof  submitted  where'proof 
is  required;  to  see  that  errors  are  corrected,  preparing  the  necessary 
correspondence  for  that  purpose,  and  to  approve  claims  of  parties  found 
to  be  entitled,  or  hold  those  of  parties  found  not  entitled  for  cancella- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be;  to  examine  and  pajfis  upon  a  multitude  of 
contested  cases,  submit  appeals  therein  to  the  appellate  authority, 
communicate  results  to  the  proper  local  officers  and  to  the  parties  in- 
terested, and  give  the  necessary  instructions.  "    * 

In  addition,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  miscellaneous  business,  such  as 
the  work  necessary  for  disposing  of  abandoned  reservations  under 
special  acts  of  Congress,  for  giving  effect  to  such  acts  in  favor  of 
privati}  parties  having  rights  to  be  adjusted  with  regard  to  public 
lands,  and  in  the  preparation  of  lists  and  piftclamations  for  public 
sales,  or  for  restoring  to  market  lands  withdrawn  for  various  causes. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882,  35,473  letters  were  re- 
ferred to  this  division,  and  witiiin  the  same  period  there  were  23,374 
letters  written  and  recorded,  covering  21,768  pages  of  record.  The 
number  of  cases  posted  in  the  tract  books,  including  filings,  was  196,137, 
and  the  number  of  entries  pa^ssed  for  patenting  was  37,^8. 

During  the  same  period,  1,056  cases  of  suspended  entries  were  ad- 
judicated on  the  principles  of  equity  and  justice,  and  the  cases  sub- 
mitted to  the  board  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the 
Attorney  General,  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
under  sections  2450  to  2457  of  the  Revised  Statut-es  of  the  United  States, 
as  amended  by  act  of  Congress  of  February  27,  1877.  Of  such  adjudi- 
cations 786  were  approved,  one  was  rejected,  and  269  have  not  yet  been 
acted  upon  by  the  board. 

Below  is  a  statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  fiscal  year  in  re- 
lation to  claims  of  soldiers  and  sailors  for  additional  homestead  entries 
under  the  provisions  of  section  2306  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States :

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The  clerical  force  having  been  strengthened  the  work  accomplished 
daring  the  year  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  notwithstand- 
ing increase  of  business,  notably  in  Dakota  and  Washington  Territories, 
and  the  States  of  Nebraska,  Oregon,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Alabama, 
and  Florida,  the  present  state  of  the  bookkeeping  and  correspondence 
bears  favorable  comparison  with  that  of  a  year  ago. 

PUBLIC   SALES. 

Since  last  report  was  issued  7,933.13  acres  of  land  have  been  sold 
after  having  been  offered  or  exposed  to  sale  as  authorized  by  law  and 
instructions.  These  sales  embraced  isolated  tracts  in  various  localities. 
Tbe  following  offerings  held  and  provided  for  are  deemed  worthy  of 
especial  mention : 

IN  OHIO. 

< 

By  authority  of  section  2455,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
and  in  his  capacity  as  ex  officio  register  and  receiver  for  the  States  of 
Ohio,.  Indiana,  and  Illinois  (under  act  of  March  3,  1877),  rhe  Commis- 
sioner offel^ed  at  public  sale,  at  the  General  Land  Office  in  Washing- 
ton, after  due  notice  according  to  law,  on  March  9,  1882,  5,016  acres  of 
pubhc  land  situate  near  the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  all  of  which  was 
sold  at  prices  ranging  from  $1.25 1^  $11.25  per  acre,  yielding  the  sum  of 
116,735.22  ;  an  average  of  nearly*$3.38  per  acre. 

IN   MINNESOTA. 

It  having  been  represented  to  the  department  that  certain  lands  in 
the  Daluth  and  Saint  Cloud  districts  were  unfit  for  the  purposes  of 
agriculture,  and  valuable  only  for  the  timber  growing  thereon,  and  it 
appearing  that  fraudulent  pre-emption  and  homestead  filings  and  en- 
tries were  continually  being  made  for  the  same  by  unprincipled  i)ersons 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  remove  the  timber  under  the  cover 
of  such  unperfected  claims,  it  was  decided  to  offer  said  lands  to  the 
highest  bidder  at  public  sale  as  provided  by  law,  and  thus  afford  to  all 
persons  an  opportunity  to  secure  title  to  the  same,  remove  the  incen- 
tive to  fraud,  and  avoid  future  expense  likely  to  be  incurred  in  prose- 
cuting trespassers.  Accordingly,  by  proclamation  No.  877,  signed  by 
the  President  August  1,  1882,  the  sale  of  all  vacant  unappropriated 
public  lands  in  i3G  townships,  aggregating  about  2,000,000  acres,  in  the 
Duluth  district,  was  d^uthorized  to  be  begun  at  the  Duluth  land  office 
on  Monday,  December  4,  1882,  and  the  same  has  been  duly  advertised. 

By  proclamation  No.  878,  dated  September  19,  1882,  the  offering  of 
fifty-one  townships,  aggregating  about  1,000,000  acres,  in  the  Saint 
Cloud  district  has  been  authorized,  and  January  15, 1883,  fixed  for  com- 
mencing the  sale. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
April  1, 1880,  all  lands  within  the  late  Fort  Eipley  military  reservation 
upon  which  buildings  are  situate  were  appraised,  and  were  duly  ad- 
v*»rti8ed  to  be  sold  on  May  12,  1882 ;  but  under  date  of  April  8,  1882, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  informed  the  Commissioner  that  it  was 
contemplated  to  establish  an  Indian  school  in  said  buildings  and  devote 
the  lands  to  the  uses  of  such  school,  and  directed  a  postponement  of 
the  proposed  sale  pending  consideration  of  the  subject,  which  was 
accordingly  done  by  direction  of  the  Commissioner  in  letter  (C)  to  the 
register  and  receiver  at  Saint  Cloud,  dated  April  14,  1882,  and  no  sub- 
sequent action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter. 
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WITHDRAWAL.  OF    LANDS    IN  THE  STATES  OF    MINNESOTA    AND  WIS- 
CONSIN, FOR  RESERVOIR  PURPOSES. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  an  act  of  Congress  en- 
titled, ^^An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  constraction,  repair, 
preservation,  and  completion  of  certain  public  works  on  rivers  and 
harbors,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  18,  1878,  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  was  directed  to  cause  an  examination  to  be  made  of  the 
sources  of  the  Mississippi  and  Saint  Croix  rivers,  in  the  States  of  Wis- 
consin and  Minnesota,  and  of  the  Chippewa  and  Wisconsin  rivers,  in 
the  State  of  Wisconsin,  to  determine  the  practicability  and  cost  of  "  creat- 
ing and  maintaining  reservoirs"  upon  tiie  headwaters  of  said  rivers  and 
their  tributaries,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  volume  of  water  and 
improving  the  navigation  of  said  rivers.  Subsequently,  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  acts  of  March  3,  1879,  June  14,  1880,  and  March  3,  1881, 
appropriations  were  made  for  the  survey  above  referred  to,  and  the 
construction  of  said  reservoirs.  " 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  acts  mentioned,  and  upon 
requests  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  November  22, 1881,  and  January 
13,  1882,  lauds  liable  to  overflow  by  theex)ustruction  of  reservoirs  have 
beep  withdrawn  from  sale  or  disposal,  as  follows : 

In  the  Saint  Cloud,  Minn.,  land  district,  per  proclamation  No.  872, 
(General  Land  Office  series,)  about  17,000  acres. 

By  proclamation  No.  874,  in  the  Wausau,  Wis.,  land  district,  about 
5,000  acres ;  in  the  Bayfield  district,  Wisconsin,  about  4,000  acres ;  in 
the  Eau  Claire  district,  Wisconsin,  about  500  acres ;  in  the  Falls  of 
Saint  Croix  district,  Wisconsin,  about  1,600  acres ;  in  the  Saint  Cloud 
district,  Minnesota,  about  29,500  acres ;  in  the  Taylor's  Falls  district, 
Minnesota,  about  200  acres. 

The  total  area  of  lands  withdrawn  by  the  two  proclamations  is  about 
57,800  acres. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  about  108,200  acres  of 
public  lands  were  withdrawn  for  reservoir  purposes,  per  proclamations 
Nos.  859  and  868. 

On  August  17, 1882,  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  referred  to  this  office,  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  a  number,  of  tracts  had  been  omittea  from 
proclamations  Nos.  872  and  874,  and  requested  the  withdrawal  of  the 
same  from  sale  or  disposal.  These  tracts  are  in  the  Saint  Cloud  district, 
Minnesota,  and  aggregate  about  1,800  acres  in  g^rea.  By  letter  dated 
August  25,  1882,  the  Commissioner  directed  the  register  and  receiver  to 
withhold  the  same  from  disposal. 

The  total  area  of  lands  withdrawn  by  proclamation  and  withheld  from 
disposal  for  reservoir  purposes,  under  the  acts  referred  to,  approximates 
168,000  acres,  worth,  at  $1.25  per  acre,  $210,000. 

By  act  of  Congress  of  August  2, 1882,  $300,000  were  appropriated  for 
reservoir  purposes,  and  it  is  provided  that — 

This  Kum  shall  be  expended  at  such  places  on  said  headwaters  of  the  Mississippi 
River  and  its  tributaries  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  determine  :  Provided^  That  the 
Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  Upon, 
purchase,  take,  aud  hold  any  lands  or  premises,  and  any  materials  of  stone,  timber, 
or  other  kinds,  that  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  construction  of  said  works. 
And  in  case  the  owner  of  such  lands,  premises,  and  materials  and  the  Secretary  of  War 
cannot  agree  as  to  the  value  of  the  lands,  premises,  aud  materials  taken  or  to  be  taken 
for  said  use,  then  the  value  thereof  shjill  be  determined  by  the  appraisal  of  three  dis- 
interested commissioners,  who  may  be  appointed  npon  application  by  either  party  to 
the  judge  of  the  United  States  district  court  for  the  district  in  which  snoh  laud,  prem-  < 
ises,  or  materials  may  be  situate ;  and  said  commissioners,  iu  their  assessment  oi  dam- 
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ajpes,  shall  appraise  sach  lands,  premises,  and  materials  at  what  would  have  been  the 
value  thereof,  if  said  works  had  not  been  constructed ;  and  upon  return  into  said 
United  States  district  court  of  such  appraisement,  and  upon  the  payment  into  the 
same  of  the  estimated  value  of  said  land,  premises,  and  materials,  so  taken  and  ap- 
praised as  aforesaid,  said  land,  premises,  and  materials  shall  be  deemed  1o  be,  and 
shall  become,  the  property  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  thereby  acquire  full  title 
to  the  same.  And  either  party  feeling  aggrieved  at  said  appraisement  may,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  same  has  been  returned  into  said  court,  tile  an  appeal  therefrom 
and  demand  a  trial  by  jury  in  said  court  to  estimate  and  ascertain  the  damages  sus- 
tained: Frovided  further^  That  the  money  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  used  solely 
for  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  its  tributaries,  and 
DO  part  thereof  shall  be  expended  with  the  view  to  the  improvement  of  private  prop- 
erty. And  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  ascertain 
wbat,  if  any,  injury  is  occasioned  to  the  rights  of  any  friendly  Indians  occupying  any 
Indian  reservation  by  the  construction  of  any  of  the  said  dams,  or  the  cutting  or  re- 
moving of  trees  or  other  materials  from  any  such  reservatioTi  fur  the  construction  or 
erection  of  any  of  said  dams,  and  to  determine  the  amount  of  damages  payable  to  such 
Indians  therefor;  and  all  such  damages  to  private  property  and  to  friendly  Indians, 
when  ascertained  and  determined  in  the  manner  herein  directed  and  provided,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  United  States :  Proridedf  hawtfver,  That  such  damages  shall  not  exceed 
10  per  centum  of  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  said  reservoirs. 

ARTESIAN  WELLS. 

Tbe  act  inakiug  appropriations  for  the  Agricultural  Department,  ap- 
proved June  16,  1880,  authorized  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to 
contract  for  sinking  two  artesian  wells  on  the  plains  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  and  select  the  sites  for  the  wells,  and  required,  when  the 
site  of  either  well  should  be  designated,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
to  declare  a  reservation  of  four  square  miles,  with  the  said  site  as  nearly 
as  possible  in  the  centre  thereof. 

At  the  request  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  lot  1  of  section 
33,  of  township  22  south,  of  range  51  west,  containing  forty-six  one  hun- 
dredths of  an  acre,  was  reserved  for  a  well  by  letter  to  the  Pueblo  land 
officers,  dated  September  30, 1880.  The  tract  reserved  is  situated  a  few 
miles  northeast  of  the  town  of  West  Las  Animas,  and  adjoins  the  Fort 
Lyon  military  reservation  on  the  north.  At  this  point  a  well  has  been 
sunk  to  a  considerable  depth,  but  water  has  not  been  reached.  This 
is  the  only  well  site  selected  under  the  aforesaid  appropriation. 

The  act  of  May  19, 1882,  making  appropriations  for  the  Agricultural 
Department,  contains  the  following  provision  : 

For  locating  and  sinking  not  exceeding  three  artesian  weUs  on  the  plains  east  of 
tbe  Rocky  Mountains,  with  a  view  to  reclaiming  arid  and  waste  public  lands,  $20,000, 
Prwidedj  That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  expended  iu  experiments  upon  the  lands 
of  individaals  or  corporations,  but  only  upon  the  lands  belonging  to  the  United 
States.    •    •    ♦ 

CTnder  this  act  two  sites  have  been  selected  in  Colorado  for  the  sink- 
ing of  wells  by  the  Agricultural  Department,  to  wit :  sections  4  and  5, 
township  2  north,  of  range  52  west,  Denver  district ;  and  section  20, 
township  14  south,  of  range  44  west,  Pueblo  district.  The  vacant  lands 
in  said  sections  4  and  5  (about  1,080  acres),  and  said  section  20,  were 
reserved  for  the  purpose  by  direction  of  this  oflBce,  under  date  of  A  ugust 
21, 1882. 

HOT   SPRINGS,   ABK.,   RESERVATION. 

On  page  93  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1880,  it  was  stated  that  up  to 
June  30, 1880,  six  lots  of  those  awarded  to  claimants  by  the  commis- 
sioners were  entered,  for  which  $1,640  were  paid,  leaving  1,429  awarded 
lots  undisposed  of.  The  number  of  awarded  lots  undisposed  of  should 
bave  been  given  as  1,529,  as  the  number  of  awarded  lots  is  1,535

instead  of  1,435  as  stated  in  the  Keport  of  the  Hot  Springs  Gommissiou 
for  1879.  From  July  1, 1880,  to  June  30,  1881,  722  of  the  awarded  lots 
were  entered,  and  $68,488.80  were  piiid  therefor  in  cash  and  in  condemned 
building,  and  excess  certiticates,  as  provided  for  by  the  act  of  June  16, 
1880. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882,  799  awarded  lots  in  the 
above  reservation  were  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  acts  of  March  3, 1877,  December  16, 1878,  and  June  16,  1880,  for 
$44,201.85,  of  which  amount  $33,855.25  were  paid  in  money,  $6,602  in 
condemned  building  certificates,  and  $3,744.60  in  excess  certificates. 
Pursuant  to  instructions  from  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
the  local  officers  at  Little  Rock  were,  on  April  8, 1882,  directed  to  oifer 
at  public  sale,  after  due  publication,  100  of  the  remaining  lots  desig- 
nated in  the  order,  which  lots  were  sold  on  July  24,  25,  26,  27,  and  28, 
1882.  The  total  amount  received  at  the  sales  was  $9,257,  being  $3,842 
in  excess  of  the  appraised  value. 

FORT  KEARNEY  MILITARY  RESERVATION. 

This  reservation,  situated  partly  in  the  Grand  Island  and  partly  in 
the  Bloomiiigton  land  districts  in  Nebraska,  was  opened  to  homestead 
entry  by  the  act  of  July  21,  1876.  It  embraces  an  area  of  72,240.47 
acres.  If  from  this  is  deducted  3,807.51  acres,  the  area  of  sections  16 
and  36,  which  inure  to  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  schools, 
there  remain  68,432.96  acres  which  became  subject  to  entry  under  the 
above  act.  Of  this  amount  59,943.98  acres  had  been  entered  prior  to 
July  1,  1881,  leaving  at  that  date  still  subject  to  entry  8,488.98  acres. 

A  separate  record  of  the  lands  entered  in  this  reservation  has  not 
been  kept  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  consequently  the  exact  number 
of  acres  still  subject  to  homestead  entry  therein  cannot  readily  be  given ; 
but  from  a  close  estimate  it  would  appear  that  there  were  still  some 
4,000  acres  vacant  and  subject  to  such  entry  July  1,  1882. 

MILITARY  RESERVATIONS.  IN  KANSAS. 

FORT  HARKKR         LITARY  RESERVATION. 

Under  the  instructions  from  this  office  of  December  23,  1880,  to  the 
United  States  district  land  officers  at  Salina,  Kans.,  for  the  sale  of  the 
public  lands  in  this  reservation,  as  provided  in  section  2  of  the  act  of 
June  15,  1880  (21  Statutes,  198),  and  referred  to  on  page  41  of  my  last 
report,  nine  settlers  have  filed  declaratory  statements  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1882,  which,  add^d  to  the  thirty-two  previously 
reported,  make  forty-one  in  all.  Proof  and  payment  has  not  a«  yet  been 
made  in  any  of  these  cases,  claimants  being  allowed  thirty  months  there- 
for from  date  of  filing. 

It  will  also  be  seen  by  reference  to  page  42  of  my  last  report  that  the 
sum  of  $4,177.50  was  realized  by  the  sale  which  took  place  August  9, 
1881,  under  instructions  to  the  district  officers  at  Salina,  of  June  23, 
1881,  of  all  buildings  and  other  improvements  which  had  been  placed 
on  sections  25  and  36  in  township  15  south,  of  range  8  west,  by  the 
military  authorities  for  the  use  of  Fort  Harker,  tlie  said  sections  having 
been  granted  by  /Dongress  for  school  or  railroad  purposes  prior  to  the 
Executive  order  of  November  3,  1866,  establishing  the  reservation. 
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FORT  DODGK   MIIJTAHY   KKHKRVATIOX. 

I 

On  tbe  loth  of  December,  1880,  Congress  passed  an  act  to  authorize 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  dispose  of  a  part  of  the  Fort  Bod^e  mili- 
tary reserration  to  actual  settlers,  under  the  provisions  of  the  home- 
$t4rad  laws.    (21  Statutes,  311.) 

This  act,  after  setting  forth  that  a  certain  part  of  the  reservation  was 
no  longer  needed  for  military  purposes,  directed  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  to  cause  all  that  portion  thereof  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  lying 
north  of  the  land  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  F6  Railroad  Company,  for  right  of  way  of  its  road,  to  be  sur- 
veyed, sectionized,  and  subdivided,  as  other  public  lands,  and  there- 
after to  offer  said  lands  to  actual  settlers  only  under  the  provisions  of 
the  homestead  laws,  with  the  proviso  that  the  railroad  company  should 
have  the  right  to  purchase  such  portion  thereof  as  it  might  need  for  its 
use  adjoining  that  then  owned  by  it  not  exceeding  160  acres,  by  paying 
therefor  the  price  at  which  the  same  might  be  appraised  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior. 

In  accordance  therewith,  said  lands  were  properly  surveyed,  and 
plats  approved  June  22  and  September  17,  1881,  were  forwarded  to  the 
district  officers  at  Lamed,  Eans.,  by  letters  of  August  5,  and  Septem- 
ber 24,  1881,  respectively,  since  which  time  there  have  been  five  home- 
stead entries  made  covering  an  area  of  641.92  acres. 

By  letter  of  August  5, 1881,  transmitting  one  of  the  plats  referred  to, 
the  district  officers  at  Larned  were  advised  that  they  had  been  desig- 
nated by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  appraise  the  tracts  within  the 
reservation  which  had  been  selected  and  surveyed  for  the  use  of  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company.  They  subsequently 
performed  tbe  work  and  made  due  return  thereof  by  letter  of  October 

24. 1881,  and  the  appraisement  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  under 
date  of  December  29, 1881,  and  by  letter  from  this  office  of  January 

13. 1882,  the  said  district  officers  were  instructed  to  notify  the  proper 
oflBcers  of  the  company  of  their  right  to  purchase  the  land  selected  for 
depot  purposes  within  the  reservation  near  Dodge  City,  Kans.,  de- 
lineated on  plat  approved  June  22,  1881,  in  sections  numbered  25,  26, 
and  35  in  township  26  south,  of  range  25  west,  and  sections  numbered 
30  and  31  in  township  26  south,  of  range  24  west,  containing  an  area 
of  101.35  acres,  less  the  right  of  way  through  the  depot  grounds,  which 
embraced  19.20  acres,  leaving  142.15  acres  as  the  area  appraised,  $5 
per  acre  being  the  price  named  in  the  appraisal,  amounting  to  $710.75; 
also,  the  land  selected  for  a  station  at  Ridgeway,  Kans.,  delineated 
on  plat  approved  September  17,  1881,  in  section  numbered  13  in  town- 
ship 26  south,  of  range  24  west,  exclusive  of  the  right  of  way  through 
saW  station  grounds,  the  area  appraised  being  17.90  acres,  at  $2.50  per 
acre,  amounting  to  $44.75. 

On  the  18th  of  February,  1882,  the  company'  made  payment  of  the 
amounts  named  for  lands,  as  above  described,  for  depot  and  station 
puriM)se8,  and  in  both  instances  their  purchases  were  reported  to  this 
office  as  ordinary  cash  sales,  and  the  moneys  received  therefor  were 
covered  into  the  United  States  Treasury  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
public  lands. 

It  appears  that  a  portion  of  this  reservation  is  within  tiie  "Osage 
Indian  trust  lands,"  provisions 'for  the  disposition  of  which  by  sale  to 
actual  settlers  for  cash  only,  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  iicije,  were  made  by 
the  second  and  fourth  articles  of  the  treaty  of  September  29,  18G5,  with 
the  Great  and  Little  Osage  Indians  (14  Stat.,  688),  wherein  it  was  stipu- 
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lated  that  the  proceeds  of  sales  thereunder  as  they  accrued,  after  de- 
ducting all  expenses  incident  to  the  proper  execution  of  the  trust,  should 
be  placed  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  said  tribe 
of  Indians,  &c.  These  lands,  together  with  the  "diminished  reserve" 
of  the  tribe,  are  subject  to  disposal  at  the  present  time,  also,  by  sale  for 
cash  only  to  actual  settlers  at  $1.25  per  acre,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  May  28,  1880  (21  Stat.,  143),  which  also  contains  the  same 
stipulations  with  regard  to  the  disimsitiou  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale 
of  said  Linds. 

One  of  the  five  homestead  entries  referred  to  was  made  October  1, 
1881,  by  Daniel  M.  Frost,  for  lots  9,  10, 11,  and  12  of  section  25,  town- 
ship 26  south,  of  range  25  west,  and  lots  14  and  15  of  section  30,  town- 
ship 26  south,  of  range  24  west,  containing  88.65  acres,  which  tracts  are 
within  the  said  Osage  trust  lands. 

The  tracts  embraced  in  the  cash  entry  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  F^  Kailroad  Company,  for  depot  puri)oses,  near  Dodge  City,  are 
also  within  the  limits  of  the  Osage  trust  lands. 

The  other  tour  homestead  entries,  and  the  cash  entry  of  said  company 
for  station  purposes  at  Ridgeway,  are  for  lands  lying  north  of  the  Osage 
reservation. 

Applications  were  also  received  at  the  district  office  at  Larned  from 
Frederick  W.  Boyd  and  Fred.  T.  M.  Wenie,  October  25  and  ^November 
5, 1881,  respectively,  to  file  declaratory  statements  upon  the  tracts  cov- 
ered by  Frost's  homestead  entry,  before  described,  and  certain  other 
tracts,  under  the  act  of  May  28,  1880,  the  former  alleging  settlement 
October  22, 1881,  and  the  latter  November  1, 1881.  The  district  officers 
rejected  their  applications  for  the  reason  that  the  lands  applied  for  were 
in  part  covered  by  the  homestead  entry  referred  to,  which  was  made 
prior  to  their  alleged  settlement.  The  action  of  the  <listrict  officers  was 
sustained  by  this  office,  on  which  they  were  advised  by  letter  on  April 
17,  1882,  it  being  held  at  that  time  that  the  tracts  applied  for,  being  a 
portion  of  the  Osage  trust  lands  within  the  Fort  Dodge  military  reserva- 
tion, lying  north  of  land  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Atchison,  Topeka 
and  Santa  F^  Eailroad  Company,  became  subject  to  disposal  under  the 
provisions  of  the  homestead  law  by  the  act  of  December  15, 1880.  The 
parties  apx)ealed  from  the  decision  of  this  office,  and  the  cases  are  now 
pending  before  the  department. 

The  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  under  date  of  April  13, 1882, 
having  directed  this  office  to  suspend  operations  under  the  act  of  De- 
cember 15, 1880,  so  far  as  it  affected  lands  coming  within  the  Osage 
Indian  reservation,  the  district  officers  at  Larned  were  accordingly  in- 
structed in  the  aforesaid  letter  of  April  17, 1882,  to  allow  no  further 
entries  thereunder  of  said  Osage  lands. 

Under  date  of  April  12,  1882,  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs  called  the  attention  of  the  department  to  the  fact  that  the  act 
of  December  15,  1880,  under  which  the  aforesaid  homestead  entry  was 
made,  conflicted  with  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  as  above  indicated, 
and  inclosed  a  draft  of  a  bill  to  so  amend  the  act  as  to  bring  it  into  har- 
mony with  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  and  to  confirm  the  cash  entry  of 
the  railroad  company  for  depot  purposes  and  the  homestead  entry  of 
Daniel  &i.  Frost  upon  the  payment  by  him  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  a«re 
for  the  land  covered  thereby,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  treaty, 
which  bill,  having  met  the  approval  of  this  office  and  subsequently  that 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  was  finally  offered  in  Congress  but 
failed  to  pass  prior  to  adjournment. 

As  before  stated,  the  money  paid  by  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa 
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F^  Bailroad  Company  for  tbe  lands  elected  for  depot  purposes  on  tbat 
portion  of  the  Fort  Dodge  military  reservation  coming  within  the  Osage 
Indian  trust  lands,  amounting  to  $710.75,  was  turned  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States  and  plaiced  to  the  credit  of  public  lands.  Proper 
measures  have  since  been  taken  bv  this  office  to  have  the  error  rectified 
by  withholding  a  like  amount  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public 
lauds  and  crediting  the  same  to  the  ^'  trust  fund  "  of  the  Osage  Indians. 

im)IAN  LANDS  IN  KANSAS. 

A  statement  showing  the  disposition  of  the  various  classes  of  Indian 
lands  in  tbe  State  of  Kansas,  under  special  acts  of  Congress,  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1881,  will  be  found  on  pages  42,  43,  and  44 
of  my  last  annual  report. 

During  the  laSt  session  Congress  provided  for  the  sale  of  the  Miami 
Indian  lands  and  certain  described  tracts  of  the  Kickapoo  Indian  reser- 
vation (more  extended  references  to  which  are  hereinafter  made),  and, 
a8  stated  in  my  report  above  referred  to,  an  act  was  passed  on  the  1st 
of  March,  1881,  for  the  disposal  of  the  vacant  tracts  of  the  Absentee 
Shawnee  lands,  so  that  at  the  present  time  the  only  Indian  lands  remain- 
InginKansas  which  cannot  be  disposed  of  under  existinglaws  aretheNew 
York  Indian  lands,  a  brief  history  of  which  may  be  found  on  pages  141 
and  142  of  the  annual  report  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1878. 

As  therein  stated,  these  lands  embrace  sixteen  sections,  containing 
10,215.63  acres,  in  townships  23  and  24  south,  of  ranges  24  and  25  east, 
for  which  certificates  of  allotment,  dated  September  14, 1860,  had  been 
issued  to  thirty- two  of  said  Indians  for  320  acres  of  land  each,  and  which 
by  acts  of  Congress  of  Febnmry  19,  1873  (17  Stat.,  466),  and  June  23, 
1874  (18  Stat.,  273),  were  opened  to  entry  by  actual  settlers,  having 
improvements  thereon,  who  were-  bona  fide  claimants  and  occupants, 
either  in  person  or  by  tenants,  of  the  said  sixteen  sections,  such  settlers 
being  required  to  make  entry  and  payment  of  the  first  installment  (one- 
half)  of  the  appraised  value  thereof  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1875,  and  the  remaining  installment  within  one  3'ear  thereafter, 
vith  interest  at  tbe  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  deferred  pay- 
ment from  the  said  30th  day  of  September,  1875. 

As  also  stated  in  sai<l  report,  seven  settlers  only  came  forward  and 
availed  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  act  within  the  prescribed 
time.  The  exact  area  covered  by  these  seven  entries  is  879.76  acres, 
leaving  9,335.87  acres  unsold. 

In  view  of  the  recommendations  of  my  predecessors,  for  several  years 
past,  and  my  own  renewal  thereof  in  last  report,  I  would  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  attention  of  Congress  be  called  to  the  matter  with  a 
view  of  securing  proper  legislative  action  for  the  disposal  of  these  lands 
daring  the  coming  session. 

ABSENTEE  SHAWNEE  LANDS. 

By  a  reference  to  last  report  (pages  43  and  44),  and  as  before  indicated, 
twill  be  seen  that  Congress  passed  an  act  March  1, 1881  (21  Stat.,  377), 
for  the  sale  of  the  few  tracts  then  remaining  undisposed  of:  First,  to 
^^fmafide  settlers  and  occupants  thereof  at  that  date  who  had  made  im- 
provements thereon,  or  the  lieirsat  law  of  such,  if  they  were  citizens 
of  the  United  States  or  had  declared  their  intention  to  become  such, 
not  to  exceed  160  acres  in  any  case  and  at  not  less  than  $2.50  per  acre 
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each  settlers  being  allowed  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  pa«saf>:e  of 
the  act  within  which  to  make  entry  and  payment  therefor ;  second,  by 
offering  at  public  sale,  at  the  minimum  rate  of  $2.50  per  acre,  all  tracts 
not  claimed  by  such  settlers  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  proper 
notice  tliereof  to  be  given  by  public  advertisement  of  not  less  than 
thirty  days ;  and,  third,  by  sale  at  private  entry  thereafter  at  the  same 
minimum ;  and,  as  stated  in  last  report,  under  instructions  from  this 
office  of  April  8,  1881,  approved  by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior, under  date  of  April  12, 1881,  to  the  district  officers  of  Topeka, 
Kans.,  two  entries  were  made  in  the  month  of  May,  1881,  embracing 
291.72  acres. 

Two  entries  also  have  been  made  by  settlers  under  the  act  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882;  one  in  Kovember,  1881,  of  80  acres, 
and  the  other  in  February,  1882,  of  120  acres. 

In  the  instructions  referred  to  the  district  officers  \^re  directed  to 
report  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  date  of  the  act  which,  if  any, 
of  the  said  tracts  then  remained  undisposed  of.  It  appears  that  they 
failed  to  make  such  report,  and  an  examination  of  the  matter  shows 
that  there  are  but  three  40-acre  tracts  remaining  unsold,  as  appears  from 
our  records.  Their  attention  has  accordingly  been  directed  thereto  and 
a  report  called  for,  upon  receipt  of  which  proper  steps  will  be  taken  for 
the  offering  of  the  vacant  tracts  as  provided  by  law. 

MIAMI  II9DIAN  LANDS. 

A  statement  relative  to  these  lands  appears  on  page43 142  and  143  of 
the  annual  report  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1878. 

On  the  15th  of  May,  1882,  an  act  was  passed  by  Congress  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  Miami  Indians  in  Kan- 
sas," section  1  of  which  provides  that  each  bona  fide  settler  then  occu- 
pying any  portion  of  the  unallotted  Miami  Indian  lands  in  Kansas,  in- 
cluding the  school  sections,  who  had  made  valuable  improvements 
thereon,  or  the  heirs  at  law  of  such,  if  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  or 
had  declared  his  intention  to  become  such,  shall  be  entitled,  at  any 
time  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  the  act,  to  purchase  the  lands 
so  occupied  and  improved  by  him,  for  cash,  at  the  appraised  value 
thereof,  as  previously  ascertained  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1873,  under  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  such  parties 
being  restricted  to  160  acres  in  each  case,  according  to  government  sur- 
vey, and  permitted  to  make  payment  therefor  either  in  full  at  date  of 
entry  or  in  three  equal  installments,  the  first  installment  to  be  paid  at 
date  of  entry  and  the  remaining  two  installments  annually  thereafter, 
with  interest  on  the  deferred  payments  at  the  rate  of  6  per  centum  per 
annum  from  date  of  entry. 

Section  2  provided  that  all  lands  not  purchased  by  said  settlers  at  the 
expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  act,  together  with  all  the 
unoccupied  and  unallotted  lands  of  the  Miami  Indians,  should  be  offered 
at  public  sale  in  the  usual  manner,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  at  not  less  than  the  appraised  value  thereof,  notice  of 
such  sale  to  be  given  by  public  advertisement  of  not  less  than  sixty  days 
in  three  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  and 
that  any  tracts  not  then  sold,  together  with  such  as  might  be  purchased 
by  said  settlers  under  section  1,  but  wherein  default  had  been  made  in 
payment  of  any  portion  of  the  purchase-money  or  the  interest  thereon, 
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shonid  thereafter  be  subject  to  private  entry  at  the  appraised  value 
thereof. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  first  section  allowed  bona  fide  settlers  on 
these  lands  one  year  from  date  of  passage  of  the  act  within  which  to 
make  entry  of  the  respective  tracts  claimed  by  them  and  pay  the  en- 
tire  amount  of  purchase-money,  or  one- third  thereof,  while  the  second 
section  virtually  limited  them  to  six  months  therefor  by  causing  all  lands 
remaining  vacant  at  the  expiration  of  six  mouths  from  date  of  the  act, 
and  also  those  occupied  by  bona  fide  settlers  who  had  failed  to  initiate 
their  claims  within  that  period,  to  be  thrown  open  to  public  sale  and 
thereafter  to  private  entry. 

On  the  27th  of  June,  1882,  however,  Congress  passed  an  amendatory 
act  curing  the  discrepancy  by  fixing  the  time  for  the  public  sale  at  the 
eipiration  of  one  year  from  date  of  the  original  act. 

Section  3  of  the  act  of  May  15, 1882,  provides  that  after  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  sale  of  these  lands  the  net  proceeds  thereof  shall  belong 
to  the  Miami  Indians,  and  be  disposed  of  as  already  provided  by  law. 

Section  4  protects  the  rights  or  claims  of  certain  individual  Miamies, 
or  persons  of  Miami  blood  or  descent,  or  their  descendants,  by  requir- 
ing that  before  the  proceeds  which  have  been  or  may  be  realized  from 
the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  for  any  purpose,  or  distributed, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney- 
General  as  to  8uch  rights  or  interests,  and  if  in  his  opinion  they  are  or 
were  entitled  to  have  parcels  of  said  lands  allotted  to  them  under  the 
pronsions  of  the  treaty  of  June  5, 1854  (10  Stat.,  1093),  and  failed  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  pay  to  each  of  said  persons,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said 
lands,  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  of  200  acres  of  said  lands  as  aj^praised 
as  aforesaid,  for  and  in  lieu  of  their  interest  therein,  and  if  any  surplns 
of  said  proceeds  then  remain  they  are  to  receive  their  pro  rata  share 
thereof  the  same  as  other  members  of  the  tribe  of  Miami  Indians. 

The  necessary  instructions  for  carrying  the  provisions  of  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  above  act  into  effect  were  issued  to  the  United  States  dis- 
trict land  officers  at  Topeka,  Kans.,  under  date  of  June  29,  1882^  ap- 
proved by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  June  30,  1882. 

KICKAPOO  INDIAN  LANDS. 

The  amended  eleventh  article  of  the  Kickapoo  treaty  of  June  28^ 
1862  (13  Stat.,  627),  provided  that>— 

There  shaU  be  reserved  640  acres  of  land,  to  be  selected  by  the  chiefs  of  Ksid  tribe 
of  Kickapoos,  as  a  site  for  a  saw  and  grist  mill,  3*20  acres  where  the  mission  hoaseiiow 
i«,  and  160  acrc^  where  the  hon.ne  huilt  for  the  acency  now  is,  which,  with  the  im- 
provements thereupon,  shall  be  disposed  of  when  the  objects  for  which  they  have  been 
reserved  shall  have  been  accomplished  in  sach  a  manner  and  for  snch  purposes  aa  may 
be  provided  by  law. 

iDquiries  relative  to  these  lands,  particularly  that  part  reserved  for 
mission  purposes,  have  frequently  been  made  of  late  by  letters  addressed 
to  this  office  from  parties  connected  with  the  Presbyterian  Board  of 
Forei^  Missions  and  others,  desirous  of  entering  the  same  under  the 
provisions  of  the  homestead  and  other  laws,  which  letters  have,  from 
time  to  time,  been  referred  to  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs,  who  has  had  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  in  the  past. 

Under  date  of  the  22d  of  January,  1882,  Hon.  Benjamin  Harrison^ 
United  States  Senate,  submitted  to  the  office  of  Indian  ati'airs  for  its 
views  thereon,  printed  copy  of  Senate  bill  Ko.  469,  entitled  ^'A  bill  to 
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provide  for  tbe  sale  of  certain  Kickapoo  Indian  lands,"  with  a  request 
for  information  relative  to  said  lands ;  and  in  his  reply  thereto,  dated 
February  13, 1882,  addressed  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
in  which  he  submitted  a  draft  of  a  bill  providing  for  the  appraisement 
and  sale  of  the  said  lands  to  the  highest,  bidder  for  cash,  in  tracts  of 
not  more  than  160  acres  to  any  one  person,  and  recommended  its  trans- 
mittal  to  Senator  Harrison  with  the  request  that  it  be  substituted  for 
the  said  Senate  bill  No.  469,  then  under  consideration,  the  honorable 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  said — 

The  tract  of  320  acres,  known  elu  the  mision  land,  has  been  the  snbject  of  mnch  cor- 
respondence in  connection  with  a  claim  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
to  the  right  of  purchnse  of  the  same,  fonoded  iipon  a  certain  contract  made  in  1856 
with  the  then  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs.  I  have  caused  to  be  made  an  exami- 
nation of  the  facts  and  circamstances  relative  to  said  claim,  and  am  satisfied  that 
said  boanl  has  no  right  to  the  purchase  of  said  land,  other  than  that  possessed  by  any 
individual  who  may  desire  to  purchase  the  same  when  it  shall  be  disposed  of  iu  sncn 
manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

The  bill  referred  to,  as  drafted  in  the  Office  of  Indian  Affairs,  waa 
subsequently  offered  iu  Cougreas  and  became  a  law,  not,  however,  until 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  wit,  July  2Sy  1882,  so  that  proxisions 
are  now  made  for  the  final  dispositicm  of  the  several  tracts  which  were 
selected  and  reserved  for  the  purposes  as  hereinbefore  indicated. 

Section  1  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  appraised  and  sold  for  cash,  at  public  sale,  to  the  highest  bidder, 
after  due  advertisement,  iu  tracts  not  exceeding  160  acres  to  any  one 
person,  with  the  proviso  that  no  tract  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the 
appraised  value  thereof,  and  in  no  case  for  less  than  $6  per  acre. 

Section  2  provides  that  the  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  expenses  incident  to  such  appraisement  and 
sale,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treiisury  of  the  United  States  to  the 
credit  of  the  Kickapoo  tribe  of  Indians,  and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
4  per  cent,  per  annum.  It  also  authorizes  the  Secretary  to  expend  the 
interest  annually  accruing  thereon,  and  all  or  any  part  of  the  principal 
fund,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  maj'  deem  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  said  Indians;  provided,  that  in  case  he  shall  direct  the  pay- 
ment of  said  principal  sum  iu  installments,  the  unpaid  portion  thereof 
shall  continue  to  draw  interest  until  paid. 

Section  ^  directs  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  patents, 
ill  fee-simple,  to  be  issued  to  the  purchasers  of  the  lands  sold  under  the 
provisions  of  section  1,  in  the  same  manner  as  patents  are  issued  for  the 
public  lands. 

This  office  has  not  been  officially  advised  of  any  action  taken  by  the 
depa^rtment  looking  to  the  appraisal  and  sale  of  these  lands,  as  provided 
in  said  act,  but  I  am  unofficially  informed  that  the  honorstble  Commis- 
«ioiner  of  Indian  Affairs  has  recommended  to  the  Secretary  that  a  com- 
mission be  appointed,  to  consist  of  the  United  States  district  land 
officers  at  Topeka,  Kans.,  together  with  the  United  States  Indian 
a^entat  the  Pottawatomie  agency,  in  Kansas,  to  make  the  required 
appraisal. 

OSAGE  INDIAN  TRUST  AND  DIMINISHED  BESEBVE  LANDS. 

Under  treaty  stipulations  between  the  United  States  and  the  Great 
^vnd  Little  Osage  Indians,  as  contained  in  the  amended  second  and 
fourth  articles  and  the  sixteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  September  29, 
1865^  p«)elaimed  January  21, 1867  (14  Stat.,  687),  and  by  subsequent 
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legislation,  to  wit,  section  12,  act  of  Jnly  15, 1870  (16  Stat.,  362),  act  of 
May  9, 1872  (17  Stat.,  90),  and  act  of  May  28, 1880  (21  Stat.,  143),  pro- 
visions have  been  made  for  the  disposal  of  these  lands  by  sale  to  actual 
settlers  for  cash,  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  acre,  in  tracts  not  exceeding 
160  acres,  and  it  has  been  directed  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sales 
thereof  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  for  the  beneiit 
of  the  said  Indians. 

On  the  3d  of  March,  1881,  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled  <'An  act 
to  graduate  the  price  and  dispose  of  the  residuam  of  the  Osage  Indian 
trost  and  diminished  reserve  lands  lying  east  of  the  sixth  principal 
meridian  in  Kansas"  (21  Stat.,  509),  which  provided  that  all  of  said 
lands  remaining  unsold  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1881,  should  be  oftered 
for  sale  at  pubUc  auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  cash,  at  not  less 
tbao  75  cents  per  acre ;  those  remaining  unsold  June  30, 1882,  to  be  of- 
fered in  same  manner  at  not  less  than  50  cents  per  acre,  and  those  re- 
maiuiog  unsold  June  30,  1883,  to  be  offered  at  not  less  than  25  cents 
per  acre ;  and  that  all  of  said  lands  remaining  unsold  after  the  last 
public  offering  should  be  subject  to  disposal  at  cash  entry  at  25  cents 
per  acre,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  was  authorized  to  offer  the 
'  .same  as  aforesaid,  in  such  quantities  as  might  seem  to  him  best,  and  to 
make  necessary  regulations,  including  publication  of  notice  of  sale,  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  act,  with  the  proviso,  however, 
that  no  proceedings  should  be  taken  under  the  act  until  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  adult  males  of  said  Osage  Indian  tribes  should  assent  to  the 
provisions  thereof. 

Under  date  of  March  13,  1882,  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs  advised  this  office  that  by  letter  of  February  28,  1882,  from 
Charles  Ewing,  esq.,  a  copy  of  which  was  inclosed,  the  Osage  Nation  of 
Indians  had  filed  a  letter  in  his  office,  addressed  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  dated  July  25, 1881,  signed  by  378  of  the  male  mem- 
bers of  the  nation,  formally  refusing  to  give  their  assent  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  act,  thereby  rendering  the  same  inoperative. 

The  Commissioner  bf  Indian  Affairs  also  inclosed  to  the  department 
copies  of  Mr.  Ewiug'is  letter,  and  that  of  the  Osage  Nation,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the  President  for  his  informa- 
tion, with  the  request  that  Congress  be  advised  of  the  ac^tion  taken  by 
the  Indians  in  the  premises. 

On  the  29th  of  June,  1882,  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  re- 
ferred to  this  office,  for  report  regarding  the  rights  of  settlers  and  man- 
ner of  disposal  of  said  lands.  House  bill  6505, ''  For  the  disposal  of  that 
portion  of  the  Osage  trust  and  diminished  reserve  lands  lying  east  of 
the  sixth  principal  meridian,  in  the  State  of  Kansas,"  together  with  a 
report  of  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  thereon,  dat.ed 
June  27, 1882,  the  said  bill  having  been  submitted  to  the  department  by 
honorable  Thaddeus  C.  Pound,  chairman  Committee  on  Public  Lands, 
House  of  Representatives,  and  referred  to  Commissioner  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs for  re])ort  as  to  the  claims  of  the  Indians. 

The  honorable  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  in  his  report,  after  re- 
viewing the  provisions  of  the  treaty  and  subsequent  legislation  herein 
referred  to,  stated  that  "  as  the  bill  submitted  by  Mr.  Pound  provides 
for  the  sale  of  these  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  funds  of  the  tribe  as  re- 
qaired  by  the  treaty,  and  at  the  price  fixed  by  existing  laws,"  he  saw  no 
objection  to  its  passage,  so  far  as  the  Indians  were  concerned. 

In  the  report  of  this  office,  dated  July  5, 1882,  it  was  stated  that — 

Aitbe  bill  submitted  proteoto  the  rights  of  parties  who  have  settled  apoa  these  lands 
under  existing  laws,  I  see  no  objection  to  its  passage. 

This  office  has  not  been  advised  of  any  further  action,  either  by  thr 
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department  or  Congress,  relative  to  these  lands,  which  are  being  dis- 
posed of  at  the  present  time  under  the  act  of  May  28, 1880. 

Other  Indian  lands  in  the  State  of  Kansas  are  subject  to  disposal 
under  existing  legislation,  as  follows : 

Osage  Indian  ceded  lands,  a^t  of  August  11, 1876. 

Osage  Indian  trust  and  diminished  reserve  lands,  act  of  May  2d, 
1880. 

Cherokee  strip,  act  of  February  28, 1877. 

Kansas  Indian  trust  lands,  act  of  March  16,  1880. 

Kansas  Indian  trust  and  diminished  reserve  lands,  section  2,  act  of 
July  5, 1876. 

Tabular  statement  showing  the  number  of  declaratory  statements  filed,  entries  made,  acres 
entered;  and  where  payment  is  made  by  installments,  the  number  of  receipts  and  certificates 
issued,  and  the  amount  of  money  received  for  the  various  clauses  of  Indian  lands  in  the  State 
of  Kansas,  disposed  of  by  special  acts  of  Congress,  as  indicated,  during  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  188:?. 
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Otoe  and  Missoubla.,  and  Sac  and  Fox  Reservations  in  Ne- 

BBASKA. 

These  reservations  are  situated  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  and  a  por- 
tion of  each,  after  survey  and  appraisement,  became  subject  to  entry 
to  actual  settlers,  in  tract-s  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre's 
to  each  purchaser,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  August  16, 1876. 

An  amendatory  act  was  passed  March  3, 1879,  by  the  terms  of  which 
a  person  could  obtain  a  preference  right  to  purchase  a  specified  tract 
by  making  oath  before  the  register  or  receiver  at  Beatrice,  Neb.,  that 
he  intended  to  occupy  the  same,  and  who  should,  within  three  months 
from  the  date  of  filing  such  oath,  make  permanent  settlement  upon  the 
land  applied  for. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  was  also  authorized,  at  his  discretion, 
to  allow  an  extension  of  not  more  than  one  year  on  each  of  the  deferred 
payments,  on  entries  made  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March  3, 
1879. 

By  act  approved  March  3,  1881,  Congress  authorized  the  sale,  after 
survey  and  appraisement,  of  the  remainder  of  the  Otoe  and  Missouria 
Eeservation,  on  terms  differing  somewhat  from  those  of  the  act  of  Au- 
gust 15, 1876,  the  terms  of  the  late  act  being  payment  of  one-fourth  cash 
in  hand  at  date  of  sale,  and  the  remainder  in  three  equal  annual  pay- 
ments, with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum.  No 
provision  was  made  in  this  act  for  defraying  the  expenses  incident  to 
the  appraisement;  consequently  the  steps  necessary  to  bring  these 
lands  into  market  have  not  yet  been  taken.  The  area  of  the  reservation 
to  be  sold  under  the  said  act  amounts  to  44,093  acres. 

The  Sac  and  Fox  lands  have  all  been  sold  with  the  exception  of  1,65  i 
acres. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  entries  have  been  made  of  the  Otoe  and 
Missonria  lands,  under  the  act  of  August  15, 1876,  to  the  amount  of 
*,343.57  acres,  leaving  undisposed  of  on  July  1, 1882, 1, 

Pawnee  Reservation  in  Nebraska. 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  lands  embraced  in  this 
reservation  were  brought  into  market  under  the  provisions  of  the  ac' 
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of  April  10,  1876,  which  authorizes  their  sale  at  the  appraised  valae, 
but  in  no  case  at  less  than  $2.50  per  acre.  The  terms  of  payment  are 
one-third  of  the  purchase-money  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  entry,  and 
the  remainder  in  two  equal  annual  installments,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  6  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  day  of  sale. 

Of  the  278,^37.20  acres  contained  in  this  reservation,  82,256.65  acres 
w^ere  sold  prior  to  July  1, 1881,  leavinp:  at  that  date  unsold  196,580.65 
acres.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  1)2,982.80  acres  have  been  disposed 
of,  leaving  83,597.85  acres  subject  to  entry  on  the  1st  of  July,  1882. 

UTE  INDIAN  RESERVATION,  COLORADO. 

By  act  of  Congress  approved  July  28, 1882,  that  portion  of  the  Ute 
Indian  reservation  in  Colorado  lately  occupied  by  the  Uncompahgre 
and  White  Eiver  Utes  was  declared  subject  to  disposal  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  the  act.  This  country  contains  about  17,367  square  miles, 
or  11,114,880  acres.  The  southern  Ute  country  in  Colorado,  a  strip  of 
land  15  miles  in  width,  extending  from  the  western  boundary  of  the 
State  along  the  southern  boundary  thereof  to  the  107th  meridian  west 
i^om  Greenwich,  a  distance  of  about  114  miles,  containing  about  1,720 
square  miles,  has  not  as  yet  been  opened  up  to  entry. 

The  lands  in  the  country  declared  subject  to  disposal,  as  aforesaid, 
are  embraced  in  the  Central  City,  Leadville,  and  Lake  City  land  dis- 
tricts, and  the  Durango  land  district,  lately  carved  out  of  the  Lake 
City  and  Del  Norte  districts. 

Instructions  under  the  said  act  were  communicated  to  the  district 
land  ofiicers  under  date  of  August  4, 1882.  The  methodof  disposal  of  the 
lands  prescribed  by  Congress  is  explained  in  the  letter  to  the  Lake 
City  officers  as  follows : 

By  act  of  Congreps,  approved  July  28,  1882,  all  that  portion  of  the  Ute  Indian 
reservation  in  Colorado  lately  occupied  by  the  Uncompahf^re  and  White  Biver  Utea 
is  declared  to  be  public  land  of  the  United  Srates,  and  subject  to  disposal  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  the  act,  inacconlance  with  the  tb^rd  section  of  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  June  15,  1880,  under  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior. 

By  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  June  15,  1880,  provision  was  made  for  the  removal 
of  the  White  River  Utes  to  the  Uintah  Reservation  in  Utah,  and  location  of  the  Un- 
compahgre Utes,  on  lands  in  their  reservation  in  severalty  on  the  Grand  River,  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Gunnison  ;  or  if  a  sufficient  quantity  of  suitable  land  in  the  latter 
■vicinity  should  not  be  found  they  were  to  be  located  in  Utah.  All  the  Uncompahgre 
Utes  are  beins  located  in  Utah.  Mention  of  this  fact  is  made  because  of  reference  to 
allotments  of  lands  in  the  Ute  Reservation  in  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  June  15, 
1880,  in  which  provision  is  made  for  the  sale  of  the  lauds  in  the  reservation  as  follows : 

*'And  all  the  lands  nor  so  allotted,  the  title  to  which  is,  by  the  said  agreement  of  the 
oonfederated  bands  of  the  Ute  Indians  and  this  acceptance  by  the  UnTr.ed  States,  re- 
leased and  conveyed  to  the  United  States,  shall  be  held  and  deemed  to  be  public  lands 
of  the  United  States  and  subject  to  disposal  under  the  laws  providing  for  the  disposal 
of  the  public  lauds,  at  the  same  price  au<t  on  the  same  terms  as  other  lands  or  like 
character,  except  as  provided  in  this  act :  PraHtfedf  That  none  of  said  lauds,  whether 
mineral  or  otherwise,  shall  be  liable  to  entry  and  settlement  under  the  provisions  of 
the  homestead  law,  but  shall  be  subject  to  cash  entry  only  in  accordance  with  exist- 
ing law."    *    •     • 

You  will  observe  that  the  act  of  June  15,  1880,  contemplates  the  sale  of  the  lands  for 
cash  only.    The  act  of  July  28,  1H82,  does  not  changn  this  feature  of  the  law. 

The  laws  applicable  are  the  pre-empt  ion,  town-site,  coal  and  mineral  statutes. 

Homestead  entry  of  ihfese  lauds  was  forbidden. 

The  third  section  of  the  act  of  Jul v  2H,  1882,  is  as  follows : 

"  That  all  entries,  settlements,  or  locations  heretofore  made,  under  any  law  of  the 
United  iiJtatcs,  by  duly  qualified  pert-ODs  upon  a  strip  of  land  extending  northerly  and 
southerly,  not  exceeding  ten  miles  in  width,  within  that  part  of  the  Ute  Indian  reser- 
vation in  the  State  of  Colora<lo  lately  occupied  by  the  Uncompahgre  and  White 
River  Ute  Indians,  and  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  107th  meridian  of  longitude  west 
from  Greenwich,  shall  legally  date  from  the  time  they  were  respectively  made;  and 
the  rights  of  said  persons  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as  if  the  lands  had  been 
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If^ally  subject  to  their  claimB  when  the  game  were  initiated ;  Providedj  however,  That 
if  hom««teiid  entries  have  been  made  on  said  strip,  the  lands  so  entered  shall  be  paid 
for  ill  easih.  after  proof  which  would  be  satisfactory  under  the  pre-emption  laws ;  And 
prorided  further,  That  none  of  said  lands  shall  be  dispiised  of  for  any  consideration 
otiier  than  cash^  nor  for  a  less  price  than  $1.25  per  acre.'' 

The  eastern  line  of  the  Ute  Reservation  was  not  correctly  laid  down  in  the  befirin- 
Duig.  The  eastern  boundary  is  the  107th  meridian  of  longitude  west  from  Qreenwi  -h, 
bnt  the  said  meridian  was  for  a  long  time  supposed  to  be  situated  a  few  miles  west 
of  its  exact  location  in  that  vicinity,  as  astronomically  ascertained  at  certain  points 
TeceDtly.  It  therefore  occurred  that  claims  were  filed  and  settlements  made  within 
and  near  the  true  boundary  line  of  the  reservation,  and  that  the  public  surveys  in 
some  instances  encroached  on  the  reservation ;  hence  the  passage  by  Congress  of  the 
relief  provision  above  quoted. 

Upon  survey  of  the  lands  in  said  ten-mile  strip  it  may  be  readily  ascertained  iu  any 
case  by  reference  to  the  plats  of  survey  whether  the  case  comes  under  the  said  relief 
provision. 

Township  diagrams,  showing  as  nearly  as  may  be  done  the  location  of  the  107th 
meridiao,  forming  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  reservation,  will  be  filed  in  the  proper 
local  land  offices  and  the  office  of  the  surveyor  general.  This  will  be  done  to  the  ex- 
toot  of  the  entire  line,  including  lands  along  the  same  over  which  the  public  surveys 
have  not  been  extended. 

In  case  mineral  claimants  apply  for  lands  not  covered  by  the  public  surveys,  and 
desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  lr5h*2,  they 
will  be  required  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  claim  is  within  said  tea- 
mile  strip ;  this  may  be  the  sworn  certificate  of  the  deputy  mineral  surveyor  or  of  the 
connty  surveyor,  stating  the  method  adopted  t-o  ascertain  the  facte. 

I  inclose  a  map  of  Colorado,  on  w^hich  is  designated  the  Ute  Indian  i-eaervation  and 
the  boundaries  of  the  land  districts. 

The  second  section  of  the  act  of  1882  provides  for  a  survey  of  the  line  between  the 
lands  occupied  by  the  Southern  Utes  and  the  Ute  lands  exposed  to  entry  by  the  act. 
The  foUowing  is  a  description  of  the  line  which  is  laid  down  on  said  map :  Commenc- 
ing at  the  southwest  comer  of  the  Ute  ceded  lands ;  thence  extending  the  south 
boundary  of  the  Ute  ceded  lands  to  the  western  boundary  of  the  State  of  Colorado. 

A  portion  of  the  reservation  exposed  to  entry  is  in  your  district,  and  you  will  treat 
the  same  as  having  become  a  part  of  the  public  domain  July  28, 1882,  in  accordance 
with  the  act  approved  on  said  date,  and  subject  to  disposition  for  caeh  under  the  stat- 
utes mentioned  above  as  being  applicable,  excepting  tracts  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  hot  springs,  located  in  the  Uncompahgre  Park  in  the  Uncompahgre  Valley, 
and  four  sqnare  miles  of  land  surrounding  the  said  springs,  were  reserved  from  dis- 
position by  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  June  15,  1880,  which  remains  in  force  and 
must  be  respected. 

It  is  provided  in  the  act  of  1880,  that  subdivisions  of  land  in  the  reserve  covered  by 
improvements  of  the  Indians  are  to  be  appraised  and  offered  to  the  highest  bidder  at 
public  sale,  and  such  lands  are  absolutely  reserved  from  occupation  or  claim,  until  so 
sold,  by  the  third  section  of  the  act,  and  you  will  be  governed  accordingly. 

In  regard  to  cases  generally  of  settlement  and  occupation  of  the  lands  by  claimants 
prior  to  opening  up  the  same  to  settlement  and  entry  Jnly  28, 18^,  the  claims  of 
qualified  parties  will  be  recognized  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  lands  were 
settled  upon  or  occupied  before  formally  restored  to  the  public  domain. 

Filings,  applications,  and  entries  should  be  reported  in  the  regular  series  of  num- 
bers, but  a  note  should  be  made  in  red  inh  across  the  face  of  entry  papers,  and  on  the 
abstracts,  as  follows :  '*  Ute  Indian  lands." 

Post  a  notice  of  the  action  taken  by  Congress  in  your  office,  and  communicate  the 
news  to  publishers  of  newspapers  in  the  vicinity.

TMBEB  AND  STONE  ENTRIES  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  JUNE  3, 1878,  IN  THE 
STATES  OF  CAI.IFORNIA,  OREGON,  AND  NEVADA,  AND  IN  WASHING- 
TON TERRITORY. 

The  act  of  June  3,  1878,  provides  for  the  sale  of  surveyed  public 
lands  within  the  States  of  California,  Oregon,  and  Nevada,  and  iu 
Washington  Territory,  which  are  valuable  chiefly  for  timber,  but  unfit 
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for  cultivation,  and  which  have  not  been  offered  at  public  sale  at  the 
minimum  price  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  and  it  also  pro- 
vides  that  lands  valuable  chiefly  for  stone  may  be  sold  on  the  same 
terms  as  timber  land.    (20  Stat.,  p.  89.) 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882,  there  were  35  en- 
tries made  in  the  State  of  Oregon  under  said  act,  containing  an  area  of 
3,811.61  acres. 

In  Washington  Territory  369  entries  were  made,  embracing  an  ag- 
gregate area  of  51,533.94  acres. 

In  the  State  of  Nevada  there  were  no  entries  made  under  this  act 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882. 

In  the  State  of  California  324  entries  were  made,  containing  an  area 
of  39,891.57  acres. 

DESERT  LANDS. 

The  number  of  entries  made  under  the  desert-land  act  of  March  3, 
1877,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  is  5d8,  embracing  an 
aggregate  area  of  164,955.94  acres,  which  is  an  increase  of  56,395.92 
acres  as  compared  with  such  entries  made  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year. 

These  entries  were  made  in  the  different  States  and  Territories  as 
follows :  California,  55  entries,  embracing  11,694.15  acres ;  Nevada,  14 
entries,  1,960  acres ;  Oregon,  22  entries,  5,535.01  acres ;  Arizona,  12  en- 
tries, 5,926.59  acres  j  Idaho,  78  entries,  23,647.39  acres  -,  Montana,  167 
entries,  61,683.13  acres ;  New  Mexico,  38  entries.  8,338.15  acres ;  Utah, 
76  entries,  12,517.41  acres;  Washington,  4  entries,  360  acres;  Wyom- 
ing, 102  entries,  33,294.11  acres.

D. -PRIVATE   LAND   CLAIMS  DIVISION, 


On  November  30, 1881,  the  chief  of  this  division  made  a  statement 
respecting  the  character  and  condition  of  the  work  therein,  giving  an 
estimate  of  the  volume  of  unfinished  business  before  the  office,  or  that 
may  be  brought  before  it  from  time  to  time,  in  connection  with  private 
land  claims,  which  statement  was  made  a  part  of  his  testimony  given 
December  28, 1881,  before  the  Public  Lands  Committee  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  under  the  date  of  January  3, 1882,  he  submitted  to 
said  committee  an  additional  statement  on  the  subject.  These  state- 
ments received  my  approval,  and  containing  in  a  brief  form  a  large 
amomit  of  very  valuable  information,  are  inserted  as  follows :

Private  Land  Claims  Division. 

This  diTUion  of  the  General  Land  Office  has  charge  of  all  claims  whicb  had  their 
origio  io  some  fomi  of  concession  from  a  foreign  government  before  the  acquisition  by 
the  United  States  of  the  territory  in  which  they  are  located  and  are  embraced  within 
the  purchases  of  Louisiana  and  Florida,  the  former  by  the  treaty  of  April  30,  1803, 
▼ith  France,  and  the  latter  by  the  treaty  of  February  22,  1619,  with  Spain,  and  the 
cenion  made  by  Mexico  by  the  treaty  of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo  and  the  subsequent 
GadMJen  parchase^ 

The  rights  of  claimants  to  property  acquired  from  the  former  governments  when 
they  exercised  sovereignty  over  the  region  of  country  in  which  their  respective  claims 
an  situated  are  recognized  and  protected  by  the  treaties  of  acquisition  referred  to. 
Ailerthe  confirmation  of  this  class  of  claims  under  the  various  laws  passed  by  Con- 
Snas  for  ascertaining  their  validity,  their  propt* r  location  by  a  United  States  survey 
tod  patenting  come  within  the  supervision  of  this  division.  It  also  has  charge  of  the 
examination,  location,  and  patenting  of  donation  claims  in  the  State  of  Oregon  and 
the  Territories  of  Washington,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona,  and  of  Indian  lands,  both 
reflerrations  and  allotments,  and  the  issuing  of  scrip  in  satisfaction  of  continned 
cUims  where  the  title  to  such  claims  has  been  adjudicated  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  22,  I860,  and  certificates  of  loca- 
tion or  scrip  decreed  by  said  court ;  also,  of  the  examination  and  authentication  of 
other  Mrip  issued  for  like  purpose  under  act  June  2,  185H,  and  the  examination  and 
patenting  of  Nei^  Madrid  locations,  act  February  17,  1815,  and  of  ot)!er  matters  in 
the  service  similar  to  the  foregoing.

Relative  to  the  inquiry  made  by  Senator  Blair  upon  his  former  visit  as  to  the  neces- 
sity of  isHning  patents  for  this  class  of  claims  would  say  in  reply  that  the  acts  of  Con- 
KT^ns  coofimting  private  laud  claims  in  Louisiana  generally  provide  for  the  issue  of 
P^nt,  and  consequently  this  office  has  no  jurisdiction  to  consider  that  question,  but

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must  execute  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  that  respeot  by  issuing  such  patents  when 
applied  for. 

Upon  the  general  proposition  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  patent,  my  understanding  is, 
that  a  patent  is  essential  to  establish  the  boundaries  of  a  confirmed  claim  and  invest 
the  patentee  or  lawful  claimant  with  the  legal  title  to  the  laud  described  in  such 
boundaries,  being  conclusive  evidence  of  both. 

^*In  the  Federal  courts,  where  the  distinction  between  legal  and  equitable  proceed- 
ings is  strictly  maintaineMd,  and  remedies  afforded  by  law  and  exjuity  are  separately 
pursued,  the  action  of  ejectment  can  only  be  sustained  upon  the  possession  by  the 
plaintiff  of  the  legal  title.  •  *  •  The  patent  is  the  instrument  which,  under  the 
Taws  of  Congress,  passes  the  title  of  the  United  States.  It  is  the  government  convey- 
ance. *  •  •  But  in  the  action  of  ejectment  in  the  Federal  courts  the  legal  title 
must  prevail,  and  the  patent,  when  regular  on  its  face,  is  conclusive  evidence  of  that 
title.''    Gibson  v«.  Choteau,  13  Wallace,  102. 

Independent  of  the  foregoing  considerations  its  convenience,  too,  is  nndoubtedly 
appreciated  in  the  daily  business  transactions  of  life.  Sappose,  for  the  sake  of  illua- 
tratiou,  that  the  owner  of  a  confirmed  g^ant  of  laud  desired  to  borrow  money  upon 
his  property  or  transfer  it.  In  either  transaction  the  title  would  be  brought  directly 
in  question,  and,  in  the  absence  of  a  patent,  the  confirmation  would  have  to  be  resorted 
to  to  establish  title.  That  evidence  is  not  in  the  x>08session  of  the  claimant,  and  conld 
only  be  exhibited  by  him  by  copies  furnish*^  from  this  office.  The  confirmation  clearly 
established,  a  question  might  very  properly  arise  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  claim  as  confirmed,  which  in  many  cases  are  vague  and  difficult  of  location, 
and  being  liable  to  be  changed  by  the  government  before  the  issue  of  a  patent  nu«^ht 
defeat  the  object.  In  this  view  of  the  matter  a  patent  is  of  much  importance,  as  the 
objections  stated  would  thus  be  obviated. 

Patents  also  are  absolutely  necessary  where  two  private  land  claims  are  confirmed 
for  the  same,  or  portions  of  the  same  tract  of  land,  to  give  the  claimants  a  standing 
in  court  in  a  suir,  if  necessary,  to  determine  which  is  the  superior  title,  and  cases  of 
this  kind  frequently  occur  in  the  administration  of  this  office. 

I  will  now  endeavor  to  give  a  brief  outline  of  the  system  adopted  of  disposing  of 
this  class  of  claims,  the  same  rule  applying  to  all  other  classes  of  claims  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  division,  and  the  labor  involved  In  their  examination  and  ad- 
justment. 

These  claims  are  disposed  of  as  called  np  by  the  parties  in  interest  or  their  duly 
authorized  attorney,  e.  g, :  An  application  being  made  for  a  natent  in  a  specific  case, 
an  examination  is  first  made  of  the  files,  of  which  there  are  alphabetical  indexes,  con- 
taining the  names  of  the  confirmees  in  the  cases  on  file,  and  if  the  necesssry  papera 
are  found  constituting  the  basis  of  patent,  they  are  examined  to  ascertain  whether 
the  confirmation  is  properly  stated,  the  question  of  confirmation  being  previously  in- 
quired into  and  settled  by  our  own  records,  that  the  claim  is  correctly  surveyed,  and 
corresponds  in  every  particular  with  the  survey  as  represented  upon  our  township  plat, 
and  generally  that  the  papers  are  in  all  respects  regular,  and  conform  to  the  law.  If 
the  examination  results  satisfactorily,  the  patent  is  issued  and  the  case  closed  ;  but  if 
the  papers  should  not  be  found  upon  the  files,  the  party  is  so  advised,  and  is  also  in- 
formed that  they  must  be  transmitted  before  action  is  taken.  Frequently  the  local 
land  officers  are  instraoted  in  that  particular  direct  from  this  offioe. 

DONATIONS    IN    OREGON    AND  WASHINGTON    TERRITORY,  FORMERLY  OREGON    TERRI- 
TORY. 

By  act  September  27,  1850,  a  grant  of  public  lands  was  made  to  every  white  settler 
above  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  who  had  declared 
his  intention  of  becoming  such  on  or  before  December  1,  1851,  if  a  resident  of  said 
Territory  on  or  before  December  1,  1850 ;  ;{20  a^res  to  a  single  man  and  640  acres  to  a 
married  man.  one-half  to  himself  and  the  other  half  to  the  wife,  to  be  held  in  her 
own  right  upon  the  condition  of  four  years'  continuous  i*esideuce  and  cultivation.  A 
similar  grant  was  also  made  by  the  same  act  to  those  who  went  there  between  De- 
cember 1,  1850,  and  December  1,  lb$53,and  possessed  the  same  qnalificatiouH  prescribed 
for  the  other  class,  and  upon  the  same  conditions,  except  that  the  settler  must  have 
been  21  years  of  age ;  and  that  a  smgle  man  was  only  entitled  to  160  acres  and  a 
married  man  to  320  acres,  one-half  of  which  went  to  the  wife  in  her  own  right. 

The  time  when  a  claim  could  be  initiated  was  further  extended  by  subsequent  legis- 
lation to  December  1,  1855. 

The  files  here  show  that  there  still  remain  to  be  patented,  of  the  above  claims..  343 
To  which  add  (supposed  to  have  been  abandoned) 2,000 

Total 2,343 
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BelatiTe  to  the  claims  sapposed  to  have  been  abandoned,  wonld  say  that  notifioa- 
tioDS  were  filed  ae  required  by  law,  but  the  proof  of  reBldence  and  cnltivation  is  want- 
ingj  and  from  the  fact  that  they  have  continued  in  this  condition  for  a  long  period  of 
yean,  there  can  be  no  question  but  these  claims  have  been  abandoned,  and  consequently 
will  never  be  perfected.  They  cannot  be  dispoi»ed  of,  however,  without  legislation  of 
Conmss,  fixing  a  time  nnder  a  penalty  of  ibrfeitnre  when  claimants  should  come  for- 
vara  and  foruish  snch  proof. 

The  necessity  for  this  legislation  arises  from  a  defect  in  the  original  donation  act  in 
not  fixing  a  time  when  the  proofs  required  by  it  of  residence  and  cultivation,  Ac, 
fthoold  be  made.

The  act  of  July  22, 1854  (second  section),  makes  a  grant  of  160  acres  of  land  to  all 
persons  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  citizens  of  the  United  States  or  natural- 
ized citizens  who  were  residents  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  on  or  before  January 
1, 18S3,  and  a  like  grant  of  160  acres  of  land  to  persons  possessing  the  same  qualifi- 
cations who  went  to  said  Territory  between  January  1,  1853,  and  January  1,  1B5&— in 
the  latter  clans  npon  the  condition  of  four  years'  residence  and  cnltivation.  Require- 
ments in  these  cases,  which  must  be  established  by  satisfactory  proof,  are — 

1.  Age  January  1, 1853 ;  if  in  the  second  class  when  claim  is  alleged. 

2.  Whether  native  bom  or  naturalized. 

3.  Continoons  residence  and  cultivation  for  fonr  years,  if  in  the  second  class. 

4.  That  land  is  agricultural  and  non-mineral. 

5.  That  donee  has  never  received  the  benefits  of  any  grant  from  Spain  or  Mexico 
▼bieh  has  been  recognized  by  the  United  States. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  5, 1875  (18  Stat.,  p.  305).  certain  lands  in 
Santa  Cruz  valley,  Pima  (jounty,  Arizona  Territory,  were  relinquished  and  granted 
"to  the  person  or  persons  who  have  been  in  actnal  bona  fide  occupancy  or  possession 
of  said  land  by  themselves  or  their  ancestors  or  grantors  for  twenty  years  next  preced- 
ing tlie  date  of  the  passage  of  the  act."  The  register  and  receiver  are  authorized  by  said 
act "  to  hear  and  determine,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
(tal  Land  Office,  the  rights  of  the  parties  claiming  under''  said  act  and  for  that  pur- 
pofte  authority  is  given  to  summon  witnesses,  administer  oaths,  and  take  testimony 
relative  to  snch  occupancy  or  possession.  The  act  further  provides  upon  the  final 
determination  of  any  such  claim  for  a  snrvey  and  patent.

In  the  settlement  of  these  claims  we  dispose,  on  an  average,  of  seventeen  a  year* 
Hanv  complications  arise  in  the  consideration  of  this  class  of  claims,  the  boundaries  of 
vhich  as  a  general  thing  are  contested,  the  act  of  July  1,  1864,  affording  facilities  to 
*U  interested  parties  for  that  purpose.  These  claims  usually  embrace  large  tracts  of 
yaloable  land,  and  in  settling  contests  we  are  called  upon  to  decide  questions  of  law, 
in  construing  the  confirmatory  decrees,  which  in  many  cases  are  very  ambiguous,  and 
no^Btions  of  fact  in  determining  the  correct  location  of  the  boundaries  of  a  claim  as 
fixed  by  (he  decree. 
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GRANTS  ORIGINALLY  IN  NEW  MRXICO,  NOW  IN  NRW  MEXICO  AND  COLORADO. 

Reported  by  surveyors  general,  under  eighth  section,  act  July  22,  1854,  and  con- 
nrmed  by  subsequent  acts  of  Congress.    Undisposed  of 40 

The  same  remarks  will  appl^  to  this  class  of  claims  as  were  made  with  refereoce  to 
California  claims..  These  cfaiins  as  confirmed,  are,  however,  for  much  larger  tracta 
than  those  in  California,  and  fhe  description  of  boundaries  contained  in  the  grants 
from  which  Xheir  location  must  be  determined  is  very  vague  and  indefinite  in  the 
majority  of  cases.

CERTIFICATES  OF  LOCATION. 

This  division  is  also  charged  with  the  examination  of  all  applications  for  certificates 
of  location,  under  the  act  of  June  2,  1858.  Said  act  was  designed  for  the  benefit  of 
owners  of  confirmed  private  land  claims,  applying  only  to  those  claims  confirmed  by  it 
and  prior  acts  of  Congress,  where  the  land  embraced  by  such  claims  had  been  disposed 
of  bv  the  United  States  as  public  lands,  and  cannot  therefore  be  satisfied  by  a  location 
in  place,  and  the  examination  necessary  is — 

1.  Right  of  party  to  make  the  application. 

2.  As  to  confirmation. 

3.  Original  locus  of  grant. 

4.  That  land  so  confirmed  has  been  disposed  of  by  United  States. 

This  scrip,  like  that  issued  by  this  division  by  virtue  of  decrees  of  the  Supreme  Conrt 
of  the  United  States,  under  act  of  1860,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  January  28,  1879,  is  made  receivable  from  actual  settlers  in  commuta- 
tion of  homestead  and  payment  for  pre-emption  claims,  and  is  also  assi^able,  and  the 
examination  of  assignments  as  to  their  regularity  is  conducts  here  pnor  to  transmis- 
sion to  recorder  for  patenting. 

In  Supreme  Couit  scrip,  locations  made  prior  to  act  January  28, 1879,  above  referred 
to,  no  patents  are  authorized  to  be  issued, but  a  certificate  approving  duplicate  certi- 
ficate of  entry  was  prescribed  by  Secretary's  decision  of  August  4,  1875,  to  be  issued 
by  this  office  as  evidence  of  title.

PATENTS  FOR  INDIAN  ALLOTMENTS  AND  RESERVATIONS. 

This  division  is  also  charged  with  the  issuing  of  patents  for  all  Indian  allotments 
and  reservations,  under  the  various  treaties.  Its  duties,  however,  in  this  particular 
are  purely  ministerial,  as  all  questions  of  conflict  are  determined  by  the  Office  of  In- 
dian Affairs,  the  only  labor  required  by  this  office  being  posting  the  different  allot- 
ments upon  the  tract  books  and  the  preparation  of  patents. 

NEW  MADRID  LOCATIONS. 

In  1812  a  large  part  of  the  land  in  the  county  of  New  Madrid  was  ipjured  by  earth- 
quakes, and  on  February  17,  1815,  Congress  passed  an  act  for  the  relief  of  parties  who 
had  thus  suffered.  By  this  act  {)er8ons  whose  lands  had  been  materially  injured  were 
authorized  to  locate  a  like  (quantity  of  land  on  any  of  the  public  lands  in  the  Territory 
of  Missouri,  the  sale  of  which  was  authorized  by  law ;  and  it  was  made  the  duty  of 
the  recorder  of  land  titles  in  the  Territory,  when  it  appeared  to  him  from  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  competent  witness  or  witnesses  that  any  person  was  entitled  to  a  tract 
of  land  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  to  furnish  him  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  On 
this  certificate,  upon  the  application  of  the  claimant,  a  location  was  to  be  made  by  the 
principal  deputy  surveyor  of  the  Territory,  who  was  required  to  cause  the  location  to 
be  surveyed  and  a  plat  of  the  same  to  be  returned  to  the  recorder  with  a  notice  desig- 
nating the  tract  located  and  the  name  of  the  claimant. 

The  act  further  provided  for  a  report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  recorder  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Qeneral  Land  Office  of  the  claims  allowed  and  locations  made,  and 
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for  the  delivery  to  each  claimant  of  a  oertilicate  of  his  claim  and  location,  which 
shoald  entitle  bim,  on  its  being  transmitted  to  the  Commissioner,  **  to  a  patent  to  be 
i«Hiied  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  other  public  lauds  of  the  United 
if  rates."  The  act  also  declared  that  in  all  cases  when  the  location  was  made  under 
it»  provisions,  the  title  of  the  claimant  to  the  original  land,  founded  generally  up<m 
umat  French  or  Spanish  grant,  or  other  evidence  of  title  emanating  from  either  of 
those  governments,  should  revert  to  and  vest  in  the  United  States.

STATES  OF   FLORIDA,  MISSOURI,  ARKANSAS,  ALABAMA,  MISSISSIPPI,  ILLINOIS,   MICHI- 
GAN, AND  INDIANA. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  are  a  large  number  of  private  land  claims  and 
donations  in  the  States  of  Florida,  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Illlruis, 
Hicbifran,  and  Indiana  still  unadjusted  and  unpatented. 

In  Florida  there  are  H66  claims  confirmed  by,  or  pursuant  to  acts  of  Congress,  or  by 
the  United  States  Snpi*eme  Court,  of  which  United  States  surveys,  with  descriptive 
Dotes,  are  on  file  here.  The  land  involved  amounts  to  nearly  1,300,000  acres,  and  a 
very  f^w  only  of  said  claims  have  been  called  up  for  patenting. 

There  are  other  claims  in  Florida  which  have  been  confirmed,  but  not  located  or 
snrreyed ;  and  there  are  many  conflicts  between  those  surveyed,  which  will  at  some 
time  have  to  be  adjusted  in  this  office. 

lo  the  old  Yincennes  (Ind.)  and  Sanlt  Ste.  Marie  (Mich  )  land  districts  there  are 
about  100  military  and  other  donations  unadjusted  and  unpatented. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  June  6,  1874,  this  office  has  not  been  obliged  to  issue 
patents  in  confirmed  Missouri  claims,  but  many  important  cases  come  before  it  for 
adjudication  from  that  State.  This  act,  however,  does  not  apply  to  New  Madrid 
riaims,  which  are  not  private  land  claims  within  its  meaning,  and  are,  therefore,  still 
subject  to  patent. 

It  is  impossible  to  tell,  without  much  research,  how  many  nnadjudicated  claims  re- 
main in  the  States  of  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Arkansas,  but  there  is  quite  a  large 
Dumber,  and  they  are  the  subjects  of  considerable  correspondence  every  year.

Tbe  t^rm  "  private  land  claim,"  literally  speaking,  signifies  a  right  of  property 
based  upon  some  written  evidence  of  title,  protected  by  treaty  stipulation,  emanating 
from  the  government  which  preceded  the  United  States  in  sovereignty  in  the  region 
of  country  where  situated. 

The  private  land  claims  which  grew  out  of  the  treaty  of  April  30,  IdOS,  with  France, 
by  which  the  United  States  acquired  the  province  of  Louisiana,  are  situated  prii'ci- 
IMklly  in  the  States  of  Louisiana,  Missouri,  and  Arkansas,  some  also  being  found  m  Mis- 
»isdppi  and  Alabama  south  of  the  thirty -first  parallel. 

By  act  of  M  arch  26, 1804  (2  Stat.,  page  2H3),  the  southern  part  of  the  province  of  Lon- 
itiaua  was  constituted  the  Territory  of  Orleans,  which  comprised  what  is  now  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  and  all  that  tract  of  land  west  of  the  Perdido  River  south  of  the 
thirty-first  parallel.  The  title  of  the  United  States  to  this  tract  of  land  as  claimed 
Qiiderthe  said  treaty  of  April  30,  1803,  was  disputed  by  Spain,  but  the  claim  of  that 
government  was  subsequently  relinquished  by  the  treaty  ot  February  22,  1819.  The 
residue  of  said  cession  was  known  as  the  district  of  Louisiana. 

Tbe  firftt  legislation  looking  to  a  formal  recognition  of  tliese  claims  was  the  act  of 
March  2, 1&05  (2  Stat.,  page  324),  for  their  adjustment.  Thin  act  provided  that  the 
Territory  of  Orleans  should  be  divided  into  two  districts,  and  for  the  appointment  of 
a  regi«t«r  for  each,  and  for  the  district  of  Louisiana  a  recorder  of  land  titles.  In  pur- 
wiance  of  its  requirements  every  claimant  was  to  deliver  before  the  1st  day  of  March, 
1^,  to  the  proper  register  or  recorder  a  notice  in  writing  stating  the  nature  and  ex- 
tent of  his  claim,  and  also  to  deliver  within  that  peri^,  that  the  same  might  be 
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recorded,  every  grant,  order  of  sarvey,  deed,  conveyance,  or  other  written  evidence 
of  claiiii.  It  farther  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the  Prenideut  of  two  persons  for 
each  ot  said  districts,  who,  with  the  registers  and  recorder  of  land  titles,  shonld  I>e 
commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  within  their  respective  districts  the 
rights  of  claimants  as  specified  in  said  act. 

By  ant  April  21,  ltj06  (2  Stat.,  page  391),  the  time  for  delivering  notices,  as  aforesaid, 
was  extended  to  Jaouary  1,  1807,  and  by  act  March  3, 1807(2  Stat.,  page  440),  the  time 
was  further  extended  to  July  1,  1808.  By  the  fourth  section  of  the  last-mentioned  act 
it  w<is  provided  that  the  commissioners  should  **  have  full  powers  to  decide  according 
to  the  laws  and  established  usages  aud  customs  of  the  French  and  Spanish  govern- 
ments upon  all  claims  to  lands  within  their  respective  districts,  where  the  claim  is 
made  by  any  person  or  persons,  or  the  legal  representatives  of  any  person  or  persons, 
who  were  on  the  20t'h  of  December,  1803,  inhabitants  of  Louisiana,  and  for  a  tract  not 
exceeding  the  quantity  of  acres  contained  in  a  league  square,  and  which  does  not  in- 
clude either  a  lead  mine  or  salt  spring ;  which  decision  of  the  commissioners,  when 
in  favor  of  the  claimant,  shall  be  final  against  the  United  States,  any  act  of  Congress 
to  the  contrary  notwithistanding." 

The  sixth  section  provided  that  transcripts  of  the  final  decisions  made  in  favor  of 
claimants  in  virtue  of  said  act  shonld  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasnry 
(who  then  exercised  appellate  jurisdiction  over  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office),  and  to  the  surveyor  general,  or  officer  acting  as  such,  and  for  the  delivery  to 
the  claimant  of  each  claim  so  confirmed  a  certiticate  stating  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  aud  thai  he  is  entitled  to  a  patent,  &c.  This  confirmation  certificate,  as  it  is 
styled,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  was  to  be  filed  with  the  proper  register 
or  recorder  within  twelve  mouths  from  date,  and  it  was  made  his  duty,  the  land  hav- 
ing been  previously  surveyed,  and  a  plat  filed  with  him,  to  issue  a  patent  certificate, 
which,  upon  presentation  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  entitled,  the 
claimant  to  a  patent. 

Numerous  other  acts  have  been  passed,  at  various  times,  since  then,  giving  facili- 
ties to  claimants  to  present  their  claims  to  the  government  for  recognition.  Some 
made  provision  for  the  appointment  of  boards  of  commissioners  for  their  adjustment, 
the  claims  acted  upon  by  such  boards  having  been  subsequently  confirmed  by  Con- 
gress ;  others  constituted  the  registers  aud  receivers  of  certain  districts,  where  snch 
claims  were  known  to  exist,  as  comroissiouers  te  pass  upon  their  validity,  the  claims 
reported  by  them  also  having  beeu  subsequently  confirmed  by  Congress,  while  in 
otners  Congress  delegated  the  power  of  confirmation  to  the  United  States  district 
courts,  with  right  of  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

It  will  thus  be  observed  we  have  to  deal  with  three  separate  classes  of  confirma- 
tions : 

1.  By  boards  of  commissioners. 

2.  By  Congress  upon  reports  of  boards  of  commissioners. 

3.  By  the  Federal  courts. 

The  last  act  of  Congress  under  which  a  claim  might  be  presented  to  the  government 
for  recognition  was  the  act  of  June  22,  1860  (12  Stat.,  page  85).  This  act  applied 
to  the  States  of  Florida,  Louisiana,  and  Missouri,  and  expired  by  its  own  limitation 
June  22,  186.5.  It  was  revived  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1867  (14  Stat.,  page  544),  for 
three  years,  and  again  revived  by  act  June  10,  1872  (17  Stat.,  page  378),  for  three 
years. 

It  was  necessary,  in  order  that  the  government  might  know  the  public  from  the  pri- 
vate property,  and  to  protect  the  interests  of  private  claimante,  to  segregate  the  claims 
so  confirmed  from  the  mass  of  the  public  domain ;  consequently,  the  confirmatory  acts 
usually  made  provision  for  their  survey,  and  such  as  could  be  located  were  surveyed 
from  time  to  time.  The  surveys  so  made,  however,  do  not  conclude  the  government, 
and  may  be  changed,  if  erroneous,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  issue  of  a  patent.  It  be- 
comes important,  therefore,  when  an  application  is  made  for  the  issue  of  a  patent,  to 
examine:  1st.  As  to  confirmation;  2d.  As  to  survey.  And  these  prerequisites  must 
he' satisfactorily  determined  before  patent  issues. 

FLORIDA. 

Florida  was  acquired  from  Spain  by  the  treaty  of  February  22,  1819,  and  here  also 
are  found  numerous  private  land  claims  based  upon  grants  made  by  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment while  it  exercised  ownership  there,  very  few  of  which  have  been  patented. 
These  grants,  like  those  in  Louisiana,  &c.,  were  confirmed  by  Congress  at  various 
times  upon  reports  made  by  commissioners  and  by  the  Federal  courts  under  its  au- 
thority. The  survey  in  each  case,  as  well  as  the  matter  of  confirmation  before  patent 
issues,  is  subjected  to  a  critical  examination,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  it 
conforms  to  the  boundaries  of  the  grant  as  confirmed,  and  in  many  cases  the  location 
of  confirmed  bonndaries  is  a  matter  which  requires  much  labor  aud  research. 
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TERRITORY  ACQUIRKD  FROM  MKXICO. . 

By  the  treaty  with  the  Republic  of  Mexico  of  February  2,  1848  (9  Stat.,  p.  922), 
known  as  the  treaty  of  Gnadulnpe  Hidalgo,  and  the  subsequent  treaty  with  the  sama 
republic  of  December  30,  18&3  (10  Stat.,  p.  1031),  known  as  the  Gadsden  Purchaae, 
the  United  States  acauired  a  lar^e  region  of  country,  embracing  the  present  States  of 
Cftlifomia  and  Nevaaa,  the  Territories  of  Utah  and  Arizona,  a  portion  of  the  Stato  of 
Colorado,  and  portions  of  the  Territories  of  New  Mexico  and  Wyoming. 

The  private  land  claims  growing  ont  of  these  treaties,  however,  are  confined  to  the 
State  of  California  and  the  rerritories  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  with  possibly  threa 
or  four  in  Colorado. 

Congress  first  took  action  in  reference  to  claims  in  California,  and  by  the  act  of 
MarehS,  1851  (9  Stat.,  p.  631),  provided  for  their  adjudication  by  a  commission  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose,  with  right  of  appeal  to  the  United  States  courts.  The  con- 
Hnuations  made  under  these  provisions  of  law  had  regard  to  the  validity  of  the  claims, 
their  area  and  boundaries,  but  the  location  of  the  same,  by  a  United  States  survey, 
except  sach  matters  of  survey  as  were  adjudicated  by  the  courts  under  act  of  June  14, 
1660  (12  Stat.,  p.  33),  and  the  ittsuiiig  of  patents  upon  both  classes  of  survey,  are  under 
tkejarisdiction  of  this  office. 

In  regard  to  the  private  land  claims  in  New  Mexico,  however,  different  proceedings 
for  their  adjudication  were  instituted.  By  the  act  of  July  22, 1854  (10  Stat.,  p.  :K)8), 
Congress  made  it  the  duty  of  the  snrveyor  general  of  said  Territory,  under  instruc- 
tions from  th««  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  ascertain  the  origin,  character,  and  extent 
of  all  claims  to  lands  under  the  laws,  usages^  and  customs  of  Spain  and  Mexico,  to 
make  final  report  of  all  such  claims  to  be  laid  before  Congress ;  the  land  claimed  to 
be  reserved  from  disposition  by  the  United  StatcA  until  the  final  action  of  Congress. 
Tb«  reports  of  the  surveyor  general,  under  the  foregoing  provisions,  uuifurmly  i*elate 
to  the  authenticity  of  the  title  papers  and  the  validity  of  the  claims,  sometimes  em- 
bracing the  facts  as  to  possession,  extent  of  area,  boundaries,  &c. 

Ab  far  as  the  claims  have  been  reported  by  the  surveyor-general  of  New  Mexico, 
they  have  been  surveyed,  and  in  those  cases  which  have  beeu  confirmed,  where  pat- 
ents have  not  already  issued,  are  subject  to  patent,  providing  the  survey  in  any  such 
case  ia  in  accordance  with  the  confirmation. 

The  proceedings  for  the  coufirmation  of  private  claims  in  Colorado  and  Arizona  are 
timilarto  those  in  New  Mexico,  the  eighth  section  of  the  said  act  of  Jnly  22,  1854, 
having  been  extended  to  Colorado  by  act  February  28,  1861  (12  Stat.,  p.  172),  and  to 
Arizona  by  act  July  15,  1870  (16  Stat.,  p.  304).

land  claims,  at  an  annual  compensation  of  |l,bOO,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present 
the  salary  has  been  the  same.

in  addition  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  donations. 

W.  D.  Smith  (salary,  $1,400)  has  chai'ge  of  the  examination  of  donations  in  Oregon 
and  Washington  Turritory. 

J.  B.  l^afifer  (salary,  $1,400)  has  special  charge  of  examination  of  all  matters  of  assign- 
tiient  of  scrip  under  act  of  June  2,  1858,  and  Supreme  Court  scrip  ;  also  of  Indian  mat- 
ters and  miscellaneous  correspondence.  *

The  cases  embraced  in  the  above  statement,  with  the  exception  of  the 
five  claims  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  transmitted  to  Congress  for 
confirmation,  have  been  finally  settled. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  have  also  been  examined,  approved, 
and  recorded  the  assignments  of  six  certificates  under  the  act  of  June 
2,  1858,  and  June  22,  1860,  and  638  entries  under  the  same  legislation 
have  been  passed  for  ])atent. 

The  total  number  of  letters  received  in  this  division  of  the  oflBce  dar- 
ing the  fiscal  year  was  1,190,  and  the  total  number  written  was  1,190, 
covering  1,576  pages  of  record. 

Preliminary  examinations  have  been  made  in  a  large  number  of  cases, 
some  of  which  have  been  passed  for  patent,  while  others  have  been 
suspended  on  account  of  imperfections  and  are  now  subjects  of  corre- 
spondence, or  have  been  returned  to  the  local  officers  for  amendment  or 
further  proof.  A  number  of  cases  have  been  decided  and  are  now  on 
appeal  or  awaiting  the  expiration  of  the  time  within  which  appeal  may 
be  taken,  or,  having  been  decided  on  appeal,  are  now  awaiting  the  exe- 
cution of  the  decision  by  the  proper  officers.

It  would  be  impossible,  without  a  long  and  tedious  examination  of  the 
files,  containing  many  thousand  cases  both  patented  and  unpatented, 
to  approximate,  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  the  number  of  claims  iu 
the  States  of  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Lomisiana,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Mis- 
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louri,  Illinois,  Tndiana,  and  Michigan  not  patented,  and  for  which  pat- 
eot  certificates  and  special  plats  of  survey'  are  on  file  here. 

These  claims  are  disposed  of  as  called  np  by  parties  in  interest  or 
their  duly  authorized  attorneys;  e.  <;.,  an  application  being  made  for  a 
pateut  in  a  specific  case,  an  examination  is  first  imide  of  the  files  (of 
^hich  there  are  alphabetical  indexes  showing  the  names  of  confirmees), 
and  if  the  necessary  papers  are  found,  constituting  the  basis  of  i^atent, 
they  are  examined  to  ascertain  that  the  confirmation  is  properly  set 
forth  therein  (which  fact  must  also  be  carefully  inquired  into  from  our 
ovn  records),  that  the  claim  is  correctly  surveyed,  and,  generally,  that 
the  papers  are  in  all  respects  correct;  then,  if  the  examination  results 
Bati.sfactorily,  the  patent  is  issued;  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  papers 
are  not  found  the  party  is  so  advised,  and  the  papers  must  be  filed  be- 
fore action  is  taken  here. 

The  foregoing  statement  has  reference  merely  to  such  cases  as  are 
peiuliDg  upon  applications  for  patents. 

The  claims,  aggregating  many  thousand  in  the  above-mentioned 
States,  which  have  been  reported  by  the  various  boards  of  commis- 
sioners and  confirmed  by  Congress,  from  time  to  time,  might  be  proj)- 
erly  termed  cases  in  this  office  for  action,  although  in  numerous  in- 
itauces  the  papers  constituting  the  basis  of  patents  are  not  on  file  here. 
The  reports  are  here,  however,  and  as  this  office  is  often  called  upon  to 
furnish  information  upon  questions  of  title,  they  afford  ample  facilities 
for  that  purpose. 

There  have  been  reported  by  the  surveyors  general  of  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona,  through  this  office  and  the  department,  to  Congress  91 
private  land  claims,  which  are  awaiting  action  before  that  body.  Pre- 
liminary plats  of  survey  of  most  of  these  claims  have  also  been  trans- 
mitted to  Congress.  Attention  is  specially  called  to  the  fact  that  these 
surveys  are  j»re/tiratnary  only.  The  cases  have  not  been  examined  in 
this  office,  and  would  not  be,  in  the  usual  course  of  proceeding,  until 
after  ttie  action  of  Congress  upon  the  several  claims,  and  then  such  as 
might  be  confirmed  would  be  subject  to  examination. 

It  is  known,  however,  that  some  of  these  surveys  are  objected  to,  and 
some  are  evidently  incorrect  as  to  the  boundaries  adopted  and  quantity 
of  land  included,  and  in  some  of  the  cases  investigation  and  the  taking 
of  testimony  will  be  necessary  to  determine  correctly  the  several  loca- 
tions. 

It  is  therefore  proper  to  suggest  that  in  any  acts  that  uiay  be  passed 
conlirining  these  claims,  the  preliminary  survey's  thereof  should  not  be 
adopted  and  approved,  but  adjudication  as  to  the  location  should  be 
left  to  this  office  and  the  department,  as  has  heretofore  been  done  in 
cases  where  preliminary  surveys  had  not  been  made. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  no  limit  is  placed  by  law 
opon  the  time  within  which  claimants  under  foreign  grants  in  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona  must  present  their  claims.  The  result  is  that 
claims  which  may  be  only  simulated  operate  to  prevent  surveys  and 
settlements  of  tracts  which  are  really  ])ublic  lands  of  the  United  States. 
Ui8  suggested  that  if  no  other  than  the  present  system  for  ascertain- 
ing the  validity  of  foreign  claims  within  the  Territories  mentioned  is 
Hkely  soon  to  be  adopted,  a  law  requiring  all  such  claims  to  be  pre- 
«^ented  for  adjudication  within  a  certain  reasonable  time  or  be  there- 
alter  held  to  be  invalid,  would  be  a  just  provision  and  one  of  great 
public  utility.

The  following  iustructioDs  in  regard  to  the  survey  of  private  laud 
claims  are  embodied  in  the  new  manual  of  iustructions  to  surveyors 
general,  issued  under  date  of  Ma^^  3, 1881 : 

1.  The  instruments  used  in  the  survey  of  private  laud  claims  must 
be  the  same  as  those  required  for  the  survey  of  public  lands,  and  must 
be  registered  and  tested  in  like  manner  at  the  surveyor  general's  office 
previous  to  the  deputy's  commencing  work ;  and  the  instructions  for 
the  survey  of  public  lands  must,  as  far  as  applicable,  be  strictly  ob- 
served in  the  survey  of  private  land  claims. 

2.  The  surveyor-general  will  furnish  to  the  deputy  surveyor  a  full 
description  of  the  boundary  calls  of  each  grant  and  special  instructions 
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for  its  sarvey,  which  description  and  instructions  must  be  entered  in 
ejctenao  at  the  coihmencement  of  the  field  notes  of  such  survey. 

3.  The  true  magnetic  variation  must  be  noted  at  the  beginning  point 
of  each  survey  and  at  each  angle  thereof,  and  wherever  the  variation 
of  the  needle  is  observed  to  change  along  the  line  the  same  must  be 
noted  and  the  reasons  therefor  stated,  if  known. 

4.  At  the  end  of  each  mile  along  a  boundary  the  character  of  the  soil 
and  amount  of  timber,  grass,  &c.,  will  be  stati^d ;  and  the  date  of  each 
day's  work  in  the  field  must  be  noted  at  the  end  of  the  record  thereof. 

5.  The  requirements  in  the  ''  Summary  of  objects  and  data  required 
to  be  noted,"  as  set  forth  in  the  instructions  for  the  survey  of  public 
lands,  must  be  observed  by  the  deputy  in  the  survey  of  private  land 
claims.  Where  practicable,  bearings  must  be  taken  from  at  least  two 
points  on  the  line  to  all  prominent  or  otherwise  notable  objects  in  the 
ricinity,  and  where  only  one  bearing  can  be  taken  the  estimated  dis- 
tance must  be  noted. 

0.  Where  the  natural  objects  constituting  a  boundary  call  of  a  grant 
Lave  become  obliterated',  or  are  difficult  to  recognize  and  identify,  or 
where  there  may  be  a  doubt  as  to  the  identity  of  the  same,  the  deputy 
will  request  the  parties  interested,  or  others  having  knowledge  thereof, 
to  furnish  disinterested  and  credible  witnesses,  whom  he  shall  cause  to 
be  examined  under  oath,  and  whose  testimony  shall  be  written  out  in 
fall  in  his  presence  and  that  of  the  officer  administering  the  oath,  and 
snbscribed  and  sworn  to  before  such  officer  duly  authorized  to  admin- 
it$ter  oaths.  The  wording  of  the  testimony  so  taken  must  be  clear, 
precise,  and  definite,  in  order  that  the  location  of  the  natural  objects 
constituting  the  boundary  calls  may  be  as  clearly  understood  both  in  the 
General  liaud  Office  and  the  surveyor  general's  office,  as  by  the  deputy 
in  the  field. 

7.  The  testimony  of  interested  parties  relative  to  the  location  of 
boundary  calls  or  objects  may  be  taken,  but  should  not  be  relied  on  as 
couclnsive.  The  evidence  as  to  such  locations  should  be  obtained, 
when  practicable,  from  parties  having  no  interest  in  the  grant  to  be 
wrvejed,  and  the  deputy  should  thoroughly''  satisfy  himself  in  every 
ca^  as  to  the  correct  identification  and  location  of  the  natural  objects 
constituting  boundary  calls. 

8.  Where  a  grant  call  is  a  point  or  object  still  notorious  under  the 
name  used  in  the  original  muniments  of  title,  the  additional  testimony 
above  provided  for  will  not  be  required,  but  in  such  cases  the  deputy 
must  state  in  his  notes  the  fact  of  its  being  well  known  by  such  name, 
and  that  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  the  one  described  in  the  grant. 

9.  At  the  beginning  point  upon  the  out  boundaries  of  each  grant  sur- 
vey a  comer  must  be  established  of  the  same  character,  size,  and  ma- 
terials as  prescribed  for  township  corners  upon  the  lines  of  the  survey 
•f  public  lands,  except  that  only  two  pits  will  be  dug,  one  on  each  side 
of  the  corner  on  the  line.  Upon  the  side  of  such  corner  facing  the 
claim  the  initial  letters  of  the  name  of  the  grant,  and  immediately  un- 
der the  same,  the  letters  "Beg.  Cor.,  1"  (for  beginning  corner  one), 
must  be  neatly  cut,  chiseled,  or  affixed. 

10.  Each  of  the  mile  corners  or  stations  of  survey  must  be  estab- 
lished in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  establishment  of  section  corners 
Qpoii  the  lines  of  public  surveys,,  except  that  they  will  be  marked  on 
the  side  facing  the  grant,  with  the  initials  of  the  grant  and  the  number 
•f  the  station  or  mile,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  only  two  pits  will  be 
<iQg,  one  on  eaoh  side  of  the  comer,  on  the  line. 

11.  Where  mile  corners  are  established,  except  upon  meandered  por-

tioTis  of  the  line,  Lalf-mile  corners  will  also  be  established  in  the  manuer 
pr  scribed  for  the  establishment  of  quarter-section  corners  upon  the 
lines  of  public  surveys,  except  that  they  will  be  marked  upon  the  side 
facing  the  grant  with  the  initials  of  the  grant. 

12.'  Such  other  marks,  in  addition  to  those  above  described,  will  be 
placed  upon  the  corners  as  may  be  required  by  the  surveyor  general  in 
his  special  written. instructions. 

13.  As  far  as  practicable,  bearings  and  distances  must  be  taken  from 
each  of  the  corners  or  stations  to  two  or  more  trees,  or  prominent  natu- 
ral objects,  if  any,  within  a  convenient  distance,  in  the  same  manner  aa 
requireil  in  the  instructions  for  the  survey  of  public  lands,  and  such 
trees  or  objects  must  be  marked  with  the  initials  of  the  grant,  and  un- 
derneath same  the  letters  "  B.  T.,"  or  "  B.  O.,"  as  the  case  may  be. 

14.  Witness  corners  will'be  established,  where  necessary,  in  the  same 
manner  as  required  in  the  instructions  for  the  survey  of  public  lands. 

15.  In  all  cases  where  the  lines  of  the  grant  boundary  surveys  inter- 
sect the  established  lines  of  survey  of  public  lands  or  private  laud 
claims,  the  course  and  distance  from  such  point  of  intersection  to  the 
nearest  corner  on-  the  line  of  the  prior  survey  must  be  carefully  run, 
measured,  and  noted,  and,  wherever  necessary,  such  corner  must  be  re- 
established. 

16.  The  survey  of  a  private  land  claim  must  always  be  connected  by 
a  line  actually  run  and  measured  in  the  field  with  some  corner  of  the 
X^ublic  surveys,  if  any  such  have  been  established  within  a  distance  not 
exceeding  two  miles  from  any  point  on  the  boundary  lines  of  the  private 
land  claim. 

17.  Boundaries  or  portions  of  boundaries  of  previously  established 
grant  survey's,  which  also  form  a  portion  of  the  boundaries  of  the  claim 
to  be  surveyed,  will  be  adopted  so  far  as  common  to  both  grants,  but 
no  payment  will  be  made  for  such  common  boundaries  unless  it  is  nec- 
essary to  re-establish  same. 

18.  Before  commencing  the  survey  of  any  private  land  claim  the  dep- 
uty surveyor  will  be  furnished  from  the  records  of  the  surveyor-generaPa 
office  with  descriptive  diagrams  of  such  lines  and  corners  as  it  is  sup- 
posed his  survey  will  intersect,  or  with  which  it  may  be  necessary  to 
connect  same. 

19.  In  the  case  of  confirmed  grants  the  boundary  lines  must  be  sur- 
veyed and  established  in  strict  accordance  with  the  confirmatory  decree; 
and  in  the  case  of  unconfirmed  grants,  with  the  grant  calls,  and  the 
terms  of  concession.  The  field-notes  must  embrace  a  iiill,  clear,  and 
concise  statement  of  the  reasons  why  each  boundary  is  so  established, 
in  order  that  the  theory  of  the  deputy  may  appear  plain  to  any  one 
reading  the  same. 

20.  The  deputy  surveyor  must  return  with  the  field-notes  a  topo- 
graphicsil  map  or  plat  of  the  survey.  As  far  a«  practicable,  all  objects 
described  in  field-notes,  and  the  main  features  of  the  tract  surveyed, 
including  towns,  streams,  mountains,  roads,  &c.,  musib  be  protracted  on 
such  plat  as  accurately  a«  possible. 

21.  A  general  description  of  each  tract  must  be  given  at  the  end  of 
the  field-notes  of  the  survey  of  same,  which  description  must  embra<M5 
a  brief  statement  of  the  main  features  of  the  tract  surveyed,  character 
of  the  land,  timber,  and  other  natural  growth,  kinds  of  mineral,  if  any, 
population  of  towns  and  settlements,  characteristics  of  mountains, 
streams,  springs,  &c.,  and  such  other  data  as  may  be  of  importance. 

22.  The  field-note  books  must  embra<5e  a  list  of  assistants,  and  pre- 
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limiDarj  and  final  oaths,  as  required  in  the  instructions  for  the  survey 
of  pablic  lands. 

23.  Official  plats  of  the  survey  of  private  laud  claims  will  not  be  fur- 
Dished  to  any  person  until  the  cost  of  surveying  and  platting  same  shall 
have  been  paid  to  tbe  United  States. 

24.  All  protests  against  the  manner  of  survey  of  any  particular  gran^ 
must  be  made  in  writing,  setting  forth  fully  the  grounds  of  objections, 
aud  addressed  to  the  surveyor  general  of  the  district  within  which  such 
snrvey  was  made,  who  will  take  testimony  thereon,  if  necessary,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  **  Rules  of  Practice"  adopted  by  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  aud  forward  same,  together  with  his  recommendation  in 
the  preroise-s,  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office. 

25.  The  survey  of  each  private  land  claim  must  be  made  by  the  dep- 
uty surveyor  in  strict  a<5Cordance  with  the  instructions  herein  contained, 
and  such  special  instructions  as  may  be  given  him  in  each  particular 
case. 

The  extent  of  the  surveying  operations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1882,  payable  out  of  the  Congressional  appropriations,  and  indi- 
vidual deposits  for  the  sur\;ey  of  public  lands,  as  ])rovided  in  section 
2401  of  the  Uuited  States  Revised  Statutes,  as  reported  to  this  office, 
is  as  follows :

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1881,  making  appropria- 
tions for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  goveniment  for  the  year  ending 
June  30, 1882,  there  was  approjiriated  the  sum  of  $18,000  for  the  sur- 
vey of  ''correction  lines,  guide  meridians,  and  township  lines  in  the 
»trip  of  public  land  north  of  Texas,  aud  bouuded  on  the  north  by  the 
States  of  Colorado  and  Kansas."  • 

Under  said  appropriation,  and  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
hiterioT,  a  contract  was  made  by  this  office  August  26, 1881,  with  Kich- 
arcl  0.  Chaney,  of  Iowa,  and  William  W.  Smith,  of  Kansas,  for  the  sur- 
vey of  the  following  described  lines : 

Establish,  astronomically,  a  base  line  on  the  parallel  of  36^  30'  north 
latitude,  which  is  coincident  with  the  north  boundary  of  Texas,  be- 
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tween  the  lOOtli  and  103d  meridians  of  longitnde  west  from  Green- 
wich ;  also,  establish,  astronomically,  and  by  telegraphic  time  signals, 
a  principal  meridian  of  surveys,  to  be  known  as  the  Cimarron  meridian 
on  the  103d  meridian  of  longitude  west  from  Greenwich,  being  the  east- 
ern boundary  of  New  Mexico,  said  meridian  to  be  extended  from  the 
north  boundary  of  the  State  of  Texas  to  it«  intersection  with  the  south 
boundary  of  the  State  of  Colorado ;  also,  to  establish  the  necessary 
standard,  guide  meiidian,  and  township  exterior  lines  within  the  said  j 
public  land  strip,  provided  that  the  township  lines  first  located  shall  be 
within  such  part  of  said  public  land  as  is  most  eligible  for  settlement  or 
occupation,  and  that  the  gross  mileage  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  j 
$18,000.  Certain  metallic  corner  monuments  to  be  planted  at  the  end 
of  each  second  linear  mile  of  the  respective  lines  named.  I 

It  was  further  agreed  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  should  be  retained  out 
of  said  $18,000,  to  be  used  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  (xcneral  Land 
Office  in  making  such  examination  of  said  survey  in  the  field  as  should 
be  considered  necessary. 

The  returns  of  said  survey  have  lately  been  received,  and  are  under- 
going examination.  ,  ! 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  said  public  lands  are  not  within  any  organ-  j 
ized  surveying  or  land  district,  it  is  suggested  that  the  department 
recommend  to  Congress  the  passage  of  an  act  to  provide  for  attaching 
the  lands  to  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  for  the  purposes  of  subdivi- 
sional  surveys  under  the  United  States  surveyor  general,  and  the  dis- 
posal of  lands  thereafter  at  the  United  States  land  office  in  that  Terri- 
tory. 

For  the  details  of  the  surveying  operations  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  reference  is  mkde  to  the  accompanying  annual  reports,  in  e^  tenso 
(with  one  exception),  of  the  sixteen  surveyors  general,  of  which  the  fol 
lowing  synopsis  is  submitted: 

ARIZONA. 

I 

Under  the  assignment  of  $9,500  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the 
survey  of  the  public  lands,  two  contracts  were  awarded,  on  which 
$9,322.58  was  disbursed,  leaving  a  balance  of  $177.42. 

Kine  contracts,  aggregating  $23,020,  were  awarded  out  of  individual 
deposits  under  the  provisions  of  sections  2401-2403  Revised  Statutes 
United  States. 

Under  the  apportionment  of  $8,000  for  the  siu'vey  of  private  land 
claims  and  office  expenses,  two  contracts  were  made,  on  which  $308.23 
was  expended,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $3,334.59  of  the  ap- 
portionment ;  $4,800  was  assigned  for  office  expenses,  of  which  $4,357.18 
was  expended  for  the  salaries  of  translator  and  clerks  and  incidental 
exjienses,  leaving  a  balance  of  $442.82. 

The  appropriation  for  the  compensation  of  the  surveyor  general  aud 
his  clerks  was  $6,500 ;  that  for  incidental  expenses,  $1,500 ;  making  a 
total  of  $8,000.    Amount  expended,  $7,952.77  ;  balance,  $47.23. 

Of  the  fund  created  by  individual  deposits  for  office  work  in  the  sur- 
vey of  minhjg  claims  there  remained  on  hand  June  30, 1881,  a  balance 
of  $2,141.70 ;  amount  deposited  during  the  year  for  159  claims,  $4,710  ; 
making  an  aggregate  amount  of  $6,851.70.    Amount  expende<l  for  sala-  | 

ries  and  incidental  expenses,  $4,642.50 ;  unexpended  balance,  $2,209.20. 

Total  number  of  plats  made  during  the  year,  777,  of  which  209  were 
originais,  200  sent  to  local  land  offices,  50  to  the  department,  and  318         | 
to  claimants.  i 
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The  nnmber  of  miles  of  liDes  snrveyed  during  the  year  is  as  follows: 
Standard,  102 ;  township,  517;  section,  1,689 ;  traverse,  28;  meanders, 
10;  reservation  exteriors,  6 ;  private  land  claims,  24. 

Area  of  public  lauds  surveyed  during  the  year,  630,897.35  acres ;  of 
private  land  claims  and  town  sites,  5,774.33  acres;  mining  and  mill-site 
claims,  2,451.70  acres  ;  making  the  total  area  for  the  year  639,123.38 
acres;  area  surveyed  prior  to  June  30, 1881,  5,301,806.10  acres;  total 
to  June  30, 1 882,  5,940,929.48  acres.  ^ 

The  surveyor  general  is  of  the  opinion  that  Congress  should  provide 
for  an  early  survey  of  the  whole  Territory  into  townships,  which  would 
famish  mining  districts  with  convenient  corners  to  connect  surveys  of 
mines;  subdi visional  surveys  could  be  made  from  year  to  year  as  re- 
quired by  actual  settlers,  and  if  the  assignment  of  the  general  appro- 
pnatiou  did  not  suffice,  the  deposit  system  could  be  continued. 

The  time  is  coming  when  the  arid  lands  of  Arizona  will  be  offered  for 
sale  in  large  quantities,  at  a  low  price  per  acre,  upon  practicable  con- 
ditions, to  purchasers  who  have  the  means  to  procure  water  by  artesian 
pnK^as.  The  present  x)ublic  land  policy  as  applied  to  these  lands  is 
condemned  by  all  well-informed  people.  Excluding  tl^e  minerals  by  a 
clanse  in  the  patents,  these  lands  should  be  sold  in  townships  at  a  low 
price  to  any  one  who  would  buy  and  make  a  permanent  home  thereon, 
either  for  himself  or  others. 

It  is  not  desirable  that  so  much  land  should  be  occupied  by  useless 
lodian  and  military  reservations.  The  exterior  lines  of  the  San  Carlos 
and  White  Mountain  Indiati  reservations  should  be  surveyed  at  as  early 
a  date  as  possible.  By  reason  of  non-survey  disputes  have  arisen  year 
after  year  since  these  reservations  were  designated,  and  much  labor, 
property,  and  life  have  been  lost.  Until  the  exterior  lines  are  unmis- 
takably marked  in  a  permanent  manner,  these  disputes  will  continue. 

Coal  has  been  discovered  on  and  near  the  southern  line  of  the  San 
Carlos  Indian  reservation.  Abundant  and  cheap  fuel  is  a  great  want  in 
Arizona,  and  the  coal  fields  should  be  opened  up  to  public  uses — the 
sooner  the  better  for  the  Indians  and  all  concerned.  While  these  lands 
remain  in  dispute  dishonest  men  and  officials,  as  heretofore,  will  en- 
deavor to  turn  the  controversy  to  their  own  advantage. 

Three  Spanish  and  Mexican  private  land  claims  have  been  acted  upon 
diuing  the  year,  and  reported  as  follows:  ''El  Sopori,"  the  Sopori  Land 
aud  Mining  Company,  petitioners,  for  3IJ  square  leagues ;  title  pro- 
noQDoed  forged  and  invalid,  and  recommendation  made  that  the  claim 
be  rejected.  "Buena  Vista,"  F.  Marsh  and  T.  Driscoll,  petitioners,  for 
40  square  leagues,  the  greater  portion  lying  in  Sonora,  Mexico;  title 
found  genuine  and  confirmation  recommended.  ^'Kancho  de  Martinez,'' 
N.  Martinez  et  aL,  petitioners,  for  a  small  quantity  of  land ;  recommeu- 
(iatioQ  made  that  title  be  confirmed. 

Small  claims  for  more  or  less  land  still  remain  to  be  examined  and 
passed  upon,  owing  to  failure  of  claimants  to  present  their  claims.  No 
law  compels  them  to  ask  for  an  adjudication  of  title,  and  the  inaction 
of  Congress  on  claims  long  since  reported  under  existing  law  tends  to 
tllHcourage  sipplicants,  and  is  a  hardship,  not  only  upon  settlers  but 
owners  of  sound  titles,  the  confirmation  of  which  is  guaranteed  by  in- 
ternational treaty.  The  homes  of  20,000  people  in  Arizona  are  in  jeop- 
awly  because  of  private  land  claims,  some  of  which  have  not  been  pre- 
sented for  investigation,  and  owners  of  sound  grants  are  absolutely 
deprived  of  the  possession  of  their  property  by  squatters,  who  are  en- 
couraged by  Congressional  inaction. 

Congress  ought,  by  every  consideration  of  expediency  and  justice,  to 
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immediately  contii^m  or  reject  all  claims  report^.d  in  accordance  w^ith 
existing  law.  If  tbe  present  system  is  not  right  and  best,  enact  a  new 
law  and  cause  the  same  to  be  vigorously  enforced.  Not  only  the  treaty 
with  Mexico  but  sound  publig  policy  demands  that  Congress  should 
perform  this  obvious  duty. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  petitions  have  been  filed  i>raying^ 
for  investigation  of  the  rights  of  communities  of  Indians  to  lands. 
These  claims  are  not  based  upon  alleged  title  papers,  but  rely  upon  the 
^Maws,  usages,  and  customs  of  Spain  and  Mexico.'^  These  cases  should 
be  speedily  examined  and  reported.  If  the  Indian  rights  are  held  to 
be  valid  by  reason  of  long  occupation,  many  ])eople  will  lose  their  homes 
and  mining  rights  will  be  greatly  interfered  with,  though  no  title  to 
mines  passed  with  grants  under  the  Spanish  and  Mexican  system. 

Original  title  papers  and  records  relating  to  lands  in  Arizona  and 
Few  Mexico  are  liable  to  be  found  in  the  archives  of  the  Mexican  states 
of  Chihuahua,  Jalisco,  Sinaloa,  and  Sonora.  These  papers,  and  all 
others  referring  to  lands  anywhere  in  the  United  States,  ought  to  be 
surrendered  to  the  government,  and  full  copies  made  of  all  records  that 
cannot  be  detached. 

Arizona  is  a  prosperous  Territory,  notwithstanding  Indian  hostilities 
and  insecurity  of  property  on  the  border  of  another  nation.  She  is  yield- 
ing more  of  the  precious  metals  and  the  stockholders  in  her  productive 
mines  are  receiving  more  dividends  than  in  any  other  Territory.  Later 
developments  are  favorable  to  depth  and  x>ermauency  of  rich  ore  bodies. 

Copper  is  very  largely  and  profitably  produced,  and,  like  the  precious 
metals,  the  production  is  increasing. 

Three  overland  railroads  will  soon  be  spanning  the  Territory,  and 
several  short  roads  are  building  and  projected. 

CALIFORNIA. 

The  surve^^or  .general  reports  that  during  the  past  fiscal  year  he  made 
awards  of  contracts  for  surveys  as  follows :  Of  public  lands,  payable 
out  of  general  appropriation  for  surveys  thereof,  11;  of  private  laud 
claims,  payable  out  of  the  general  appropriation,  5 ;  of  public  lands, 
pavable  out  of  special  deposits  under  the  provisions  of  sections  2401- 
2403  United  States  Revised  Statutes,  43. 

Nine  private  land  claims  were  surveyed,  and  notices  of  surveys  pub- 
lished, as  required  b^^  law. 

Said  contracts  involved  the  subdivision,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  68 
townships,  under  the  general  appropriation,  and  of  227  townships,  under 
special  deposits. 

Number  of  mining  claims  surveyed,  182,  being  an  increase  of  22  over 
l>revious  year,  and  39  over  1879-'80. 

Nineteen  mineral  monuments  were  established  in  localities  too  remote 
from  corners  of  public  surveys  for  connection  therewith. 

The  number  of  miles  of  lines  surveyed  during  the  fiscal  year  is  as  fol- 
lows: Meridian,  878;  base,  478;  standard,  6,257;  township,  38,487 ;  sec- 
tion, 168,474;  meander,  3,731;  traverse,  28;  connecting,  II. 

Tlie  area  in  acres  surveyed  during  the  year  is  as  follows :  Public  lands, 
2,485,590.67;  confirmed  private  land  claims,  135,950.14;  Indian  reserva- 
tions, 25,560. 

Total  number  of  plats  made  during  the  year,  2,062,  of  which  40  were 
of  township  exteriors ;  583  of  subdivisions ;  810  of  quartz  and  placer 
claims;  32  of  private  land  claims;  sketches  for  deputies,  262;  miscel- 
laneous, 131;  sectional  diagrams,  204. 
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Total  nninber  of  transcripts  of  field-notes  made,  1,142,  averaging  37 
pages  eaeb,  of  which  231  were  transmitted  to  the  department,  and  911 
to  local  land  offices. 

The  amounts  of  special  deports  for  the  survey  of  public  lands  and 
office  work,  mining  claims,  &c.,  were  as  follows:  For  individual  sur- 
veys of  public  lands,  $219,205.58;  on  account  of  office  work  of  same, 
121,798.43;  for  office  work  on  surveys  of  mining  claims,  $8,291. 

The  amount  assigned  to  the  district  of  California  out  of  the  general 
appropriation  for  the  survej'  of  public  lands,  for  tlie  past  fiscal  year, 
was  $30,000.     Amount  expended,  $23,036.98;  balance,  $6,363.02. 

The  appropriation  for  tlie  survey  of  private  land  claims  was  $10,000; 
of  which  $5,830.80  was  expended;  balance  available,  $4,169.20. 

The  amount  apportioned  to  the  district  for  the  examination  of  surveys 
was  $800;  of  which  $535.25  was  expended,  leaving  a  balance  unex- 
pended of  $264.75. 

The  appropriation  of  $4,000  for  office  rent,  stationery,  pay  of  mes- 
senger, and  incidentals  was  fully  expended,  except  89  cents. 

The  appropriation  of  $35,000  for  the  salary  of  the  surveyor  general, 
and  the  comi^ensation  of  clerks  and  draughtsmen,  was  expended,  ex- 
<fepting  92  cent«. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  are  as  follows :  Extension  of  standard 
ami  exterior  lines,  $50,000 ;  subdivision  lines,  $40,000 ;  surveying  tim- 
ber lands,  $35,000;  surveying  private  land  claims  and  office  expenses, 
$10,000;  examination  of  surveys,  $5,000;  compensation  of  surveyor 
general,  clerks,  and  draughtsmen,  $23,000;  bringing  up  arrears  of  office 
work,  $10,000;  pay  of  messenger  and  incidentals,  $6,000;  reproduction 
of  original  Spanish  archives,  $5,000;  iron  monuments  for  corners  of 
public  surveys,  $3,000:  mineral  monuments,  $1,000. 

llie  surveyor  general  asserts,  with  great  force  and  justice,  that  no 
small  share  of  the  duties  of  his  office  consists  in  the  management  and 
supervision  of  hearings,  in  cases  of  contested  surveys  of  private  land 
claiois,  andjof  ca^es  where  the  State  of  California  claims  lands  as  swamp 
and  overflowed  which  were  not  so  returned  by  the  deputy  surveyor. 

VVith  the  view  of  showing  the  extent  of  some  of  the  labors  attendant 
u|K>n  the  discharge  of  his  official  dutiei),  the  surveyor  general  embodies 
in  his  annaal  report  the  reports  in  full  made  to  this  office  during  the 
past  year  of  three  private  land  claim  cases.  These  reports,  which  cover 
forty-nine  pages  of  closely-written  legal. cap,  are  omitted  from  this 
report. 

In  the  discharge  of  his  semi-judicial  duties  in  these  cases,  the  sur- 
veyor general  is  required  to  carefully  review  the  testimony  and  exhibits 
introduced,  search  for  authorities,  and  in  fact  exercise  all  the  care  re- 
quired for  the  rendering  of  the  final  decision;  and  all  of  this  work  in 
addition  to  current  official  duties,  which  of  themselves  demand  constant 
attention. 

The  surveyor  general  claims,  with  truth,  that — 

Without  a  soiitid  geueral  knowle4lge  of  the  surveying  laws  and  department  regula- 
tions and  rulings,  it  is  practically  impossible  for  that  officer  to  make  a  successftu  ad- 
■uiuistration  of  his  office,  or  to  conduct  its  business  so  as  to  give  even  partial  satisfac- 
tion. 

A  constant  and  watchful  care  is  required  over  surveys  of  public  lands, 
private  land  claims,  and  mining  claims.  The  decrees  of  confirmation 
of  location  and  departmental  orders  relative  to  resurveys  of  private 
laud  claims,  while  seemingly  clear  and  easily  adjusted,  owing  to  cir- 
euuistances  and  unknown  conditions  when  the  order  for  basis  of  survey 
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is  made,  are  often  found  to  be  very  difficnlt  wben  an  attempt  is  made 
to  execute  them  in  the  field,  on  account  of  the  conflicting  calls,  and  a 
careful  study  of  the  conflicting  matter  must  be  made  before  special 
instructions  can  be  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  the  deputy  sarTeyor. 
For  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  the  practical  workings  in  cases  of 
the  character  referred  to,  the  surveyor  general  submits  in  extenso  his 
report,  dated  June  16, 1881,  to  this  office,  in  the  matter  of  the  survey  of 
the  Pueblo  lands  of  San  Francisco,  which  required  an  examinatiou  in 
the  field  by  two  skilled  engineers,  the  construction  of  a  map,  and  the 
preparation  of  the  elaborate  report  as  given,  before  survey  could  be 
made.    This  is  also  omitted  from  this  report. 

COLORADO. 

The  assignment  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  made  to  this  district  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882, 
was  $19,000.  Six  contnicts,  aggregating  $16,990.03,  were  awarded. 
Estimated  cost  of  unfinished  contracts,  $2,009.97. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  made  daring  the  year,  $311,329.14,  of 
which  $298,244.14  was  for  field  work,  and  $13,085  for  office  work. 
Amount  paid  contracting  deputy  surveyors,  $90,653.76 ;  paid  depositors 
excess  ol'  deposits,  $918. 

Amount  paid  deputy  surveyors  on  contracts  made  prior  to  July  1, 
1881,  but  completed  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  $204,919.02. 

Amount  paid  on  unfinished  contracts  during  the  year,  $45,426.78. 
F^stimated  amount  of  surveys  not  completed  June  30,  1882,  $125,379. 

Seven  town-sites  were  surveyed,  for  which  $400  was  deposited  and 
expended. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-five  townships  were  surveyed  west  of  the 
sixth  principal  meridian,  and  99  townships  east  and  west  of  the  Xew 
Mexico  meridian. 

Kumber  of  mining  claims  surveyed  during  the  past  year,  1,895,  as 
against  1,287  for  the  previous  year — an  increase  of  nearly  fifty  per  cent. 

The  balance  on  hand,  July  1, 1881,  of  special  deposits  for *the  salaries 
of  clerks  and  incidentals,  was  $758.04 ;  drafts  received  from  the  treas- 
urer, $61,500;  disallowed  voucher,  $125;  total,  $62,384.04;  amount  of 
expenditures,  $56,331.43;  balance  on  hand,  $6,051.61. 

The  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor  general 
and  clerks  was  fully  expended,  except  $3.78. 

The  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses  was  $1,500.  On  July  1 , 
1881,  a  deficiency  existed  of  $201.66,  which,  added  to  chepast  yearns  ex- 
penses of  $1,774.65,  amounted  to  $1,976.31,  including  a  balance  due  the 
surveyor  general,  June  30,  1882,  of  $476.31. 

The  amounts  of  special  deposits  on  account  of  office  work  made  during 
the  year  are  as  follows:  Balance  in  treasury,  July  1,  1881,  $15,125;  for 
mineral  surveys,  $45,828:  for  land  surveys,  $13,085;  total,  $74,125. 
Disbursements  were  as  follows :  Bequisitions  on  treasurer,  $61,500 ;  re- 
turns of  deposit,  $325;  balance  in  treasury,  June  30, 1882,  $12,300. 

The  surveyor-general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  are  as  follows :  Salaries  of  the  surveyor 
general  and  his  clerks,  $11,300;  surveys  of  561  miles  of  standard  line^^ 
1,494  miles  of  exterior  lines,  2,700  miles  of  section  lines,  $55,932 ;  reut^ 
stationery,  messenger,  &c.,  $4,000 ;  total  estimates,  $71,232. 

The  surveyor  general  states  that  his  estimate  of  appropriation  for  the 
extension  of  public  surveys  is  important  on  account  of  the  opening  to 
settlement  of  the  late  reservation  of  the  Uncompahgre  and  White  River 
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Utes,  under  the  act  approved  July  28, 1882.  If  the  public  surveys  are 
completed  all  of  the  desirable  portions  of  the  reservation  will  be  entered 
at  the  land  office  within  six  mouths.  At  present  the  settlers  are  crowd- 
log  in  and  erecting  cabins  on  their  selections  with  remarkable  rapidity. 

The  year  has  been  prosperous  throughout  the  State.  The  unusually 
heavy  and  continued  rains  have  proved  a  blessing  to  the  stock-raisers^ 
and  the  range  is  better  than  ever  before. 

The  mining  camps  all  give' evidences  of  healthy  growth  and  increased 
productiveness. 

The  railway  extensions  are  being  pushed  with  vigor.  Denver  wiH  be 
in  direct  communication  with  Salt  Lake  City  via  the  Denver  and  liio 
Grande  Railway  by  January  1, 1883. 

The  Denver  and  New  Orleans  Eailway  is  completed  to  Pueblo,  and 
extending,  via  the  Trinidad  coal  fields,  to  a  connection  with  the  Fort 
Worth  and  Denver  CitJ'  Railway  on  the  Canadian  River  in  the  Pan 
Handle  of  Texas.  When  completed  merchants  may  import  goods,  via 
New  Orleans  and  Galveston,  in  bond  to  Denver. 

The  construction  of  the  High  Line  Canal,  irrigating  thousands  of  acres 
of  sterile  land,  has  given  fresh  impetus  to  fruit-growing  and  tree-culture. 
Nearly  every  acre  thus, redeemed  and  prospectively  by  the  extension  of 
the  canal  has  been  taken  up  by  actual  settlers. 

Mineral  surveying  was  suspended  in  many  localities  by  reason  of 
heavy  rains  and  late  snows,  which  continued  from  January  to  July. 
Notwithstanding  these  drawbacks  the  business  of  the  smrveyor  general's 
office  shows  a  satisfactory  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Mining  claimants  are  anticipating  a  reduction  by  Congress  in  the  cost 
of  procuring  patents  for  mineral  claims,  by  permitting  one  survey  to  in- 
clude any  number  of  lodes  lying  contiguous  and  owned  by  the  same 
{tarties. 

The  surveyor  general  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriation 
for  the  contingent  fund  is  insufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  office, 
the  rent  alone  consuming  nearly  the  whole  amount,  leaving  the  salary 
of  the  messenger  in  arrears  every  quarter. 

DAKOTA. 

Returns  were  received  under  twenty  contracts,  which  .were  reported 
aufinished  at  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year,  one  contract  only  being 
replaced  by  a  new  one  by  reason  of  expiration  of  time.  Total  cost  of 
said  surveys,  including  retracement^,  $62,580.44 ;  number  of  miles  of 
lines  run,  5,912. 

TTnder  the  assignment  of  $31,400  to  the  district  of  the  general  appro- 
priation for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands,  seven  contracts  were 
awarded.  Aggregate  cost  at  close  of  year,  $29,010.27;  balance  on 
hand  to  the  credit  of  unfinished  contracts,  $2,389.73.  Returns  under 
five  contracts  have  been  received  and  the  accounts  audited  and  closed. 

Twenty-four  contracts  for  surveys  under  special  deposits  were 
:iwarded.  Liability,  $20,450.35 ;  estimated  number  of  miles  to  be  run, 
-,386.  Returns  have  been  received  under  thirteen  contracts,  and  the 
accounts  closed. 

Plats  and  descriptive  lists  of  139  townships  were  transmitted  to  the 
department  and  local  land  offices. 

Total  number  of  acres  opened  to  entry  during  the  fiscal  year, 
1^932,168.14;  add  the  area  of  1,145  townships  previouslv  reported, 
23,806^1.41,  making  a  total  of  26,737,519.55  acres. 

The  total  amount  of  individual  deposits  for  surveys  under  the  pro- 
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visionn  of  sections  2401-'03  Revised  Statutes  United  States  daring  the 
year  was  $57,348,  of  which  $53,413  wba  for  field  work  and  $3,935  for 
office  work. 

Thirty-six  mining  claims  were  surveyed ;  amount  deposited  for  office 
work  on  same,  $1,080.  Thirteen  mining  surveys  reported  unfinished  at 
date  of  last  report  were  completed. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  surveys  during  the  year  are  as  follows: 
Of  prinei]ml  lines,  622;  township  lines,  2,114;  section  and  connection 
lines,  8,180;  meanders,  307.  Total  cost  for  field  work,  including  re- 
traoements,  $112,041.36. 

The  appropriation  of  $8,500  for  the  salaries  of  the  sur>'eyor- general 
and  his  clerks  was  fully  expended,  as  was  also  the  appropriation  of 
$1,500  for  contingent  expenses. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $5U0  for  the  examination  of  surveys,  $447. lO 
was  expended,  leaving  a  balance  reverting  to  the  Treasury  of  $52.90. 

Of  the  fund  created  by  deposits  by  individuals  for  office  work  in 
connection  with  the  survey  of  )mblic  lands  end  mining  claims,  a  bal- 
ance of  $3,238.95  remained  on  hand  July  1,  1881 ;  amount  deposited 
during  the  year  on  account  of  agricnltural  surveys,  $3,935 ;  mineral 
work,  $1,080;  making  a  total  of  $8,253.95,  of,  which  $4,750  was  dis- 
bursed, leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $3,503.95.' 

Nineteen  United  States  deputy  surveyors  and  twelve  deputy  mineral 
surveyors  hold  commissions  in  the  district  of  Dakota. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as  follows:  Salaries  of  the  sur- 
veyor general  and  his  clerks,  $11,400 ;  rent  of  office,  messenger,  and 
incidentals,  $2,200;  survey  of  principal  lines,  $6,480;  township  lines, 
$  1 1,520  ;  subdivision  lines,  $57,600.  Total  for  office  expenses,  $  13,600 ; 
for  field  work,  $75,600. 

The  assignment  for  Dakota  of  the  appropriation  for  public  surveys 
for  the  current  fiscal  year  ($40,000)  is  below  what  the  surveyor  general 
anticipated,  and  will  fail  to  accommodate  the  unprecedented  immig^ra- 
tion  which  is  now  filling  the  Territor3' .  In  many  instances  settlements 
have  been  made  upon  unsurveyed  lands. 

Keferring  to  his  estimates  as  submitted,  the  surveyor  general  hopes 
that  th©  claims  of  the  Territory  will  be  duly  considered. 

Gro))s  are  excellent,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  immigration  next 
season  will  greatly  exceed  that  of  the  present. 

Owing  to  climatic  changes,  much  of  tbe  country  formerly  known  as 
the  ''bud  lands"  is  now  valuable  and  productive. 

The  surveyor  general  regrets  the  reduction  of  the  rates  for  surveying^, 
as  tbe  services  of  mei)  of  ability  cannot  be  ])rocured  unless  with  the  ex- 
pectation of  a  reasonable  ]>rotit.  With  work  the  entire  season  and  no 
drawbacks  Bome  )>rofit  at  present  rates  is  possible ;  but  appropriations 
for  surveys  are  usually  maJe  available  during  the  middle  of  the  survey- 
ing season,  and  the  winter  season  thus  divides  the  time  for  executing 
an  ordinary  contract,  thereby  causing  expense  and  delay. 

FLORIDA. 

Only  one  contract  for  surveys  under  the  general  appropriation  was 
made  dunng  the  past  fincal  year,  and  that  lor  the  subdivision  of  nine 
townslii]m  in  South  Floi  ida,  lying  west  and  south  of  the  "  Big  Cypress." 
The  coniract  was  not  completed,  owing  to  unforeseen  difficulties.  Three 
tOAvnships  were  subdivided,  embracing  an  area  of  50,600  acres. 
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Under  special  instractions  one  contract  was  made  and  completed  for 
the  extension  of  the  south  boundary  of  the  Haul-over  Canal. 

Five  contracts,  involving:  $184,  were  made  under  the  provisions  of 
•ections  2401-2403,  Revised  Statutes  United  States. 

Two  small  contracts,  which  were  awarded  in  1876  and  1879,  have 
been  closed ;  also  two  contracts,  aggregating  $6,416,  awarded  in  1880 
and  1881.  The  returns  under  said  contracts  have  been  transmitted  to 
the  department.    ' 

Sixty-nine  township  plats  were  prepared  during  the  year,  of  which 
28  were  transmitted  to  the  department  and  41  to  the  local  land  office. 

Forty-seven  transcripts  of  held  notes  were  prepared,  examined,  and 
approved ;  350  descriptive  lists  of  corners  and  of  soil,  timber,  &c.,  were 
prepared. 

The  amount  apportioned  for  the  examination  of  surveys,  $539.84,  was 
flilly  expended. 

The  arrears  of  office  work  consist  of  the  following:  2,008  descriptive 
lists  of  comers  and  of  soil,  timber,  &c. ;  improved  indexes  of  swamp- 
land selections :  private  land  claims  surveyed;  and  Spanish  archives 
relating  to  land  matters. 

The  surveyor  general  estimates  that  there  yet  remains  unsurveyed  in 
the  district  of  Florida  1,345,798.47  acres  of  public  lands,  including 
5,958  acres  embraced  in  a  military  reservation,  and  exclusive  of  Santa 
Rosa  Island,  area  unknown. 

The  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1884,  are  as  follows :  For  the  survey  of  public  lands,  $12,000 ; 
salaries  of  surveyor  general,  clerks,  and  draughtsmen,  $6,200;  inspec- 
tion of  surveys,  $500;  incidental  expenses,  $1,000. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  contingent  expenses  was  expended, 
except  $1.14. 

Number  of  lineal  miles  of  surveys  under  the  general  appropriation 
during  the  past  year,  332,  at  a  cost  of  $2,886. 

The  appropriation  of  $4,800  for  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor  general 
and  clerks  was  expended,  except  $3.87. 

The  surveyor  general  states  that  in  his  last  annual  report  he  called 
the  attention  of  the  dei>artment  to  the  arrears  of  work  in  his  office,  and 
the  necessity  of  a  larger  clerical  force.  With  that  view  he  had  reduced 
the  s-alaries  of  his  clerks  and  employed  an  additional  one,  thus  keeping 
vithio  the  appropriation.  He  refers  to  Statement  H  to  show  the 
amount  of  work  pertbrnied. 

The  business  of  the  t»ffice  has  increased  in  many  respects,  especially 
in  correspondence,  which  increase  is  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  instruct- 
ing applicants  for  surveys  under  special  deposits  how  to  make  out 
their  applications  in  proper  form.  In  certain  sections  of  the  State, 
where  the  tide  of  immigration  has  set  in,  the  correspondence  has  been 
materially  augmented  by  reason  of  the  inquiries  of  the  new  settlers. 

There  is  in  the  surveyor  general's  office  a  multitude  of  Spanish  docu- 
ments relating  to  grants  of  land  in  the  district  of  Florida.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  these  documents  be  translated  and  entered  in  books  for 
the  purpose,  thereby  making  useful  records.  With  the  present  clerical 
force  and  the  cuirent  work  of  the  office  no  arrears  can  be  brought  up. 

No  inspection  of  surveys  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  lor  the 
T^'dsou  that  no  assignment  of  appropriation  was  awarded  to  this  district 
for  that  spec]  tic  purpose. 

Nninerous  letters  received  state  that  no  evidences  exist  in  the  field 
of  many  surveys  alleged  to  have  been  heretofore  made.  As  corrobora- 
^veof  theiie  allegations  relative  to  said  surveys,  the  surveyor  general 
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submits  the  afBdavlts  of  W.  D.  Mizell,  A.  O.  Boberts,  M.  B.  Given,  and 
John  Otto  Fries,  the  last  three  surveyors  and  civil  engineers,  and  ac- 
tual residents  of  Orange  County,  Florida.  Said  affidavits  detail  the  en- 
tire absence  of  all  traces  or  indications  of  survey  in  township  2I.8oath, 
range  32  east.  It  is  stated  on  high  authority  that  at  no  time  in  the 
previous  history  of  the  State  has  there  been  so  many  cases  of  defective 
titles  before  the  Supreme  Court  as  at  present.. 

It  is  all  very  well  for  the  government  to  say  that  thes^survey/S/ha^ue 
been  made ;  that  the  returns  of  surveys  are  on  file  in  designated  places ; 
that  no  further  steps  can  be  taken  officially  in  the  matter,  but  that  the 
aggrieved  parties,  under  proper  application,  can  have  the  lines  of  sur- 
vey' re-established  in  accordance  with  the  field-notes  at  their  own  ex- 
pense. Such  official  action  does  not  accord  justice  to  the  immigrant 
who  has  in  good  faith  entered  or  purchased  lands  from  the  government, 
and  now  finds  himself  totally  adrift,  miles  from  his  lands  as  entered  at 
the  local  land  office. 

The  government,  at  its  own  expense,  should  establish  the  lines  and 
corners  of  the  surveys  in  townships  of  the  character  stated,  and  the 
surveyor  general  suggests  that  the  attention  of  Congress  be  called  to 
the  matter. 

With  the  view  of  closing  up  the  surveys  west  of  the  meridian,  the 
surveyor  general  deems  it  necessary  to  make  contracts  for  the  subdi- 
vision of  all  lands  in  that  section  over  which  exterior  lines  were  ex- 
tended, in  addition  to  those  now  under  contract;  also,  to  extend  ex- 
terior township  lines  over  the  cpuntry  south  and  west  of  the  *'  Big  Cy- 
press,'' to  Cape  Sable,  provided,  on  inspection,  the  lands  are  found  to 
be  as  represented.  « 

The  tide  of  immigration  to  the  southern  portion  of  Florida  seems  im- 
probable ;  yet  the  fact  is  apparent  and  unparalleled  that  crowds  of  ac- 
tual settlers  are  settling  in  that  portion  of  the  State.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  is  necessary  that  the  public  surveys  be  extended  with 
as  little  delay  as  practicable. 

The  estimates  submitted  for  the  surveying  service  and  clerk  hire  are 
deemed  the  very  lowest  commensurate  with  the  public  interest. 

IDAHO. 

The  surveyor  generaFs  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as  follows".  Surveying  400  miles 
of  standard  lines,  maximum  rates,  $6,400 ;  300  miles  of  exterior  lines, 
maximum  rates,  $4,200 ;  1,080  miles  of  subdivision  lines,  maximum 
rates,  $10,800;  300  miles  of  exterior  lines,  minimum  rates,  $3,000; 
1,200  miles  of  subdivision  lines,  minimum  rates,  $9,600 ;  total  for  sur- 
vey s,  $42,300.  Ofiice  expenses :  Salary  surveyor  general,  $3,000 ;  clerks, 
$3',300;  rent,  messenger,  &c.,  $2,000;  total,  $8,300. 

A  deficiency  of  $200.24  due  John  B.  David,  deputy  surveyor,  under 
his  contract  No.  80,  dated  May  18,  1880,  remains  unpaid.    . 

The  a])proiiriatiou  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor 
general  and  his  clerks  for  the  past  year  was  $5,000 ;  amount  of  special 
deposits  for  ofiice  work,  $1,770.66;  making  a  total  of  $6,770.66.  Die- 
bursements  amounted  to  $0,485.98.  A  balance  of  the  appropriation, 
$284.68,  reverted  to  the  Treasury. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  incidental  expenses,  in  addition  to 
$140.63  from  account  of  special  deposits,  was  fully  expended. 

The  assignment  of  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  public  lands  was 
$13,000,  of  which  $5,582.02  was  reported  for  payment  on  two  contracts, 
leaving  a  balance^of  $7,417.98  covered  by  existing  contracts. 
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Three  contracts  under  the  appropriation  were  made  daring  the  year. 
The  surveys  under  one  contract  have  been  comi>letcd  and  returns  trans- 
nutted.  Under  the  other  two  contracts  the  deputies  are  now  in  the 
field. 

Two  contracts  were  awarded  under  special  deposits,  but  have  been 
suspended.    One  town  site  (Bellevue)  was  surveyed. 

Ninety  descriptive  plats  were  made  during  the  year,  of  which  36 
were  originals,  36  transmitted  to  the  department,  and  18  to  the  district 
land  offices.  Descriptive  lists  of  18  townships  were  also  transmitted 
to  district  land  offices. 

The  area  of  lands  surveyed  during  the  year  is  as  follows :  Public 
laiidH,  embraced  in  18  townships,  223,260.77  acres  ;  previously  reported, 
pabhc  lands,  449  townships,  7,304,663.78  acres ;  Indian  reservation,  37 
townships,  464,907.28  acres ;  making  the  total  area  surveyed  7,992,831.83 
acres. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  on  account  of  office  work  on  102  mineral 
claims,  $3,007.  Sixty  mining  claims  were  surveyed,  platted,  Hud  ap- 
proved during  the  year. 

Amount  of  individual  deposits  under  the  provisions  of  sections  2401- 
2403  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  for  thesurvey  of  public 
land,  $25,656 ;  for  office  work,  $2,010. 

The  surveyor  general  calls  attention  to  his  estimates  for  the  survey- 
ing service  for  the  ensuing  liscal  year,  and  is  confident  that  the  amount 
eMimated  will  be  required  to  meet  the  wants  of  actual  settlers. 

Two  railroads — the  Xorthern  Pacific  and  the  Oregon  Short  Line — 
are  being  energetically  pushed  through  the  Territory ;  consequently  a 
large  immigration  is  flowing  in  to  occupy  its  fertile  lands. 

During  the  i>astyear  the  T6rritory  has  been  prosperous  in  all  branches 
of  its  business.  A  large  number  of  rich  paying  mines  have  been  discov- 
ered; prospecting  and  the  development  of  mining  claims  are  being  cjir- 
riedon  with  activity,  which  will  be  increased  by  the  completion  of  the 
railroails  now  in  process  of  construction. 

LOUISIANA. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  1881,  four  contracts  for  surveys,  under  the 
as8ignment  of  $12,000  for  i>ublic  surveys  of  that  year,  remained  un- 
finished, which  were  completed  during  the  past  year. 

Under  the  apportionment  of  $13,000,  made  to  this  district  for  surveys 
of  the  public  lands  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  six  con- 
tracts were  awarded,  four  of  which  have  been  completed.  Estimated 
liability,  $12,700;  amount  paid  out,  $12,441.57;  balance  to  credit  of 
unfinished  contracts,  $558.43. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  survey  of  public 
lands  made  during  the  year,  $6,730.  Four  contracts  were  awarded, 
two  of  which  have  been  completed. 

The  number  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  copies  of  same  made  is  as  fol- 
lows: Originals,  37;  sent  to  the  department,  37;  to  district  land  office, 
49:  to  State  land  office,  51.    Total  number  of  plats,  124;  diagrams,  49. 

The  surveyor  general  submits  a  statement  of  the  arrears  of  work  in 
liis  office  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Field  notes  of  177  townships  have  been  transcribed  and  forwarded 
to  the  department  during  the  past  year.  Notes  of  444  townships  yet 
remain  to  be  copied. 

Patent  plats,  in  duplicate,  have  been  compiled  for  24  private  land 
Haim8,  leaving  about  5,949  claims  for  which  plats  are  to  be  executed.

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The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as  follows:  For  section,  private 
land  claim,  and  meander  lines  in  the  southeastern  district,  $6,800 ;  sub- 
dividing 30  townships  east  of  principal  meridian  and  40  townships  west 
of  principal  meridian,  in  the  southwestern  district,  $59,000;  to  com- 
plete surveys  in  the  Greensburg  district,  $2,400 ;  total  for  surveys, 
$68,200.  For  salaries  of  the  surveyor  general  and  clerks,  $11,800. 
For  contingent  expenses,  including  the  reproduction  and  preservation 
of  old  and  worn  township  plats,  $3,800. 

The  last  fiscal  year  was  not  favorable  to  field  work  in  Louisiana. 
The  drought  beginning  in  July,  with  heavy  and  continuous  rains  in 
November,  followed  by  overflows  and  freshets  in  winter  and  toward 
spring,  caused  great  calamities  and  losses  in  the  low  regions,  and 
greatly  aft'ected  the  surveying  service. 

The  special  deposits  were  for  the  resurvey  of  townships  in  the  north- 
western and  southwestern  districts,  principally  in  the  pine  timber 
belt. 

This  pine  forest,  which  covers  a  great  part  of  the  southwestern  por- 
tion of  the  State,  has  been  for  some  time  past  the  object  of  great  inter- 
est, especially  to  lumber  men  from  the  Northwest. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  this  region  by  former  surveyors 
general,  and  its  entire  resurvey  has  been  justified  and  demanded  on 
grounds  of  policy  and  justice.  It  has  been  held  that  if  all  these  lands 
were  resurveyed  and  the  lines  and  corners  well  established  and  marked, 
so  that  land  seekers  could  traverse,  identify,  and  select,  the  result 
would  be  their  early  sale  by  the  government. 

So  far  as  the  resurveys  have  been  completed  in  the  pine  belt  the 
cash  sales  have  been  unprecedented,  which  seems  to  justify  the  an- 
ticipations. 

An  approximate  estimate  of  cash  sales,  scrip,  and  warrant  locations 
for  the  past  fiscal  year,  in  three  of  the  four  old  land  districts,  gives  the 
total  as  $407,914.20. 

In  the  southwestern  district,  where  the  small  allotments  for  resurveys 
were  chiefly  expended,  the  receipts  from  cash  sales  during  the  past 
year  were  $395,464.34.  In  the  Greensburg  and  northwestern  districts, 
which  contain  immense  pineries  and  where  no  resurveys  have  been 
made,  the  disposition  of  lands  has  been  much  more  limited. 

The  uusurveyed  belt  in  the  southwestern  district,  from  ten  to  twenty- 
five  miles  in  width  and  extending  along  the  seacoast  from  the  Ver- 
million Bay  to  the  Sabine  River,  demands  attention.  Township  lines 
should  be  extended  over  this  tract,  with  special  modes  of  inonumenta- 
tion,  especially  in  regard  to  corner  boundaries. 

In  the  southeastern  district,  embracing  the  Houmas  claim,  where 
public  surveys  w^ere  enjoined  through  the  United  States  court  by  the 
claimants  of  the  William  Conway  division  of  the  Houmas  claim,  an  ad- 
verse decision  to  claimants  was  rendered  in  June  last,  but  an  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  necessitates  the  entire  sus- 
pension of  the  work. 

In  the  northwestern  district  there  is  much  complaint  on  account  of 
the  obliteration  of  old  landmarks  in  the  early  surveys,  especially  iu  the 
pine  timber  regions  where  new  settlements  are  extending. 

The  usage  of  years  has  been  to  furnish  the  State  land  ofiice  of  Louis- 
iana, gratuitously,  with  certified  copies  of  township  plats  containing 
swamp-land  selections ;  also,  duplicates  of  lists  of  selections  as  fast 
as  made  and  reported  to  the  department.    Its  continuance  is  now 
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demanded  by  reasou  of  long  usage,  and  in  violation  of  law^;  but  the 
surveyor- general  claims  tbat  his  clerical  force  being  so  limited  and 
their  regular  duties  constant  and  urgent,  this  gratuitous  labor  cannot 
be  performed  for  the  State  without  sacrificing  the  public  interests. 


MINNESOTA. 

The  surveys  embraced  in  contracts  made  under  the  apportionment  of 
the  jjeneral  approx^riation  of  June  16,  1880,  which  were  not  completed 
at  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report,  have  been  finished,  the  returns 
examined  and  approved,  and  transcripts  forwarded  to  the  department. 
The  balance  of  the  appropriation  was  $8,040.85;  amount  expended, 
$7,956.1« ;  balance,  $84.69. 

The  assignment  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  the 
public  lands,  made  to  this  district  for  the  fiscal  y^ear  ending  June  30, 1882, 
was  $16,000.  Seven  contracts  were  awarded,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
115,700,  of  which  four  were  completed.  Amount  paid  out,  $3,386.57, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $12,613.43  to  be  applied  on  unfinished  contracts. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  survey  of  pub- 
lie  lands  made  during  the  year,  $28,424.08,  of  which  $25,498.03  was  for 
field  work  and  $2,926  tor  office  work.  Twenty  six  contracts  were 
awarded,  of  which  21  have  been  returned  as  completed. 

The  number  of  plats  made  is  as  follows :  Originals,  26 ;  sent  to  de- 
partment, 26  ;  to  district  land  office,  23;  total,  75. 

Area  of  public  lands  surveyed  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1882,  479,538.80  acres;  number  of  acres  previously  purveyed,  40,814,- 
238.42;  total  number  of  acres  surveyed  to  date,  41,293,777.22. 

Total  number  of  miles  run  and  marked  in  26  townhips  during  the 
year,  2,590,  consisting  of  1,783  miles  of  section  and  meander  lines,  206 
miles  of  standard  lines,  556  miles  of  township  lines,  and  44  miles  of  re- 
traced towuship  lines. 

The  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor  general 
and  clerks  was  all  expended  except  $85.64. 

The  statement  of  account  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  office 
work  during  the  j'ear  is  as  follows :  Balance  on  hand  July  1,  1881, 
$2.58.55;  amount  of  advances  received,  $1,261.55;  balance  unexpended, 
8468. 

The  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses  was  $1,500.  Amount  paid 
out,  $1,330.86;  balance  returned  to  Treasury,  $169.14. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as  follows :  For  75  miles  of  standard 
lines,  $1,200;  600  miles  of  township  lines,  $8,400;  subdivision  of  30 
townships,  $l«,000;  meander  lines,  $9,600;  total  for  field  work,  $37,200; 
8alaries  of  the  surveyor  general  and  clerks,  $10,000;  contingent  ex- 
]>enses,  $1,5(K). 

The  execution  of  surveys  during  the  past  year  was  greatly  delayed 
by  the  extremely  bad  weather,  which  continued  during  the  fall  and  win- 
ter; also  by  the  dense  timber  and  undergrowth  which  extends  through- 
out the  entire  region  surveyed. 

The  amount  of  office  work  in  arrears  has  been  considerably  reduced 
during  the  past  year,  while  the  amount  of  current  official  work  has  been 
largely  increased.  A  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  work  has  been  per- 
formed, of  which  no  detailed  statement  can  be  given. 
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MONTANA. 

During  tlie  past  fiscal  year,  under  the  assignment  of  $20,000  of  the 
general  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands,  three  contracts 
were  awarded.    Amount  of  disbursements,  $19,727.74. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  survey  of  the  i)ub- 
lic  lands  during  the  past  year,  $4,330,  of  which  $4,080  was  for  field 
work  and  $250  for  office  work.    Three  contracts  were  awarded. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  office  work  on  miueral 
surveys,  $6,575.  Number  of  mining  surveys  approved  during  the  year 
227,  as  against  167  the  previous  year. 

Number  of  acres  surveyed  during  the  year,  234,1 02.00 ;  surveyed  prior 
to  June  30,  1881,  11,532,577.75;  area  of  mining  claims  on  unsurvejed 
land,  2,314.65;  total,  11,768,995. 

The  number  of  linear  miles  run  and  marked  during  the  year  is  as  fol- 
lows: Standard,  townsliip,  section,  &c.,  lines  (no  timber),  1,810,  at 
a  cost  of  $18,01^.85;  136  miles  of  standard,  township,  section,  &c.,  lines 
(through  timber),  at  a  cost  of  $1,814.99;  total,  $19,830.84;  addiug^  of- 
fice and  incidental  expenses,  $8,784.18,  makes  the  total  cost  of  1,946 
miles  of  survey  $28,615.02. 

Number  of  plats  made  during  Ihe  year,  772,  of  which  26  were  origi- 
nals; 251  sent  to  the  department;  241  to  local  laud  office;  242  for  post- 
ing on  claims;  6  sent  to  claimants,  and  6  tracings. 

The  statement  of  account  of  approiiriation  for  the  salaries  of  the  sur- 
veyor general  and  employes,  as  expended,  is  as  follows:  Amount  re- 
ceived per  drafts,  $7,700.12;  amount  expended,  $7,696.30;  amount  to 
credit  of  Treasury,  $3.42. 

The  statement  of  account  of  amounts  expended  under  the  appropria- 
tion for  contingencies  is  as  follows:  Amount  received, $1,551.39,  which 
was  full}^  disbursed. 

The  amounts  expended  from  the  fund  of  special  deposits  by  individ- 
uals on  account  of  salaries  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882, 
are  as  follows :  Balance  from  previous  year,  $125.24;  amount  received 
from  Treasury  per  drafts,  $7,350 ;  total,  $7,475.24 ;  amount  expended, 
$7,375.15;  balance  unexpended,  $101.09. 

The  assignment  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  the 
public  lands  was  expended,  excepting  $3,000,  in  the  Yellowstone  Val- 
ley, in  the  neighborhood  of  Miles  City  and  Glendive. 

None  of  the  work  has  been  inspected — an  undesirable  omission, 
which  may  be  remedied  during  the  present  year. 

The  population  of  Montana  is  estiuMited  at  55,000.  The  increase  of 
the  last  two  years  was  made  up  wholly  of  the  producing  classes  at- 
tracted by  the  progress  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

The  rich  valleys  of  the  Judith,  Musselshell,  Tongue  River,  Yellow- 
stone, and  many  others  have  engaged  the  attention  of  stockmen  gen- 
erally, who  have  moved  their  ranches  from  Wyoming  and  other  i)oints 
to  Montana.  Stock-raising  is  an  important  industry,  and  is  growing* 
rapidly. 

The  advance  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  during  the  present 
season  has  been  rapid  and  of  decided  benefit  to  the  Territory.  .  In  Au- 
gust, 1882  (date  of  report),  the  termini  of  the  advancing  lines  were,  re- 
spectively, 235  east  and  280  miles  west  of  Helena — a  gap  of  516  miles. 
At  the  close  of  the  present  season  the  road  will  be  in  operation  to  Boze- 
man,  110  miles  east  from  Helena. 

The  Utah  and  Northern  Branch  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  has 
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been  extended  to  Deer  Park,  40  milea  west  of  Helena,  and  is  being  ex- 
tended north  to  a  connection  with  the  Northern  Pacific  Bailroad. 

With  the  opening  of  another  season  Montana  will  receive  a  material 
increase  of  population  from  immigrants.  Here  is  an  immense  territory, 
with  a  larger  proportictfi  of  productive  lands  open  to  settlement  than  in 
any  other  equal  area  of  the  United  States.  A  marked  feature  in  her 
present  development  is  the  large  immigration  from  the  far  west;  and 
the  strange  spectacle  is  witnessed,  for  the  first  time  in  the  settlement  ol 
any  Territory,  that  of  two  streams  of  population  moving  in,  one  from 
the  east  and  the  other  from  the  west. 

To  provide  for  immigration  large  areas  should  be  subdivided.  It  is 
short-sighted  policy  to  delay  the  extension  of  the  public  surveys,  as  it 
retards  settlements.  The  annual  assignments  of  the  regular  appropria- 
tion for  surveys  made  to  this  district  in  the  past  have  been  entirely  in- 
adequate to  meet  the  demands  of  immigration. 

The  demand  for  agricultural  lands  in  the  West  is  constantly  increas- 
ing, and  the  true  policy'  is  to  survey  the  public  lands  in  advance  of  set- 
tlement. 

The  surveyor  general  respectfully  urges  that  his  estimate  of  $96,000 
for  the  surveying  service  in  Montana  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1884,  may  be  allowed  in  full. 

The  mining  industries  of  Montana  have  added  to  the  permanent 
wealth  of  the  world,  in"gold  and  silver,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1881, 
one  hundred  and  sixty  millions  of  dollars.  As  the  production  of  silver 
is  on  the  increase,  a  large  total  may  be  expected  from  year  to  year. 

With  the  advent  of  railroads  cheaper  transportation  facilities  will  be 
afforded,  a  lower  grade  of  ore  may  be  profitably  worked,  bullion  and  ore 
more  cheaply  shipped,  and  the  necessaries  of  life  greatly  reduced  in 
cost. 

The  surveyor  general  submits  brief  statements  showing  the  condition 
and  wealth  of  Montana:  one  from  the  annual  report  of  the  territorial 
anditor  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1881,  of  the  assessment  valu- 
ation of  taxable  property ;  the  other,  a  compilation  from  the  most  re- 
liable sources  of  the  production  of  gold  and  silver  in  the  Territory  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year. 

Lewis  and  Clarke  and  Jefferson  counties  contain  several  rich  mining 
districts*.  The  production  of  two  companies  aggregated  $367,000  to 
August,  1882. 

Among  the  most  promising  of  the  newly  discovered  districts  is  Clarke's 
Fork  or  Cooke  City,  near  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Territory,  in 
the  restored  portion  of  the  Crow  Indian  reservation,  where  large  de- 
posits of  tine  galena  ore  have  long  been  known  to  exist.  A  great  many 
prospectors  have  entered  upon  the  late  reservation,  and  another  season 
will  doubtless  show  a  very  considerable  developement  of  its  mineral 
resources. 

The  district  surrounding  the  town  of  Butte  is  in  the  lead  as  regards 
production  and  richness.  A  flourishing  city  of  7,500  inhabitants  has 
grown  up,  and  the  mines  are  within  a  radius  of  two  miles — copper  and 
copper  silver  mines  on  the  east,  and  on  the  west  silver  ores. 

The  mining  industry  of  Montana  is  in  its  infancy.  After  a  few  years' 
growth  many  prosperous  mining  camps  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Ter- 
ritory will  show  a  similar  production  and  prosperity  to  that  of  Butte. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailroad,  affording  out- 
lets east  and  west,  the  connection  via  the  Utah  and  Northern  Eailroad 
'ith  the  south,  and  the  probable  completion  at  an  early  date  of  branch 
railroads  to  Fort  Benton,  (the  head  of  navigation  on  the  Missouri  River^ 
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and  to  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  added  to  the  increase  in  her 
mining  industries,  Montana  will  enter  upon  a  wide  field  of  development 
and  growth. 

NEBRASKA     AND     IOWA. 

The  apportionment  made  to  this  district  of  the  general  appropriation 
for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1882,  was  $20,000 ;  balance  on  hand  July  1,  1881,  of  special  deposits 
made  during  the  preceding  year,  $8,228 ;  assignments  from  the  appro- 
priation for  examination  of  surveys,  $900 ;  making  the  total  amount 
available  for  surveys  and  examinations,  $29,128.  Six  contracts  were 
awarded,  of  which  five  have  been  completed.  Amount  paid  out, 
$25,341.52,  leaving  a  balance  of  $3,786.48  applicable  to  unfinished  con- 
tract. 

The  amount  of  special  deposits  made  by  individuals  for  the  survey 
of  the  public  lands  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1^82,  was 
$70,453,  of  which  $64,553  was  for  field  work  and  $5,900  for  office  work. 
Eight  contracts  were  awarded;  estimated  cost,  $57,661. 

The  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor  general  and  clerks 
was  $6,000.   Amount  expended,  $5,883.20 ;  unexpended  balance,  $116.80. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  incidental  expenses  was  fully  ex- 
pended. 

The  statement  of  the  amount  of  special  deposits  expended  for  office 
work  and  expenses  during  the  past  year  is  as  follows :  Balance  unex- 
pended July  1,  1881,  $700 ;  amount  of  year's  deposits,  $5,900 ;  total, 
$6,600.  Amount  expended,  ^1,458.78 ;  balance  unexpended  June  30, 
1882,  $5,141.22. 

Area  of  public  lands  surveyed  during  the  year,  1,040,241.77  acres, 
embraced  in  46  townships.    Number  of  miles  run  and  marked,  2,947. 

The  field  notes  of  2,726  miles  of  subdivision  lines  have  been  examined 
and  approved,  together  with  transcripts  thereof,  and  transcript  plats 
made  and  transmitted  to  the  department. 

Descriptive  lists  of  corners,  soil,  &c.,  of  46  townshix)s  of  subdivisions 
have  been  made  and  transmitted. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  are  as  follows :  Subdivision  lines,  3,600 
miles,  $28,800;  necessary  retracing,  $3,600;  total,  $32,400.  Salaries  of 
the  survevor  general  and  clerks,  $8,300 ;  rent,  fuel,  stationery,  &c., 
$3,000. 

The  proposed  surveys  embrace  most  of  the  unsnrveyed  lands  of  the 
State,  for  the  survey  of  which  there  is  a  continued  and  increasing  de- 
mand. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  ye^r  in  extending  rail- 
road facilities  to  all  parts  of  the  State.  The  completion  of  the  Burling- 
ton and  Missouri  River  Bailroad  to  Denver  adds  greatly  to  the  value 
of  this  great  thoroughfare,  and  to  the  interests  of  Nebraska. 

The  abundant  crops  of  the  present  season  will  probably  increase  the 
tide  of  immigration — already  very  large — and  the  prospect  of  rapid 
growth  and  development  is  excellent. 

NEVADA. 

The  assignments  made  to  this  district  of  the  general  appropriations 
for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  were  as  follows :  Per  Commissionei^'s 
letter  of  December  24, 1880,  $5,000 ;  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1881, 
$12,000:  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882,  $16,000;  total,  $33,000. 
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Amount  expended  to  June  30,  1882,  $31,556.24;  balance,  $1,445.76^. 
Four  contracts  were  awarded,  all  of  whicU  were  completed. 

Amonnt  of  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands 
during  the  past  year,  $101,168.53.  Fifteen  contracts  were  awarded,  and 
twelve  remained  uncom])leted,  June  30,  1881,  of  previous  yeart  award. 

Number  of  acres  of  agricultural,  grazing,  and  timber  lands  surveyed 
in  237  townshipsduring  the  year,  5,001,448.56;  mineral  land,  105,291.63; 
Moapa  Indian  reservation,  826.93. 

Miles  of  surveyed  lines  run  and  marked  in  the  field  were  as  follows : 
Meridian, 62;  base,30;  standard,378;  township, 3,741;  section,  13,690; 
State,  35 ;  connecting,  113. 

•  Number  of  mining  claims  surveyed,  112,  embracing  an  area  of  1,518.48 
acres;  also  one  town  site.  Amount  of  special  deposits  for  office  work 
on  mineral  claims,  $3,420. 

The  statement  of  account  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  office 
work  of  public  land  surveys  and  mineral  claims  for  tlie  fiscal  year  is  as 
follows:  Balance  July  1,  1881,  $3,431.74;  amount  advances,  $10,000; 
total,  $13,431.74.  Amount  paid  out,  $10,250.24;  balance  July  1,  1882, 
♦3,181.50. 

The  statement  of  account  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  sur- 
veys of  public  lands  during  the  year  is  as  follows  :  Balance  July  1, 1881, 
«114,982.54;  amount  deposited,  $103,561.82;  total,  $218,544.36.  Amount 
paid  out,  $141,086.90;  balance  July  1,  1882,  $77,457.46. 

Number  of  [>lats  made  during  the  year,  1,245,  of  which  395  were  origi- 
nals; 382  sent  to  department;  342  sent  to  local  land  office,  and  126 
posted  on  mining  claims. 

The  appropriation  for  the  compensation  of  the  survejor  general  and 
employes  for  the  year  was  $5,500.  Amount  expended,  $5,130.60;  bal- 
ance reverting  to  the  Treasury,  $369.40. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  rent,  messenger,  fuel,  &c.,  was  ex- 
Iiended,  except  $6.43. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as. follows:  Surveying  150  miles  of 
standanl  and  meridian  lines,  1,500  miles  of  township  lines,  and  3,500 
miles  of  snlnlivision  lines,  $44,800.  Salaries  of  the  surveyor  general, 
clerks,  and  draughtsmen,  $7,500 ;  incidental  expenses,  $2,500. 

The  estimate  for  field  work  is  based  upon  thesurveyor  general's  knowl- 
edge of  the  neetls  of  settlers  through  reports  of  deputy  surveyors  and 
applications  for  survey. 

The  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  the  clerical  force  has  been  inade- 
quate for  the  past  two  years. 

The  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses  should  be  equal  to  the  esti- 
mate in  onler  to  cover  the  actual  expenses  of  the  office. 

A  largely  increased  area  of  agiicultural,  grazing,  timber,  and  mineral 
lands  were  surveyed  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  principally  under  the 
sy8t«*m  of  special  deposits  by  individuals. 

While  the  mining  interests  of  Western  Nevada  have  depreciated,  the 
^caltural  interests  have  improved.  A  noticeable  increase  of  popula- 
tion is  found  in  the  prosperous  valleys  of  the  State— Carson,  Mason, 
Walker,  Paradise,  Little  Humboldt,  and  many  others. 

The  wonderful  production  of  these  valleys  is  astonishing.  A  ton  of 
wheat  or  barley  to  the  acre  is  a  fair  crop ;  one  and  one-half  and  two  tons 
are  oftener  obtained.  More  grain  is  now  raised  without  irrigation  than 
formerly,  owing  to  earlier  sowing.  The  average  yield  of  potatoes  is 
about  five  tons  to  the  acre,  and  as  high  as  eight  tons  have  been  produced. 
All  vegetables  are  equally  prolific,  sound,  and  sweet. 
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'  It  is  an  established  fact  that  the  sage-brush  lands  of  Nevada  are 
more  productive  than  the  natural  grass  lands.  Water  may  almost  in- 
variably be  found  by  digging  a  few  feet  below  the  surface  in  or  near  a 
thrifty  growth  of  sagebrush.  In  Lander  and  Chnrcbill  counties  fine 
flowing  artesian  wells  have  been  obtained  by  boring  one  hundred  feet. 

Stock-raising  continues  to  be  one  of  the  leading  industries  of  the  State. 
Nevada  is  better  adapted  to  stock-raising  than  the  more  northern 
country,  by  reason  of  the  climate  being  less  rigorous  and  more  congenial 
to  young  stock. 

The  great  drawback  to  farming  in  Nevada  is  the  want  of  cheaper  and 
better  facilities  of  transportation. 

Nevada  needs  capital  to  develop  the  vast  resources  now  hidden  in  her* 
rich  mineral  veins,  and  the  equally  rich  and  vast  saline,  alkaline,  and 
other  deposits  to  be  found  in  her  barren  wastes.    She  needs  more  rail- 
roads and  competition  in  railroad  traffic. 

Notwithstanding  assertions  to  the  contrary,  Nevada  possesses  a 
climate  unsurpassed  for  salubrity  and  hpalthfulness;  and  the  extent 
and  variety  of  her  developed  resources  are,  in  many  respects,  superior 
to  an}'  State  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  Her  agricultural  resources 
are  generally  unknown  and  misunderstood  outside  of  the  State. 

NEW    MEXICO. 

Under  the  assignment  of  $25,000  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the 
survey  of  the  public  lands,  made  to  this  district,  five  contracts  were 
awarded.    Estimated  cost  of  four  contracts,  $16,586.79. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  made  during  the  year,  $284,807.04;  of 
which  $268,908.21  was  for  field  work  and  $15,898.83  for  office  work. 
Twenty-six  contracts  were  awarded.  Estimated  cost  of  six  contracts, 
$78,107.87.    Total  expenditures,  $259,261.71. 

The  area  of  405  townships  surveyed  during  the  year  is  as  follows : 
Grants,  283,739.32  acres;  reservations,  20,746.87  acres;  public  lands, 
8,486,518.33  acres.  Total  area  embraced  in  1,048  townships  surveyed  to 
June  30,  1882,  is  as  follows:  Grants,  1,433,818.98  acres;  reservations, 
20,746.87  acres;  public  lands,  22,208,351.56  acres;  area  of  public  lands 
surveyed  exclusive  of  grant  surveys  and  reservations,  20,727,135.86 
acres ;  area  covered  by  private  land  claims,  11,719,186.82  acres.  Grand 
total  of  32,446,322.68  acres  covered  by  grant  and  public  surveys  exclu- 
sive of  Indian  and  military  reservations. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  the  survey  of  private  land  claims, 
twelve  contracts  were  awarded.    Amount  expended,  $1,448.82. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  mineral  and  mill-site  claims  were  sur- 
veyed during  the  year. 

Balance  of  expenditures  for  salaries  and  per  diem  in  the  surveyor 
general's  office  June  30,  1881,  $1,117.74  ;  amount  received  on  requisi- 
tions from  special  deposits  for  office  work  during  the  year,  $19,518.68 ; 
received  from  grant  survey  appropriation,  $1,350 ;  regular  salary  appro- 
priation, $8,500 ;  total  expenditures  for  salaries,  $28,229.80 ;  expended 
of  regular  appropriation,  $8,495.72 ;  total  expenditure  from  special  de- 
posits for  office  work,  $19,839.29;  balance  to  credit  same  account, 
$797.13. 

Amount  of  appropriation  for  contingent  expenses,  $1,500 ;  received 
from  subletting  of  office  building,  $270,  making  a  total  of  $1,770.  Ex- 
penditures during  the  fiscal  year,  $1,6*'^0. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  ser\ice  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as  follows :  Salaries  of  the  surveyor 
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general  and  liis  clerks,  $15,500;  survey  of  base,  meridian,  standard, 
and  snbdivisional  lines,  $60,000;  survey  of  confirmed  and  unconfirmed 
private  land  claims,  favorably  reported  to  Congress  and  office  work, 
17,500;  rent,  uv^ssenfjer,  &c.,  $3,000;  fireproof  vault  for  grant  title 
papers,  $2,500.    Total  estimates,  $88,500. 

The  arrears  of  work  in  the  surveyor  generaVs  office  are  as  follows  : 
Translation  of  Spanish  and  Mexican  grants  and  pertinent  pai)ers  ; 
preparation  of  descriptive  notes  of  surveys  for  local  land  offices;  prep- 
aration of  plats  for  local  land  offices,  showing  surveyed  private  land 
claims,  mining  claims,  &c.;  recording  of  field  notes  of  surveys  of  pri 
vate  land  claims,  mining  claims,  &c. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  miles  of  lines  run  were  as  fol- 
lows: Guide  meridians  and  standard  parallels,  1,363;  township  exte- 
riors, 1,253;  subdivisions,  5,904;  closings  on  parallels  and  connections 
with  grants,  38. 

The  surveyor  general  states  that  while  the  special  deposit  system  of 
surveys  has  proved  a  great  convenience  to  settlers,  the  iirivilege  has 
been  abused  to  a  considerable  extent  by  parties  interested  in  surveying 
contracts.  He  suggests  that  the  surveys  be  restricted  to  one  or  two 
hundre<l  townships  annually,  with  a  penalty  for  persons  making  false 
and  fraudulent  applications  for  survey. 

The  surveyor  general  renews  his  previous  suggestion  that  in  order  to 
secure  greater  accuracy  in  the  public  surveys,  and  an  approximation  to 
a  thorough  topographical  and  geological  survey  of  each  subdivision, 
one  or  more  topographers  be  furnished  by  the  Director  of  Geological 
Surve3*s  to  accompany  each  surveying  party  in  the  field. 

The  rapid  development  of  the  mineral  resources  of  the  Territory  has 
largely  increased  the  business  of  the  surveyor  general's  office  in  that 
branch,  and  succeeding  years  will  show  a  still  greater  increase. 

Twenty-five  declaratory  statements  under  the  desert-land  act  were 
filed  during  the  past  year. 

The  appropriation  for  clerk  hire  has  been  about  one-half  what  it 
shoaid  have  been  ;  hence  the  records  are  behind  and  old  work  is  in  ar- 
rears. The  present  force  is  about  one-half  as  large  as  that  employed  in 
1876. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  condition  of  the  appropriation  for  inci- 
dental expenses,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  I,  and  the  surveyor  general  claims 
that  the  whole  amount  of  estimate  should  be  approx>riated,  as  the  in- 
crease in  the  office  rent  renders  it  absolutely  necessary. 

Referring  to  the  proposed  removal  of  his  office  and  increased  rental, ' 
the  surveyor  general  states  that  there  are  suitable  rooms  in  the  old 
"  palace '^  building  which  is  owned  by  the  government  and  were  formerly 
occupied  by  the  United  States  depository,  but  are  now  rented  to  a  bank. 
He  fails  to  see  the  e^conomy  of  the  government  renting  buildings  for  the 
use  of  itfl  officers  when  it  owns  a  building  exactly  suitable,  with  tire- 
proof  va'Ot  for  valuable  papers. 

The  siat'Oment  of  deficiencies  is  given  in  Exhibit  M,  attached  to  the 
report,  as  printed  in  full  herewith. 

Five  private  land  claims  were  filed  during  the  year.  Testimony  has 
been  taken  in  a  number  of  cases  and  final  action  had  in  three  cases,  two 
of  which  were  approved  and  one  rejected. 

For  the  seventh  time  the  surveyor  general  calls  attention  to  the  un- 
satisfactory result*  of  adjusting  these  grant  titles  under  the  present 
system.  Congress  shoaid  fix  a  limitation  of  time  in  which  all  claims  of 
this  character  shonhl  be  filed  and  prosecuted,  and  thereafter  barred. 
Some  more  safe  and  speedy  method  for  their  adjudication  should  be 
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provided,  as  the  present  one  is  unsatisfactory  and  unsafe  for  the  gov- 
ernment and  claimants. 

There  are  two  methods  that  could  safely  be  adopted  in  the  adjadica 
tion  of  these  cases,  viz:  A  commission  similar  to  that  /ormerly  consti- 
tuted for  California,  with  like  powers  and  right  of  appeal;  the  other,  to 
continue  the  authority  of  the  surveyor  general,  before  whom  all  testi- 
mony should  be  taken,  and  require  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory  or 
the  United  States  court  for  the  district  to  review  each  case  before  it  is 
transmitted  to  Congress  for  action,  with  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  cir- 
cuit and  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

If  authority  is  continued  in  the  surveyor  general  to  investigate  these 
cases,  he  should  be  specially  empowered  by  law  to  issue  compulsory 
process,  punish  for  contempt,  &c.  The  United  States  district  attorney 
should  be  required  to  appear  in  behalf  of  the  government. 

If  Congress  will  fix  the  limitation  and  provide  adjudication  as  sug- 
gested, these  claims  will  be  rapidly  disposed  of,  and  land  titles,  now  so 
unsettled,  will  be  speedily  adjusted. 

By  reason  of  the  almost  absolute  certainty  that  the  precious  metals 
exist  generally  in  th'e  Territory,  Congress  should  in  the  confirmation 
of  these  claims  except  the  right  thereto,  as  the  local  Spanish  and  Mexi- 
can authorities  by  whom  these  grants  were  originally  made  had  no 
power  to  grant  the  right  to  the  minerals,  as  that  was  the  property  of 
the  state,  only  subject  to  alienation  by  supreme  authority  and  in  a 
prescribed  manner. 

The  present  population  of  the  Territory  is  estimated  at  150,000,  ex- 
clusive of  Indians. 

The  mining  interests  have  been  wonderfully  developed,  and  new  dis- 
coveries are  being  made  almost  daily  of  silver,  gold,  copper,  iron,  and 
coal. 

A  serious  impediment  is  presented  to  miners  and  prospectors  in  search- 
ing for  minerals  upon  unconfirmed  grants.  Under  existing  law  all  lands 
within  the  limits  of  a  grant  shall  not  be  disposed  of  in  any  manner  un- 
til final  action  by  Congress  on  the  validity  of  the  claim.  The  surveyor 
general  suggests  that  some  action  be  had  by  Congress  which  will  ena- 
ble the  prospector  to  secure  the  benefits  of  his  discoveries  upon  tracts 
covered  by  unconfirmed  grants. 

The  milling  interests  of  Southern  New  Mexico  have  been  seriously  in- 
terfered with  by  the  depredations  of  hostile  Indians. 

While  a  large  portion  of  New  Mexico  is  arable  and  produces  excel- 
lent crops  of  corn,  it  is  eminently  a  mineral-producing  country,  and  will 
in  due  time  take  front  rank  as  such. 

Several  military  reservations  have  been  abandoned  for  many  years, 
and  should  be  vacated  and  the  lands  embraced  therein  restored  to  set- 
tlement.   These  are  Fort  Butler,  on  the  Canadian  fork  of  Bed  Kiver  ; 
^  Forts  Thorn  and  McBea,  on  the  Rio  Grande ;  and  the  reserve  in  town- 
'  ship  18  north,  range  20  east. 

The  beneficial  results  of  the  action  taken  by  the  department  to  pre- 
vent the  unnecessary  waste  of  timber  will  be  fully  ai)parent  in  years  to 
come,  if  not  at  present.  New  Mexico  has  ample  timber  for  necessary 
home  requirements,  if  preserved. 

OREGON. 

Under  the  assignment  of  $19,009  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the 
survey  of  the  public  lands,  made  to  this  district  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30, 1882,  twelve  contracts  were  awarded,  of  which  six  have  been 
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completed ;  the  work  of  three  doue,  but  notes  not  returned ;  of  three 
the  deputies  are  still  in  the  field ;  and  one  contract  was  partially  com- 
pleter! and  then  abandoned,  but  subsequently  relet.  Estimated  lia- 
bility, 819,408  ;  amount  paid  out,  $13,031.19. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  surrey  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  made  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  $158,168.64,  of  which 
$142,523.64  was  for  field  work  and  $  J  5,645  for  office  work.  Kumber  of 
contracts  awardeil,  47.  Cost  of  survey,  $38,452.88 ;  amount  paid  depu- 
ties, $34,08s.52.    Fourteen  contracts  were  completed. 

Area  surveyed  during  the  year,  4,564,327.05  acres ;  number  of  miles 
ran  and  marked,  16,075. 

The  number  of  plats  made  is  as  follows :  Originals,  316 ;  sent  to  de- 
partment, 316;  sent  to  local  land  office,  244;  total,  876;  also,  50  spe- 
cial plats  of  donation  claims  and  several  mining  plats. 

The  appropriation  of  $7,000  for  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor  general 
and  clerks  was  expended ;  also,  the  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  incidental 
ex])eD8es,  except  $21.78. 

The  account  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  office  work  is  as  fol- 
lows: Amount  received  from  Treasury,  $12,625;  amount  expended, 
$11,230;  amount  unexpended  balance  returned  to  Treasury,  $1,395. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as  follows :  For  survey  of  standard, 
exterior,  and  subdivisional  lines,  $45,000;  for  survey  of  Indian  reserva- 
tions if  abandoned  and  ordered  surveyed,  $45,000 ;  total  for  surveys, 
?9(),(K)0.    For  salaries,  $7,000 ;  for  contingent  expenses,  $1,500. 

During  the  past  year  the  increase  of  population  in  the  State  has 
been  beyond  all  precedent.  The  influx  of  immigration  has  been  so 
rapid  that  transportation  companies  have  been  compelled  to  exert  their 
utmost  power  to  accommodate  the  demand.  Oregon  is  one  of  the 
centers  of  attraction  for  immigrants,  and  thousands  are  arriving  in  the 
State  in  search  of  homes. 

This  is  shown  by  the  constantly  increasing  demand  for  the  extension 
of  the  public  surveys.  The  expanse  of  territory  surveyed  in  Oregon 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  has  been  very  large,  and  yet  applications  are 
daily  being  made  for  additional  surveys. 

Much  of  the  interior  of  the  State  heretofore  termed  "desert"  is  being 
rapidly  settled  upon,  as  water  can  be  obtained  by  reasonable  digging, 
and  the  climate  and  soil  have  already  been  demonstrated  as  favorable 
to  agrieultaral  operations. 

Xo  period  in  the  history  of  our  country  has  seen  such  a  demand  for 
homes  as  the  present,  and  the  demand  is  increasing. 

The  necessity  of  extending  the  public  surveys  over  the  so-called 
''desert "  lands  of  the  State,  which  the  surveyor  general  reviewed  at 
lenj^th  in  his  last  annual  report,  is  again  referred  to. 

The  Malheur  Indian  reservation,  soon  to  be  opened  to  settlement,  is 
an  extensive  and  extremely  valuable  section  of  country.  Thousands 
of  aei'es  of  the  very  finest  agricultural,  meadow,  and  grass  lauds  can- 
not be  disposed  of  until  it  is  surveyed.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  this  should  be  done  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

UTAH. 

The  assignments  made  to  this  district  of  the  general  appropriation 
for  the  survej'  of  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1882,  were  $18,100.     Four  contracts  for  surveys  were  awarded,  on 
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wliicli  $15,744.55  was  disbursed.  Xumber  of  miles  run  and  marked  in 
the  field,  1,326. 

The  amount  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  survey  of  public 
lands  was  $16,270,  of  which  $14,616  was  for  field  work  and  $1,060  for 
oifice  work.  Five  contracts  were  awarded,  on  which  the  agg^re^ate  cost 
amounted  to  $10,262.15.    Number  of  miles  run  and  marked,  974. 

The  area,  character,  and  extent  of  the  public  surveys  under  the  reg- 
ular appropriation  are  as  follows :  Townships  surveyed,  83 ;  agricultu- 
ral lands,  146,540.89  acres ;  coal  lands,  3,994.56  acres ;  total,  150,535.25 
acres.  Area  of  public  lands  surv^eyed  in  30  townships  under  special 
deposits  by  individuals:  Agricultural,  243,235.97  acres;  mineral,  322.60 
acres ;  coal,  20,845.71  acres ;  total,  264,404.28  acres. 

The  number  of  plats,  maps,  and  transcripts  of  field  notes  made  is  as 
follows:  Original  plats,  52;  original  field  notes,  140;  52  duplicate  plats 
and  140  transcripts  of  field  notes  were  transmitted  to  the  department; 
24  triplicate  plats  were  sent  to  the  local  land  office.  Total  number  of 
mineral  maps  made,  amended,  and  connected,  789;  mining  claims  exam- 
ined and  computed,  204;  transcripts  of  field  notes  of  same,  204. 

Total  number  of  linear  miles  run  and  marked  in  the  public  surveys, 
as  returned  during  the  fiscal  year,  2,301;  total  cost,  $26,006.70. 

Total  number  of  acres  of  public  land  surveyed  to  June  30,  1881, 
9,369,391.92;  number  of  acres  returned  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  414,939.73. 
Total  area  surveyed  to  June  30,  1882,  9,784,331.65  acres. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  for  office  work  on  mineral  claims,  $5,304.* 
Two  hundred  and  four  claims  were  surveyed  and  22  amended. 

The  appropriation  of  $6,500  for  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor  general 
and  bis  clerks  was  fully  expended ;  as  also  the  appropriation  of  $1,500 
for  contingent  expenses,  except  $19.93. 

The  statement  of  the  account  of  special  deposits  for  office  work  on 
mineral  and  agricultural  surveys  is  as  follows:  Balance  on  hand  July 
1,  1881,  $864.25;  amount  of  warrants  from  Treasury,  $6,611.68;  total, 
$7,475.88.  Amount  expended,  $6,576.80;  balance  on  hand  June  30, 
1882,  $899.08. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  examination  of  surveys,  $479.26 
was  expended,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $20.74. 

Thirty-one  deputy  agricultural  and  mineral  surveyors  are  at  present 
commissioned  in  the  district. 

The  surveyor-generars  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  are  as  follows:  Salaries  of  the  surveyor 
general  and  his  clerks,  $7,500;  rent,  messenger,  and  incidentiils,  $2,500; 
continuing  the  lines  of  public  surveys,  $25,000;  connecting  mineral 
monuments,  $3,000;  total,  $38,000. 

Exterior  surveys  made  during  the  past  year  have  developed  the  ex- 
istence of  a  considerable  body  of  agricultural  land  in  the  southeastern 
part  of  the  Territory,  hitherto  unnoticed  by  settlers.  The  lands  are 
situated  in  the  valleys  of  the  San  Rafael  and  Fremont  (Dirty  Devil) 
rivers,  and  consist  of  about  175,000  acres  of  bottom  and  bench  lands,  the 
latter  irrigable  from  the  rivers.  A  large  amount  of  high  level  bench 
laud  (about  125,000  acres)  is  situated  between  the  two  rivers,  below 
the  San  Rafael  swell  and  above  both  rivers,  and  can  be  made  av^ailable 
by  means  of  reservoirs  to  catch  the  spring  floods  from  the  swell,  which 
are  now  carried  off  by  deep  gulches  to  said  rivers. 

The  San  Rafael  Valley  contains  timber,  building  stone,  and  inex- 
haustible coal  fields.  It  is  reached  by  a  fair  wagon  road,  and  its  upper 
part  is  about  10  miles  from  the  contemplated  route  of  the  Denver  and 
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Bio  Grande  Railway.    The  lands  on  Fremont  River  are  not  so  aocessi- 
ble,  but  can  be  reached  from  San  Rafael  Valley. 

The  boundary  line  between  Utah  and  Arizona  should  be  established 
at  an  early  day,  so  that  surveys  may  be  extended  to  it,  settlers  pro- 
cure titles  to  their  lands,  and  miners  obtain  patents  for  their  claims. 
A  large  amount  of  timber  is  being:  cut  annually,  which  is  a  total  loss  to 
the  jrovemment. 

The  surveyor  general  suggests  that  provision  be  made  for  the  pres- 
ervation and  culture  of  timber  in  addition  to  existing  laws,  and  under 
which  title  to  timbered  lands  could  be  obtained.  Owners  of  timber 
laud,  instead  of  destroying  the  young  growth  to  gain  access  to  larger 
trt^s,  would  preserve  and  cultivate  tlie  same. 

The  decrease  during  the  past  fiscal  year  in  the  number  of  mining 
surveys  was  owing  to  a  succession  of  heavy  snow  storms,  which,  with 
heavy  frosts,  extended  late  into  the  month  of  May  ;  also  to  the  extended 
litigation  which  is  now  pending  over  some  of  the  best  mines  in  the 
Territory. 

Several  mining  districts  which  during  the  past  few  years  have  re- 
mained in  a  dormant  condition  are  now  fast  reviving  and  bid  fair  to 
make  up  for  lost  time. 

A  grand  mineral  belt  is  formed  by  the  districts  of  Snake  Creek,  Blue 
Ledge,  Uintah,  Big  and  Little  Cottonwood,  and  American  Fork,  and  is 
covered  by  a  continuous  chain  of  mining  claims  of  over  20  miles  in 
length. 

Wells,  Fargo  &  Company's  statement  ot  the  mineral  product  of  Utah 
for  1S81  is  embraced  in  the  report,  under  the  heading  of  "ores  and  bul- 
liou." 

The  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Western  Railway  Company  is  now  con- 
centrating work  on  the  main  line  from  Gunnison,  Colo.,  to  Salt  Lake  City. 
Of  the  distance  to  the  Colorado  border  (275  miles),  100  miles  are  now  in 
operation. 

Over  2,500  miles  of  railroad  lines  have  been  surveyed  in  Utah  ;  silver 
bas  been  found,  and  over  6,000  acres  of  coal  lands,  with  veins  averaging 
in  thickness  from  four  to  fifty  feet,  have  been  opened  up  by  their  re- 
spective companies.  Inexhaustible  quantities  of  iron,  contiguous  to  line 
of  road,  have  been  discovered.  The  country  in  the  vicinity  of  these 
railroad  lines  has  been  sufficiently  explored  for  mineral  and  timber  to 
demonstrate  that  the  future  success  of  Utah  as  a  mining  and  agricul- 
tural Territory  is  fully  assured. 

The  fine  stock-raising  country  of  the  Wasatch  Range  and  the  Grand 
River  Valley,  hitherto  a  terror  on  account  of  the  Indians,  has  been 
opened  np  to  the  public. 

Rapid  strides  in  the  development  of  Utah  may  be  expected  on  the 
connection  with  the  East  of  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  through  line, 
which  is  expected  by  Jjjjnuary,  1883. 

A  tabular  statement  is  given  in  the  report  showing  the  present  ex- 
panse of  sericulture  in  the  Territory,  with  the  number  of  trees  grown 
and  quantity  of  cocoons  and  eggs  raised  during  the  past  year. 

Among  the  great  enterprises  now  going  on  in  Utah  is  that  of  the  Ger- 
mania  Smelting  Works,  which  will  add  to  its  large  refining  department 
a  white  lead,  lead  pipe,  sheet  lead,  and  shot  manufactory. 

WASHINaTON. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  1881,  eleven  contracts  for  surveys,  remained  un- 
finished.   The  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  that  year  on  hand  was 
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$5,054.99 ;  amount  paid  on  contracts,  $4,205.93 :  balance  unexpended, 
$849.06. 

The  assignment  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  the 
public  lands  made  to  this  district  for  the  fiscal  jear  ending  June  30, 
1882,  was  $19,000.  Fourteen  contracts  were  aw^arded,  on  which  $14,352.75 
was  expended,  leaving  a  balance  applicable  to  unfinished  contracts  of 
$4,647.25. 

Number  of  acres  of  public  lands  surveyed  under  the  general  appro- 
priation during  the  past  fiscal  year,  1,258,230.64 ;  number  of  miles  run 
and  marked,  4,965 ;  number  of  township  plats  and  tracings  made,  213, 
of  which  73  were  originals,  73  sent  to  the  department,  and  67  to  the 
local  land  office. 

Four  contracts  for  surveys  of  public  lands  under  special  deiwsits  by 
individuals,  which  were  unfinished  at  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report, 
has  been  completed.  The  cost  of  these  surveys  is  as  follows :  Field 
work,  $21,441.26 ;  office  work,  $2,360 ;  cost  of  survey  over  deposit, 
$1,113.50;    excess  of  deposit   over  survey,  $844.24;    total  deposits, 

Amount  of  special  deposits  made  by  individuals  for  the  survey  of 
public  lands  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  $26,186,  of  which  $23,595.16 
was  for  field  work,  and  $2,590.84  for  office  work.  The  aggregate  cost 
of  three  contracts  was  $6,162.33  ;  amount  of  deposits  therefor,  $7,033; 
excess  of  deposits,  $870.67. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,800  for  incident^il  expenses  was  fully  ex- 
pended. 

The  statement  of  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  the  surveyor  gen- 
eral and  his  clerks  for  the  past  year  is  as  follows :  Balance  of  special 
deposits  unexpended  June  30,  1881,  $2,134.25 ;  amount  of  special  de- 
posits to  July  5, 1882,  $2,965.84;  amount  of  regular  appropriation,  $8,000; 
total,  $13,100.09.  Amount  paid  salaries  from  regular  appropriation, 
$8,000 ;  amount  paid  clerk  hire  from  special  deposits,  $3,234.25,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  special  deposits  unexpended  and  available  of  $  1,865.84. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying"  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  are  as  follows :  For  field  work,  $75,715 ; 
for  office  work,  $13,200 ;  total,  $88,915. 

The  intention  as  to  surveys  in  this  district  has  been,  so  far  as  possi- 
ble, to  use  the  regular  appropriation  for  the  extension  of  township  ex- 
terior lines,  and  to  allow  settlers  to  make  special  deposits  for  the  survey 
of  the  subdivisional  lines.  It  has  been  found  quite  difficult  to  carry  out 
that  plan,  for  the  reason  that,  unless  a  deputy  survey^or  was  awartled 
a  large  number  of  contiguous  township  exteriors  in  one  contract,  he 
could  not  afford  to  prosecute  the  surveys  at  present  rates;  also,  that 
such  distribution  of  work  would  not  accommodate  settlers  in  all  cases, 
and  would  often  include  unsurveyable  lands. 

The  system  of  special  deposits  by  individual^  for  the  survey  of  public 
lands,  if  free  from  abuse  and  properly  administered,  is  of  great  advantage 
to  a  growing  country,  especially  since  Congress  has  reduced  the  annual 
appropriations  for  surveys  so  much  that  the  amount  apportioned  each 
surveying  district  is  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  wants  of  settlers. 

An  impression  prevails  among  members  of  Congress  that  because 
more  land  is  surveyed  in  a  new  country  than  is  taken  by  settlers  there 
is  no  necessity  for  extending  surveys  faster  than  the  land  is  disposed 
of.  If  such  a  rule  were  adopted  settlements  would  be  seriously  interfered 
with.  Surveys  must  necessarily  embrace  in  the  aggregate  large  tracts 
of  land  not  desirable  to  the  early  settlers,  but  which  subsequently  be- 
'H)me  valuable  by  the  general  growth  and  improvement  of  the  country. 
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The  best  lands  in  a  township  are  generally  selected  by  the  first  set- 
tlers. This  is  especially  true  on  the  Pacific  coast,  where  land  is  more 
diversified  in  character  than  in  the  Western  prairie  States. 

Judging  from  the  growth  of  new  towns  and  additional  improvements 
and  other  evidences  of  prosperity  in  the  older  ones,  the  surveyor-gen- 
eral thinks  the  increase  of  population  in  the  Territory  may  be  safely 
placed  at  40  per  cent.,  and  the  enhanced  valuation  of  property  much 
higher.  , 

The  increased  business  of  the  local  land  offices  shows  the  activity  of 
the  present  i^nmigration  in  securing  homes. 

The  general  character  of  the  climate  is  becoming  better  known.  Peo- 
ple of  experience  prefer  the  mild,  moist  winters  of  Western  Washing- 
ton, or  the  clear  and  moderately  cold  winters  of  Eastern  Washington, 
to  the  more  severe  climate  of  the  Western  States,  with  accompanying 
cyclones,  tornadoes,  and  thunder  storms. 

Nearly  6,000,000  acres  of  land  have  been  withdrawn  from  settlement 
in  Eastern  Washington  for  the  Spokane,  Yakima,  Colville,  and  Moses 
Indian  reservations.  Only  snmll  portions  of  some  of  them  have  ever 
been  occupied  by  the  Indians,  and  others  have  never  been  used  by  any 
one  in  any  manner  for  the  purposes  intended. 

The  latter  statement  is  i)articularly  applicable  to  the  extensive  coun- 
try l)etween  the  Okinakane  River  and  Lake  Chelan,  which  was  set  apart 
by  executive  orders  of  April  19,  1879,  and  March  6,  1880,  for  the  use  of 
Chief  Moses  and  his  people.  His  reservation  embraces  a  large  amount 
of  excellent  agricultural  laud  along  the  Melhow  and  Okinakane  rivers. 

The  whole  number  of  Indians  on  these  reservations  will  not  exceed 
6,000,  which  gives  1,000  acres  of  land  to  every  man,  wonmn,  and  child. 
The  area  of  the  Moses  Reservation  gives  about  20,000  acres  to  each  of 
his  acknowledged  followers,  whose  number  does  not  exceed  150  of  all 
ages,  sexes,  and  condition. 

The  Colville  Reservation  would  funii«h  ample  homes  for  all  the  In- 
dians north  of  the  Yakima  or  Simcoe  Reservation.  Both  of  these  reser- 
tions  should  be  surveyed  and  the  Indians  allowed  to  select  their  homes 
under  proper  regulations. 

On  the  Peshastin  and  Nigger  creeks,  tributaries  of  the  Wenatchie 
River,  gold-bearing  quartz- lodes  have  been  found.  Two  crushing  mills 
are  in  oi)eration,  with  fair  prospects. 

Eieh  silver-bearing  rock,  in  large  quantities,  exists  west  of  the  Okina- 
kane River,  near  the  British  boundary  line.  The  locality  is  known  as 
the  Siniilkamine  or  Mount  Chopaca  Silver  Mines,  and  is  now  embraced 
in  the  Chief  Moses  Indian  Reservation. 

Coal  and  iron  in  extensive  quantities  and  of  superior  quality  have 
been  discovered  in  different  localities.  Some  of  these  mines  are  being 
SQGcessfnlly  developed,  and  promise  rich  returns,  being  mostly  of  easy 
access  and  inexhaustible  supply. 

WYOMING. 

Of  the  assignment  of  $15,000  of  the  appropriation  of  June  16,  1880, 
for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands,  there  remains  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  $2,091.86  to  pay  for  unfinished  surveys  under  contract.  Under 
the  assignment  of  $12,000  of  the  appropriation  of  March  3, 1881,  $2,000 
has  been  expended ;  the,  balance,  $10,000,  is  to  pay  for  surveys  con- 
tracted for. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  for  surveys  during  the  past  fiscal  year, 
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$498,475.32;  balance  unexpended  June  30,  1881,  $209,981.06;  making 
amount  of  available  deposits  $708,456.38.  Amount  expended  during 
the  year,  $112,430.73;  unexpended  balance  June  30, 1882,  $596,025.6o. 

Under  the  two  assignments  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the  sur- 
vey of  the  public  lands  (acts  June  16, 1880,  and  March  3,  1881),  and 
special  deposits,  the  surveyor  general,  during  the  past  year,  awarded 
forty-two  contracts,  but  two  of  which  have  been  completed. 

Amount  of  special  deposits  for  office  work  for  the  past  fiscal  year, 
$39,660;  balance  unexpended  June  30,  1881,  $15,767.13;  making  an 
available  amount  of  $55,427.13.  Amount  expended,  $15,484.59;  unex- 
pended balance  June  30,  1882,  $39,942.54. 

Total  number  of  townships  subdivided  during  the  year,  182,  embracing 
an  area  of  4,059,728.75  acres ;  previously  surveyed,  491  townships,  with 
an  area  of  10,228,886.59  acres.  Total  number  of  townships  surveyed  to 
June  30,  1882,  675,  covering  an  area  of  14,288,595.14  acres.  Number  of 
miles  of  lines  run,  10,590. 

Amount  of  railroad  deposits  for  surveys  to  June  30,  1882,  $8,149.70; 
amount  paid  out,  $720.54;  balance  unexpended,  $7,429.16.  Amount  of 
railroad  deposits  for  office  work,  $  1,694.44,  none  of  which  was  expended. 

Maps  of  177  townships  were  sent  to  local  land  offices.  Nineteen  plats, 
seven  transcripts,  and  one  diagram  of  mineral  surveys  were  sent  to  the 
local  land  officer  and  claimants.  One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  lists, 
descriptive  of  the  corners,  soil,  timber,  &c.,  of  sixty-nine  townships  of 
subdivisions,  have  been  prepared,  but  not  transmitted  to  local  land 
office.    Three  hu  idred  and  twenty-four  lists  are  still  in  arrears. 

The  appropriation  for  the  compensation  of  the  surveyor  general  and 
his  clerks  w^as  $6,000;  advances  from  special  deposits  for  office  work, 
&c.,  $15,500;  making  a  total  of  $2 1,500.  Amount  expended,  $20,720.80; 
balance,  $179.33. 

The  appropriation  for  rent,  fuel,  &c.,  was  $1,500;  balance  from  salary 
account  of  unexpended  special  deposits,  $761.38;  making  a  total  of 
$2,261.38,  which  was  fully  expended. 

The  surveyor  general's  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  are  as  follows:  Surveys  of  standard 
lines,  $6,000;  township  lines,  $15,000;  section  lines,  $9,600;  total, 
$30,600.  Salaries  of  the  surveyor  general  and  his  clerks,  $30,400;  rent, 
fuel,  messenger,  &c.,  $2,500.    total  for  field  and  office  work,  $63,500. 

Guide  meridians  west  and  standard  parallels  north  have  been  ex- 
tended and  established  for  a  distance  of  369  miles;  also,  the  exterior 
boundaries  of  114  townships,  aggregating  1,239  miles. 

Of  the  area  surveyed  during  the  past  year  (4,059,728.75  acres),  1,466.42 
acres,  in  township  22  north,  range  72  west,  are  gold-bearing  lands. 
The  eastt»rn  portion  of  the  subdivisions  are  grazing  lands  on  the  tribu- 
taries of  the  North  Platte  and  Cheyenne  rivers;  the  northern  portion  on 
Powder  River  and  tributaries ;  the  middle  portions  are  on  tributaries 
of  the  Medicine  Bow  River;  the  southern  in  the  valley ©f  Snake  River, 
and  the  western  on  Green  Jind  Bear  riv^ers.  Some  of  these  lands  are 
valuable  for  agriculture  as  well  as  stock  raising. 

The  surveyor  general  states  that  more  than  double  the  amount  of  office 
work  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  than  was  done  in  the  previous 
year ;  hence  the  clerical  force  will  need  to  be  increased. 

SURVEY  OF  UNCOMPAHGRE  UTE  INDIAN, LANDS  IN  COLORADO. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  15, 1880 
'^I  Stats.,  199),  and  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  a  cou- 
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tract  was  entered  into  by  this  office  on  December  20,  1880,  with  Daniel 
G.  Major,  with  a  liability  of  $4(K000,  for  the  survey  of  lands  into  40-acre 
tracts  for  allotments  to  the  IJncompahgre  Ut'C  Indians  on  the  Grand 
River,  within  their  late  reservation  in  Colorado,  the  expense  of  the  sur- 
vey to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $350,000  for  the  survey  of 
their  lands  made  by  section  9  of  said  act. 

By  Mr.  Major's  contract  and  special  instructions  of  even  date,  and  on 
account  of  the  then  urgent  demand  for  surveys  for  said  Indians^  and  the 
distance  of  the  field  of  operations  from  established  lines  of  public  surveys, 
he  was  reqiured  to  establish  independent  or  special  base,  and  meridian 
lines  to  govern  the  surveys  to  be  made  by  him.  This  he  did,  desig- 
nating them  as  Ute  principal  base  line  and  Ute  principal  meridian. 
From  said  base  he  extended  the  exterior  township  lines  and  subdivided 
thirteen  townships  and  fractional  townships  on  the  Grand  and  Gunni- 
son rivers,  and  at  and  near  the  confluence  of  those  rivers.  The  total 
area  surveyed  by  him  was  252,968.35  acres,  at  a  cost  of  $19,075.35. 

When  the  above  surveys  had  been  executed  information  was  received 
of  a  change  in  the  policy  of  locating  the  Indians  in  Colorado,  and  the 
Indians  having  been  removed  to  Utah,  Mr.  Major  was  directed  to  discon- 
tinue surveying  for  them  in  Colorado.  Subsequently,  on  March  13, 1882, 
supplementary  special  instructions  were  issued  by  this  office,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  authorizing  Mr.  Major,  under 
his  contract  of  December  20, 1880,  to  go  to  Utah  and  survey  for  said 
Ute  Indians  such  lands  as  he  should  be  directed  by  the  Ute  commis- 
sioners to  survey.  The  late  reservation  of  the  Uncompahgre  Utes  in 
Colorado  was  declared  to  be  public  land  by  act  of  Congress,  approved 
July  28, 1882.  The  surveyor  is  now  in  the  field  in  Utah,  prosecuting  his 
work  under  said  contract  to  the  extent  of  $40,000,  including  the  sur- 
veys made  by  him  already  in  Colorado  for  allotments,  which  became 
pablic  lands  by  said  act  of  July  28, 1882.    ^ 

StJBVEY  OF  LANDS  FOR  ALLOTMENTS  TO  THE  SOUTHERN  UTE  INDIANS 

IN  COLORADO  AND  NEW  MEXICO. 

The  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  15, 1880  (21  Stats.,  page  199),  ac- 
cepting and  ratifying  an  agreement  with  the  confederated  band  of  Ute 
Indians  in  Colorado,  provided  for  the  survey  of  unoccupied  agricultural 
and  grazing  lands  for  the  Southern  Utes,  first,  upon  the  La  Plata  River 
and  in  its  vicinity  in  Colorado ;  afterward,  if  a  sufficient  quantity  should 
not  be  found  there  for  allotments,  then  on  the  La  Plata  Eiver  or  in  its 
vicinity  in  New  Mexico. 

Under  said  act  of  Congress,  and  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  who  assigned  $30,000  out  of  appropriation  of  $350,000  (act 
Jane  15, 1880),  on  October  18, 1880,  a  contract  was  entered  into  by  this 
oflSce  with  J.  Alexander  Tyler  and  Thomas  B.  Medary  for  the  survey 
into  40-acre  tracts,  for  allotments  to  said  Indians,  the  lands  named  in 
said  act,  first  extending  the  necessary  standard  and  exterior  township 
lines,  and  then  to  survey,  to  the  extent  which  should  be  indicated  by 
the  trte  commissioners,  the  unoccupied  agricultural  and  grazing  lands 
named  in  said  act. 

Owing  to  a  lack  of  definite  information  as  to  the  number  of  Indians 
to  whom  lands  were  to  be  allotted,  a  nominal  bond  of  $60,000  was  re- 
quired of  the  surveyor  to  cover  an  estimated  liability  under  the  con- 
tract of  $30,000,  payable  out  of  the  $350,000  appropriated  by  act  of  June 
15, 1880,  for  the  survey  of  the  lands  and  for  other  purposes. 

Said  surveyors  proceeded  to  make  the  requisite  surveys  in  Colorado^ 
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aud  not  finding  sufficient  suitable  agricultural  lands  there,  afterward 
continued  their  surveys  on  the  La  Plata  Eiver  in  New  Mexico,  and  in 
other  river  valleys  adjacent  thereto,  surveying  also  two  townships  on 
the  San  Juan  Eiverfrom  the  seventh  standard  parallel  north,  previously 
established  in  part,  and  extended  by  Messrs.  Tyler  aud  Medary,  accord- 
ing to  instructions,  as  a  base  for  their  surveys  in  New  Mexico. 

The  number  of  townships  subdivided  by  said  surveyors  and  returned 
to  this  office  was  15,  with  an  area  of  326,675.66  acres. 

The  whole  account  for  this  work  amounts  to  $34,778.52,  of  which  an 
account  for  $5,184.31  was  reported  and  paid,  and  an  account  for 
$12,099.20  was  reported  for  payment,  but  was  disallowed  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Indian  Affairs  to  the  extent  of  $1,957.19,  because  so  much 
of  the  cost  was  for  surveys  of  lands  within  the  Navajo  Indian  Beserva- 
tion,  and  hence  were  not  available  for  the  Southern  Utes,  thus  reducing 
said  account  to  $10,142.01,  which  was  paid;  the  balance  of  the  work 
returned  was  also  reported  for  payment,  amounting  to  $17,494.95,  but 
this  account  was  suspended,  awaiting  an  examination  in  the  field  ordered 
by  the  department  to  ascertain  what  and  how  many  of  the  tracts  sur- 
veyed were  of  a  character  suitable  for  allotments  to  the  Indians. 

In  the  meantime,  upon  application  of  the  surveyors  and  to  enable 
them  to  prepare  and  submit  to  this  office  the  returns  of  surveys  made 
in  the  field  in  addition  to  those  already  reported,  and  in  excess  of  the 
means  assigned  to  pay  for  said  survey,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was,  by 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  advanced  to  said  surveyors 
on  account  of  the  work  already  executed  and  returned,  amounting,  as 
above  stated,  to  $34,778.52.  ^ 

THE    EASTERN    BOUNDARY    OF  THE    UTE    INDIAN    RESERVATION    IN 

COLORADO. 

This  boundary  was  surveyed  and  marked  some  3'ears  since,  but  at 
that  time  there  were  no  facilities  for  telegraphic  time  signals,  and  the 
surveyor  was  directed  to  adopt  as  his  initial  point  a  point  upon  north- 
em  boundary  of  New  Mexico,  previously  determined  as  the  intersection 
of  the  107th  meridian  west  from  Greenwich  with  the  37th  parallel  of 
north  latitude.  The  line  thus  established  proving  to  be  too  far  west, 
an  accurate  determination  of  the  line  became  necessary  in  order  that 
the  lines  of  the  public  land  surveys,  projected  from  the  sixth  principal 
meridian  and  the  New  Mexico  meridian,  might  be  properly  closed  there- 
on, and  the  public  Lands  segregated  from  those  inuring  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Ute  Indians. 

At  the  request  of  this  ofiBce  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  set  apart 
out  of  the  $350,000  appropriated  by  act  of  June  15,  1880,  "for  the  cost 
of  removal  and  settlement  of  the  Utes  and  surveying  their  lands,*'  the 
sum  of  $2,500  for  the  establishment  of  that  part  of  said  boundary  ex- 
tending from  the  latitude  of  Gunnison  to  that  of  Irwin,  Colo.,  by  a 
thorough  system  of  observations,  computations,  and  telegraphic  time 
signals. 

The  survey  of  the  line  was  executed  by  Daniel  G.  Major,  astronomer 
and  surveyor,  under  the  instructions  of  this  office.  Mr.  Major  having 
established  an  observatory  at  Gunnison,  determined  the  latitude  of  same 
to  be  380  32'  42".32  north,  and  the  longitude  106^  53'  39''.49  we.-jt  from 
Greenwich.  From  this  point  the  distance  to  the  Cte  bouudary — 107°  west 
from  Greenwich — was  carefully  measured  off  aud  the  bouudary  line 
ran  and  marked  from  the  south  boundary  of  township  50  north,  range 
1  west,  New  Mexico  meridian,  to  the  north  boundary  of  township  13 
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north,  range  86  west,  sixth  principal  meridian.  The  initial  point  was 
established  on  the  south  boundary  of  section  32,  township  50  north, 
range  1  west,  Kew  Mexico  meridian,  58.88  chains  west  of  the  comer  to 
sections  32  and  33,  and  the  terminal  monument  of  the  survey  was 
established  at  the  intersection  with  the  line  between  townships  13  and 
14  north,  range  86  west,  sixth  principal  meridian,  at  a  point  4.13  chains 
west  of  the  corner  to  sections  3, 4, 33,  and  34.  Owing  to  the  impractica- 
bility of  extending  the  line  in  place,  as  well  as  lack  of  funds  for  ttie 
parpose,  the  Ute  boundary  has  been  prolonged  theoretically  from  the 
termini  above  described  through  the  surveyed  and  unsurveyed  town- 
ships and  adjusted  to  the  nearest  legal  subdivision  lines. 

SUBTBY  OP  THE  NOBTHERN  BOUNDARY  OP  "WTOMTNO. 

By  act  of  March  3, 1879,  $20,000  was  appropriated  for  the  survey  of 
the  northern  boundary  of  Wyoming  Territory,  being  that  part  of  the 
forty-fifth  parallel  of  north  latitude  included  oetween  the  twenty-sev- 
enth and  thirty-fourth  meridians  of  west  longitude  from  Washington. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  having  designated  Mr.  Bollin  J.  Beeves, 
of  Iowa,  as  a  suitable  person  to  execute  the  survey  of  the  said  boundary 
line,  a  contract  for  the  work  was  entered  into  with  him  on  April  18, 
1879.  The  survey  was  not  commenced  until  the  latter  part  of  the  sur- 
veying season,  consequently  but  sixty  miles  of  the  line  was  run  when 
cold  weather  caused  a  suspension  of  the  work.  The  survey  was  re- 
sumed in  the  following  season  and  pushed  on  to  completion. 

Upon  the  examination  of  the  returns  of  Mr.  Beeves'  survey  by  com- 
petent persons,  grave  doubts  arose  a«  the  correctness  of  the  establish- 
ment of  the  line,  and  an  examination  in  the  field  was  ordered  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Int/crior.  The  Superintendent  of  the  United  States 
Coast  Survey  was  requested  to  designate  a  competent  person  connected 
with  his  office  to  make  the  examination.  Mr.  A.  B.  Oolonna  was  de- 
tailed for  this  special  duty,  but  the  result  of  his  examination  is  not  yet 
known  to  this  office. 

MILITARY  BESEBYATIONS. 

Military  reservations  declared,  reduced,  enlarged,  or  modified  during 
the  fiscal  year  endiug  June  30, 1882,  are  as  follows: 

In  Arizona, — By  President's  order,  dated  October  29,  1881,  a  mili- 
tary reservation  was  declared  on  unsurveyed  land  for  Gamp  Huachuca. 
Name  subsequently  changed  to  Fort  Huachuca.    Area  not  known. 

In  Colorado. — By  President's  order,  dated  January  27,  1882,  a  mili- 
tary reservation  for  Fort  Lewis  was  declared,  which  comprises  parts  of 
townships  34  and  35  north,  ranges  10  and  11  and  12  west  of  the  New 
Uexico  principal  meridian,  Colorado,  according  to  the  War  Department 
survey,  certain  claims  of  settlers  within  the  reserved  limits  being  ex- 
cepted from  reserviition. 

In  Indian  Territory. — By  President's  order,  dated  April  18,  1882,  a 
reservation  for  Camp  Supply  was  declared,  consisting  of  township  24 
north«range  22  west  of  the  Indian  meridian. 

In  Kansas. — Under  act  of  Coui^ress  approved  December  15, 1880,  that 
part  of  Fort  Dotlge  military  reserv^atiou  north  of  the  Osage  ceded  lands 
has  been  surveyed,  and  that  part  of  the  reservation  north  of  the  said 
celled  lands  and  north  of  the  Atchison,  Ti>peka  and  Santa  F6  H^iilroad 
Company's  line  of  vokvd  has  been  prepared  for  disposal  to  hoiuentead 
settlers. 

In  Montana. — By  President's  order,  dated  April  14,  1882,  the  bound- 
aries of  Fort  McUinuis  military  reservation  were  modified  from  those 
origioally  declared,  aud  tUe  modihed  boundaries  were  declared  to  be 
permanent. 
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In  Nevada. — By  Executive  order,  dated  October  11,  1881,  tliere  were 
declared  post,  bay,  and  wood  reservations  for  Fort  Halleck,  tti  lieu  of 
the  reservations  declared  October  4, 1870,  so  that  the  limits  of  each 
reservation  shoald  conform  to  their  representation  upon  the  townshii> 
plats. 

In  Waahington  Territory. — By  President's  order,  dated  January  12, 
1882,  there  was  declared  a  reservation  of  aboat  640  acres  for  Camp  (now 
Fort)  Spokane  on  unsnrveyed  land  soath  of  Spokane  Kiver. 

In  Michigan. — There  was  reserved  for  public  purposes,  in  connectioit 
with  Saint  Mary's  Falls  Canal,  "all  that  part  of  the  public  lands  lying^ 
north  of  the  Saint  Mary's  Falls  Canal  grant,  containing  sixty-seven 
one-hnndredthB  of  an  acre,"  in  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  6,  town- 
ship 47  north,  range  1  east,  Michigan,  and  also  "all  that  part  of  the 
public  lands  lying  south  of  the  Saint  Mary's  Falls  Canal  grant,  and  be- 
tween it  and  Portage  street,  in  the  village  of  Sanlt  Ste.  Marie,  contain- 
ing 8.74  acres,  situated  in  section  6,  township  47  north,  range  1  east.'^

This  division  has  charge  of  the  a^astinent  of  railroad,  wagon-road, 
and  canal  grants,  and  of  contests  between  settlers  ana  the  various 
grantees  5  also  of  the  work  arising  under  the  several  acts  of  Congress 
granting  the  right  of  way  through  the  public  lands. 

The  reports  of  construction  of  land-grant  railroads  during  the  fiscal 
year  show  an  aggregate  of  608.96  miles,  which,  with  those  previously 
reported  (15,630.14  miles),  make  a  total  of  16,239.10  miles,  distributed  as 
foUows :

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  certified  for  railroad  purposes 
176,406.66  acres,  a  decrease,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  of 
^73,034.10  acres.    No  certifications  were  made  for  canals  or  wagon-roads. 

Ten  patents  were  issued,  covering  54  pages  of  record,  and  eleven 
Approved  transcripts,  covering  44  pages. 

The  lists  of  selections  awaiting  examination  or  action  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year-  covered  1,958,392.79  acres. 

In  the  appropriate  place  in  this  report  will  be  found  tables  showing 
the  condition  of  the  adjustment  of  the  various  grants  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year. 

Of  contested  cases,  there  remained  awaiting  final  action  908.  Of 
these,  747  have  received  some  action,  and  161  hf|ve  received  no  atten- 
tion, save  to  enter  them  upon  the  docket. 

Of  ex  parte  cases^  there  remained  for  final  action  4,656.  Of  these,  870 
have  received  partial  action,  and  3,786  had  not  been  reached  for  exam- 
ination. 

The  number  of  letters  received  and  registered  was  3,567;  the  number 
written  was  4,730,  covering  4,963  pages  of  record. 

The  number  of  railroad  companies  claiming  the  right  of  way  through 
02 
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the  public  lands,  under  various  laws,  has  considerably  increased.  A 
table  herewith  shows  the  roads  so  claiming. 

The  status  of  the  various  grants  for  railroad  purposes^  where  the 
roads  have  not  been  constructed  in  whole  or  in  part  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  law,  will  be  found  in  the  office  report  to  the  department^ 
March  27  last,  and  by  Mr.  Secretary  Kirkwood  transmitted  to  Congress 
March  28.  (See  House  Ex.  Doc.  ^No.  144,  Forty-seventh  Congress,  first 
session.)

K.-SWAMP-I^AND   DIVISION. 


An  increasing  demand  is  being  made  by  the  States  to  which  the 
swamp-land  grant  applies,  and  their  grantees,  for  a  final  adjustment  of 
the  claims  arising  thereunder.  The  principal  cause  for  this  demand  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  the  public  lands  are  being  rapidly  exhausted, 
and  parties  are  seeking  swamp  lands  as  an  investment,  and  in  many 
cases  settlers  are  purchasing  them  from  the  States  and  reclaiming  them 
for  homes.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  thousands  of  acres  of  land 
that  were  so  swampy  or  overflowed  at  the  date  of  the  principal  grant 
(September  28.  1850)  as  to  be  thereby  rendered  unfit  for  cultivation, 
have  since  been  reclaimed,  and  are  now  amon^  the  most  valuable  lands 
for  agricultural  purposes  found  in  our  country. 

Again,  the  special  appropriations  by  (Jon  gross  for  three  years  past 
for  this  work  have  contributed  largely  to  stimulate  the  parties  in  inter- 
est to  present  their  claims  for  settlement ;  as  prior  to  such  appropriations 
this  office  labored  under  great  embarrassment  in  prosecuting  the  work, 
especially  that  portion  arising  under  the  indemnity  act  of  March  2, 
1855,  as  extended  by  act  of  March  3, 1857. 

The  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the  division  during  the  past 
year  shows  quite  an  increase  over  that  of  the  pneceding  year,  which  is 
wholly  due  to  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  clerical  force. 

The  current  work  of  the  division  has  been  kept  up,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  conflicts  of  long  standing  adjusted. 

Five  special  agents  were  in  the  fleld  most  of  the  year  examining  either 
lands  in  place  or  claims  for  indemnity  under  act  of  March  2, 1855,  as 
extended  by  act  of  March  3,  1857. 

During  the  year  648,032.36  acres  have  been  claimed  and  reported  to 
this  office  as  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  and  the  claim  placed  of 
record,  making  the  whole  amount  claimed  and  reported  under  the 
above-named  grant  70,006,769.41  aeres. 

There  have  been  formally  approved  lists  embracing  371,820.40  acres, 
increasing  the  total  amount  thus  approved  to  55,769,172.03  acres.  This 
inclodes  8,338,269.16  acres  approved  to  the  State  of  Ijouisiana  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  dated  March  2,  1849,  under 
which  the  approval  has  the  effect  of  a  patent,  of  which  79,922.99  acres 
were  approved  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Patents  have  issued  for  912,132.35  acres  under  act  of  September  28, 
1S50,  making  the  total  area  patented  under  said  act  45,086,388.05  acres. 

Under  the  act  of  March  2, 1855, 476,316.97  acres  have  heretofore  been 
patented  as  indemnity  for  that  amount  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands 
located  with  military  bounty-land  warrants  and  scrip,  of  which  50,183.12 
jusres  were  patented  during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed. 

The  total  area  disposed  of  by  approval  under  act  of  1849,  and  by 
patents  under  other  acts  making  grants  of  swamp  and  overflowed 
lands,  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  is  53,877,356.36  acres. 

Upon  reports  and  testimony  submitted  to  this  office,  claims  for  indem- 
nity for  over  244,107.85  acres  (which  includes  those  examined  by  the 
field-notes  of  public  survey)  have  been  adjusted  during  the  past  y

The  record  of  letters  written,  certificates  of  deposit,  and  reports  above 
cited,  together  with  other  miscellaneoas  matter,  covered  20,076  pages 
of  letter  post. 

In  addition  to  the  atjpve,  this  division  is  not  only  called  upon  to  pre- 
pare tabaiated  statements  of  disposals  of  the  public  lands  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  bat  also  special  statements  and  reports  for  the  use  of 
oommittees  of  Congress,  members  thereof.  State  and  county  officials, 
and  private  individuals,  requiring  a  vast  amount  of  labor  that  cannot 
be  elosely  estimated.  To  keep  up  with  the  demand  for  these  statements 
ftod  the  correspondence  connected  therewith  and  bring  up  and  record 
the  statistics  of  the  land  service  in  a  systematic  manner  from  the  be- 
ginoing  will  require  the  constant  attention  of  three  clerks  and  opa

copyist  who  should  be  charged  with  no  other  duty.  Heretofore,  whea 
such  statements  have  been  called  for,  it  has  been  the  practice  to  suspend 
work  upon  the  accounts  and  returns  docket,  and  have  them  prepared 
by  the  accountants  and  docket  clerks.  This  has  operated  to  the  great 
disadvantage  of  the  service  and  resulted  in  there  being  no  regular 
systematic  record  of  statistics  of  the  disposals  of  the  public  lands,  and 
necessitates,  when  a  statement  is  called  for,  in  a  majority  of  instances, 
a  large  amount  of  extra  work  and  research.  A  number  of  applications 
for  statistics  have  been  refused  within  the  past  fiscal  year  because  their 
compilation  would  require  the  services  of  several  clerks  for  a  longer 
period  than  the  current  needs  of  the  service  would  warrant. 

Tbe  accounts  of  receivers  of  public  moneys  are  now  about  six  months 
behind,  and  are  in  the  same  condition,  relatively,  as  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  1881.  The  great  increase  in  the  sales  of  public  lands, 
together  with  the  preparation  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  tables  of 
statistics  and  special  reports  for  Congress  during  its  last  session,  has 
prevented  the  bringing  up  of  these  arrears.  Another  accountant  is  ab- 
solutely necessary  for  the  prompt  adjustment  of  these  accounts.  With 
this  exception,  and  that  of  a  large  number  of  repayment  accounts,  the 
adjustment  of  which  is  suspended  pending  decisions  iVom  the  depart- 
ment upon  questions  submitted  to  it,  the  accounts  are  adjusted  to  date. 

While  additional  force  is  required  for  the  proper  and  prompt  disposal 
of  the  public  business  coming  before  this  division,  the  rooms  assigned 
to  it  are  inadequate  to  the  accommodation  of  the  clerks  now  employed. 
The  division  is  scattered  from  one  end  of  the  building  to  the  other, 
along  the  Kinth  street  hall,  with  some  clerks,  who  handle  papers  and 
vouchers  of  the  greatest  importance,  working  in  different  portions  of 
the  hall.  The  room  occupied  by  the  chief  of  division  and  in  which  the 
current  records  are  kept  is  remote  from  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  other 
members  of  the  division,  which  are  crowded  to  such  an  extent  that 
when  cold  weather  sets  in  and  fires  become  necessary,  several  of  the 
clerks  will  be  compelled  to  move  into  the  hall.  For  want  of  safficient 
case  room  a  large  number  of  the  valuable  record  books  are  lying  around 
upon  the  floors.  All  this  tends  to  delay  of  business  and  disadvantage- 
ous working  of  the  division,  which  cannot  be  remedied  until  more  room 
is  provided. 

This  division  also  prepares  all  estimates  of  appropriations  required 
for  the  land  service,  with  the  exception  of  those  relating  to  the  survey 
of  public  lands.

3  United  States,  or  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  such,  or 
Mareh^  eo?'  *•*'*•■•*'  any  association  of  persons  severally  qualified  as  above,  shall  npon, 
application  to  the  register  of  the  proper  land  office,  have  the  right  to  enter,  by  le^al 
subdivisions,  any  quantity  of  vacant  coal  lands  of  the  United  States  not  otherwise 
appropriated  or"^  reserved  by  competent  authority,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  to  such  individual  person,  or  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  to  such  as- 
sociation, npoji  payment  to  the  receiver  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  per  acre  for  such 
lands,  where  the  same  shall  be  situated  more  than  fifteen  miles  from  any  completed 
railroad,  and  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  per  acre  for  such  lands  as  shall  be  within 
fifteen  miles  of  such  road. 

Sec.  2348.  Any  person  or  association  of  .persons  severally  qualified,  as  above  pro- 
pra^mptioQ  of  coal  lands,  vidcd,  who  havc  opcued  and  improved,  or  shall  hereafter  open  and 
ni*d.,  ■.  L  improve,  any  coal  mine  or  mines  upon  the  public  lands^  and  shall  be 

in  actual  possession  of  the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  preference-right  of  entry,  under 
the  preceding  section,  of  the  mines  so  opened  and  improved:  Provided,  That  when 
any  association  of  not  less  than  four  persons,  severally  qualified  as  above  provided, 
shall  have  expended  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  in  working  and  improving 
any  such  mine  or  mines,  such  association  may  enter  not  exceeding  six  hundred  ana 
forty  acres,  including  such  mining  improvements. 

Sec.  2349.  All  claims  under  the  preceding  section  must  be  presented  to  the  register 

pra-eiDptH>a  cUttnu  of  of  the  proper  land-district  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  actual 
^L^tixtT^dSr^r''^  possession  and  the  commencement  of  improvements  on  the  land,  by  the 
ihUL,  1. 8.  '        filing  of  a  declaratory  statement  therefor ;  but  when  the  township 

plat  is  not  on  file  at  the  date  of  such  improvement,  filing  must  be  made  within  sixty 
days  from  the  receipt  of  such  plat  at  the  district  office;  and  where  the  improvements 
shall  have  been  n^ade  prior  to  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  tnird  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  sixty  days  from  the  expiration  of  snch 
three  months  shall  be  allowed  for  the  filing  of  a  declaratory  statement,  and  no  sale 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  allowed  until  the  expiration  of  six  months 
from  the  tliird  daj-  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three. 

Sec.  2350.  The  three  preceding  sections  shall  be  held  to  authorize  only  one  entry 
Only  oiM"  entry  aUowe.i.  ^^Y  ^^^  saiHC  pcrsou  or  associatlon  of  pcrsous ;  and  no  association  of 
ihuL, «.  4.  persona,  any  member  of  which  shall  have  taken  the  benefit  of  such 

sections,  either  as  an  individual  or  as  a  member  of  any  other  association,  shall  enter 
or  hold  any  other  lands  under  the  provisions  thereof;  and  uo  member  of  any  association 
which  shall  have  taken  the  benefit  of  sach  sections  shall  enter  or  hold  any  other  lands 
under  their  provisions;  and  all  persons  claiming  under  section  twenty-three  hundred 
and  foity-eight  shall  be  required  to  prove  their  respective  rights,  and  pay  for  the 
lands  filed  npon  within  one  year  from  the  time  prescribed  for  filing  their  respective 
claims;  and  upon  failure  to  file  the  proper  notice,  or  to  pay  for  the  land  within  the 
required  period,  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  entry  by  any  other  qualified  applicant. 

Sec.  23i51.  In  case  of  confiicting  claims  upon  coal  lauds  where  the  improvements 
Conflicting  claim,  /wrf.,  shall  be  comm^uccd  after  the  third  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred 
»•  *•  and  seventy-three,  priority  of  possession  and  improvement,  followed 

by  proper  filing  and  continued  good  faith,  shall  determine  the  preference-right  to  pur- 
chase. And  also  where  improvements  have  already  been  made  prior  to  the  third  day 
of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  division  of  the  land  claimed  may  be 
made  by  legal  subdivisions,  to  include,  as  near  as  may  be,  the  valuable  improvements 
of  the  respective  parties.  The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Laud  Office  is  authorized 
t«  issue  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
and  the  four  preceding  sections. 
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Section  2352.  Nothiog  in  the  Ave  precediog  sections  shall  be  construed  to  destroy  or 
impair  any  rights  which  may  have  attached  prior  to  the  third  day  of  ri^^,  rewrred.  jm 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- three,  or  to  authorize  the  sale  «■  s. 

of  lands  valnable  for  mines  of  gold,  silver,  or  copper. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS, 

UDder  the  authority  conferred  by  said  section ^)51  the  following  rules  and  regula- 
lioDs  are  issued  tor  carrying  into  efifect  the  provisions  of  said  Jaw: 

1.  Sale  of  coal  lands  is  provided  for— 

By  ordinary  private  eninf  under  section  2347. 

By  granting  &  preference  right  of  purchase,  based  on  priority  of  possession  and  im- 
provement, under  section  2348. 

2.  The  land  entered  under  either  section  must  be  by  legal  suhdiviaions,  as  made  by 
the  regular  United  States  survey.  Entry  is  confined  to  surveyed  lands;  to  such  as 
are  vacant,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  reserved  by  competent  authority,  or  contain- 
ing valuable  minerals  other  than  coal. 

3.  Individuals  and  associations  may  purchase.  If  an  individual,  he  must  be  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  have  declared  his  intention  to 
bec4)me  such  citizen. 

4.  If  an  association  of  persons,  each  person  must  be  qualified  as  above. 

5.  A  person  is  not  disqualified  by  the  ownership  of  any  quantity  of  other  land,  nor 
by  havmg  removed  from  his  own  land  in  the  same  State  or  Territory. 

6.  Any  individual  may  enter  by  legal  subdivisions  as  aforesaid  any  area  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  and  sixty  acres. 

7.  Any  association  may  enter  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres. 

S.  Any  association  of  not  less  than  four  persons,  duly  qualified,  who  shall  have  ex- 
p«D(Ied'not  le«8  than  |5,000  in  working  and  improving  any  coal  mine  or  mines,  may 
enter  under  section  2348  not  exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  including  such 
mining  improvements. 

9.  One  person  can  have  the  benefit  of  one  entry  or  filing  onltf.  lie  is  disqualified  by 
having  made  such  entry  or  filing  alone,  or  as  a  member  of  an  association.  No  entry 
can  be  allowed  an  association  which  has  in  it  a  single  person  thus  disqualified,  as  the 
law  prohibits  the  entry  or  holding  of  more  than  one  claim  either  by  an  individual  or 
an  association. 

10.  Lands  that  are  sufiSciently  valuable  for  gold,  silver,  or  copper  to  prevent  their 
entry  as  agricultural  lands  cannot  be  entered  as  coal  lands ;  and  you  will  not  allow 
^y  entry  to  be  made  under  the  above-named  provisions  of  law  of  lands  valuable  for 
their  deposits  of  said  minerals. 

11.  The  present  rules  relative  to  ^* hearings  to  establish  the  character  of  lands," 
contained  in  General  Land  Office  regulations  of  October  31,  18bl,  issued  under  the 
mining  laws,  will,  as  far  as  applicable,  govern  your  action  in  determining  the  charac- 
ter of  lands  sought  to  be  entered  as  coal  land. 

12.  The  price  per  acre  is  $10  where  the  land  is  situated  more  than  fifteen  miles  from 
any  completed  railroad,  and  $20  per  acre  where  the  land  is  within  fifteen  miles  of  such 
road.  The  price  of  the  land,  however,  must  be  determined  by  its  distance  from  a 
(^>mpleted  railroad  at  the  date  of  payment  and  entry  irrespective  of  the  preference 
right  of  entry. 

13.  When  application  is  made  to  purchase  coal  laud  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  acre  you 
«'ill  in  aU  cases  require  satisfactory  proof  that  the  land  applied  for  is,  at  date  of 
^otry,  situated  more  than  fifteen  miles  from  any  completed  railroad.  This  proof  may 
'onsist  of  the  affidavit  of  the  applicant,  or  that  of  his  duly  authorized  agent,  cor- 
roboratefl  by  the  affidavit  of  some  disinteresteil  credible  party  showing  personal 
loiowledge  of  the  facts. 

14.  Wnere  the  land  lies  partly  withitt  fifteen  miles  of  such  road  and  in  part  outside 
^ucb  limit,  the  maximnm  price  must  be  paid  for  all  legal  subdivisions  the  greater  part 
of  which  lie  within  fifteen  miles  of  such  road. 

15.  The  term  *' completed  railroad''  is  held  to  mean  one  which  is  actually  con- 
*trncted  on  the  face  of  the  earth :  and  lands  within  fifteen  miles  of  any  point  of  a 
railroad  so  constructed  will  be  held  and  disposed  of  at  $20  per  acre. 

16.  Any  duly  qualified  person  or  association  must  be  preferred  as  purchasers  of 
those  public  lands  on  which  they  have  opened  and  improved,  or  shall  open  and  im- 
prove, any  coal  mine  or  mines,  and  which  they  shall  have  in  actual  possession. 

17.  Possession  by  agent  is  recognized  as  the  possession  of  the  principal.  The 
ilearest  proof  on  the  point  of  agency  must,  however,  be  required  in  every  case,  and 
^  clearly-defined  possession  must  be  established. 

1"*.  The  opening  and  improving  of  a  coal  mine,  in  order  to  confer  a  preference  right 
"t"  porehase,  must  not  be  considered  as  a  mere  matter  of  form ;  the  labor  expended 
*nd  improvements  made  must  be  such  as  to  clearly  indicate  the  good  faith  of  the 
claimant. 
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19.  These  lauds  are  intended  to  be  sold,  where  there  are  adverse  claimants  therefor, 
to  the  party  who,  by  substantial  improvements,  actual  possession,  and  a  reasonable 
industry,  shows  an  intention  to  continue  his  development  of  the  mines  in  preference 
to  those  wl  o  would  purchase  for  speculative  puri)oBes  only.  With  this  view,  you  will 
require  such  proof  of  compliance  with  the  law,  when  lands  are  applied  for  under  sec- 
tion 2348  by  adverse  claimants,  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  may  justify. 

20.  In  conflicts,  where  improvements  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  commeDced, 

J  priority  of  possession  and  improvement  shall  govern  the  award  when  the  law  has  beeu 
tilly  complied  with  by  each  party.  A  mere  possession,  however,  without  satisfactory 
improvements,  will  not  secure  the  tract  to  the  first  occupant  when  a  subsequcDt 
claimant  shows  his  full  compliance  with  the  law. 

21.  After  an  entry  has  been  allowed  to  one  party,  you  will  make  no  investigation 
concerning  it  at  the  instance  of  any  person  except  on  instructions  from  this  office. 
You  will,  however,  receive  all  affidavits  concerning  such  case  and  forward  the  same 
to  this  office,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  facts  as  shown  by  your  records. 

22.  Prior  to  entry,  it  is  competent  for  you  to  order  an  investigation,  on  sufficient 
grounds  set  forth  under  oath  of  a  party  in  interest  and  substantiated  by  the  affidavitn 
of  disinterested  and  credible  witnesses. 

MANNER  OF  OHTAINING   TITLE. 

23.  When  title  is  sought  hy  private  enti^  the  party  will  himself  make  oath  to  the 
following  application,  which  must  bo  presented  to  the  register: 

I, ,  hereby  apply,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statut-es  of  the 

United  States  relating  to  the  sale  of  coal  lands  of  the  United  States,  to  purchase 

the quarter  of  section ,  in  township of  ran^e ,  in  the  district 

of  lands  subject  to  sale  at  the  land  office  at ,  and  containing acres;  and 

I  Bolemnly  swear  that  no  portion  of  said  tract  is  in  the  ^lossession  of  any  other  party; 
that  I  am  twenty-one  years  of  age,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  (or  have  declared 
my  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States),  and  have  never  held  nor  pur- 
chased lands  under  said  act,  either  as  an  individual  or  as  a  member  of  an  association; 
and  I  do  further  swear  that  I  am  well  acquainted  with  the  character  of  said  described 
land,  and  with  each  and  every  legal  subdivision  thereof,  having  frequently  passed 
over  the  same;  that  uiy  knowledge  of  said  land  is  such  as  to  enable  me  to  testify  iiu- 
dcrstandingly  with  regard  thereto;  that  said  land  contains  large  deposit-s  of  coal  and 
is  chiefly  valuable  therefor;  that  there  is  not  to  mj^  knowledge  within  the  limits* 
thereof  any  vein  or  lode  of  quartz  or  other  rock  in  place  bearing  gold,  silver,  or  cop- 
per, and  that  there  is  not  within  the  limits  of  said  land,  to  my  knowledge,  any  valu- 
able deposit  of  gold,  silver,  or  eojijier.     So  help  me  (iod. 

24.  Thereuijon  the  register,  if  the  tract  is  vacant,  will  so  certify  to  the  receiver, 
stating  the  price,  and  the  applicant  or  bis  duly  authorized  agent  must  then  pay  the 
amount  of  purchase  inonev. 

25.  The  receiver  will  then  issue  to  the  purchaser  a  duplicate  receipt,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  mouth  the  register  and  receiver  will  make  returns  of  the  sale  to  the  (icn- 
eral  Laud  Office,  from  whence,  when  the  proceedings  are  found  regular,  a  patent  or 
complete  title  will  be  issued ;  and  on  surrender  of  the  duplicate  receipt  such  patent 
will  be  delivered,  at  the  oj)tion  of  the  patentee,  either  by  the  Commissioner  at  Wash- 
ington or  by  the  register  at  the  district  land  othce. 

"is.  This  disposition  at  private  entry  will  be  subject  to  any  valid  ])rior  adverse  right 
which  may  have  attached  to  the  same  land,  and  which  is  protected  by  section  2iJ4^. 

27.  Second.  When  the  application  to  x>"rchase  is  based  on  a  priority  of  possession, 
&c.,  as  provided  for  in  section  2^M8,  the  claimant  must,  when  the  towoship  plat  is  on 
file  in  your  otMce,  tile  his  declaratory  statement  for  the  tract  claimed  sixty  days  from 
Mo^  after  the  first  day  of  his  actual  possession  and  improvement.  Sixty  days,  ex- 
clusive of  the  flrst  day  of  possession,  <&c.,  must  be  allowed. 

28,  Tlie  declaratory  statement  must  be  substantially  as  follows,  to  wit: 

J, ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  am years  of  age,  and  a  citizeu  of 

the  United  States  (or  have  declared  my  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States);  that  I  never  have,  either  as  an  individual  or  as  a  member  of  an  association, 
held  or  purchased  any  coal  lands  under  the  provisions  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States  relating  to  the  sale  of  coal  lands  of  the  United  States,  and  I  do  herehy 

declare  my  intention  to  ])urchase,  under  the  provisions  aforesaid,  the quarter 

of  section* ,  in  township of  ran^^e ,  of  lands  subject  to  sale  at  the 

district  land  office  at ,  and  that  I  came  into  possession  of  said  tract  on  the 

day  of ,  A.  D.  18 — ,  and  have  ever  since  rem'uned  in  actual  possession  coutiuu- 

oosly;  that  I  have  located  and  opened  a  valuable  mine  of  coal  thereon;  and  have 
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expended  in  labor  and  improvemont«  on  said  mine  tho  num  of dollare,  the  labor 

and  improvements  being  as  follows:  [here  describe  the' nature  and  character  of  the 
improvements];  and  I  do  furthermore  solemnly  swear  that  I  am  well  acquainted  with 
the  character  of  said  described  land,  aad  with  each  and  every  legal  subdivision  thereof, 
havine  frequently  passed  over  the  same;  that  my  knowledge  of  said  land  is  such  as 
to  enifcble  me  to  testify  nnderstandingly  with  regard  thereto;  that  there  is  not«  to  my 
knowledge,  within  the  limits  thereof,  any  vein  or  lode  of  quartz  or  other  roclc  in  place 
bearing  gold,  silver,  or  copper,  and  thatVhere  is  not  within  the  limits  of  said  land,  to 
my  knowledge,  any  valuable  deposit  of  gold,  silver,  or  copper.     So  help  me  God. 

29.  When  the  township  plat  is  not  on  file  at  date  of  claimant's  first  possessiion  the 
declaratory  statement  must  be  tiled  within  sixty  days  from  the  tiling  of  such  plat  in 
your  office. 

30.  One  year  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  allowed  for  filing  the  de- 
clai^tory  statement  is  given  within  which  to  make  proof  aud  payment;  but  you  will 
allow  no  party  to  make  final  proof  and  payment  except  on  notice  to  nil  otherH  who 
appear  on  your  records  as  claimants  to  the  same  tract. 

31.  A  party  who  otherwise  complies  wMth  the  law  may  enter  after  the  expiration  of 
said  year,  j>rortd«d  no  valid  adverse  right  shall  have  intervened.  He  postpones  his 
entry  beyond  said  year  at  his  own  risk,  and  the  government  cannot  thereafter  protect 
him  against  another  who  complies  with  the  law,  and  the  value  of  his  improvements 
can  have  no  weight  in  his  favor. 

32.  Each  claimant  at  the  time  of  actual  purchase  must  make  aftidavit  as  follows: 

I, ,  claimiug  under  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  tli«*  United 

States,  relating  to  the  sale  of  coal  lands  of  the  United  States,  the  right  of  ))iirchase 

to  the quarter  of  section ,  in  township of  range ,  subject  to 

6ale  at ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  have  never  had  the  right  of  purchase  under 

the  aforesaid  provisions  of  law  cither  as  an  individual  or  as  a  member  of  an  associa- 
tion, and  that  I  have  never  held  any  other  lands  under  its  provisions ;  I  further  swear 
that  I  have  expended  in  developing  coal  mines  on  said  tract  in  labor  aud  improve- 
ments the  sum  of dollars,  the  nature  of  such  improvements  being  as  follows: 

;  that  I  am  now  in  the  actual  possession  of  said  mines,  anil  make 

the  entry  for  my  own  use  and  benefit,  and  not  directly  or  indirectly  for  the  use  aud 
benefit  of  any  other  party ;  aud  I  do  furthermore  swear  that  I  am  well  acquuiuteil 
with  the  character  of  said  described  land,  and  with  each  aud  every  legal  subdivision 
thereof,  having  frequently  passed  over  the  same  ;  that  my  knowledge  of  said  land  is 
such  as  to  enable  me  to  testify  nnderstandingly  with  regard  thereto;  that  the  same  is 
chiefly  valuable  for  coal ;  that  there  is  not,  to  my  knowledge,  within  the  limits  thereor 
any  vein  or  lode  of  quartz  or  other  rock  in  place  bearing  gold,  silver,  or  copper,  and 
that  there  is  not  within  the  limits  of  said  land,  to  my  knowledge,  any  valuable  deposit 
of  gold,  silver,  or  copper.     So  help  me  God. 

33.  The  application,  declaratory  statement,  aud  the  affidavit  required  at  the  time 
of  actual  purchase — the  forms  of  which  are  given  above  under  paragraphs  23,  26,  aud 
^^2— may  be  sworn  to  before  any  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  but  the 
anthority  of  such  officer  must  be  properly  shown. 

34.  Any  party  duly  qualified  under  the  law,  after  swearing  to  his  application  or 
<leclaratory  statement,  may,  by  a  sufficient  power  of  attorney,  duly  executed  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  such  party  may  then  be  residing,  empower 
an  agent  to  file  with  the  re^ist«r  of  the  proper  land  office  the  application,  declaratory 
statement,  or  affidavit  required  at  the  time  of  actual  purchase,  and  also  authorize  him 
to  make  payment  for  and  entry  of  the  land  in  the  name  of  such  qualified  party ;  and 
when  such  power  of  attorney  shall  have  been  filed  in  your  office  you  will  permit  such 
agent  to  act  thereunder  as  above  indicated. 

35.  Where  a  claimant  shows  by  affidavit  that  he  is  not  personally  acquainted  with 
the  character  of  the  land,  his  duly  authorized  agent  who  possesses  such  knowledge 
may  make  the  required  affidavit  as  to  its  character ;  but  whether  this  affidavit  is  made 
by  principal  or  ageot,  it  must  be  corroborated  by  the  affidavits  of  two  disinterested 
and  credible  witnesses  having  knowledge  of  its  character. 

36.  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shaU  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  a  party  from 
proving  his  ettizeoship  or  age,  or  establishing  the  status  of  the  lands  sought  to  be  eu- 
tered,  in  accordance  with  ordinary  rules  of  evidence ;  and  any  proof  regularly  intro- 
ilueed  for  that  purpose  that  would  be  competent  in  a  court  or  before  a  commissioner 
charged  with  tiie  ascertainment  of  facts  may  be  considered. 

37.  Asdignmentnof  thf*  right  to  purchase  will  l>e  recognized  wIumi  properly  exeontv*^ 
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Proof  and  paymont  must  be  made,  however,  'within  the  prescribed  period,  which  dates 
from  the  first  day  of  the  possession  of  the  assignor  who  initiated  the  claim. 

38.  The  '^  Rules  of  Practice  in  cases  before  Uie  United  States  district  land  offices, 
the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  Department  of  the  Interior,''  approved  December  20, 
1880,  will,  as  far  as  applicable,  govern  all  cases  and  proceedings  arising  under  the 
sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes  above  quoted  providing  for  the  sale  of  coal  lands  of 
the  United  States. 

39.  You  will  report  at  the  close  of  each  month  as  '^ sales  of  coal  lauds''  all  filing 
and  entries  in  separate  abstracts,  commeucing  with  number  one,  and  thereafter  pro- 
ceediug  consecutively  in  the  order  of  their  reception.  Where  a  series  of  numbers  ha^ 
already  been  commenced  by  sale  of  coal  lands  you  will  contiuue  the  same  withoot 
change.

Gentlemen:  The  followiug  regulations  are  promulgated  as  amendatory  of  circnlar 
of  October  31, 1881,  entitled  '^United  States  mining  laws  and  regulations  thereunder/' 
and  have  special  reference  to  applications  for  patents  to  placer  claims.  They  are  to 
be  considered  in  connection  witn  paragraphs  53  to  60  of  regulations  contained  in  said 
circular: 

X,  The  first  care  in  reco^izing  an  application  for  patent  upon  a  placer  claim  must 
be  exercised  in  determining  the  exact  classification  of  the  lands.  To  this  end  the 
clearest  evidence  of  which  the  case  is  capable  should  be  preseuted.  If  the  claim  be 
all  placer«ground  that  fact  must  be  stated  in  the  application  and  corroborated  by 
accompanying  proofs.  If  of  mixed  placers  and  lodes  it  should  be  so  set  out,  with  a 
description  of  all  known  lodes  situated  within  the  boundaries  of  the  claim.  A  specific 
declaration,  such  as  is  required  by  section  2333  Revised  Statutes, ^nnst  be  fumiabed 
as  to  each  lode  intended  to  be  claimed.  All  other  known  lodes  are,  by  the  silence  ef 
the  applicant,  excluded  by  law  from  all  claim  by  liim,  of  whatsoever  nature,  possess- 
ory or  otherwise. 

2.  Section  2395  Revised  Statutes  (subdivision  7)  requires  the  surveyor  to  ^'note 
in  his  field-books  the  true  situation  of  all  mines,  salt  licks,  salt  springs,  and  millseatfl 
which  come  to  his  knowledge ; "  also  '*  all  water-courses  over  which  the  lines  may 
pass.''  It  further  requires  him  to  '*  note  the  quality  of  the  lamls.''  These  descriptive 
notes  are  required  by  subdivision  8  to  be  incorporoted  in  the  plat  by  the  surveyor 
general. 

3.  If  these  duties  have  been  performed,  the  surveys  will  furnish  a  reasonable 
guide  to  the  district  officers  and  to  claimants  in  prosecuting  their  applications.  Bnt 
experience  has  shown  that  ^reat  neglect  has  resulted  from  inattention  to  the  law  in 
this  respect,  and  the  regular  plats  are  of  very  little  value  iu  the  matter.  It  will 
therefore  be  required  iu  the  future  that  deputy  surveyors  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the 
parties,  make  full  examination  of  all  placer  claims,  and  duly  note  the  facts  as  speci- 
fied in  the  law,  stating  the  quality  and  composition  of  the  soil,  the  kind  and  amouut 
of  timber  and  other  vegetation,  the  locus  and  size  of  streams,  and  such  other  matters 
as  may  appear  upon  the  surface  of  the  claims.  This  examination  should  include  the 
character  and  extent  of  all  surface  and  underground  workings,  whether  placer  or  lode, 
for  mining  purposes. 

4.  In  addition  to  these  data,  which  the  law  requires  to  be  shown  iu  all  cases,  the 
deputy  should  report  with  reference  to  the  proximity  of  centers  of  trade  or  residence; 
also  of  well  known  systems  of  lode  deposit  or  of  individual  lodes.  He  should  also 
report  as  to  the  use  or  adaptability  of  the  claim  for  placer  raining ;  whether  water 
has  been  brought  upon  it  in  sufficient  quantity  to  mine  the  same,  or  whether  it  can  be 
procured  for  that  purpose  ;  and  finally,  what  works  or  expenditures  have  been  made 
by  the  claimant  or  his  grantors  for  the  development  of  the  claim,  and  their  situation 
and  location  with  respect  to  the  same  as  applied  for. 

5.  This  examination  should  be  reported  by  the  deputy  under  oath  to  the  surveyor 
general,  and  duly  corroborated  ;  and  a  copy  of  the  same  nhouid  be  furnished  with  thi' 
application  for  patent  to  the  claim,  constituting  a  part  thereof,  and  included  in  the 
oath  of  the  applicant. 
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A.  lu  case  of  a  proposed  claim  for  lands  not  yet  survey ed,  the  foregoing  regulations 
will  govern  the  application  for  survey. 

7.  In  controversies  hereafter  to  be  determined  respecting  the  mineral  value  of  lands, 
their  value  for  all  purposes,  whether  agricultural  or  municipal,  or  as  seats  for  towns, 
will  be  considered,  without  reference  to  the  decisions  heretofore  made  in  particular 
caaes.  No  decision  finally  executed,  however,  will  be  reconsidered  under  this  modifi- 
cation. 

8.  No  application  by  an  association  of  persons  for  patent  to  a  placer  claim  will  be 
allowed  to  embrace  more  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  nor  will  any  application 
be  entertained  that  embraces  more  than  one  location. 

9.  Applications  awaiting  entry,  whether  published  or  not,  must  be  made  to  conform 
to  these  regulations,  both  with  respect  to  amount  of  ground  and  examination  as  to 
the  character  of  the  land.  Entries  already  made  will  be  suspended  for  examination 
by  the  Commissioner,  and  such  additional  proofs  as  may  be  deemed  necessarj"^  in  each 
case  will  be  demanded.

The  foregoing  tables  present  as  nearly  as  possible  the  results  attained 
by  this  office  in  its  efforts  to  suppress  depredations  upon  the  public, 
timber  lands,  showing  amount  and  value  of  the  material  destroyed,  and 
the  amount  collected  on  account  of  such  trespasses. 

I  am,  however,  unable  to  give  amount  collected  through  the  courts  on 
account  of  fines  and  penalties  in  criminal  cases,  as  the  same  are  not  re- 
turned to  the  Department  of  Justice  under  the  head  of  "  timber  depre- 
dations," but  are  included  in  the  general  report  of  moneys  collected  as 
"fines  and  penalties." 

While  much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  direction  of  suppressing  the 
unlawful  cutting  and  removing  of  timber  from  the  public  lands,  I  am 
of  tbe  opinion  that  better  results  can  be  obtained  in  the  future :  par- 
ticularly so  if  some  general  and  comprehensive  law  could  be  passed  clearlj- 
defining  who  may  take  timber  from  the  public  lands,  the  purposes  for 
which  it  may  be  cut  and  removed,  and  prescribing  the  punishment  for 
unlawfully  cutting,  removing,  or  in  any  way  wantonly  destroying  or  in- 
juring any  timber  growing  or  being  upon  any  of  the  public  lands,  or  in 
any  way  causing  or  inciting  such  trespass.  Such  law  should  also  es- 
tablish the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  any  compromise  or  settle- 
ment should  be  authorized.  A  law  of  this  nature  would  be  more  gener- 
ally understood  and  comprehended  than  the  several  different  enact- 
ments relating  to  this  subject  now  in  force,  and  could  be  more  easily 
and  evenly  administered. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  that  presents  itself  to  this  office  in  tb-" 
^\ork  of  supiiressing  timber  depredations  is  that  of  securing  efflcif 
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and  reliable  special  timber  agents.  As  illastrating  the  difficulty  re- 
ferred to,  it  will  suffice  to  say  that  daring  the  past  fiscal  year  tSiere 
have  been  in  the  employ  of  this  office,  for  various  periods,  thirty-one 
agents,  of  whom  but  seven  have  been  in  continuous  service  and  remain 
on  duty  at  the  present  date. 

Of  the  various  classes  of  cases  of  trespass  with  which  this  office  has  to 
deal,  the  most  numerous  are  those  committed  undercover  of  homestead 
entries,  fraudulently  made  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  timber  on  the 
land.  This  class  of  entries  does  not  seem  confined  to  any  one  locality, 
but  the  fraud  is  perpetrated  wherever  there  are  public  timber  lands 
subject  to  entry  under  the  homestead  laws. 

The  detection  of  frauds  of  this  class  is  not  properly  a  part  of  the  duty 
of  a  timber  agent,  work  of  this  nature  being  confided  to  special  agents 
of  this  office  detailed  or  appointed  for  that  purpose;  but  in  the  pursuit 
and  detection  of  depredators  upon  the  public  timber  lands,  the  timber 
agent  very  frequently  obtains  a  knowledge  of  the  unlawful  practices 
resorted  to  in  order  to  obtain  temporary  control  of  timber  lands,  but 
cannot  act  in  regard  to  the  fraud  except  to  note  in  his  report  to  this 
office  that  there  is  every  evidence  that  the  entry  was  made  for  frandn- 
lent  purposes,  and  not  in  good  faith  as  a  settler.  It  would  very  ma- 
terially aid  in  the  suppression  of  trespass  if  every  case  of  fraudulent 
entry  could  be  prosecuted  with  promptness  and  vigor. 

1  do  not  apprehend  that  it  is  the  purpose  or  desire  of  the  government 
to  make  the  public  timber  a  source  of  revenue  or  profit,  and  therefore 
the  agents  of  this  office  are  instructed  to  prosecute  their  duties  with  a 
view  to  prevent  depredations,  and  to  protect  and  preserve  the  public 
lands  from  being  denuded  of  their  timber,  without  regard  to  any  present 
pecuniary  gain  on  the  part  of  the  government.  Accordingly,  ifi  all 
cases  where  there  are  extenuating  circumstances  surrounding  the  act 
of  trespass,  and  the  party  shows  a  desire  to  compromise,  and  makes 
proposition  of  settlement  before  suit  has  been  instituted,  tiie  practice 
has  invariably  been  to  recommend  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior for  his  acceptance. 

In  many  cases  of  trespass  it  is  necessary  to  survey  the  land  and  scale 
the  logs  or  stumps  to  reach  a  correct  estimate  of  the  amount  of  material 
involved  in  the  trespass.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  that 
when  such  survey  and  measurement  are  found  to  be  actually  necessary, 
the  cost  of  same  should  be  charged  to  the  party  committing  or  caus- 
ing such  depredation.  Should  a  settlement  or  compromise  be  effected 
before  legal  proceedings  are  instituted,  the  trespasser  should  be  required 
to  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  proper  receiver  of  public  moneys  all  cost  of 
such  survey  and  measurement  in  addition  to  the  agreed  value  of  the 
timber  cut  or  destroyed.  In  cases  where  legal  proceedings  have  been  in- 
stituted, and  survey  and  measurement  are  necessary,  the  cost  of  same 
should  be  added  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  costs  in  the  case. 

I  also  desire  to  respectfully  urge  the  advisability  of  a  change  in  the 
manner  of  reimbursing  the  timber  agents  for  their  actual  daily  ex- 
penses. At  present  they  are  allowed  to  charge  all  actual  personal  ex- 
penses (except  laundrying),  not  exceeding  four  dollars  per  day,  I'eturning 
a  monthly  itemized  expense  account  therefor,  accompanied  by  proper 
vouchers  for  all  sums  paid  in  excess  of  one  dollar.  I  am  convinced  that 
if  a  certain  fixed  sum,  say  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  was 
allowed  by  law,  in  lieu  of  the  present  mode  of  paying  their  daily  personal 
expenses,  it  would  result  in  an  actual  saving  of  money  to  the  government, 
and  would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  agents;  besides,  much  valuable 
time  of  clerks  in  this  office,  now  engaged  in  the  examination  and  audit- 
ing of  the  monthly  accounts  as  at  present  presented,  would  be  saved.

PUBLIC  surveys  and  PUBLIC  LA^D  POLICY. 

It  seems  useless  labor  to  make  recommendations,  but  it  will  do  no  harm  to  ofier  a 
few  eaggestions  and  make  a  few  remarks. 

Cong;re8B  ought  to  provide  for  an  early  survey  of  the  whole  Territory  into  townships. 
This  done,  mining  districts  would  be  accommodated  with  convenient  comers  with 
vhich  to  connect  surveys  of  mines,  and  thereafter  a  comparatively  small  sum  would 
!>Qffic«  to  pay  for  all  snbdivisional  surveys  required  from  ^ear  to  year  by  actual  set- 
tlers; and  if  enough  should  not  be  appropriated,  the  deposit  system  being  continued, 
thebniden  of  procuring  needed  surveys  would  not  be  very  onerous. 

The  time  is  coming,  or  ought  to  come,  and  the  sooner  the  better,  when  these  arid 
laods  will  be  offered  for  sale  in  large  quantities  at  a  low  price  per  acre,  upon  practi- 
cable conditions,  which  will  not  repel  but  invite  purchasers  who  have  means  to  pro- 
core  water  by  artesian  process.  It  is  simply  inviting  a  poor  man  to  voluntary  starva- 
tion to  ask  him  to  buy  169  acres  of  these  lands  at  any  price,  or  to  induce  him  to  trv 
to  make  a  home  npon  such  a  small  tract  with  a  patent  given  him  therefor.  The  rich 
cannot  be  induced  to  settle  upon  or  try  to  improve  or  make  these  lands  habitable  in 
Binall  tracts,  and  the  poor  can  do  nothing  in  either  respect,  except  to  make  a  short 
trial  and  certain  failure ;  therefore  the  present  public  land  policy,  as  it  applies  to  these 
arid  lands,  is  a  dog  in  the  manger  one,  and  is  condemned  by  all  well  informed  people. 
Kxcliidiogthe  minerals  by  a  clause  in  the  patents,  these  arid  lands  should  be  sola  in 
townships  at  a  low  price  to  any  one  who  will  buv  and  make  a  permanent  home  there- 
on, either  for  himself  or  for  any  other  person,  for  a  home  is  a  home,  no  matter  for 
)ybom  it  is  made,  and  the  main  object  or  the  present  land  system  is  to  have  the  pub- 
'!(^^^  lands  occupied  in  good  faith. 
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INDIAN  AND  MILITARY  RESKRVATI0N8. 

All  that  was  said  iu  my  last  annual  report  touching  these  reservations  might  with 
propriety  he  repeated,  hut  I  will  content  myself  hy  calling  attention  to  the  recom- 
mendations in  said  report.  It  is  not  creditable  to  our  government  that  so  much  land 
is  uselessly  occupied  by  both  those  classes  of  reservations;  and  it  is  not  only  a  shame 
that  the  exterior  lines  of  the  San  Carlos  and  White  Mountain  Indian  Reservations  are 
yet  unsurveyed,  but  if  government  can  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  then  ours  occupies  the 
the  attitude  of  a  criminal  in  this  matter.  For  want  of  such  survey  disputes  have 
arisen  from  month  to  month  and  year  to  year  since  the  creation  of  tnat  reservation, 
and  for  the  same  reason  much  labor,  property,  and,  I  believe,  life  itself  have  been 
lost.  These  disputes  will  arise  and  losses  occur  until  the  exterior  lines  are  unmis- 
takably marked  in  a  permanent  manner.  Co.al  has  been  discovered  on  and  near  the 
southern  line.  Abundant  and  cheap  fuel  is  a  great  want  in  Arizona.  This  coal 
should  be  opened  up  to  public  use.  The  quicker  it  is  done  the  better  for  the  Indians 
and  all  concerned.  While  it  is  a  subject  of  controverHy  dishonest  men  aud  officials 
will,  as  heretofore,  endeavor  to  turn  It  to  their  own  account,  and  do  it  under  giise 
of  friendship  for  the  poor  Indian. 

SPANISH   AND  MEXICAN  PRIVATE  LAND  CLAIMS. 

Titles  to  but  three  of  these  claims  have 'been  rep<»rtod  n\Hiu  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  viz: 

**E1  Sopori,"  the  Sopori  Laud  and  Mining  Company,  petitioners,  for  .31|  square 
leagues.  After  a  very  ttiorough  examination,  the  title  was  pronounced  forget!  aud  in- 
yalid,  and  a  recommendation  made  that  it  be  rejected. 

"Buena  Vista,"  Frederick  Maish  and  Thomas  Driscoll,  petitioners,  for  4  square 
leagues,  the  greater  portion  lying  in  Sonora,  Mex.  The  title  was  found  to  be  genuine, 
and  confirmation  recommended. 

'*Rancho  de  Martinez,"  Nicolas  Martinez  e<iiL,  petitioners,  and  quantity  very  small, 
it  being  a  grant  made  hy  the  Justice  of  the  peace  of  Tucson.  Independent  of  the  title 
paper,  petitioners  had  acquired  a  right  to  confirmation  by  long,  useful,  and  undis- 
puted occupation,  and  a  recommendation  was  accordingly  made. 

Several  claims  to  more  or  less  land  are  still  to  be  examined  and  reported.  All 
would  have  been  passed  upon  had  claimants  presented  their  claims.  No  law  compels 
them  to  ask  for  an  adjudication  of  titles,  and  the  non-action  of  Congress  on  claims 
long  since  reported  in  accordance  with  existing  law  tends  to  discourage  them,  and 
creates  a  fear  that,  after  doing  all  they  can  do  under  the  law,  their  cases  will  be  rele- 
gated to  the  courts,  proceedings  which  in  uiany  cases  would  amount  to  confiscation. 
It  is  not  stating  the  case  too  strongly  to  say  that  the  non-action  of  Congress  is  an  in- 
excusable outrage  upon  settlers  generally,  ns  well  as  upon  owners  of  sound  titles,  the 
confirmation  of  which  is  guaranteed  by  international  treaty.  The  homes  of  abont 
twenty  thousand  people  in  Arizona  are  in  jeopardy  because  of  private  land  claims, 
some  of  which  are  not  yet  presented  for  investigation,  and  owners  of  sound  grants  are 
absolutely  deprived  of  the  possession  of  their  property  by  sciuatters,  who  are  encour- 
aged to  believe  they  have  rights  by  the  non- action  of  Congrefts.  Thus  great  damage 
is  done  to  thouHsuds  of  honest  men  and  their  families  and  the  improvement  of  toe 
lands  prevented.  Congress  ought,  upon  every  consideration  of  expediency  and  justice, 
to  immediately  confirm  or  reject  all  claims  reported  in  accordance  with  law;  and  if 
the  present  system  is  not  right,  or  not  the  best,  to  promptly  enact  a  new  law  andcaaee 
it  to  be  vigorously  enforced  upon  part  of  claimants  anu  those  charged  with  its  execu- 
tion. The  treaty  with  Mexico  requires  that  this  be  done.  Sound  public  policy  de- 
mands it,  and  good  faith  with  claimants  and  settlers  generally  calls  aloud  and  justly 
upon  Congress  to  perform  this  obvious  duty. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  petitions  have  been  filed  praying  investigatiou 
of  the  rights  of  communities  of  Indians  to  lands.  The  petitions  do  not  even  allege 
that  the  claims  are  based  upon  title  papers,  but  evidently  rely  upon  the  **  laws,  nsages, 
and  customs  of  Spain  and  Mexico."  These  cases  ought  to  be  speedily  examined  and 
reported.  (It  is  no  fault  of  this  office  that  they  have  not  been).  The  longer  deferred, 
the  greater  the  hardships  which  are  certain  to  ensue,  however  determiued.  If  it  be 
decided  that  the  Indians  have  valid  rights  by  reason  of  long  occupation  and  the 
usages  and  customs  referre<l  to,  many  people  will  lose  their  homes  and  mining  rights 
be  greatly  interfered  with,  if  not  in  effect  destroyed,  though  no  title  to  mines  passed 
with  grants  under  the  Spanish  aud  Mexican  system  of  disposiuj^  of  lands;  and  upou 
the  other  hand,  if  it  be  found  that  the  Indians  have  no  rights  to  or  in  the  lands  claimed, 
thev  will  become  wanderers  over  the  country  and  pubfio  nuisances,  and  of  necessity 
suffer  much  without  being  responsible  thereH)r. 

Provision  ought  to  be  made  for  a  thorough  search  of  all  laud  records  in  the  Mexi- 
can States  of  Chi huahua,  Jalisco,  Sinaloa,  and  Sonora.  Original  title  papers  or  reconlB, 
^T  both,  to  lands  in  Arizona,  and  quite  likely  in  New  Mexico,  are  liable  to  be  found  in 
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the  archives  of  either  of  said  States.  The  original  titles  aud  all  loose  papers  con- 
nected therewith  to  lands  anywhere  in  the  United  States  oag^ht  to  be  sarrendered  to 
oQF  government,  and  fall  copies  made  of  all  records  pertaining  to  titles  to  such  lands 
vliicn  are  so  interwoven  with  the  records  in  any  of  these  States  that  they  cannot  be 
detached.  An  expert  in  Spanish  title  docnments  should  superintend  the  work,  and 
vhereiu  only  copies  can  be  obtained  careftd  notes  should  be  taken  regarding  an^  pe- 
enliaritv  of  each  and  of  all  points  indicating  soundness  or  unsoundness  of  titles. 
"Manifest  destiny''  seems  to  point  to  a  farther  expansion  of  our  country  southward, 
and  hence  it  would  be  wise  policy  for  our  government  to  be  vigilant  in  this  matter  of 
forei^  land  titles  across  our  southern  border.  Enough  was  long  since  developed  in 
Calilomia  to  demand  such  vigilance,  and  Arizona  has  already  supplemented  the  his- 
tory of  California  in  this  respect. 

PROSPERITY  OF  ARIZONA. 

.Vrizoua  is  a  prosperous  Territory,  notwithstanding  her  Indian  hostilities  and  the 
insecnrity  of  property  on  the  border  of  another  nation.  There  is  no  risk  in  saying 
ArizoDa  is  yielding  more  of  the  precious  metals  than  any  other  Territory,  nor  to  say 
that  stockholders  in  her  productive  mines  are  receiving  more  in  dividends  than  those 
of  any  other  Territory.  The  later  developments  are  favorable  to  depth  and  perma- 
nency of  rich  ore  boaies.  Copper  is  very  largely  aud  profitably  produced,  and,  like 
the  precious  metals^  the  production  is  increasing.  Coal  has  been  discovered  in  several 
locaiitiea,  aud  also  m  Sonora,  near  the  Arizona  line.  There  will  soon  be  three  overland 
railroads  spanning  the  Territory,  and  several  short  roads  are  building  and  projected. 
It  may  be  safely  said  that  every  legitimate  industry  of  Arizona  is  prospering.

As  I  am  upon  the  eve  of  retiring  from  the  office,  I  shall  limit  my  report  :■>  a  review 
of  the  business  of  the  year,  leaving  to  my  successor  to  suggest,  through  his  own  report 
or  by  special  communication,  sucn  changes  as  he  may  consider  best  for  the  service. 

Daring  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882,  4,250  letters  were  received,  and  4,520 
letters,  notices,  &,c.,  were  written,  2,062  plats  were  made  for  the  general  and  local 
land  offices;  231  transcripts  of  field  notes  were  made  for  filing  in  the  General  Land 
Office,  and  911  transcripis  for  the  local  land  offices,  making  a  total  of  1,142  tran- 
wnpts,  averaging  37  pages  each,  or  42,254  pages  in  all. 

The  sum  of  |8,291  was  deposited  to  pay  office  work  on  survevs  of  mining  claims, 
*nd  $21,798  43  for  office  work  on  surveys  of  tow^nships.  For  surveys  of  public  lands, 
the  sum  of  |219,205.58  was  deposited. 

Eleven  contracts  for  surveys,  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  surveys  of  public 
lands,  and  forty-three  contracts  for  surveys,  payable  from  special  deposits  under  the 
provisions  of  the  statutes,  were  made  with  deputy  surveyors  during  the  fiscal  year. 
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The  filling  of  these  contracts  involved  the  subdivision,  or  completion  of  the  subdi- 
visional  surveys  of  68  townships  under  the  appropriation,  and  227  under  the  special 
deposit  system,  resulting  in  the  surveying  of  2,4^5,590.67  acres,  and  the  running  and 
marking  of  nearly  9,097  miles,  leaving  an  unsurveyed  area  of  26,751,909.88  acres. 

There  were  182  mining  claims  surveyed;  an  increase  of  22  over  the  preceding  year, 
and  39  over  the  year  l879-'80. 

Nineteen  mineral  monuments  were  established,  under  the  direction  of  this  office,  in 
localities  which  were  too  remote  from  the  corners  of  the  public  surveys  for  the  con- 
necting of  surveys  of  mining  claims  therewith. 

Nine  private  land  claims  were  survej'^ed,  and  notice  of  survey  published  as  required 
by  the  act  of  July  I,  J  864. 

As  the  conducting  of  hearings  iti  cases  of  contested  surveys  of  private  land  claims, 
and  in  eases  where  the  State  of  California  claims  lands  to  be  swamp  and  overflowed, 
which  were  not  so  returned  by  the  deputy  surveyors,  forms  no  small  part  of  the  work 
of  this  office,  I  submit,  as  illustrative  of  some  of  the  labors  imposed  upon  the  surveyor 

general,  the  following  copies  of  three  of  the  reports  submitted  by  this  office  to  the 
reneral  Land  Office  durius  the  fiscal  year.  In  the  preparation  of  his  reports  the 
surveyor  general  must  carefully  review  the  testimony  and  exhibits  introduced,  search 
for  authorities,  and,  in  fact,  exercise  the  care  required  for  the  writing  of  an  actual 
decision,  and  this,  too,  while  the  current  work  of  his  office  demands  almost  constant 
at|;ention. 

In  the  first  case,  that  of  the  rancho  Santiago  de  Santa  Ana,  in  Los  Angeles  County, 
examinations  were  made  in  the  field,  twenty-three  witnesses  were  examined,  and 
twenty-seven  exhibits,  consisting  of  maps,  copies  of  title  papers,  &c.,  were  submitted. 

The  views  of  this  office  a^  to  the  survey  wore  sustained  by  decisions  of  your  office, 
dated  May  25,  1882. 

The  second  and  third  cases,  parts  of  the  rancho  de  Napa,  confirmed  to  John  E. 
Brown  and  John  Truebody,  respectively,  have  not  yet  been  passed  upon  by  your  office. 

•  •••••• 

Without  a  sound  general  knowledge  of  the  surveying  laws  and  the  department  reg- 
ulations and  nilings,  it  is  practically  impossible  for  the  surveyor  general  to  make  a 
successful  administration  of  his  offic-e  or  so  conduct  its  business  as  to  give  even  partial 
satisfaction. 

A  constant  and  watchful  supervision  is  required  over  surveys  not  only  of  private 
land  claims,  but  of  mining  claims  and  the  public  lauds  as  well.  Decrees  of  confirma- 
tion calling  for  the  lo.  ation  of  private  land  claims,  and  orders  from  the  department 
relative  to  resurveys  of  such  claims,  while  seemingly  clear  aud  easily  satisfied,  are 
often  found  when  it  is  attempted  to  apply  them  to  an  actual  survey  in  the  field  that, 
owing  to  circumstances  and  conditions  not  known  or  properly  represented  when  the 
order  for  basis  of  survey  was  made,  there  are  conflicting  calls  whicn  render  the  execu- 
tion of  the  work  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty.  In  such  cases  a  careful  stndy 
must  be  mode  of  the  matter  in  its  new  light,  and  special  instructiona  prepared  for  the 
deputy  surveyor. 

A  good  case  in  illustration  of  this  fact  is  the  following,  which,  as  will  be  seen, 
required  an  examination  in  the  field  by  two  skillful  engineers,  the  construction  of  a 
map,  and  a  report  of  the  case  to  the  department  before  survey  could  be  made:

Sir  :  I  bave  the  liouor  to  submit  tbe  aunual  report  of  tbe  operations  of  this  o£Bce, 
iu  duplicate,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 18^,  with  tabular  statements,  as  fol- 
lows, viz : 

A.  Statement  of  surveys  made  under  the  appropriation,  with  amounts  of  accoaats 
of  the  several  deputies,  for  the  fiscal  year  endiujZ  June  :iO,  1882. 

B.  Statement  of  sui*veys  made  under  acts  of  Congress  of  May  30,  1862,  March  3, 
1872,  and  March  3,  1879,  and  the  accounts  of  the  several  deputies  and  depositors  for 
excess  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

C.  Statement  showing  town  sites  surveyed,  together  with  amounts  paid  therefor, 
and  names  of  deputies,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

D.  Statement  showing  the  number  of  townships  surveyed,  and  the  area  of  tbe  pub- 
lic lands  contained  therein,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

K.  Statement  showing  the  number,  date  of  approval  and  location  of  mining  claims 
surveyed  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  under  the  acts  of  Congress  of 
July  2(x  1H66,  and  May  10,  1872,  together  with  the  amount  deposited  for  office  ex- 
penses for  the  same. 

F.  Statement  showing  amounts  received  and  paid  from  special  deposits,  for  salar- 
ies of  clerks  and  incidental  espouses,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jane  30,  1882. 

G.  Statement  showing  amounts  received  and  paid  for  salaries  of  surveyor  general 
and  clerks,  under  the  appropriation,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882. 

H.  Statement  showing  amounts  received  and  paid  for  incidental  expenses,  under 
the  appropriation,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

I.  Statement  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  from  special  deposits  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

J.  Estimate  ot  the  appropriation  required  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30^  1884. 

Under  the  regular  apportionment  of  $19,000,  assigned  to  this  surveying  district  for 
the  fiscal  year  1882-^83,  contracts  were  let  for  the  surveys  of  standard,  exterior,  and 
subdivisional  lines  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  amounting  to  $16,990.03,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $2,000.97,  estimated  as  cost  of  unfinished  survey  under  such  appropriation. 

Statement  B  shows  the  surveys  made  under  section  2401  Revised  Statutes,  provid- 
ing for  special  deposits.  During  the  year  there  was  deposited  the  sum  of  $^£98, 244.14 
for  field  work,  aud  $13,085  for  office  work. 

The  mining  division  of  the  office  shows  a  steady  and  healthy  increase  of  business. 
For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1881, 1,287  mineral  surveys  were  made  under  orden 
from  this  office ;  this  year  1,895  have  been  made,  being  an  increase  of  nearly  fifty  per 
cent,  over  1882. 

Statement  J,  the  estimate  of  appropriation  for  the  extension  of  public  surveys,  is 
important  on  acconut  of  the  opening  to  settlement  of  the  late  reservation  of  the  Un- 
compaghre  and  White  River  Utes,  by  act  of  Congress  approved  July  28,  1882.  With- 
in six  months  the  desirable  portions  of  the  reservation  will  be  entered  in  the  Land 
Office,  provided  the  public  surveys  are  completed.  Even  now,  as  I  am  advised,  the 
settlers  who  have  waited  so  long  for  this  opportunity  are  crowding  in,  and  cabins 
being  erected  upon  their  selections  with  lightning-like  rapidity.  I  bave  estimated 
for  the  extension  of  the  base  line  to  the  west  boundary  of  tue  State,  the  first,  second 
and  third  correction  lines  south,  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  guide  meridians  west,  and 
township  lines.  The  estimate  is  based  upon  the  prices  of  the  past  year,  as  I  was  not 
in  possession  of  the  new  rates  established  by  act  of  Congress. 

The  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  throughout  the  State.  The  nnusually  heavy 
and  continued  rains,  extending  into  early  summer,  have  proved  a  blessing  to  the 
stock  interests,  and  the  range  is  better  than  ever  before.  The  mining  camps  all  give 
evidences  of  healthy  growth  and  increased  production  of  valuable  mineral.  The 
railway  extensions  are  oeing  pushed  with  vigor,  and  Denver  will  be  in  direct  railway 
communication  with  Salt  Lake  City  via  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Railway,  by  Jan- 
uary 1,  1833.  This  road  has  now  in  actual  operation,  within  the  limits  of  the  State, 
upwards  of  1,200  miles  of  track,  with  a  full  complement  of  rolling  stock  amply  suffi- 
cient to  accommodate  the  traffic.  The  Denver  and  New  Orleans  Railway  is  completed 
to  Pueblo,  and  reaching  out  via  tlie  Trinidad  coal  fields  to  its  connection  with  tbe 
Fort  Worth  and  Denver  City  Railway  on  the  Canadian  River  in  the  Pan  Handle  of 
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Texas.  This  road,  vrken  completed,  'will  enable  merchants  to  import  goods  via  New 
Orleans  and  Galveston,  in  bond  to  Denver,  u  port  of  entry,  in  through  cars  fronuNev^ 
Orleans,  Galveston,  or  Laredo. 

The  constrnction  of  the  High  Line  Canal,  bringing  thousands  of  acres  of  sterile  land 
under  water,  has  given  fresh  impetus  to  fruit-^rowiug  and  timber-culture,  and  nearly 
every  acre  thus  redeemed  or  to  be  redeemed  in  future  by  extension  of  the  canal  has 
Wn  taken  up  by  aotual  settlers. 

While  the  receipts  of  the  office  for  the  year  show  a  satisfactory  increase  of  business 
over  the  preceding  year,  mineral  surveying  in  many  localities  was  suspended  owing  to 
k-avy  rains  and  late  snows,  continuing  from  January  until  July.  Numerous  claim- 
ants delayed  making  applications  for  surveys  for  patent,  looking  to  Congress  for  a 
ifdnctiou  in  cost  of  procuring  patents  to  mineral  claims  by  permitting  one  sur- 
vey to  include  any  number  of  lodes  lying  contiguous  and  owned  by  same  company  or 
parties.  But  for  these  combined  causes,  the  mineral  business  would  have  iucreased 
io  a  much  greater  ratio. 

Permit  me  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
contingent  fund  is  insufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  office,  the  rent  alone  con- 
suming nearly  the  whole  amount,  leaving  the  salary  of  the  messenger  in  arrears  every 
qnarter.

Sir:  Id  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  yonr  circular  letter  of  April  20, 
1^2, 1  have  the  honor  to  suhmit  herewith  my  annual  report,  in  duplicate,  of  Burvey- 
iDg  0]>eration8  in  this  difrtrict  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882.  There  were 
sun-eyed  dnring  the  year  622  miles  32  chains  and  85  links  of  principal  line :  2,114  miles  . 
r»5  chains  and  82  links  of  township  lines ;  8,180  miles  55  chains  and  72  links  of  section 
and  connecting  lines ;  and  307  miles  9  chains  and  74  links  of  meanders ;  at  a  total  cost 
for  the  field  work,  including  retracements,  of  $112,041.06. 

Triplicate  plats,  descriptive  lists,  and  transcript  field  notes  of  139  townships  were 
constmcted,  and  also  diagrams,  in  duplicate,  and  transcript  field  notes  of  all  the  prin- 
cipal and  township  lines  above  reporred. 

The  area  embraced  in  the  portion  subdivided  during  the  year  aggregates  2,932,168.14 
acres,  the  plats  and  descriptive  lists  of  which  were  duly  forwarded  to  the  proper  local  ^ 
land  offices.    There  were  33  mineral  surveys  approved  during  the  year.

•Referring  to  the  estimates  herewith  submitted,  it  is  hoped  that  the  claims  of  this 
Territory  will  be  duly  considered. 

The  assignment  for  the  present  fiscal  year  is  below  what  I  had  anticipated,. and 
will  fail  to  accommodate  the  unprecedented  immigration  which  is  now  filling  the 
Territory  and  in  many  instances  settling  on  unsurveyed  lands. 

Crops  are  excellent,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  immigration  next  season  will 
Krr'atly  exceed  what  it  is  the  present.  Owing  somewhat  to  climatical  changes,  and 
wmewhat  to  heretofore  false  reports,  much  of  the  country  known  as  bad  lauds  is  now 
fonnd  to  be  fertile  and  rich. 

I  regret  that  the  rates  for  surveying  have  been  so  greatly  reduced.  Deputy  survey- 
'>n  are,  or  should  be,  men  of  ability,  and  their  services  cannot  be  procured  unless  they 
have  Home  expectation  of  a  reasonable  profit.  It  is  true  that  surveying  can  be  done 
with  some  profit  at  the  present  rat-es,  provided  that  the  deputy  has  w^ork  the  entire 
season  aud  meets  with  no  drawbacks. 

Appropriations  for  surveys  are  usually  made  available  in  the  middle  of  the  survey- 
ingr  season,  the  winter  therel>y  dividing  the  time  for  executing  an  ordinary-sized  con- 
tract into  two  parts,  and  causing  expense  and  delay  to  the  deputy.

FIELD  WORK. 

The  only  contract  for  surveys  under  the  regular  appropriation  made  during  the 
"year  was  that  made  with  Deputy  John  P.  Apthorp  for  the  subdivision  of  nine  town- 
-«ihip8  in  South  Florida,  lying  west  and  south  of  the  **Big  Cypress,"  which,  if  com- 
pleted, would  have  exhausted  the  appropriation. 

Owing  to  unforeseen  difficulties.  Deputy  Aptliorp  was  unable  to  complete  his  con- 
tract before  the  rainy  season  set  in,  ana  himself  and  party  were  driven  out  by  insects. 
Of  the  nine  townships  contracted  for,  he  completed  onlv  three;  however,  he  will,  aa 
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tanm  as  the  snnreyiag  season  opens,  resume  operations  in  the  field  and  finish  his  con- 
tract. 

Under  special  instructions  there  has  been  one  contract  made,  and  that  for  the  exten- 
ifiou  of  the  south  boundary  of  Hanlover  Canal,  which  has  been  completed  and  the  plat 
and  field  notes  of  the  same  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office.

OFl'lCE  WOKK. 

In  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  I  called  yonr  attention  to  the 
Urge  amonnt  of  arrears  of  work  in  this  office  and  the  necessity  of  employing  a  larger 
clerical  force  to  bring  it  up,  stating  that  with  this  view  I  had  reduced  the  salaries  of 
the  clerks  then  employed  and  employed  another  clerk,  thus  strengthening  our  foroe 
and  keeping  withiu  the  appropriation.  You  will  see  from  Statement  H  the  amount 
ef  work  performed. 

The  continued  increase  in  the  correspondence  of  this  office,  the  difficulty  of  making 
applicants  for  surveys  under  special  deposits  understand  how  to  make  their  applica- 
tions, even  with  the  fullest  instructions  and  printed  forms,  adds  very  largely  to  the 
aiQOQnt  of  work  to  be  performed.  The  business  of  this  office  has  increased  in  many 
rBspects,  and  is  growing  more  laborious  year'after  year,  for  as  certain  sections  of  the 
State  where  the  tide  of  immigration  has  set  in  is  settling,  it  has  increased  the  corre- 
Hi)ondence  considerably  to  answer  the  many  questions  of  new  settlers. 

There  is  in  this  office  a  multitude  of  Spanish  documents  relative  to  grants,  <&c.,  of 
land  situated  in  thfs  district,  the  translation  of  which  I  have  heretowre  suggested, 
and  it  is  my  opinion  that  if  they  were  so  translatied  and  written  in  books  made  for 
(he  purpose  they  would  prove  to  be  very  useful  records  in  this  office. 

With  our  present  force,  as  much  as  can  possibly  be  done  is  to  keep  up  the  current 
work  of  the  office  without  touching  the  arrears. 

INSPKCTIOX  OF  8UUVKY8.

No  inspection  of  surveys  has  been  made  dnriog  the  year,  no  appropriation  having 
been  made  for  that  purpose,  except  that  paid  to  Inspeotors  Stearns  and  Weeks. 

I  deem  it  very  essential  that  I,  or  some  thoroughly  reliable  agent,  visit  the  country 
iu  the  vicinity  of  the  '^ Everglades*'  and  **  Big  Cypress,''  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
tlie  propriety  of  extending  the  exterior  lines  of  townships  in  that  vicinity  before  any 
farther  contracts  are'  made  for  that  purpose. 

That  surveys  alleged  to  have  been  made  in  this  State  heretofore,  have  never  been 
made  is  shown  by  the  numerous  letters  received  at  this  office,  stating  that  no  evidence 
of  a  survey  having  been  made  can  be  found  in  the  field ;  thus  showing  the  great  neces- 
Mty  of  having  the  surveys  inspected  before  they  are  paid  for. 

As  an  evidence  of  this,  and  without  wishing  to  burden  this  report  with  numerous 
Matemente  made  by  reliable  parties  in  various  portions  of  East  and  South  Florida,  I 
^iuote  the  following  instance  :

John  Otto  Fries,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  That  he  is  a  civil  engineer  and 
surveyor;  that  he  has  been  a  resident  of  Orange  County,  Florida,  for  upwards  of  t«u 
years,  and  that  during  that  time  he  has  lived  in  cla*ie  proximity  to  township  21  sonth. 
range  32  east ;  that  for  the  eight  years  last  past  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  bnsiness 
of  siirveyiug ;  for  three  years  last  past  he  has  been  deputy  county  surveyor,  and  is 
now  deputy  United  States  surveyor ;  that  his  workhas  necessarily  made  him  more  or 
leas  familiar  with  the  land  lines  of  Orange  County,  and  particnlarly  so  in  that  portion  of 
the  connty  lying  in  the  vicinity  of  his  place  of  residence;  that  he  has  freqaently  been 
employed  to  make  suj'veys  and  establish  lines  in  said  township  21  south,  ranged!  east, 
and  that  in  making  snch  surveys  he  has  sought  starting  points  from  most  of  the  sec- 
tion comers  upon  the  township  lines  forming  the  boundaries  of  said  township,  and 
that  he  finds  said  corners  and  tue  intermediate  quarter  posts  without  difficnlty.  That 
whenever  he  has  had  occasion  to  trace  the  subdivision  or  section  lines  in  adjacent 
townships,  he  has  found  them  well  established  and  clearly  defined,  whereas  he  finds 
no  trace  of  the  abutting  subdivision  or  section  lines  within  said  township.  He  haa 
traced  section  lines  in  adjacent  townships  as  far  as  the  boundary  or  township  line  in 
his  efforts  to  follow  them  into  said  township,  but  that  in  all  caaea,  so  far  as  his  in- 
vestigations have  extended  or  knowledge  goes,  the  line  is  lost  immediat-ely  at  the 
township  line,  and  that  he  has  never  found  a  trace  of  a  line,  corner  post,  or  quarter 
post  wituin  the  boundaries  of  said  township.  That  he  has  sought  information  from 
settlers,  old  residents,  and  hunters,  who  are  familiar  with  the  country,  and  has  never 
been  able  to  find  a  person  who  has  seen  any  evidence  of  a  government  survey  within 
the  said  township.    That  he  has  copieaof  the  ofiicial  plat  of  said  township  obtained 
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from  the  State  laud  office  at  TallahaHsee,  and  that  he  knows  from  careful  surveys 
made  by  himself  that  the  Econlockhatchee  Creek,  as  shown  on  •said  plat,  is  located 
nearly  or  quite  one  mile  from  its  true  location;  while  at  some  points  the  error  will 
exceed  a  mile.  That  in  other  cases  the  lines  actually  run  through^  and  corners  occur 
ill  larse,  cloar-water  lakes,  whereas  the  plats  designate  the  same  as  dry  lands.  One 
of  said  lakes  contains  upwards  of  500  acres  and  is  clear  water,  without  islands  or  saw 
graMs,  which  by  any  possibility  could  have  been  mistaken  for  dry  land  when  the  survey 
purports  to  have  been  made.  Furthermore,  points  designated  on  said  plat  as  swamp 
and  hammock  are,  in  reality,  high,  dry  land.  That  the  old  military  road  from  FoH 
Manon  on  Lake  Eustis  to  Fort  Lane  on  Lake  Harney,  and  which  is  still  used  as  a 
public  road,  is  shown  by  the  plat  to  be  from  one  to  two  miles  from  its  true  line.  That 
while  the  plat  contains  gross  inaccuracies,  it  has  not  one  feature  which  can  be  justified 
or  established  by  an  accurate  survey.

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  all  this  is  calculated  to  engender  dissatisfaction  and 
create  litigation.  One  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  states  to  me  that  never 
before  in  the  history  of  the  State  have  there  been  so  many  cases  o(  defective  land  titles 
before  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  as  there  have  been  at  the  present  term. 

It  is  all  very  well  for  the  government  to  say  that  the  survey  has  been  made,  the 
oot«8  aod  plats  on  file  in  the  offices  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  the 
surveyor  general  and  local  land  office,  and  that  the  government  can  take  no  further 
«teps  in  the  matter;  that  the  parties  themselves  under  proper  application,  with  the  con- 
sent of  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  township,  can  have  the  lines  re-established 
(established)  atthefr  own  expense;  but  this  is  not  justice  to  the  immigrant,  who  has 
linnoceutly,  and  in  good  faith,  entered  these  lands  as  homestead,  or  purchased  them  of 
the  government,  and  now  finds  himself,  after  having  spent  His  time  and  monev  in  im- 
proving his  home,  in  some  instances  miles  from  the  lands  entered  by  him  at  the  local 
laud  office.  He  is  literally  at  sea  without  compass  or  rudder,  and  it  is  but  simple 
Justice  that  the  government,  at  its  own  expense,  should  establish  the  lines  and  corners 
where  such  cases  exist. 

I  n-spectfuUy  suggest  that  yon  call  the  attention  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Int'^rinr,  and,  if  necessary,  of  Congress,  to  this  matter,  that  justice  may  be  done  In 
the  premises. 

PROPOSED  SURVEYS. 

In  order  to  close  up  the  surveys  west  of  the  State  meridian,  I  deem  it  necessary  to 
make  contracts  for  all  the  unsurveyed  lands  in  that  section  during  the  coming  year, 
and  that  in  addition  to  the  lands  now  under  contract  with  Deputy  Apthorp,  another 
contract  shall*  be  made  for  the  subdivision  of  the  balance  of  the  townships,  the  exte- 
rior lines  of  which  were  run  by  Deputy  Duval,  and  if,  on  inspection,  it  is  found  that 
the  conntry  south  and  west  of  the  *'  Big  Cypress"  and  extending  to  Cape  Sable  is  as 
represented  by  Deputy  Duval,  the  exterior  lines  of  those  townships  in  that  vicinity 
bhonld  be  surveyed. 

The  tide  of  immigration  to  the  southern  portion  of  this  State  seems  more  like  fiction 
than  reality;  but  yet  the  fact  stares  us  in  the  face  that  the  crowd  of  actual  settlers 
i^mmigrating  to  this  portion  of  our  State  is  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  any  Southern 
State  in  the  Union. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  in  a  very  few  years  every 
ayailable  acre  of  land  subje^  to  cultivation  will  be  occupied  by  truck  farms  and 
orange  groves.  It  is  therefore  necessary  that  the  public  surveys  be  extended  with  aa 
little  delay  as  practicable  before  this  flood  of  immigrantion. 

ESTIMATES. 

The  estimate  for  field  work  I  have  put  at  the  very  lowest  amount  that  in  my  judg- 
ment is  required  for  the  extension  of  surveys,  and  the  estimate  for  clerk  hire  is  within 
the  very  closest  amount  commensurate  with  the  necessities  of  the  office.  They  are 
not  made  with  a  view  of  asking  much,  that  a  moderate  amount  may  be  appropriated, 
bat  are  a  simple  statement  of  what  I  deem  actually  necessary  for  the  requirements  of 
this  district.

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  estimate  for  survey  of  public  lands  for  fiscal  year 
ending  June  :iO,  18-M.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  amount  estimated  will  be  required  to 
meet  the  wants  of  actual  settlers.  Two  railroads,  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Oregon 
Short  Line,  are  now  being  enerseticalljjr  pushed  through  the  Territory,  and  oouse- 
qoently  a  large  immigration  is  flowing  into  it  to  occupy  its  fertile  lands.

Sir:  In  parsuance  of  iDstructions  and  in  conformity  with  usage,  I  now  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  theannnal  report  for  this  surveying  district  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1882,  accompanied  with  the  following  tabular  statements  of  field  and 
office  work,  estimates  of  funds  for  next  fiscal  year,  and  table  of  instrumental  oom- 
psriaons,  Slc.

field  work. 

Under  the  apportionment  of  $13,000  for  this  district  for  the  year  ending  30th  June. 
1688,  six  contracts  have  been  let,  in  all  of  which  the  field  work  has  been  execntea 
sod  the  returns  made  to  this  office,  except  in  two  cases.  One  of  these,  vis.  No.  6,  of 
September  6,  1881,  with  George  H.  Grand  jean,  was  canceled  by  Commissioner's  letter 
•f  December  5,  \^S\ ;  and  the  other.  No.  7.  of  November  28, 1881,  with  James  L.  Brad- 
ford, has  been  extended,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  me,  to  the  30th  of  September,  18^. 
^  The  last  year  was  not  favorable  for  field  work  in  Louisiana.  The  year  beginning 
with  July,  1881,  found  the  whole  State  badly  affected  by  drought;  in  many  parts  the 
grsss  burnt  up.  and  streams  dry  or  stagnant,  the  weather  intensely  hot  and  sickly. 
When  at  length  the  rains  set  in  about  November  they  deluged  the  greater  part  of  the 
State,  and  later  in  the  winter,  and  towards  the  spring,  such  overflows  and  freshets 
occnrred  as  have  never  before  been  known  in  Louisiana. 

These  causes  produced  among  the  people  of  the  low  regions  calamities  and  losses 
not  to  be  described,  and  of  course  the  surveying  service  was  greatly  affected  by  the 
•ame  causes. 

The  tabular  statements  will  exhibit  the  condition  of  each  contract. 

Tabniar  Statement  £  will  show  what  has  been  done  during  the  last  year,  under  the 
deposit  system  for  surveys  in  this  district.  Only  four  contracta  were  let,  having  for 
their  object  the  resurvey  of  eight  townships  in  the  northwest  and  southwest  dis- 
tricts, principally  in  the  pine  timber  belt. 

This  pine  foresL  covering  a  great  part  of  the  southwest  portion  of  the  State,  has 
been  the  object  or  great  interest  during  the  last  year,  and  especially  within  the  last 
six  months,  to  the  lumber  men  from  the  Northwest. 

I  find  in  the  annual  reports  from  this  office,  made  by  my  immediate  predecessor, 
aod  by  his  predecessor,  that  much  attention  has  been  given  to  this  region,  and  its 
entire  resurvey  has  been  Justified  and  demanded  by  them  on  grounds  of  policy  as 
well  as  Justice  to  the  inhabitants. 

It  has  been  assumed  that  if  the  whole  of  it  were  resurveyed  and  the  lines  and  cor- 
ners well  established  and  marked,  so  that  strangers  and  land  seekers  could  economi- 
cally and  conveniently  traverse,  identify,  and  select  lands,  the  result  would  be  its 
early  sale  by  the  government,  thus  getting  rid  of  the  whole  question  of  timber  dep- 
redations there,  and  the  result  seems  to  have  fully  Justified  these  anticipations. 

Since  the  resurvey s  have  been  completed  in  the  pine  belt,  or  rather,  so  far  as  and 
where  they  have  been  completed,  the  cash  sales  have  been  unprecedented,  at  least 
anprecedented  in  Louisiana. 
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By  the  kindueBS  of  General  Georjj^e  Baldy,  register,  and  W.  M.  Bnrwell,  receiver,  of 
the  United  States  land  office  here,  I  have  been  furnished  an  approximate  estimate  of 
cash  sales,  scrip,  and  warrant  locations,  fur  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  30th  June,  l^i, 
in  the  fonr  old  districts  formerly  known  as  the  southeastern,  southwestern  or  Ope- 
lousas,  Greensburg,  and  Monroe  districts,  now  constituting  the  consolidated  district  of 
which  they  are  register  and  receiver. 

The  following  is  the  approximate  statement : 

Southwestern  district $395,464  34 

Southeastern  district No  sales. 

Greensburg  district 10,671  74 

Monroe  district 1,778  12 

Total 407,914  20 

It  is  fair  to  assume  that  in  the  southwest  district,  where  the  small  allotments  made 
for  surveys  in  this  State  within  the  last  three  or  four  years  have  been  chiefly  expended, 
the  cash  receipts  from  sales  within  the  last  year  have  been  about  $395,  A6AM.  Of 
course  this  is  not  entirely  the  result  of  the  resurveys,  but  1  think  it  very  clear  thai 
they  have  largely  contributed  to  the  result;  for  in  the  Greensburg  and  northwestern 
districts,  containing  immense  pineries,  equal  in  extent  and  value  to  those  of  the 
southwest  district,  but  where  no  late  resurveys  have  been  made,  the  diBposition  of 
land  has  been  mucn  more  limited. 

The  unsurveyed  belt  in  the  southwest  district  extending  along  the  sea-coast  from 
Vermillion  Bay  to  the  Sabine  River,  and  supposed  to  be  from  ten  to  twenty-five  niilee  in 
width,  has  not  yet  received  attention,  but  it  is  hoped  this  will  not  long  remain  so.  The 
reports  of  mv  predecessors  in  office,  to  which  I  refer  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  willsbov 
the  reasons  (which  I  fully  approve)  why  this  tract  of  country  should  at  least  have  its 
township  lines  extended  over  it ;  but  without  some  new  or  special  mode  of  monumentA- 
tion,  especially  with  regard  to  the  corner  boundaries,  it  will  be  practically  impossible 
for  any  deputy,  however  honest  and  thorough  in  his  field  work,  to  do  justice  to  the 
^vernment  in  surveys  in  that  region.  Should  an  allotment  be  made  with  a  view  (o 
the  extension  of  any  lines  over  it,  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  special  instruc- 
tions be  given,  having  in  view  some  mode  of  corner  monumeutation  which  would  be 
durable. 

No  surveying  has  been  done  in  the  Greensburg  district,  and  but  little  remains  to  be 
done. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  southeast  district.  The  Honmas  claims  are  in  this  district, 
and  under  the  decision  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  May  4, 1878,  this 
office  was  proceeding  in  the  survey  as  public  lands  of  the  William  Conway  division, 
embracing  a  little  over  123,000  acres,  when  the  claimants  instituted  suit  agaiust  one  of 
the  deputies,  George  H.  Grandjean,  in  the  United  States  circuit  court  here  to  enjoin 
him  and  to  test  the  validity  of  their  title ;  the  cause  was  heard  at  the  term  just  closed, 
and  on  the  16th  June  the  court  rendered  a  decree,  dissolving  the  injunction  previously 

granted,  and  dismissing  the  bill  of  complaint.    From  this  decree  an  appeal  was  taken  ' 
y  the  claimants  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Unit«d  States,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be 
desired  that  it  may  there  be  settled  as  soon  as  possible. 

1  understand  the  appeal  operates  as  a  supereedeaBt  and  thus  still  restrains  this  offiee 
and  Mr.  Grandjean  from  going  on  with  his  work. 

Until  this  suit  is  finally  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  further  proceedings  by  this 
office  in  the  survey  of  the  Conway  claim,  the  selection  of  swamp  lauds  therein  ennring 
to  the  State,  &c.,  must  be  suspended. 

lu  the  northwestern  district  the  only  field  work  carried  on  during  the  last  year 
was  the  establishment  of  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  claim  of  Pierre  Dolat,  con- 
firmed by  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court,  rendered  the  2dth  October,  1879,  and  the  sub- 
division of  four  townships  under  the  regular  appropriation,  and  four  under  the  deposit 
system. 

In  this  district  there  is  much  complaint  on  account  of  the  obliteration  of  old  landmarks 
in  the  early  surveys,  especially  in  the  pine  timber  regions,  where  new  settlements  sre 
oxtending.  It  is  believed  the  people  interested  would  avail  themselves  far  more  ex- 
tensively than  they  have  done  of  tiie  deposit  system,  under  which  to  obtain  celief  from 
the  evil  complained  of,  if  they  had  the  necessary  means  and  were  more  geueially  ac- 
quainted with  the  law  and  the  system. 

OFFICE  WORK. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  field  notes  of  177  townships  have  been  transcribed  tnd 
forwarded  to  the  bureau,  leaving  444  townships  whose  notes  are  yet  to  be  copied. 

There  have  also  been  patent  {dats  compiler!  in  duplicate  for  24  private  land  claims, 
leaving  about  5,949  claims  in  the  State  in  which  patent  plats  are  yet  to  be  executeti 
and  furnished  to  the  proper  la^d  offices. 

Nothing  has  been  done  in  satisfying  private  land  claims  with  certificates  of  location 
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tinder  the  3d  section  of  the  act  of  June  2,  1858,  only  one  new  application  has  been 
filed,  and  those  filed  in  jears  past  remain  suspenrled,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  at 
length  in  the  lat€  annual  reports  from  this  office  for  1876  and  1870,  pages  188  and  407. 

SWAMP-LAND  SELECTIONS   UXDKU  THE   ACTS   OF   MARCH  2,  1849,  AND   SEPTEMBER 

28, 1850. 

It  seems  to  have  been  the  usage  for  a  long  period  of  years,  brought  down  to  the 
time  of  ray  entrance  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  to  furiiish  the  State  land  office  of 
the  8tate  of  Louisiana  certitied  copies  of  the  township  plats  containing  selections  of 
swamp  lands,  and  also  duplicates  of  the  lists  of  selections  as  fast  as  they  baye  been 
made  and  reported  to  the  department,  and  I  have  not  discovered  that  any  compen* 
eation  whatever  has  been  paid  for  this  work  by  the  State  register,  the  governor,  or 
any  other  officer  of  the  State ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  claimed  that  the  service  was 
gratoitons,  and  its  continuance  demanded  of  me  by  reason  of  such  long  usage. 

Under  ordinary  circumstances  I  might  have  gone  on  doing  as  others  nave  done,  but 
my  clerical  force  is  so  limited  and  their  regular  duties  are  so  constant  and  urgent 
that  this  labor  cannot  really  be  performed  for  the  State  without  the  sacrifice  of  publio 
interests  confided  to  my  care.  The  act  of  1849  expressly  declares  in  language  too 
rigid  to  be  ignored  by  me^  'That  the  United  States  shall  in  no  manner  be  held  lial^le 
for  any  expense  incurred  m  selecting  these  lands  and  making  out  the  lists  thereof, 
Ac." 

If  this  requirement  has  been  modified  or  repealed  I  am  not  advised  of  it. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired,  therefore,  that  the  bureau  will  take  this  subject  into 
early  consideration,  and  instruct  this  office  in  itt}  duties  to  the  State  and  United  States 
under  the  circnmstances. 

If  the  old  rule  is  to  be  followed  it  is  due  to  the  State  officers  to  know  it;  if  this 

office  is  to  refuse  to  do  the  work  until  such  payment  is  made  or  secui*ed  bh  will 

enable  it  to  employ  the  necessary  additional  clerical  force,  it  is  still  due  to  the  State 

to  know  it  in  order  that  its  legislature  may  in  due  time  provide  the  means  to  pay  for  it

H.— REPORT  OF  THE  SURVETOR  OEHERAL  OF  MIWESOTA. 


United  States  Sur\"eyor  General's  Office, 

Saint  Paul  J  Minn.y  August  '29,  18H2. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  in  your  letter  of  April  20,  1882,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  my  annual  report,  in  duplicate,  of  the  surveying  operations  in  this 
district  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

The  surveys  embraced  in  contracts  made  under  the  appropriation  of  Jnne  16,  18S0, 
not  completed  at  date  of  last  annual  report,  have  been  completed  during  the  year,  the 
field  notes  examined  and  approved,  and  plats  and  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  made 
and  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office. 

lo  accordance  with  your  expressed  views  and  authority  contained  in  your  letter  of 
May  9,  1881,  contracts  were  made  under  the  appropriation  of  March  3,  1881,  for  the 
survey  of  about  200  miles  of  standard  and  meridian  lines,  and  about  550  miles  of  town- 
ship lines,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  same  being,  about  $11,000. 

The  execution  of  these  surveys  was  greatly  delayed  by  the  extremely  bad  weather 
which  continued  during  the  last  fall  and  winter,  as  well  as  by  the  dense  timber  and 
nnderbrnsh  which  prevails  throughou  t  the  entire  region  Hurveyed,  rendering  it  nec«*- 
sary  to  give  the  deputies  more  time  in  which  to  complete  their  surveys.  Most  of  the«e 
surveys  are  now  reported  to  be  completed. 

There  have  been  surveyed  since  last  annual  report  206  miles  28  chains  and  II  links 
of  standard  and  meridian  lines,  and  556  miles  32  chains  and  71  links  of  township  linen; 
also  1,783  miles  of  section  and  meander  lines,  being  the  subdivision  lines  of  26  town- 
ships, the  field  notes  of  which  have  been  examined  and  approved,  and  platu  and  tran- 
scripts of  field  notes  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office. 

Tne  amount  of  office  work  in  arrears  has  been  reduced  to  a  considerable  extent 
during  the  year,  while  the  amount  of  office  work  to  be  performed  has  been  largely 
increased. 

A  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  work  in  the  office  has  been  performe<l  of  which  no 
detailed  statement  can  be  given. 

The  several  statements  and  estiraat^^s  accompanying  this  report  will  exhibit  the 
progress  and  present  condition  of  the  field  and  office  work  to  this  date,  and  are  as 
follows:

Sir:  Iu  accordance  with  iustriictionH  in  your  letter  dated  April  20,  1882, 1  have  the 
LoDor  to  transmit  herewith  my  annual  report  of  surveying  operations  in  this  district 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882. 

I  would  state  as  preliminary  to  this  report  that  I  have  had  charge  of  this  office  dur- 
ing only  a  portion  of  the  fiscal  year,  having  entered  upon  my  duties  as  United  States 
surveyor  general  November  21,  1881,  and,  therefore,  some  matters  which  might  other- 
wise be  reported  upon  are  undoubtedly  wanting. 

The  following  statements,  which  are  transmitted  as  a  part  of  this  report,  will  ex- 
hibit in  detail  the  amount  and  progress  of  the  field  and  office  work  of  the  public  sur- 
veys in  thi^  district,  viz :

Since  the  time  of  my  assuming  charge  of  this  office  the  work  of  examining,  copy- 
ing, and  approving  the  field  notes  of  the  public  surveys  which  have  been  executed 
<iuring  the  year  has  been  done  and  is  now  just  completed. 

Under  the  assignment  of  $20,000  to  Montana,  three  contracts  for  surveys  were  let 
by  my  predecessor :  No.  100,  of  $12,000,  to  James  M.  and  Rodney  W.  Page,  for  stand- 
ard and  exterior  township  lines;  No.  101,  of  $5,000,  to  Elmer  C.  Towne,  for  the  sub- 
division of  some  of  the  townships  whose  exteriors  were  run  under  the  preceding  con- 
tract; and  No.  102,  of  $3,000,  to  John  M.  Marsh,  for  exterior  and  subdivision  lines  of 
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five  townnliips  in  the  yicinity  of  Fort  Benton.  Of  these  the  first  two,  amounting  to 
$17,000,  were  located  in  the  Yellowstone  Valley,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Miles  City  and 
Glendive,  leaving  only  $3,000  to  be  applied  outside  of  the  Miles  City  land  district. 
No  inspection  of  this  work  was  made,  and  it  seems  an  undesirable  omission  which  may 
bo  remedied  by  an  inspection  during  the  present  year. 

The  following  contracts  were  let  during  the  year,  payable  from  the  fund  of  "  special 
deposits  by  individuals'' :  No.  10.^,  amounting  to  $110,  was  let  to  James  M.  Robertsoo, 
July  13,  1881,  for  the  survey  of  fractional  township  2  S.,  R.  10  E.  The  field  notes  of 
(laid  survey  were  returned  to  this  office  and  approved  in  due  course  November  25, 
1881;  No.  104,  amounting  to  $820,  was  let  to  Walter  W.  do  Lacy,  May  31,  1882;  No. 
105,  amounting  to  $2,635,  was  let  to  Willis  D.  Chapman  and  John  P.  Thompson,  June 
22, 1882.  The  iield  notes  of  the  last  two  have  not  yet  been  sent  into  this  office.  In  this 
connection  it  seems  pertinent  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  is  made  for 
the  inspection,  in  the  field,  of  surveys  made  under  the  system  of  special  deposits  by 
individuals.  It  is  suggested  that  in  the  allotment  of  the  amount  appropriated  by 
Congress  for  the  inspection  of  surveys,  Montana  should  receive  enough  to  make  it 
possible  to  inspect  all  the  public  surveys  made,  whether  under  the  appropriation  or 
the  special  deposit  system. 

MINERAL  SURVEYS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  227  surveys  of  lodes,  placers,  and  mill  sites  were  examioed, 
copied,  and  approved,  involving  a  large  amount  of  labor,  which  can  only  be  intrusted 
to  the  most  careful  hands  and  requires  my  own  constant  supervision. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-two  orders  for  survey  were  issued  during  the  year,  the 
amount  deposited  therefor  being  $6,575,  while  the  amount  expended  from  said  fund 
in  salaries  and  incidental  expenses  was  $7,374.15.  This  increase  of  expense  in  this 
department  is  a  natural  one,  since  the  work  done  has  increased  36  per  cent.,  227 
surveys  having  been  approved  as  against  167  last  year.  Besides  that  over  $1,300  has 
been  expended  from  this  fund  in  the  purchase  of  blanks,  office  furniture,  drawing 
tables,  and  drafting  implements,  and  in  binding  field-note  books,  which,  bad  the 
incidental  fund  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it,  would  have  been  paid 
from  that  fund. 

The  necessity  for  an  increased  incidental  fund  is  apparent,  and  in  my  estimate  for 
the  office  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  I  have  recommended  that 
the  sum  of  $2,400  be  appropriated.  The  amount  deposited  for  office  work  on  min- 
eral claims  is  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  salaries  of  those  clerks  engaged  exclusively 
on  the  work  connected  with  mining  claims,  and  therefore  the  attempt  to  pay  the  cur- 
rent incidental  expenses  of  this  office  out  of  the  special  deposit  fund  is  a  tax  upon  it 
which  it  cannot  consistently  continue'  to  bear.  If  the  work  of  preparing  connecte<l 
sheets  and  other  office  matters  incidental  to  the  proper  conduct  of  tiiis  department  is 
to  be  continued  and  kept  up  to  date,  the  entire  funa  must  be  devoted  to  this  purpose 
alone,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  the  matter  to  your  careful  consideration. 

In  regard  to  the  general  features  of  business,  and  the  outlook  for  the  varied  indns- 
tries  of  this  Territory,  a  volume  might  be  written,  but  I  will  confine  myself  to  a  brief 
statement  of  facts. 

By  the  most  conservative  the  population  of  Montana  is  estimated  at  55,000,  and  the 
increase  of  the  last  two  years  is  made  up  almost  wholly  of  the  producing  classes,  many 
agriculturists  having  been  attract-ed  to  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Territory  by  the 
progress  and  liberal  policy  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  while  the  rich  grasses  of 
the  many  valleys,  such  as  the  Judith,  Musselshell,  Tongue  River,  and  the  Yellowstone, 
have  attracted  the  attention  of  stockmen  generally,  many  having  moved  their  ranchea 
from  Wyoming  and  other  points  to  the  more  attractive  grazing  lands  of  Montana. 

The  Lower  Yellowstone  and  its  tributaries,  especially  those  from  the  south,  flow 
through  first-class  arable  lands,  and  in  many  cases  are  capable  of  producing  crops 
without  irrigation. 

The  advance  of  the  Northern  Pacific  the  present  season  has  been  rapid  and  a  decided 
benefit  to  our  Territory.  At  the  present  writing  the  terminus  of  the  line  from  the 
eaat  is  at  Billings,  235  miles  from  Helena,  while  the  western  end  fa  as  advanced  a  few 
miles  beyond  Cabinet  Rock,  which  is  280  miles  west  of  Helena,  leaving,  therefore,  a 
gap  of  515  miles  to  be  closed.  Work  is  being  pushed  most  rapidly  from  the  east,  and 
with  the  close  of  the  present  season  the  road  will  be  in  operation  to  Bozemau,  llO 
miles  from  Helena. 

The  Utah  and  Northern  Branch  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  has  been  extended  to 
Deer  Lodge,  40  miles  west  of  here,  giving  to  this  immediate  section  better  rail  facili- 
ties than  we  have  ever  had  before.  This  road  is  also  being  extended  north  to  a  con- 
nection with  the  Northern  Pacific. 

With  the  opening  of  another  season  Montana  is  therefore  bound  to  receive  a  material 
increase  in  population  from  immigrants  looking  for  homes.  Here  is  an  immense  Ter- 
ritoiy  where  a  larger  proportion  of  productive  lands  are  open  to  pre-emption  than  in 
any  other  equal  area  of  the  United  States,  while  a  marked  feature  of  Montana's  present 
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(leTelopment  is  the  fact  that  a  large  immiCTation  haa  taken  place  the  present  snmmer 
from  the  far  West  into  its  boundaries.  Men  from  the  Pacific  States^  from  Oregon^ 
Washington  Territory,  and  even  California  have  settled  in  the  beautiful  and  fertile 
valleys  of  Clarke*s  Fork  of  the  Columbia,  the  Missoula,  Bitter  Root,  and  Flathead 
Rivers,  anticipating  the  advent  of  the  railroad.  And  the  strange  spectacle  is  thus- 
witnessed  for  the  first  time  in  the  settlement  of  any  Territory  of  two  streams  of  popu- 
lation moving,  one  from  the  east  and  the  other  from  the  west. 

To  provide  for  new-comers,  large  areas  should  be  subdivided,  and  it  is  evidently  a 
short-sighted  policy  to  delay  the  extension  of  the  public  surveys,  for  it  retards  the  set- 
tlement of  our  lands.  It  will  thas  be  seen  that  the  regular  appropriation  for  surveys 
in  this  Territoiy  has  been  in  the  past  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
immigration.  1  would,  therefore,  respectfully  urge  that  my  estimate  of  $96,000  for 
the  surveying  service  in  Montana,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  be  allowed 
in  full.  The  demand  is  constantly  on  the  increase  for  agricultural  lands  in  the  West^ 
and  the  best  policy  is  evidently  to  survey  the  public  lands  in  advance  of  settlement. 

Stock  raising  is  an  important  industry,  and  is  CTowiog  rapidly.  The  attention  di- 
rected towards  this  line  of  business  is  greater  than  ever,  this  season,  because  of  the 
high  price  that  cattle  are  now  bringing,  and  the  result  is  that  a  very  large  amount  of 
capital  is  being  directed  to  this  promising  business. 

But  the  most  attractive  of  all  pursuits  is  that  of  mining,  upon  which^  I  venture  to 
say,  the  future  prosperity  of  this  Terri1ft)ry  depends.  An  industry  which  has  added 
to  the  permanent  wealth  of  the  world,  in  gold  and  silver,  over  one  hundred  and  sixty 
millions  of  dollars  up  to  the  close  of  tne  year  1881,  is  one  of  which  Montana  may  well 
be  proud.  As  the  production  of  silver  is  on  the  increase,  a  larger  total  may  be  ex- 
pected in  the  future  from  year  to  year.  With  the  advent  of  the  railroads  cheaper 
transportation  facilities  will  be  afforded,  and  a  lower  grade  of  ore  may  be  profitably 
worked  than  has  hitherto  been  possible.  Bullion  and  ore  may  be  more  cheaply  shipped . 
and  all  the  necessaries  of  life  greatly  reduced  in  cost,  and  labor,  therefore,  rendered 
more  reasonable.  Then  the  same  amount  of  money  will  accomplish  more  perceptible 
resnltfl,  and  mines  which  are  to-day  shut  down  because  the  grade  of  mineral  affords  too 
Mmall  a  m&rgin,  will  then  be  paying  handsome  dividends. 

The  following  brief  statements  are  presented  to  indicate  the  condition  and  wealth 
of  the  Territory.  The  first  is  from  the  annual  report  of  the  auditor  for  the  Territorial 
tiiical  year  ending  December  31,  1881.  As  it  is  in  nearly  all  cases  reported  by  the 
property  owners  to  the  assessor  as  a  basis  for  taxation,  it  is  likely  to  be  below  rather 
than  above  the  actual  valuation  thereof.

Production  of  bullion  at  Butte  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1882  (estimated), 
$5,000,000.  The  Hecla  Company  at  Glendale  have  produced  over  $1,000,000  in  the 
past  year,  which,  with  other  small  camps,  aggregate  a  production  of  at  least  $7,000,000 
for  Montana. 

Prospecting  will  largely  increase^  for  as  the  production  from  lode  mines  in  many  of 
the  newly  opened  mining  districts  is  becoming  more  widely  known,  more  interest  is- 
manifested  in  mining.  Capital  and  labor  are  being  steadily  attracted  fi:om  other  Terri- 
tories as  well  as  from  east-ern  States,  and  a  rich  reward  awaits  their  engagements  iu 
mining,  which  is  becoming  a  business  governed  by  the  same  rules  of  prudence  and  ecc 
omy  aaare  applicable  in  other  pursuits. 
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Lewis  and  Clarke  and  Jefferson  Counties  contain  several  ricb  mining  districts,  amoog 
which  may  be  mentioned  Red  Mountain  and  Ten  Mile,  Belmont,  Wickes,  Clancy, 
•and  the  Gregory  district.  The  product  of  the  Gregory  Consolidated  Mining  Com- 
pany is  reported  as  $135,000  up  to  August  1,  1882,  and  that  of  the  Boston  and  5u»utaDa 
ijrold  Mining  Company,  owning  the  Gloster  mine  near  Belmont,  as  $232,000  up  to  Au- 
gust 15,  1882. 

Virginia  City  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  productive  of  the  gold  placer  mining  di»- 
tricts^  which  is  now  experiencing  a  season  of  activity  by  reason  of  the  discovery  of 
promising  silver  leads. 

Amon^  the  most  promising  of  the  newly  discovered  districts,  Clarke's  Fork,  or 
Cooke  City,  as  it  is  now  known,  situated  near  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Territory  in 
the  restored  portion  of  the  Crow  Indian  Reservation,  has  attracted  considerable  notice 
of  late.  Large  deposits  of  fine  galena  ore,  which  can  be  readily  smelted,  have  beeu 
known  for  years  to  exist  there,  but  very  little  development  has  been  done  upon  tbein, 
owing  to  their  location  upon  lands  reserved  for  the  Indians.  Since  the  restoration  of 
this  area  to  thepublic  domain  a  great  many  prospectors  have  gone  in  there,  and  another 
season  will  doubtless  show  a  very  considerable  development  of  its  mineral  resoarces. 

The  Baiker  district,  in  Meagher  County  is  beginning  to  be  known  for  some  rich 
<liscoveries,  lately  made  there,  and  Maiden  ville  also  is  coming  to  the  front,  while  Glen- 
dale,  on  the  Utah  and  Northern  Railroad  in  the  southern  parts  of  the  Territory,  is 
already  producing  and  treating  no  insignifioant  quantity  of  ore. 

The  district  surrounding  the  town  of  Butte  is  in  the  lead  as  regards  production,  and 
the  great  richness  of  the  mines  is  scarcely  known  outside  of  Moutana.  The  fact  that 
a  flourishing  city  of  7,500  inhabitants  has  grown  up  here  is  evidence  enough  of  the 
continual  stream  of  wealth  which  has  been  pouring  forth  almost  from  the  discovery 
of  its  mines.  These  mines  are  situated  within  a  radius  of  two  miles,  those  on  the  east 
side  of  the  hill  being  copper  and  copper-silver  mines,  and  those  on  the  west  carrying 
'  principally  silver  ores.  There  are  seven  mills,  four  smelters  and  three  concentrators 
now  in  operation,  yet  the  facilities  for  treating  ore  are  entirely  inadequate.  The  Alice 
Company  operates  65  stamps  in  one  mill,  which  is  the  largest  dry-crusher  in  the  world. 

The  activity  in  the  mines  naturally  fosters  all  lines  of  business  in  the  towns,  and  If 
regard  the  mining  industry  in  this  Territory  as  simply  in  its  infancy,  and  that  after 
4i  few  years'  g[rowih  many  prosperous  mining  camps  in  the  various  parts  of  Montana 
will  show  a  similar  production  and  prosperty  to  that  of  Butte. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Northern  Paoitic  Railroad  and  the  opening  of  conmer- 
•cial  outlets  to  the  east  and  west,  with  connection  established  by  the  Utah  and  North- 
orn  Railroad  to  the  south,  with  the  probable  completion  at  an  early  date  of  branch 
railroads  to  Fort  Benton,  the  head  of  navigation  on  the  Missouri  River,  and  to  the 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  with  the  increase  in  her  mining  industries,  it  may  be  justly 
«aid  in  conclusion  that  Montana  is  about  to  enter  upon  a  field  of  development  and 
growth  of  which  the  surrounding  Territories  have  hitherto  held  the  supremacy.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  iustructious  contained  in  your  letter  of  April  25,  IQ&i,  I  have* 
Ihe  honor  to  submit  herewith  (in  duplicat'e)  my  annual  report  of  surveying  opera- 
lions  in  this  district,  with  accompanying  tabular  statements,  for  fiscal  year  ending 
Jane  30, 1682. 

SURVEYS. 

The  surveys  contracted  for  out  of  apportionment  to  this  district,  of  general  appro- 
priation for  public  surveys  for  fiscal  year  1882,  have  been  completed  except  two  town- 
ships of  contract  No.  120,  the  survey  of  which  the  deputy  expects  soon  to  finish. 

The  field  work  of  township  32  north,  range  30  west,  and  townships  31  and  '^2  north, 
range  31  west,  of  contract  No.  119,  is  completed  and  approved,  and  plats  and  tran- 
scripts will  be  made  and  transmitted  as  soon  as  corrected  field  notes  are  returned. 

Of  surveys  contracted  for  out  of  special  deposits,  complete  returns  have  been  re- 
ceived under  contracts  Nos.  1  and  2,  and  partial  returns  have  been  received  under  con- 
tract No.  5.     Have  received  no  returns  under  any  of  the  other  special  deposit  contracts. 

OFFICE  WORK. 

The  field  notes  of  the  retracing  of  25  miles  62  chains  and  79  links  of  standard  lines 
and  State  boundary,  the  survey  of  102  miles  8  chains  and  31  links,  and  retracing  of 
92  miles  62  chains  and  25  links  of  exterior  township  lines  have  been  examined  and 
approved,  and  diagrams  and  transcripts  of  field  notes  made  and  transmitted  to  the 
department. 

The  field  notes  of  2,726  miles  58  chains  and  2  links  of  subdivision  lines  have  been 
examined  and  approved,  and  transcripta  thereof  and  transcript  plats  made  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  department. 

Descriptive  lists  of  corners,  soil,  &c.,  have  been  made  of  46  townships  of  subdivis- 
ions, and  draughtsmen  are  now  making  the  triplicate  plats,  which  are  nearly  com- 
pleted. 

Descriptive  lists  and  triplicate  plats  will  be  transmitted  to  the  local  land  office  in 
a  few  days. 

The  o^ce  work  on  surveys  of  contract  No.  2,  under  special  depositSi  is  also  nearly 
completed.  Surveys  under  this  system  have  added  largely  to  the  clerical  work  of  the 
office. 

A  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  work  of  the  usual  variety  has  been  done  during 
the  year. 

PROPOSED  SURVEYS. 

• 

The  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  in  this  district  for  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1884,  were  transmitted  June  *&,  1882.  The  proposed  surveys  embrace  most  of  the 
QBsnrveyed  lands  of  the  State,  for  the  survey  of  which  there  is  a  continued  and  in- 
creasing demand. 

In  public  improvements  much  has  been  done  during  the  year  toward  extending 
railroad  facilities  to  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  the  completion  of  the  Burlington  ana 
Missonri  Kiver  Railroad  to  Denver  adds  greatly  to  the  value  of  this  great  thorough- 
fare, for  the  interests  of  Nebraska.  The  abundant  crops  of  the  present  season  will 
probably  increase  the  tide  of  immieration— already  very  large — to  our  State,  and  the 
prospect  of  rapid  growth  and  development  is  excellent.

The  operations  of  the  surveying  service  for  the  district  of  Nevada  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1882,  have  been  confined  to  agricultural,  grazing,  timber,  and  min- 
eral lands,  a  largely  increased  area  having  been  surveyed  principally  under  the  special 
deposit  system  by  individuals  under  the  provisions  of  sections  2401,  2402,  and  2403, 
Revised  Statutes,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1879. 

There  were  fifteen  contracts  entered  into  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1882,  and  the  uncompleted  contracts  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1881.  There  were  sur- 
veyed and  returned  under  said  contracts  and  forwarded  to  the  honorable  Commis- 
niouer  of  the  General  Land  Office  the  plats  and  field  notes  of  237  townships,  and 
classed  as  follows :  Agricultural,  g^razing,  and  timber  lands,  5,001,448.56  acres;  min- 
iTal  lands,  105,291.63  acres;  Moapa  Indian  reservation,  826.93  acres;  unsurveyed, 
32,454.92  acres,  making  a  total  of  area  surveyed,  5,140,022.04,  to  complete  which  there 
were  run  and  marked  in  the  field  62  miles  35  chains  and  27  links  of  meridian  lines,  30 
miles  of  base  line,  378  miles  10  chains  and  14  links  of  standard  lines,  3,741  miles  23 
chains  and  89  links  of  township  lines,  13,690  miles  26  chains  and  39  links  section  lines, 
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35  miles  2  chains  and  12  links  of  State  line,  and  113  miles  33  chains  and  52  links  of 
connecting  lines,  making  a  total  of  18,051  miles  56  chains  and  63  links. 

The  plats  and  transcripts  of  field  notes  have  been  filed  in  the  General  Land  Office 
and  the  triplicate  plats  hied  in  the  local  land  offices  at  Enreka  and  Carson. 

Application  was  also  made  during  the  year  for  United  States  mineral  surveys  for 
112  mining  claims,  embracing  an  area  of  1,518.45  acres;  also  the  town  site  of  BristoU 
in  Lincoln  County,  embracing  an  area  of  l60  acres;  totAl  area,  1,678.48  acres. 

ESTIMATES. 

My  estimate  fur  field  work  is  based  upon  my  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  nettlers 
through  the  reports  of  deputy  surveyors  and  applications  for  the  survey  of  th**  pnblic 
lands  now  on  tile  in  this  ofiice.  The  appropriation  for  salaries  of  clerks  in  this  office 
has  been  inadequate  for  the  last  two  years,  and  my  estimate  of  amount  require<i  for 
clerical  labor  should  be  allowed ;  also  my  estimate  for  incidental  expense  account 
should  be  appropriated  in  order  to  cover  the  actual  necessary  expenses  for  this  office. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  depreciation  of  the  mining  interests  in  Western  Nevada  has  not  resulted  ftl> 
together  unfavorable  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State;  for,  like  California,  our  agri- 
cultural interests  have  improved  in  proportion  as  mining  interests  have  declined. 
As  mining  towns  become  depopulated  a  noticeable  increase  of  population  is  found  in 
most  of  the  agricultural  valleys  of  the  State. 

Among  the  most  prosperous  of  these  may  be  mentioned  Carson  Valley,  in  Douglas 
County;  Mason  and  Walker  Valleys,  in  Esmeralda  County;  Paradise  and  Little  Hiun- 
boldt  Valleys,  in  Humboldt  County;  and  many  of  the  numerous  valleys  in  Elko,  Lan- 
der, and  Nye  Counties,  and  particularly  in  Churchill  County. 

The  wonderful  productiveness  of  the  soil  of  these  valleys  frequently  astonishes  oar 
earlier  settlers.  A  ton  to  the  acre  of  wheat  or  barley  is  now  looked  upon  as  a  fair 
crop,  while  one  and  a  half  and  two  tons  to  the  acre  are  often  obtained.  More  grain 
is  now  raised  without  irrigation  than  formerly.  By  sowing  earlier  than  it  has  been 
the  custom  it  has  been  discovered  that  grain  will  grow  and  mature  entirely  without 
the  aid  of  irrigation,  and  farmers  are  beginning  to  realize*  that  it  is  no  longer  an  ex- 
periment to  put  in  the  seed  a  month  earlier  than  usual  and  depend  upon  the  natural 
moisture  of  the  soil  to  produce  a  crop. 

Potatoes  grown  in  Utah  and  Nevada  are  as  nearly  perfect  as  can  ba  found  in  the 
world  and  their  reputation  is  becoming  -worldwide.  In  the  San  l^Yancisco  markets 
they  command  a  higher  price  than  any  others.  Of  late  a  few  carloads  hare  be«;n 
shipped  east,  where  they  have  been  tested  and  are  credited  as  having  no  superiors. 

The  soil  and  climate  of  this  region  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  their  growth.  No  mat- 
ter what  varieties  are  planted  they  all  turn  out  large,  sweet,  and  of  a  rich  flavor,  and 
are  good  keepers.  There  is  no  enemy  to  the  potatoes  in  this  State,  the  **  rot  **  is  un- 
known, and  the  *' potato  bug''  and  his  like  have  not  yet  crossed  the  Kocky  Mountains. 
The  average  yield  of  potatoes  is  about  4  tons  to  the  acre,  and  as  high  as  8  tons  have 
been  produced. 

All  vegetables  grown  in  Nevada  are  equally  prolilic,  sound,  sweet,  nutritions,  and 
free  from  disease  and  vermin.  It  has  now  become  an  established  fact  that  theaaee- 
brush  lands  of  Nevada  are  more  productive  than  the  natural  grass  lands.  It  isauo 
a  fact  that  all  sage-brush  lauds  are  productive;  and  where  does  not  sage-brush  grow 
in  Nevada?  The  saline  and  alkaline  deserts  are  the  only  exceptions.  Here  the 
strength  and  depth  of  the  soil  is  measured  by  the  growth  of  the  sage-brush;  large, 
thrifty  brush  indicates  a  deep,  strong  soil,  with  indications  of  water  near  the  surface, 
livhile  short,  stunted  brush  indicates  a  weaker  soil,  with  but  little  moisture  in  the 
locality;  but  the  most  remarkable  fact  in  this  connection  has  been  recently  bronght 
to  light — it  is,  that  water  may  almost  invariably  be  found  wherever  there  is  a  thnfty 
growth  of  sage-brush  by  digging  a  few  feet  below  the  surface. 

Deputiea  in  the  tield  report  that  they  frequently  find  water  by  digging  in  soma 
places  from  4  to  6  feet,  and  in  localities  where  no  water  had  been  previously  supposed 
to  exist  near  the  surface.  It  seems  to  be  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance  that  so 
valuable  a  discovery  should  be  made  generally  known.  In  Lauder  and  Churchill 
Counties  artesian  wells  have  been  bored,  and  line  flowing  streams  of  good  water  ob- 
tained at  a  depth  of  100  feet.  This  water  is  used  for  purposes  of  irrigation,  and  ha^ 
been  the  means  of  reclaiming  a  considerable  area  of  hitherto  desert  lands. 

Stock-raising  continues  to  lie  one  of  the  leading  industries  of  the  State.  The  ex- 
perience of  leading  and  reliable  srocknutn,  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  business 
for  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  shows  that,  while  the  country  north  of  Nevada 
affords  in  certain  localities  a  better  summer  range,  where  cattle  can  fatten  quickly 
on  account  of  the  nutritions  grasses  being  considerably  later  in  maturing,  Nevada  is 
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Letter  adapted  to  Btock-raiiiing,  becauHe  the  climate  io  lena  rigoronSi  and  coiisequently 
more  congenial  to  the  tender  age  of  all  yoiinff  stuck. 

The  great  drawback  to  fanning  in  Nevada  is  the  want  of  cheaper  and  better  facili- 
ties of  transportation.  At  present  the  supply  of  farm  produce  is  equal  to  the  local 
demand,  ana  the  excess  is  not  so  easily  disposed  of.  With  but  a  single  railroad  pass- 
ing through  the  State  from  east  to  west,  whose  management  has  adopted  the  policy  of 
charging  *'all  the  traffic  will  bear/'  but  little  inducement  is  held  out  to  farmers  to 
produce  more  than  is  required  for  the  local  consumption,  other  than  such  as  can  be 
used  for  fattening  stock.  Cattle  can  walk  to  market,  and  therefore  come  in  compe 
tition  with  the  locomotive;  hence  the  freight  on  live  stock  is  much  less  than  on  grain 
ABd  other  farm  products. 

Nevada  needs  capital  to  develop  her  vast  resources  now  hidden  in  her  rich  mineral 
veins  and  her  equally  rich  and  vast  saline,  alkaline,  and  other  deposits  to  be  found 
in  her  desert  wastes;  but  what  she  needs  first  and  most  is  cheaper  rates  and  better 
facilities  for  transportation — in  a  word,  more  railroads.  Competition  in  railroad 
traffic  would  unlock  the  coffers  of  her  rich  mineral  veins,  unfold  the  wealth  of  desert 
deposits,  and  reclaim  millions  of  acres  of  her  valleys  and  plains  from  sage-brush  des- 
erts to  thousands  of  farms  for  prosperous  laborers  and  tillers  of  the  soil. 

It  seems  to  be  the  cnstom  of  some  newspaper  correspondents  and  cheap  book 
writers,  who  occasionally  pass  over  the  only  thoroughfare  of  travel  through  the 
State,  to  write  Nevada  down  as  an  abominable  country  with  scarcely  any  redeeming 
qualities.  While  these  disparaging  declamations  tend^  for  a  time  to  injure  the  repu- 
tation of  the  State  and  prevent  emigration  thereto,  they  cannot  alter  the  fact  that 
Nevada  posseasee  a  climate  unsurpassed  for  salubrity  and  healthfulness,  and  that  the 
extent  and  variety  of  its  undeveloped  resources  are  in  many  respect<s  superior  to  any 
State  east  of  the  Rooky  Mountains.  It  is  certain  that  its  agricultural  resources  and 
possibilities  are  generally  unknown,  misrepresented,  and  misunderstood  outside  of  the 
State,  but  in  time  the  demand  for  numerous  and  valuable  products  to  be  found  within 
its  borders  will  bring  to  the  State  capital,  labor,  and  railroad  facilities,  and,  finally, 
population  that  will  eventually  become  fixed  and  permanent,  of  which  a  portion  must 
necessarily  engage  in  agricultural  pursuits.  With  these  changes  will  also  come  the 
proof  that  the  desert  lands  of  Nevada  are  susceptible  of  the  highest  cultivation,  and 
^re  capable  of  sustaining  as  dense  a  population  as  many  of  the  Eastern  States,  and 
with  the  fact  that  every  square  mile  of  its  area  affords  something  valuable  to  man- 
kind.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  tbe  instructions  contained  in  yonr  letter  of  April  20,  I?^'*<^. 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  in  duplicate  my  annual  report  of  the  business  of  tLLs 
office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

FIELD   WORK. 

During  the  past  year,  of  the  work  returned  and  dispatched,  there  have  been  sur- 
veyed, including  lines  retrace<l,  1,.')63  miles  32  chains  35  links  of  guide  meridian  am] 
standard  parallel,  1,253  miles  48  chains  29  links  of  township  exteriors,  5,904  miles  ST) 
chains  66  links  of  subdivisional  lines,  38  miles  44  chains  53  links  of  closings  on  paral- 
lels and  connections  with  grant  surveys  in  the  prosecution  of  the  public  surveys;  the 
aggregate  cost  of  which  is  given  in  Kxhibit  B  so  far  as  the  work  has  been  returned, 
platted,  and  forwarded.  Exhibit  A  shows  the  condition  of  the  work  done  under  thtt 
regular  Congressional  appropriation  for  public  surveys  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  and 
Kxhijut  B  shows  the  condition  of  surveys  made  under  the  deposit  system. 

TUv  total  area  embraced  in  the  subdivisional  surveys  of  the  past  year  was8,4ti6,ol8.3t} 
acres,  making  the  total  area  covered  by  such  surveys  in  the  Territory  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  22,208,351.56  acres;  deducting  therefrom  1,481,215.70  acres  covered  by 
the  public  surveys  that  were  subsequently  embraced  within  the  limits  of  grant  sur- 
veys and  reservations,  it  leaves  the  total  area  of  the  public  land  surveyed,  exclosive 
of  that  embraced  by  grant  surveys  and  reservations,  20,727,135.86  acres.  Tbe  area 
covered  by  the  surveyed  private  land  claims  is  11,719,186.82  acres,  making  a  grand 
total  of  32,446,322.68  acres  covered  by  grant  apd  public  surveys  exclusive  of  Indian 
and  military  reservations. 

It  will  appear  from  Exhibits  B  and  G  that  a  largo  amount  of  work  has  been  done 
in  this  Territory  the  past  year  under  the  deposit  system.  These  deposits  were,  to  » 
considerable  extent,  made  necessary  by  the  failure  on  the  part  of  Congress  to  appro- 
priate sufficient  funds  to  prosecute  the  public  surveys  as  rapidly  as  demanded  by  the 
settlement  of  the  Territory,  and  while  it  has  been  a  great  convenience  to  the  settlers 
the  privilege  has  been  abiLsed  to  a  considerable  extent,  no  doubt,  by  parties  interested 
in  the  execution  of  the  survey  of  these  lands.  Some  restriction  should  be  plac^  on 
the  quantity  of  land  that  may  be  surveyed  in  any  one  fiscal  year  and  the  limiting  of* 
such  deposits  to  one  or  two  hundred  townships  annually,  with  a  penalty  against  persons 
making  false  or  fraudulent  applications,  would  in  my  opinion  operate  beneficially,  iu 
that  the  law  would  give  all  bona  fide  applicants  tbe  opportunity  of  having  their  lands 
surveyed  so  as  to  enable  them  to  acquire  title  thereto  without  having  to  wait  on  the 
extension  of  the  public  surveys  by  means  of  Congressional  appropriations  for  that 
purpose,  and  also  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  wholesale  survey  of  tne  public  domain 
in  advance  of  the  requirements  of  actual  settlers.  The  law  permitting  deposits  and 
the  assignment  of  the  certificates  of  deposit  is  a  most  excellent  one,  as  it  is  a  great 
convenience  to  the  homestead  and  other  settlers,  and  should  not  be  repealed;  bnt  1 
see  an  imperative  necessity  for  its  modification  as  herein  suggested.  I  beg  to  rene\^ 
the  suggestion  contained  in  my  last  two  reports,  that  in  order  to  secure  greater  accnraer 
in  the  public  surveys,  and  anproximation  to  a  thorough  topographical  and  geological 
survey  ol  each  subdivision,  tiiat  one  or  more  topographers  be  furnished  by  the  Director 
of  Geological  Surveys,  to  accompany  each  surveying  party  in  the  field  and  make 
such  topographical  and  geological  survey  as  they  might  be  able  to  do  without  delaT- 
ing  the  progress  of  the  contract  surveyors.  The  topographer,  acting  for  a  different 
bureau,  could  also  note  the  character  of  the  work  done  by  the  deputy  surveyor;  in 
other  words,  wouhl  also  act  as  inspector  of  surveys,  thereby  insuring  accurate  and 
substantial  work.  The  topographer  could  mess  with  the  surveying  party  and  avoid 
the  expense  of  separate  outfits.  The  data  gathered  by  both  the  deputy  and  topog- 
rapher would  be  available  to  the  draughtsmen  in  platting  the  work,  and  the  laoa» 
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conld  then  be  correctly  classified  as  miuer'al  or  n on- mineral,  so  that  in  the  disposition 
of  the  lands  those  embracing  coal  or  other  mineral  will  not  be  sold  as  agricnltnral 
lands  at  the  price  of  the  laiter,  and  in  a  few  years  snbseqncntly  have  it  discovered 
that  the  tract  contained  coal  or  other  mineral  deposits  aud  shonld  have  been  sold  at 
the  price  of  mineral  lands  instead  of  at  §1.25  or  f2.50  i)er  acre. 

MINING   CLAIMS. 

Exhibit  £  shows  the  number  and  condition  of  the  various  mining  claims  surveyed 
(luring  the  year,  aud  Exhibit  F  comprises  a  list  of  minc^ral  deputy  surveyors  in  com- 
mission at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  rapid  development  of  the  mineral  re- 
sources of  the  Territory  has  largely  increased  the  business  of  the  office  in  this  branch, 
and  the  succeeding  year  will  show  a  still  greater  increase  in  the  number  of  claims 
surveyed. 

DE8EKT  LANDS. 

There  have  been  25  copies  of  declaratory  statements  under  the  desert  act  filed  in 
this  office  the  past  year  on  unsurveyed  land,  all  from  the  Mesilla  district. 

OFFICE   WORK. 

Exhibits  A,  B,  and  D  sbow  what  field  work  has  been  under  contract,  platted,  and 
dispatched  during  the  year.  The  appropriation  for  clerk  hire  has  been  about  one- 
half  wh^t  it  should  be,  as  the  records  are  behind  ;  aud  while  some  of  the  old  Work  in 
arrears  has  been  brought  up  to  date,  or  nearly  so,  yet  the  regular  force  is  inadequate, 
l)eing  only  about  one-half  that  employed  in  the  office  when  I  took  charge,  in  1876. 
The  current  work  has  been  kept  up  and  the  work  in  arrears  should  be  brought  up  to 
(late.  There  are  about  one  hundred  irrauts  aud  some  eight  hundred  other  Spanish 
docnmente  relative  to  laud  titles  in  old  archives  that  should  be  translated  and  re- 
corded, so  that  in  the  event  of  the  loss  of  any  of  these  papers  there  might  be  a  record 
of  them. 

INCIDENTAL  KXPENDITCUES. 

The  condition  of  the  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses  will  be  seen  from  Ex- 
hibit I.  The  whole  amount  estimated  for  should  ^'e  appropriated,  as  the  increase  of 
rtnts  renders  it  absolutely  necessary.  The  present  location  of  the  office  must  soon 
be  changed,  as  the  proprietor  declines  to  rent  the  building,  and  with  your  permission 
I  shall  soon  remove  the  office  to  the  third  story  of  the  new  brick  building  owned  by 
the  First  National  Bank,  at  a  rental  of  i|75  per  month  ;  but  as  these  rooms  are  heated 
from  a  furnace  no  expense  will  be  incurred  for  fuel  or  repairs,  which  will  bo  a  saving 
of  abont  $300  per  annum,  so  that  the  actual  amount  paid  on  rent,  exclusive  of  former 
cost  of  fuel,  will  be  $50  per  month  for  six  fine,  well-lighted  rooms,  far  superior  in  every 
respect  to  those  now  occupied  by  the  office.  There  are  five  rooms  in  the  old  **  Palace" 
building  owned  by  the  government,  formerly  occupied  by  the  United  States  depository, 
that  are  quite  suitable  for  this  office.  They  contain  a  good-sized  fire-proof  vault,  and 
it  is  just  the  location  for  the  surveyor  general's  office,  where  the  archives  could  be 
safely  kept  and  would  be  absolutely  safetfrom  loss  by  fire,  and  I  earnestly  request 
that  you  intercede  to  secure  these  rooms  for  the  use  of  this  office.  They  are  now 
opcupied  by  the  Second  National  Bank,  and  I  fail  to  see  the  economy  of  the  govern- 
ment renting  buildings  for  the  use  of  its  officers  when  it  owns  a  building  exactly 
suitable,  with  fire-proof  vault,  thereby  obviating  the  nect^ssity  for  the  pnrcnase  of  a 
safe  in  which  to  keep  the  valuable  title  papers  of  this  ottice. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  defic^iencies  estimated  for,  and  trust  that  Congress  may 
act  thereon  favorably.  In  lH77-'73,  in  order  to  facilitate  their  work,  the  deputies  em- 
ployed draughtsmen  and  clerks  to  plat  and  transcribe  their  work,  as  it  would  have 
taken  the  office  one  or  two  years  to  have  disposed  of  the  same  in  the  regular  order, 
on  account  of  the  very  small  appropriation  for  clerk  hire  and  the  consequent  small 
clerical  force  at  my  command.  The  deputies  paid  out  an  aggregate  of  about  $1,500 
for  work  done  for  the  office,  and  they  should  be  reimbursed.

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Testimoi)}^  bos  beeu  taken  in  a  nninber  of  cases,  and  linal  action  has  bofn  ba<l  m 
tlie  following:

The  transcripts  of  these  cases  will  be  forwarded  in  due  time.  In  the  Bartolome 
Baca  case,  No.  12ti,  a  motion  was  made  to  .suspend  the  decision,  which  has  not  been 
argued,  and  hence  tlte  motion  is  still  pending.  The  grant  covers  over  one  million 
acres,  and  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  no  actual  grant  exiHt<*dy  but  merely  a  tem- 
porary permission  to  pa«ture  stock  thereon,  and  that  at  the  date  of  the  alleged  gninr 
no  authority  was  vested  in  the  governor  to  alienate  the  public  domain. 

I  again,  for  the  seventh  time,  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  resnlts 
of  acljuKtiug  these  grant  titles  under  the  present  system.  It  is  all  important  that 
Congress  should  fix  a  limitation  of  time  in  which  all  claims  of  this  character  8lion)(l 
bo  tiled  and  prosecuted  and  thereafter  barred,  and  some  more  safe  and  speeily  metlioil 
Hhould  be  provided  for  their  adjudication,  as  the  present  one  is  unsatisfactory  and 
uusafe,  both  for  the  government  and  claimants.  As  to  the  plan  to  be  adopted  I  will 
reiterate  the  statement  made  in  my  last  annual  report,  that  judging  trom  the  light  nf 
experience  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  reference  of  these  cases  for  adjudication  tothi' 
district  courts  of  the  respective  districts  in  which  the  lands  may  be  situat<»<i  would 
not  be  advisable,  and  while  there  aie  some  arguments  in  favor  of  such  a  reference,  1 
believe  the  results  would  not  be  as  satisfactory  as  under  the  present  system. 

Some  of  the  objections  to  that  method  are  that  the  court  of  adjudication  shonld 
have  direct  and  ready  access  to  all  the  archives,  it  being  frequently  necessary,  on 
account  of  the  antiquity  of  the  title  papers,  to  introduce,  for  purposes  of  comparison, 
other  original  documents  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  same  Spanish  or  Mexican 
ofHcials  whose  signatures,  or  purported  signatures,  appear  on  the  muuiments  of  title 
in  the  case  at  bar,  and  the  genuineness  or  falsity  of  these  title  papern  is  frequent!} 
necessarily  determined  by  such  comparison  when  there  are  no  living  witnesses  familiar 
with  the  signatures  of  such  otlicials  to  prove  or  disprove  the  genuineness  of  the  Hame. 

The  evidence  of  the  abandonment  or  fraudulent  character  of  a  grant  may  exist 
among  the  archives  in  documents  having  no  direct  connection  with  the  case  at  bar  in 
one  district,  and  the  same  document  may  embrace  evidence  of  a  similar  character  <>r 
reverse  in  another  case  pending  in  another  district,  and  the  document  way  be  reqnin'd 
in  evidence  in  both  district  conrtfl  at  the  same  time,  or  its  existence  may  l)e  known  to 
one  and  unknown  to  the  other,  or  may  be  unknown  to  either,  unless  direct  and  eas> 
access  to  the  archives  can  be  had  by  the  court.  If  these  documenti)  were  sent  back 
and  forth  from  one  district  to  another,  or  to  and  from  the  regular  cust^Mliau  of  tbe 
same,  they  would  be  liable  to  be  lost,  and  if  distributed  among  the  several  judicial 
districts  the  evidence  of  legality  or  illegality  of  the  documents  in  some  particular 
case  might  be  on  tile  in  another  district  than  the  one  in  which  it  might  be  reqnireil 
in  evidence  in  such  particular  case. 

The  investigations  of  this  oflice  the  past  six  years  have  demonstrated  that  some  of 
these  alleged  grants  are  forgeries;  and  a  comparison  of  the  signature  of  the  governor 
on  the  alleged  title  papers  with  the  signatun^  of  such  otficer  proven  and  accepted 
genuine  upon  other  documents  in  the  ar<^iivcs  and  the  judgment  of  experts  thereon 
is  not  nnfrequently  required  to  establish  the  eharacter  of  the  documents  under  con- 
sideration. Unless  the  court  before  which  the*ie  claims  are  adjudicated  can  have  aece* 
to  all  these  archives,  it  is  much  more  liable  to  be  imposed  upon  by  fraudulent  title 
papers.  II  is  not  a  ditficult  matter  for  witnesses  to  be  obtained  tu  swear  to  whatever 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  establish  the  claim,  if  i>arties  were  so  disposed,  and  tlie 
closest  scrutiny  and  most  careful  investigation  are  absolutely  essential  in  these  case*- 

There  are  two  methods  that  could  safely  be  adopted  in  the  adjudication  of  tliew 
cases,  TO  wit,  by  a  commission  appointed  for  that  express  purpose  similar  to  that  of 
California,  with  like  powers  and  right  of  appeal  li*om  their  action  ;  the  other  would 
be  to  continue  the  authority  in  the  surveyor  general  before  whom  all  the  testimony 
could  be  taken,  and  require  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory  (or  Tnited  States  court 
of  the  district  in  case  of  State),  to  review  each  case  before  it  is  transnntted  to  Oou- 
gress  for  it^  action,  with  the  right  of  appeal  therefrom  to  the  circuit  and  Siiprt*"'** 
courts  of  the  United  States,  or,  what  would  be  better,  have  but  one  court  of  appellate 
jurisiiiction.  The  surveyor  general  could  continue  to  make  these  investigations  a« 
before,  taking  the  testimony  in  writing  asunder  the  present  system,  and  his  action 
in  every  case  would  be  subject  to  review  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory,  or 
the  United  States  district  court  of  the  States ;  which  courts,  having  all  tbe  evideuce 
before  them,  or  accessible,  couVi  with  facility  dispose  of  the  same  without  the  dut) 
imposed  interfering  materially  with  the  other  business  of  the  court ;  and  if  they  r^*- 
qi^red  further  testimony  in  *any  case,  they  could  remaiid  it  back  to  the  surveyor 
general  for  that  pur])Ose. 
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H  the  authority  is  uuutiaued  in  the  surveyor  general  to  investigAto  those  cases,  he 
shonUl  be  specLticaily  empowered  by  law  to  issue  compulsory  process,  punish  for  con- 
tempt, &c.t  and  the  United  States  district  attorney  should  be  required  to  appear  on 
behalf  of  the  government  from  the  inception  of  the  investigation. 

If  Congress  will  fix  the  limitation  and  provide  some  such  mode  of  adjudicatiou  of 
thecM)  claims  as  herein  Bu<;gested,  they  will  be  rapidly  disposed  of,  and  the  titles  in 
this  Territory,  now  in  such  an  unsettled  condition,  will  be  speedily  adjusted. 

The  acquisition  to  the  population  of  New  Mexico  the  ensuing  yeiir,*frora  immigra- 
tion, is  estimated  at  not  less  than  30,000.  and  will  probably  exceed  that,  and  it  is  all- 
important  that  those  titles  be  adjusted  without  further  delay,  and  the  lands  em- 
braced therein  segregated  from  the  public  domain,  so  that  settlers  upon  the  public 
lands  may  locate  with  some  degree  of  confidence  and  certainty  in  eventually  securing 
title  to  the  lands  settled  npon  by  them. 

Many  of  these  grant  title  papers  are,  doubtless,  still  in  the  personal  possession  of 
the  grantees  or  their  descendants,  and  the  particular  location  of  the  tracts  covered 
by  tnexii,  as  well  as  the  lands  embraced  by  those  claims  on  file  but  nnadjudicated,  is 
necessarily  unknown.  Individuals  may  locate  on  what  is  snpposed  to  be  public  land, 
and  after  they  have  erected  valuable  buildings  and  improved  the  tract  it  may  finally 
lie  ascertained  to  be  embraced  within  the  limits  of  a  grant,  and  the  labor  and  outlay 
of  years  are  taken  from  the  settlers.  Where  the  government  has  snch  large  interests 
involved,  and  the  property  and  improvements  of  settlers  on  the  public  lands  are  so 
much  in  jeopardy,  it  does  seem  as  though  Congress  should  give  this  matter  prompt 
attention.  And  in  providing  for  the  adjudication  of  claims  of  this  character  the  right 
of  appeal  to  the  several  courts  involves  a  great  expense  both  to  the  government  and 
claimants;  and  while  there  should  be  a  court  to  review  the  proceedings  of  the  com- 
mission or  court  having  primary  Jurisdiction,  in  onler  to  meet  the  demands  of  justice 
and  as  a  safeguard  against  errors,  yet  to  provide  that  all  such  cases  may  be  appealed 
successively  from  court  to  court,  until  the  highest  tribunal  is  reached,  would  incum- 
l>er  the  dockets  and  records  of  the  various  courts  and  render  the  proceedings  tedious. 
I  would  suggest  that  an  appeal  be  allowed  from  the  court  of  original  jurisdiction  to 
some  particular  but  higher  tribunal,  in  order  to  simplify  the  proceedings  and  avoid 
the  c'xpense  and  delays  incident  to  a  final  determination  of  a  case  where  it  must  follow 
the  conrse  of  ordinary  civil  cases.  Under  existing  laws  there  is  no  legal  requirement 
that  owners  of  grants  shall  file  and  prosecute  their  claims,  and,  unless  Congress  pre- 
scribes some  time  within  which  they  shall  be  filed  and  proven  up,  the  present  uncer- 
tain status  of  the  soil  as  to  ownership  must  remain  undetermined.  These  grants  are 
usually  agricultural  or  pastoral,  and  the  unqualified  confirmation  operates  as  a  quit- 
tdaim  on  the  part  of  the  government  to  the  mineral,  which  was  never  intended  to  be 
granted  by  either  the  Spanish  or  the  Mexican  Government,  and  the  local  Spanish  or 
Mexican  authorities  had  no  power  to  grant  the  right  to  the  mineral,  as  that  was  re- 
served as  the  property  of  the  State,  only  subject  to  alieuation  by  the  supreme  authority 
and  iu  a  prescribed  manner.  Where  the  confirmation  is  unqualified,  the  government 
not  only  makes  good  the  original  title  but  confers  upon  the  claimant  the  additional 
right  to  the  mineral.  It  is  well  known  that  the  precious  metals  abound  throughout 
this  Territory,  and  nearly  all  of  these  grants  doubtless  contain  more  or  Jess  mineral ; 
althoagh  its  existence  may  at  this  time  m  particular  cases  be  unknown,  yet  the  almost 
absolute  certainty  that  it  exists  generally  i^  the  Territory  shonld  induce  Congress  to 
except  the  right  to  the  mineral  in  the  confirmation  of  these  claims.  I  assume  it  to  be 
the  policy  of  the  government  to  encourage  the  development  of  the  mineral  resources 
of  the  country,  and  to  reap  some  benefit  m>m  the  same  in  the  increased  consideration 
charged  for  lands  of  this  character,  as  well  as  the  indirect  benefit  derived  by  reason 
of  the  addition  of  the  net  products  of  the  mines  to  the  substantial  wealth  of  the 
country.  If  the  right  to  the  mineral  is  vested  iu  the  grant  claimants,  the  adventurous 
prospector,  through  whom  these  discoveries  are  nsually  made,  has  no  incentive  to 
prospect  thereon,  and  the  existence  of  rich  mineral  deposits  may  remain  undiscovered 
and  unknown. 

The  appointment  of  a  commission  to  adjust  these  claims  would  involve  some  addi- 
tional expense  over  the  present  method,  but  I  believe,  on  the  whole,  it  would  be  far 
more  satisfactory,  and  certainly  th^magnitude  of  the  interest  involved,  both  to  claim- 
ant and  the  government,  would  ampl^  justify  Congress  in  adonting  this  method  for 
the  settlement  of  private  land  claims  in  New  Mexico,  where  sncli  a  considerable  num- 
ber yet  remain  to  be  adjudicated;  and  I  hope  that  Congress  will  take  early  action  in  the 
premises. 

POPULATION. 

The  poiiulation  of  New  Mexico,as  given  by  the  censuA  returns  of  1880,  was  118,0C0. 
and  the  estimated  addition  to  the  same  the  past  two  years  is  from  25,000  to  40,000.  I 
consider  it  a  safe  estimate  to  place  the  present  population  at  150,000  people,  excluhifb 
of  Indians. 
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MINING. 

Tlie  mining  interests  of  the  Territory  have  made  wonderful  strides  in  development, 
and  new  discoveries  are  being  made  almost  daily  of  silver,  gold,  copper,  iron,  and 
coal.  The  developments  made  in  the  old  districts  are  snch  as  to  encourage  the  own- 
ers and  attract  both  home  and  foreign  capital  for  their  development.  A  serious  im- 
pediment is  met  with  by  the  miners  and  prospectors  in  searching  for  mineral  upon 
unconiirmed  grants.  The  last  clause  of  the  eighth  secti(m  of  the  act  of  Congrvesof 
July  22,  1854,  provides  that  the  lands  embraced  within  the  limits  of  a  grant  shall  not 
be  disponed  of  in  any  manner  until  final  action  by  Congress  upon  the  question  of  the 
validity  or  invalidity  of  the  claim. 

The  right  to  the  mineral  was  not  embraced  in  the  grants,  they  being  agricultnral 
and  pastoral  grants;  yet  there  is  no  provision  })ermitting  the  miner  to  acquire  any 
right  to  what  he  may  discover  upon  a  tract  covered  by  an  agricultural  grant,  and  I 
suggest  that  some  action  be  had  by  Congress  which  will  enable  the  pitwpector  to 
secure  the  benefits  of  his  mineral  discoveries  upon  tracts  covered  by  unconnrmedgTant». 

The  mining  int-erests  of  Southern  New  Mexico  have  been  seriously  int'erfered  with 
by  the  depredations  of  hostile  Indians,  and  but  little  prospecting  could  be  safely  en- 
gaged in,  yet  the  adventurous  miners  have  made  many  new  and  valuable  di8coverie« 
m  the  limited  area  that  they  have  been  able  to  prospect. 

New  and  valnable  discoveries  of  mineral  have  been  made  the  past  year  in  this  Ter- 
ritory, and  there  is  no  industry  that  will  pay  as  well  if  properly  and  intelligently 
managed.  Labor  is  comparatively  cheap,  and  the  seasons  are  favorable  for  the  pros- 
ecution of  work  every  day  in  the  year,  and  there  is  great  abundance  of  fine  bitum- 
inous and  anthracite  coal  fuel  for  smelting  and  refining  purposes  at  a  mere  nominal 
cost.  The  past  year  has  witnes-ned  the  intn)duction  of  considerable  capital,  which  hi» 
been  applied  in  mining  operations,  yet  much  more  is  required.  While  a  large  portion 
of  New  Mexico  is  arable  and  produces  excellent  crops  of  com,  wheat,  &c.,  yet  it  is 
eminently  a  mineral-producing  country,  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  take 
rank  among  the  first  of  the  mineral-producing  sections  of  this  continent. 

MILITARY  RESERVATIONS. 

There  are  sevei*al  military  reservations  that  have  been  abandoned  for  many  year» 
that  should  be  vacated  and  the  lands  embraced  therein  restored  to  settlement. 

The  military  reserve  in  township  18  north  range  20  east,  has  never  been  used  by  the 
military. 

The  Fort  Butler  reservation,  embracing  76,800  acres  on  the  Cauadiau  fork  of  Red 
River,  in  townshii>s  12  and  13  north,  ranges  27, 28,  and  29  east,  has  never  been  used  by 
the  military. 

The  Fort  Thorn  and  Fort  McRea  military  reservations,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  have  not 
been  nsed  by  the  military  for  a  number  of  years,  and  should  be  restored  to  settlement. 

FORESTS. 

The  beneficial  re.sults  of  the  action  taken  by  the  department  in  the  effort  to  prevent 
the  unnecessary  waste  of  timber  will  be  fully  appreciated  in  years  to  come,  if  not  by 
the  present  generation.  New  Mexico  has  ample  timber  for  necessary  borne  require- 
ments, if  preserved  from  waste,  and  the  beneficial  results  of  the  work  of  your  special 
agents  in  iirereniing  wholesale  depredations  upon  timber  far  exceeds  the  value  of  col- 
lections made  for  timber  cut. 

The  large  extent  of  country  to  be  looked  aft^r  has  rendered  the  duties  of  your  special 
agents  quite  arduous  and  dangerous,  and  I  can  bear  testimony  to  their  zeal  and  energy 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

For  statement  of  special  deposit*  for  surveys  by  settlers,  expenditure?  for  salaries 
and  incidentals,  the  condition  of  the  several  appropriations  for  this  district  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  and  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jane  30,1864, 
and  expenditures  for  sundries  from  appropriations  for  survey  of  priv'ate  land  claims,  I 
refer  to  Exhibits  G,  H,  I,  K,  and  L,  respectively.

Being  foand 
in  other  particulars  in  proper  condition  and  in  good  repair  it  was  approved  and  the 
deputy's  chains  accepted  and  adjusted  to  standard. 

June  21,  1882. — William  H.  Byars  presented  an  improved  Burt's  patent  solar  oom- 
pass,  unnumbered,  made  by  W.  &.  L.  E.  Gurley,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.  Bv  meridional  test  it 
gave  a  latitude  of  45°  30'  north  and  a  magnetic  variation  of  21°  48'  east.  In  all  other 
particulars  it  was  found  in  proper  condition  and  was  approved.  Chains  examined^ 
accepted,  and  arljusted  to  office  standard. 

June  23,  1882. — Will  lam  P.  Wright  presented  a  Burt's  solar  compass,  with  transit  at- 
tachment, made  by  W.  &  L.  E.  Gurley,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.  Placed  on  the  meridian  it 
showed  a  latitude  of  45°  30'  north  and  a  magnetic  variation  of  22°  15'  east.  This  is  a 
complete  mountain  instrument,  almost  new,  in  good  order,  and  was  approved.  The 
deputy's  chains  were  found  correct. 

June  28,  1882.— William  M.  Turner's  compass  was  tested  on  the  authorized  meridian 
at  Jacksonville,  Oreg.    It  is  one  of  the  improved  Burt's  solar  compasseSi  unnumbered. 
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and  waa  made  by  W.  A,  L.  £.  Garley,  of  Troy,  N.  T.  Tested  ob  that  meridian  it  gaTe 
a  latitude  of  4SP  18'  north,  with  a  magnetic  variation  of  18^  50'  east.  It  was  foand  to 
be  correct  in  aii^ment  and  a^jnstment  and  in  complete  repair  and  was  approved. 
The  deputy's  chains  were  tested  by  the  office  standard  and  made  to  conform  hereto. 
Nearly  all  of  the  instmments  reported  above  had  been  tested  npon  the  established 
meridians,  and  pnt  in  good  order,  prior  to  the  examinations  now  reported,  and  the 
errors  recorded  were  such  only  as  would  naturally  occur  from  use  in  the  field,  and 
were  easily  corrected.  Each  deputy  was  provided  with  either  two  chains — one  for 
field  use  and  the  other  reserved  for  a  standard— or  a  chain  for  field  use  and  a  steel  tape 
for  a  standard,  all  being  first  adjusted  to  the  standard  in  this  office.  None  of  the  field 
chains  were  of  less  than  No.  12  steel  wire,  and  all  were  of  brazed  links.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  SURVEYORS  GENERAL. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  some  st«ps  have  not  been  taken  to  revise  the  Hon. 
Commissioner's  instructions  to  surveyors  general,  dated  May  3,  1881.  The  incon- 
gmity  of  said  instructions  is  apparent  to  every  practical  surveyor  of  the  public  lands, 
and  they  should  be  revised  before  further  inconsistencies,  errors,  tautology,  and 
omissions  are  encountered,  all  of  which  have  a  tendency  to  confuse  and  render  the 
surveys  less  understood  in  the  field.  So  far  as  the  ^practical  ^ood  of  the  service  is  con- 
cemea  it  would  have  been  better  had  the  commission  to  revise  the  manual  of  instruc- 
tions never  have  met.  Too  frequent  changes  in  specimen  field  notes,  and  instruc- 
tions generally,  are  productive  of  errors  on  the  part  of  deputies  in  writing  up  field 
notes,  and  mislead  the  settler  in  tracing  his  lines,  as  well  as  other  inconveniences 
apparent  only  in  attempted  applications  of  theory  to  practice. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Since  my  last  report  the  increase  of  population  in  this  State  has  been  beyond  all 
precedent.  So  rapid  has  been  the  influx  of  immigration  that  transportation  compa- 
nies have  been  compelled  to  exert  their  ntmost  power  to  accommodate  the  demand. 
The  great  railway  epoch  seems  now  fast  approaching  a  grand  culmination  on  the  Pa- 
cific coast.  Oregon  is  at  the  present  time  one  of  the  centers  of  attraction  for  immi- 
grants, and  thousands  are  arriving  here  in  search  of  homes.  The  result  of  all  this  is 
perhaps  no  more  forcibly  shown  than  by  the  constantly  increasing  demand  for  exten- 
sion of  the  public  surveys.  It  is  true  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882, 
the  expanse  of  territory  snrveyed  in  Oregon  has  been  very  laree,  and  yet,  day  by  day, 
applications  for  additional  surveys  have  been  made.  Much  of  the  interior,  which  has 
heretofore  been  termed  **  desert,'' is  being  settled  npon  as  fast  as  it  is  ascertained  that 
water  can  be  had  by  reasonable  dig^ng,  the  climate  and  soil  having  already  been 
demonstrated  to  be  susceptible  of  agricultural  operations. 

Perhaps  no  period  in  the  history  of  oor  couutiy  has  seen  such  demand  for  homes  on 
the  public  domain  as  the  present,  and  still  the  demand  is  increasing.  In  my  report  of 
last  year  I  dwelt  at  length  on  the  necessity  of  extending  the  surveys  over  the  so-called 
desert  lands  of  this  State,  and  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  what  was  then  stated. 

The  Malheur  Indian  reservation,  soon  to  be  made  available  for  settlement,  is  an 
extensive  and  extremely  valuable  section  of  country.  Thousands  of  acres  of  the  very 
finest  of  agricultural,  meadow,  and  grazing  lands  are  at  the  present  time  in  no  con- 
dition to  l^  disposed  of,  and  must  remain  as  they  are  until  some  provision  for  their 
survey  has  been  made.  I  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  this  should  be  done 
at  the  earliest  day  possible. 

The  following  tabular  statements  will  show  the  transactions  of  this  office  for  the  past 
year,  with  a  few  unimportant  exceptions,  which  are  briefly  stated  as  follows : 

The  sum  of  $500  was  allotted  to  this  office  from  the  appropriation  '*  for  examination 
of  surveys  in  progress  in  the  field,"  of  which  allotment  tnis  office  was  notified  by  your 
letter  of  May  20,  1881.  Samuel  6.  Caudle  was  appointed  as  inspector,  performed  his 
duties^  and  his  report  and  account  for  services  transmitted  with  my  letter  of  Septem- 
ber 15, 1881,  and  which  account  was  adjusted  by  your  office,  by  letter  of  March  9, 
1882,  at  1507.65. 

The  account  of  Thomas  S.  Lang  for  survey  of  Fort  Dalles  military  reservation, 
amounting  t>o  |2,478.79,  was  adjusted  during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended. 

One  mining  claim  and  one  donation  claim  have  been  surveyed  and  platted,  and  re- 
turns thereof  made  to  your  office,  during  the  year.

AGRICULTURAL  SURVEYS. 

I  report  under  the  regular  appropriation  the  returns  of  contract  No.  102,  by  Thomas 
C.  Bailey,  as  completed,  being  exterior  lines  between  the  fifth  and  eighth  standard 
parallels  south,  and  from  range  7  west  of  the  Salt  Lake  meridian  to  the  Nevada 
boundary,  situated  in  Beaver,  Iron,  Kane,  and  Washington  Counties. 

Contract  No.  104,  by  Augustus  D.  Ferron,  mostly  returned  within  the  fiscal  year, 
consists  of  exterior  lines  between  the  fourth  and  sixth  standard  parallels  south  from 
ranee  11  to  18  east  of  the  Salt  Lake  meridian,  with  fractional  subdivisions  of  the 
settled  lands,  along  the  right  bank  of  Green  River,  in  townships  20  and  21  south  of 
the  Salt  Lake  base ;  also  tracts  of  coal  land  at  Price  River,  along  the  Denver  and  Rio 
Grande  Western  Railway,  in  townships  12  and  13  south,  ranges  9  and  10  east ;  and 
agricultural  and  timber  lands,  at  aud  north  of  Huntington  Creek,  township  16  south, 
range  9  east,  and  township  17  south,  range  8  east,  in  Emery  Countv. 

Contract  No.  106,  by  Ferdinand  Dickert,  about  one-half  of  which  is  returned,  com- 
prises fractional  exterior  and  subdivisional  lines  of  timber  lands,  between  Salt  Lake 
base  and  first  standard  parallel  north  and  Salt  Lake  meridian  and  first  guide  meridian 
east,  for  an  intended  timber  reservation  for  Fort  Douglas,  about  City  Ci'eek  Canon. 
Said  lands  are  situated  in  Salt  Lake,  Davis,  Morgan,  and  Summit  Counties,  and  are 
within  the  limit  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  grant. 

Under  the  special  deposit  system  the  following  contracts  were  completed,  returned 
and  approved : 

Contract  No.  99,  by  Augustus  D.  Ferron,  embracing  fractional  exterior  and  subdi- 
visional surveys  of  agricultural  lands  on  East  Cafion  Creek,  township  1  south,  range 
3  east,  in  Summit  County;  township  7  south,  range  3  east,  in  Utah  County ;  townships 
22  and  23  south,  range  5  east;  la-acts  of  timber  and  coal  lands  in  townships  23  and  24 
south,  range  4  east,  situated  along  the  Salina,  Neocho,  and  Yogo  Creeks,  tributaries  to 
Sevier  River,  and  on  Ivie  Creek,  tributary  to  the  Colorado  River,  in  Piute  County. 

Contract  No.  100,  by  James  H.  Marti ncau,  consisting  of  agrionltural  and  timber 
lands  on  Curtis  Creek,  Blacksmith's  Fork,  and  Logan  River,  CisMshe  County;  also  coal 
and  timber  lands  on  Coal  Creek,  in  township  36  south,  range  10  west,  in  Iron  County. 

Contract  No.  101,  by  Joseph  Barton,  a  fractional  subdivision  survey  for  agricultural 
purposes,  adjoining  Kaysville,  Davis  County. 

Contract  No.  102,  by  Thomas  C.  Bailey,  returning  mineral  and  agricultural  lands 
on  Beaver  River,  township  30  south,  range  9  west ;  fractional  subdivisions  of  coal  and 
agricultural  lauds  on  Kanara  Creek,  townships  37  and  3<5  south,  range  11  west,  and 
agricultural  lands  along  Pinto,  Mouutain  Meadow,  Shoal,  Little  and  Big  Pine  Creeks, 
stretching  into  the  Escalante  Valley,  in  Iron  and  Washington  Counties. 

Contract  No.  103,  by  Andrew  J.  Stewart,  jr.,  comprising  additional  surveys  of  agri- 
cultural lands  on  Prove  River,  and  its  tributaries,  Deer,  Daniels^  Centre,  and  Lake 
Creeks,  in  Wasatch  County. 

Under  the  special  appropriation,  Commissioner's  letter  '*E"  of  July  21,  1881,  Con- 
tract No.  105  was  execnteu  with  A.  D.  Ferron.  The  surveys  embrace  timber  lands  on 
Black's  Fork,  Smith's  Fork,  and  Lake  Fork,  and  are  intended  to  be  made  a  timber 
reservation  for  Fort  Bridger,  lying  partly  within  the  limits  of  the  Union  Pacific  laud 
grant,  in  Summit  County. 

Contracts  Nos.  100,  102,  and  103  have  been  examined  in  the  field  by  myself  and  my 
special  agent.-  These  were  all  that  the  limited  appropriation  for  that  purpose  would 
allow. 

In  the  returns  of  the  fiscal  year  322.60  acres  were  reported  as  mineral  lauds,  24,840.27 
acres  as  coal  lands,  and  389,776.86  acres  as  timber  and  agricultural  lands,  bringing  iuto 
market  a  total  area  of  414,939.73  acres,  and  increasing  the  total  number  of  acres  sur- 
veyed in  this  district  up  to  date  to  9,784,331.65  acres. 

AGRICULTURAL  LANDS. 

The  exterior  surveys  made  during  the  past  year  by  Deputy  A.  D.  Ferron  have  de- 
veloped the  fact  of  the  existence  or  a  considerable  body  of  agricultural  land  in  the 
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southeastern  part  of  Utali  which  seems  hitherto  to  have  escaped  the  notice  of  settlers. 
The  land  is  situated  in  the  valleys  of  San  Rafael  and  Fremont  (Dirty  Devil)  Rivers, 
heretofore  very  little  explored. 

San  Rafael  Valley  contains  ahoat  25,000  acres  of  hottom  and  abont  50,000  acres  of 
bench  land,  which  can  be  irrigated  at  little  expense  from  the  San  Rafael  River. 

Along  Fr^njiont  River,  below  Fr<$mont  or  Rabbit  Valley  to  its  junction  with  the 
Muddy,  there  is  probably  about  40,000  acres  of  bottom  and  60,000  acres  of  bench  laud 
irrigable  from  Fremont  River. 

Besides  this,  there  is  a  large  amount  of  high,  level  bench  land  sltuat-ed  between 
these  two  rivers,  below  the  *'San  Rafael  sweU"  lying  above  both  rivers,  which  can 
be  made  available  by  meaus  of  reservoirs  to  cat<;h  the***  spring  floods"  issuing  from  the 
San  Rafael  swell,  that  are  now  carried  off  by  various  deep  gulches  into  the  San  Rafael 
and  Fremont  Rivers.  The  amount  of  land  Which  can  thus  be  made  available  is  esti- 
mated to  be  about  300,000  acres. ' 

San  Rafael  Valley  contains  sufficient  cottonwood  timber  for  immediate  use,  conve- 
nient buildiu^-rock  (sandstone),  and  inexhaustible  coal-fields  near  by.  It  is  easily 
reaclie<l,  and  its  upper  part  is  about  10  miles  from  the  contemplated  route  of  the  Den- 
ver and  Rio  Grande  Railway.  There  is  airea<ly  a  fair  wagon-road  to  the  head  of  the 
valley,  which  part  is  occupied  by  a  few  ranchmen,  raising  cattle. 

The  lands  on  Fremont  River  are  not  so  at  cessible.  They  can  be  reached  from  San 
Rafael  Valley  (about  40  miles)  or  from  Frdmout  (Rabbit)  Valley  (abont  50  miles). 
Along  the  first  route  a  wagon  can  be  taken  without  much  difficulty;  the  latter  route, 
however,  would  require  considerable  road-making.  Timber  wull  have  to  be  obtained 
from  the  Henry  Mountains,  about  *25  miles  Kouth,  but  there  is  plenty  of  eoal  in  the 
neighborhood. 

1  lie  climate  of  this  part  of  Utah  is  excellent,  the  winters  never  very  cold,  the  seasons 
regular  and  without  great  extremes.  It  was  demonstrated  last  year  on  a  small  scale 
that  two  crops  could  be  raised  in  one  season. 

The  soil  is  of  a  warm  and  sandy  nature,  and  suitable  for  all  kinds  of  farm  prodnds. 
The  country  is  covered  with  luxuriant  wild  grasses  and  white  sage,  offering  to  settlers 
the  finest  grazing  facilities. 

The  boundary  line  between  Utah  and  Arizona  should  be  established  at  an  early  date, 
first,  in  order  to  have  the  agricultural  surveys  extended  to  it,  so  that  settlers  may  pro- 
cure title  to  their  lauds,  and,  secondly,  to  enable  miners  to  obtain  patents  to  their 
claims.  The  line  is  presumed  to  pass  somewhere,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  farmine  lands 
of  Saint  George,  Toquerville,  and  Kanab  Cities,  and  through  the  Buckskin  and  Navajo 
Mountains.  These  latter  contain  large  deposits  of  snlpnide,  carbonate,  and  native 
copper  ores,  which  are  being  developed,  and  should  yield  revenue  to  both  Utah  and 
Arizona,  but,  on  account  of  this  line  not  being  established,  neither  Territory  derives 
any  benefit  therefrom.  Besides  the  farming  and  mining  interests,  there  is  a  lar<?e 
amount  of  timber  being  cut  annually  along  this  line,  which,  for  the  same  reason,  the 
government  is  losing  right  along. 

In  reference  to  other  timbered  localities,  which  in  Utah  exist  in  far  smaller  propor- 
tion than  the  growing  settlenieuts  demand,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  provi- 
sions should  be  made  for  the  preservation  and  culture  siside  from  those  existing. 

The  present  laws  under  which  title  to  public  lands  can  be  acquired,  namely,  the 
pre-emption  and  homestead  acts,  are  insufficient,  and  do  not  cover  the  premises. 

The  settler  who  has  to  occupy  his  homestead  for  a  certain  period  of  time  can  only 
do  so  when  the  land  is  susceptible  of  agricultural  purauits,  but  not  when  it  embraces 
timbered  mountains.  There  should  be  a  law  under  which  title  to  timbered  lands  could 
be  had.  At  present  persons  will  avail  themselves  of  the  timber  that  they  may  nse, 
and  which  comes  within  their  reach ;  they  will  indiscriminately  slaughter  the  yonng 
growth  in  order  to  get  at  the  large  trees.  Should  they,  however,  be  able  to  obtain 
under  a  simple  process  patents  for  timber  lands,  they  would  necessarily  work  under 
diti'erent  principles,  and,  instead  of  destroying  timber,  would  preserve  and  cultivate 
the  same. 

Most  of  such  portions  are  situated  in  high  mountains,  and,  in  order  to  be  made  ae- 
cessible,  require  capital  investment  for  construction  of  roads.  It  is  doubtful  that  snoh 
investment  would  ever  be  made  with  a  view  of  benefiting  forestry  and  the  community 
at  large  withont  security  to  the  investor  that  such  lands  may  be  acquired. 

Private  enterprises,  such  as  supplying  sawmills,  furnishing  railroad  ties,  will  inflict 
upon  the  government  and  commonwealth  an  irreparable  loss. 

MINING. 

Patent  surveys. 

The  number  of  mining  surveys  for  patent  has  decreased  during  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  18H2.  This  is  chiefly  owing -to  the  fact  that  heavy  snow  storms  followed 
each  other  in  rapid  succession  from  the  beginning  to  November,  18^1,  to  the  beginning 
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of  May,  18S2y  and  severe  frosts  hold  the  snow  in  a  packed  mass  considerably  bey'>nd 
that  time.  Another  reason  is  the  extended  litigation  which  has  been,  and  is  yet, 
X>endinf2f  over  some  of  the  best  mines  in  the  Territory,  involving  questions  of  owner- 
ship with  reference  to  the  courses  and  dips  of  the  veins.  Quite  numerous  patent  ap- 
plications have  been  deferred  on  that  ^account,  and  hence  the  number  of  surveys 
contracted.  This  number,  as  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  statement,  marked  N, 
amonnts  to  204,  for  which  the  sum  of  $5,304  was  deposited  for  office  work  and  sta- 
tionery.   Twenty-two  survey's  were  amended.  . 

All  indications  are  tending  towards  an  increase  of  the  nnmber  of  patent  surveys 
during  the  present  season. 

Ores  and  hullUm. 

Several  mining  districts  were,  during  the  past  few  years,  in  a  dormant  state,  among 
those,  West  Mountain,  Big  and  Little  Cottonw^ood,  Tintic,  American  Fork,  &;c.,  but 
they  are  all  reviving  fast,  and  bid  fair  to  make  up  for  lost  time. 

Twelve  pounds  of  ore  extracted  from  the  Mammoth  Mine,  in  Tintic  district,  have 
been  reduced  to  a  gold  brick  valued  at  $83.  Other  mines  in  the  same  district  have 
developed  unusually  rich  deposits  of  ore,  running  very  high  in  silver. 

American  Fork  and  West  Mountain  are  showing  up  valuable  mines,  as  also  Big  apd 
Little  Cottonwood,  in  which  latter  districts  highly  promising  prospects  have  been  re- 
ported. 

A  graud  mineral  belt  is  formed  by  the  districts  of  Snake  Creek,  Blue  Ledge,  Blintah, 
Big  Cottonwood,  Little  Cottonwood,  and  American  Fork,  which  is  covered  by  a  con- 
tinuous chain  of  mining  claims  of  over  twenty  miles  in  length.  ;

RAILROADS. 


The  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Western  Railway  Company  commenced  active  opera- 
tions in  Utah  about  the  Ist  of  January,  1881,  since  which  time  work  has  been  progress- 
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ing  very  rapidly  id  many  different  directions.  The  work  at  the  present  time  has 
been  concentrated  on  the  main  line  through  from  Gnnnisou,  Colo.,  to  Salt  Lake  Ctiy, 
Utah)  a  distance  of  441  miles. 

From  Salt  Lake  City  to  the  Colorado  border  the  distance  is  275  miles ;  100  miles  of 
their  line  is  now  in  operation,  and  the  comp&ny  owns  50  miles  of  road  as  branches 
or  feeders  to  the  main  line.  Twenty-five  hundred  miles  of  line  have  been  surveyed  in 
Utah,  and  the  country  in  the  vicinity  has  been  explored  for  mineral  and  timber  suffi- 
cient to  show  the  future  success  of  Utah  as  a  mining  as  well  as  an  agricultural  Ter- 
ritory is  more  than  assured. 

Over  G,000  acres  of  coal  lands  have  been  opened  np  by  their  company,  containiog 
immense  beds  of  coal,  varying  in  thickness  from  4  to  60  feet. 

Silver  has  been  found  in  many  localities,  and  the  fine  stock-raising  country  of  the 
Wasatch  Range  and  Grand  River  Valley— until  now  a  terror  on  account  of  the  In- 
dians— has  been  at  last  opened  to  the  public. 

Inexhaustible  quantities  of  iron,  contiguous  to  the  line  of  railway,  are  also  found, 
and  ra]»id  strides  in  the  development  of  Utah  may  be  expected  as  soon  as  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  through  line  is  made  with  the  East,  which  cod- 
nection.  it  is  expected,  will  be  made  by  the  1st  of  January,  1883. 

The  main  line  of  this  road  extends  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  Provo;  thence  up  Sllanish 
Fork  Cnfion  to  Tucker;  thence  direct  to  Price  River,  and  down  that  stream  for  75 
miles  to  the  Lower  Price  Caflon,  where  the  road  leaves  the  river  and  follows  the  base 
of  the  Book  Cliff  Mountains  to  the  thirty-ninth  parallel,  crossing  Green  River  at  this 
place:  thence  the  direction  of  the  line  is  a  little  north  of  east,  and  crosses  the  boond- 
ary  line  about  5  miles  north  of  Grand  River. 

A  spur  of  20  miles  from  this  line,  starting  from  Tucker,  taps  the  Pleasant  Valley  coal- 
fields, while  at  Spriugville  connection  will  soon  be  made  by  the  California  Short  Line, 
which  will  add  100  miles  of  line  through  the  San  Pete  and  Sevier  River  Valleys,  now 
the  most  productive  in  Utah.  Direct  connection  has  been  made  and  ownership  ac- 
quired of  the  Wasatch  and  Jordan  Vallev  and  Bingham  CaQon  Railways,  thus  ena- 
bling through  trains  to  be  run  to  each  of  these  mining  camps. 

From  Green  River  a  location  has  been  made  across  Castle  Valley  to  and  throngh 
SalinaCaHon;  thence  south  along  Sevier  River;  thence  west  to  Cove  Fort,  where 
those  immense  depomts  of  native  sulphur  are  found;  thence  south  to  the  iron  and  coal 
fields  in  Southern  Utah ;  thence  west  to  Pioche  and  Bullion ville.  Considerable  grad- 
ing has  been  done  on  this  line. 

From  Salt  Lake  City  to  Park  City  a  location  has  been  made  via  Parley's  Caflon, 
and  several  miles  of  grading  on  this  line  have  been  completed. 

The  Salt  Lake  and  Western  Railway  has,  during  the  past  year,  built  53  miles  of 
road,  which  has  been  opened  to  the  public.  It  starts  at  Lehi  Junction,  on  the  Utah 
Central  road,  29  miles  sonth  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  runs  in  a  southwesterly  direction, 
via  Camp  Floyd,  to  Tintic  mining  district,  where  the  present  terminus  is  located  ac 
Mclu tyre's  Mill.    It  will  not  be  extended  any  farther  for  the  time  being. 

The  Oregon  Short  Line  is  passing  only  throngh  a  small  portion  of  Utah,  traversbg 
Rich  and  Cache  Counties,  south  of  Bear  Lake.  It  starts  from  Granger,  on  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad)  and  is  projected  to  terminate  on  the  Columbia  River.  The  building 
of  the  road  is  carried  on  at  the  rate  of  1  mile  per  day. 

SKRICULTURK. 

The  inaugurator  of  silk  culture  in  Utah  is  Daniel  Graves,  of  Provo.  He  has  followed 
tlii»  project  with  untiring  zeal  from  its  verv  inception,  and  although  not  many  years 
in  practical  operation,  the  results  are  highly  gratifying. 

A  remarkable  feature  is  this,  that  the  climate  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Utah  is 
equally  well  adapted  for  this  pursuit  as  that  of  the  southern  boundary,  embracing  a 
scope  of  country  of  nearly  350  miles. 

Considerable  energy  is  being  displayed  all  over  the  Territorv,  and  it  is  fairly  antici- 
pated that  the  products  in  this  line  will  be  doubled  during  the  present  year. 

Manufacturing  of  silk  has  only  been  carried  on  up  to  this  time  on  a  small  scale,  hot 
it  is  contemplated  to  start  the  weaving  of  dress  goods  and  other  articles,  also  the  reel- 
ing of  silk  into  sewing-thread  and  twist,  by  the  Utah  County  Silk  Association,  which 
is  a  regularly  organized  company,  carrying  in  their  charter  the  provisions  of  raising 
silk-worms  and  manufacturing  and  reeling  the  silk. 

The  following  tabular  statement  will  show  the  present  expanse  of  this  industry,  to- 
gether with  the  number  of  trees  grown  and  quantity  of  cocoons  and  egga  raised  during 
the  past  year  in  the  various  localities.  It  was  taken  from  a  report  made  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  association  to  the  Central  Board  of  Trade  at  Salt  Lake  City:

MANUFACTURES. 


Among  the  great  enterprises  now  going  on  in  Utah  is  that  of  the  Germani a  Smelting 
Works,  located  about  7  miles  sonth  of  this  citv.  It  will  add  to  its  large  refining  de- 
partment a  white-lead,  sheet-lead,  pipe,  and  shot  manufactory.  Buildings  are  being 
erected  for  the  manufacture  of  white  lead,  of  which  the  main  one  will  be  75  by  15U 
feet,  and  embracing  two  floors  and  an  attic.  Fifteen  car  loads  of  machinery  nave 
been  purchased,  and  will  soon  arrive  here.  This  machinery  will  have  a  capacity  of 
producing  3,000  tons  of  white  lead  per  annum,  while  the  works  are  so  arranged  that 
the  capacity  can  be  doubled  if  necessary. 

The  process  to  be  used  in  this  manufacture  is  known  as  the  ''Adams  white-lead  pro- 
cess.'' This  system  is  now  only  employed  by  three  manufactories,  namely,  in  Omaha, 
BsJtimore,  and  Washington. 

A  linseed-oil  mill  will  also  be  erected  in  connection  with  these  works,  and  this  again 
will  be  supplied  by  home  products,  since  flax  raising  proves  very  advantageous,  soil 
and  climate  being  well  adapted. 

The  lead-pipe  and  sheet-lead  manufacture  will  be  conducted  by  the  same  company 
and  in  the  same  buildings.  Shot  will  be  manufactured  on  a  new  plan,  avoiding  the 
high  tower  and  using  a  low  one  with  strong  air  currents,  which  will  give  roundness 
to  the  shot.  The  best  talent  has  been  secured  to  conduct  each  of  these  departments. 
This,  together  with  the  abundance  and  good  quality  of  materials,  also  the  ready 
markets,  which  will  be  opened  by  an  extensive  system  of  railroads,  cannot  make  the 
enterprise  anything  but  a  success.

The  amount  apportioned  to  this  district,  |19,000,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1H^2,  has  been  expended  as  follows:

My  intention  has  been,  so  far  as  possible,  to  use  the  regular  appropriation  for  the 
extension  of  township  exterior  lines,  and  where  settlers  were  willing  to  deposit  for 
the  survey  of  the  subdi  visional  or  section  lines,  to  allow  them  to  do  so,  but  I  have 
found  it  quite  difficult  to  do  this,  for  the  reason  that  no  deputy  surveyor  can  afford 
to  survey  the  township  exterior  lines  at  present  rates,  unless  a  large  number  of  town- 
ships lying  contiguous  can  be  secured  in  one  contract.  This  cannot  always  be  done, 
as  such  a  distribution  of  the  work  would  not  accommodate  the  settlers  in  all  cases, 
and  would  often  include  lands  not  surveyable  under  present  instructions. 

SURVEYS   BY  SPECIAL  DEPOSITS. 

Had  the  department  fully  comprehended  the  extent  to  which  surveys  would  have 
been  made  since  the  amendment  to  section  2403,  of  March  3,  1879,  and  had  thrown 
around  the  system  the  necessary  safeguards  which  wore  subsequently  attempted,  no 
abuse  would  have  crept  in  and  no  necessity  would  have  ever  occurred  for  a  change 
in  the  law.  The  law,  free  from  abuse  and  properly  administered,  is  a  grejit  ad  vantage 
to  a  grow^ing  country,  especially  so  since  Congress  has  reduced  the  annual  appropri- 
ation for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  so  much  that  the  amount  apportioned  to 
each  surveying  district  is  now  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  settlers. 
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The  impression  with  many  members  is  that^  because  more  laud  is  surveyed  than  U 
taken  by  settlers  in  the  early  development  of  a  country,  there  is  no  necessity  of  ex- 
tending the  surveys  faster  than  the  land  is  disposed  of.' 

If  such  a  rule  was  adopted  settlement  would  at  once  be  seriously  interfen;d  with. 
Surveys  must  necessarily  embrace  in  the  aggregate  large  tracts  of  land  not  de.Hirablrr 
to  the  early  settler,  but  subsequently  valuable  because  of  the  general  growth  and 
improvement  of  the  country.  One  of  the  greatest  inducements  held  out  to  the  fir^: 
settlers  of  a  new  country  is  the  choice  of  selection  of  a  home,  consequently  the  best 
lands  are  generally  the  tirst  selected ;  so  that  in  a  township  containing  many  section-^ 
of  good  land  only  two  or  three  settlers  are  often  found.  Especially  is  this  true  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  where  land  is  more  diversified  in  its  character  than  in  the  western 
prairie  States. 

In  the  selection  of  homes  the  settlers  frequently  precede  the  surveys,  and  under 
present  regulations  their  presence  is  unknown  to  the  local  and  Greneral  Land  Office. 

GROWTH  A.SD  IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  TERRITORY. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  I  have  no  means  at  hand  from  which  I  can  give  tbe 
exact  increase  of  population,  but  Judging  from  tbe  growth  of  new  towns  and  tbe 
additional  improvements,  such  as  building  and  other  evidences  of  prosperity  in  tbe 
older  ones,  I  think  I  may  safely  place  the  increase  of  population  for  the  last  year  at 
40  per  cent.,  and  that  of  enhanced  valuation  of  property  much  higher. 

The  increased  business  of  the  different  local  land  offices  shows  at  once  the  iu- 
creased  activity  of  the  present  immigration  in  securing  homes  for  themselves  and 
families. 

The  general  character  of  our  climate  is  becoming  better  known  by  all,  and  the  pre 
vailing  apprehensions  heretofore  entertained  of  severe  winters  on  account  of  high 
latitude  are  being  rapidly  dispelled. 

People  who  have  had  experience  in  both  localities  generally  concede  a  prefereuce 
for  the  mild,  moist  winters  of  Western  Washington,  or  the  clear  and  moderatt-Iy 
cool  winters  of  Eastern  Washington,  to  the  more  severe  climate  of  the  Western  Staten, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  exemption  from  cyclones,  tornadoes,  and  terrific  thunder  storms 
so  prevalent  in  many  other  countries. 

INDIAN  RESERVATIONS. 

The  withdrawal  of  nearly  6,000,000  acres  of  land  in  Eastern  Washington  for  Indian 
reservations  has  long  and  justly  been  a  subject  of  severe  criticism  by  all  the  cltizeof) 
of  this  Territory,  as  but  a  small  portion  of  any  of  these  reservations  are  occupifd  by 
the  Indians  for  whom  they  were  set  apart,  and  some  of  them  have  never  been  occupied 
at  all.  This  is  more  especially  true  of  the  extensive  country  between  the  Okinakaoe 
River  and  Lake  Chelan,  set  apart  by  Executive  orders  dated  April  19, 1879,  and  March 
6,  1880,  *'for  the  use  of  Chief  Moses  and  his  people  and  such  other  friendly  Indians  an 
may  elect  to  settle  here  with  the  consent  of  Chief  Moses  and  the  Secretary  of  tbe 
Interior." 

Neither  Moses  nor  his  people  have  ever  occupied  this  country  as  a  reser^'ation,  nor 
even  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  game.  Why  Moses  was  ever  selected  as  the  favorite 
donee  of  such  an  ext-ensive  domain,  is  beyond  the  comprehension  of  everybody  here 
familiar  with  his  character  and  influence.  As  a  leading  chief  amongst  his  people  be 
has  never  been  recognized,  and  the  number  of  Indians  who  acknowledge  him  as  cbief 
will  not  exceed  150  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditions.  His  reservation  embraces  a 
large  amount  of  excellent  agricultural  land  along  the  Methow  and  Okinakane  Riven, 
and  also  the  Samilkimine  or  Mount  Chopaca  silver  mines,  near  the  forty-ninth  paral- 
lel of  latitude  north,  on  which  many  claims  were  located  and  recorded  by  miners  long 
before  the  country  wiis  set  off  as  a  reservation.  These  mines  would  have  been  tbor- 
oughly  developed  before  this  time  had  this  country  remained  a«  public  domain.  The 
area  of  the  different  reservations  is  about  as  follows:

Spokane  Reservation 118,400 

Yakima  Reservation 830.000 

Colville  Reservation 2.200,(K)0 

Moses  Reservation 2,8no,0t)0 

or,  in  round  numbers,  about  6,000,000  acres.  The  whole  number  of  Indians  ou  these 
reservations  will  not  exceed  6,000,  which  gives  1,000  acres  of  land  to  every  man, 
woman,  and  child.  The  area  of  the  Moses  Reservation  gives  about  20,000  acres  to 
each  of  his  followers.  With  such  a  condition  of  affairs  it  will  be  readily  seen  why 
the  people  in  Washington  Territory,  the  eastern  part  in  particular,  are  dissatisfied. 

The  Colville  Reservation,  if  divided,  would  furnish  ample  homes  for  all  the  Indiau^ 
north  of  the  Yakima  or  Simcoe  Reservation,  and  both  of  these  should  be  surveyed  ami 
the  Indians  allowed  to  select  their  homes  under  such  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  as  will  protect  them  in  their  possession  for  a  number  of  years,  or  until 
they  become  more  civilized. 
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GOLD  AND  SILVER  MINES. 

On  the  Reshastin  and  Niep^er  Creek,  tribntaries  of  the  Wenatchie  Riyer,  gold-bear- 
ing qaartz  lodes  in  many  places  have  been  fonnd,  safficiently  rich  to  warrant  an  ex- 
penditure in  developing  the  same.  Parties  have  now  two  omshing  mills  in  operation 
there,  with  a  fair  prospect  of  profitable  results.  I  also  hear  of  many  other  discoveries 
of  precious  metals  in  this  section  of  country  north  of  the  Yakima  River.  It  is  well 
known  that  rich  silver-bearing  rock  in  lar^e  quantities  exists  west  of  the  Okinakane 
Kiver,  near  the  forty-ninth  parallel  or  British  boundary  line,  known  as  the  '*  Similka- 
mine  mines,"  which  is  now  included  in  Chief  Hoses'  Reservation,  and  which  I  havA 
already  alluded  to  under  the  head  of  ''Indian  reservations." 

Application  has  been  made  to  me  for  the  survey  of  some  of  these  mines,  which  has 
lieen  referred  to  the  department  for  a  decision. 

COAL  AND  IRON. 

As  our  population  increases,  prospectors  for  minerals  of  all  kinds  are  becoming  cor- 
respondingly numerous,  and  I  frequently  hear  of  new  discoveries  of  both  coal  ana  iron 
in  extensive  quantities  and  of  superior  quality  in  different  localities.  Some  of  these 
mines  are  being  successfully  developed  with  a  view  of  permanently  working  them,  as 
they  promise  exceedingly  rich  returns  on  the  capital  invested,  being  mostly  of  easy 
access  and  apparently  inexhaustible  in  their  supply.

Sib:  In  compliauce  with  your  Instructious  of  April  20,  1882,  I  liave  the  honor  to 
sabmit  herewith,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report  of  the  surveying  operations  in  the 
Wyoming  district  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882. 

PUBLIC  SURVEYS. 

The  tenth,  eleventh,  and  fourteenth  guide  meridians  west,  aud  the  sixth,  seveath, 
ninth,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  and  fourteenth  standard  parallels  north,  have  been  extended 
and  establisheid  for  a  total  distance  of  369  miles  and  44.63  chains.  The  exterior  town- 
ship bomidaries  of  114  townships  have  been  surveyed  and  established,  the  total  length 
of  which  is  1,239  miles  and  33.43  chains.  The  section  or  legal  subdivision  lines  of  182 
townships,  embracing  an  area  of  4,059,728.75  acres,  of  which  1,466.42  acres  in  town- 
ship 22  north,  range  72  west  are  gold-bearing  mineral  lands;  aud  these  subdivisions 
amount  to  10,590  miles  and  74.28  chains  in  length,  surveyed  and  established  accordmg 
to  instructions.  The  eastern  portion  of  these  subdivisions  is  grazing  land  on  the 
tributaries  of  the  North  Platte  and  Cheyenne  Rivers ;  the  northern  portion  on  Powder 
Siver  and  its  tributaries;  the  middle  portions  are  on  tributaries  of  the  Medicine  Bow 
River :  the  southern,  in  the  valley  of  Snake  River,  and  the  western,  on  Green  and 
Bear  Rivers.  Some  of  the  lauds  are  valuable  for  agriculture  as  well  as  for  stock- 
raising.    The  total  area  subdivided  in  Wyoming  is  now  14,288,595.14  acres.

OFFICE   WORK. 

Of  the  surveys  payable  from  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  June  16,  1880,  and 
March  3,  1881,  and  from  special  deposits  made  by  settlers,  the  original  field  notes  of 
surveys  of  the  standard,  exterior,  and  subdivision  lines,  returned  by  the  deputy  sur- 
veyors, have  been  carefully  and  critically  examined  and  approved,  upon  their  intiinsie 
evidence  of  correctness.  The  original  diagrams  and  maps  of  these  surveys  have  been 
constructed  on  the  usual  scale  from  the  field  not-es  and  placed  on  file ;  and  a  copy  of 
each  has  been  made,  compared,  and  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office.  Copies 
of  all  the  maps  of  subdivisions  have  been  made  and  compared,  and  after  their  accept- 
ance by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  they  have  been  sent  to  tJie  proper 
local  land  offices,  after  being  entered  on  the  official  schedule.  The  original  field  notes 
of  all  the  aforesaid  surveys  have  been  transcribed,  compared,  prefaced  with  title  pages 
and  index  diagrams,  and,  with  the  maps  and  wirvevoi-s*  accounts,  transmitted  to  the 
(686) 
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General  Land  Office.  One  hundred  and  thirty-eip[lit  lists  descriptive  of  the  comers, 
•oil,  timber,  &o.,  of  69  town  ships  of  subdivisions  have  been  compiled  from  and  care- 
fully compared  with  the  original  field  notes ;  but  as  the  exterior  lines  have  not  yet 
been  added,  they  have  not  yet  been  sent  to  the  proper  local  land  offices.  Three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-four  lists  are  in  arrears,  and  require  an  additional  clerk  to  make  them. 
More  than  double  the  work  of  last  year  ha«  been  performed,  in  preparing  contracts, 
special  instructions,  surveyors'  diagrams,  correspondence,  and  recortling  letters  and 
accounts,  &c.,  and  the  clerical  force  will  need  to  be  increased. 

<;ONTRACl'S  OF   1880  AND   1881. 

Of  the  contracts  paiticularly  described  in  my  last  report.  No.  lOti  was  completed 
except  township  29  north,  range  70  west,  which  was  aijandoned,  and  the  account, 
amounting  to  $2,509.80  from  the  appropriation  of  June  16,  18H0,  remains  suspended. 
No.  109  is  unfinished,  but  $!i,670.4d  is  paid  on  it  from  appropriation  of  June  16,  1880. 
No.  112  is  completed,  and  $19,697.16  paid  from  special  deposits.  Being  conditional, 
the  surveys  vary  from  those  mentioned  in  the  contract,  and  are  the  thirteenth  stand- 
ard parallel  north  in  range  80  west;  the  tenth  guide  meridian  west,  from  the  thir- 
teenth to  the  fourteenth  standard  parallel  north  ;  the  fourteenth  standard  parallel 
north  in  range  81  to  87  west,  inclusive ;  the  exteriors  of  township  53  north,  ranges  80, 
81|  and  83  west;  township 54  north, range  79 to  64  west,  inclusive ;  township  55  north, 
ranges  81, 82, 84,  and  86  west ;  township  56  north,  ranges  82,  83,  84,  and  86  west ;  town- 
ship 57  north,  ranges  83, 85, 86,  and  87  west,  and  townsnip  58  north,  range  82  west ;  and 
the  subdivisions  of  township  53  north,  ranges  80,  81,  and  83  west ;  township  54  north, 
range  79  to  85  west,  inclusive ;  township  55  north,  range  81  to  86  west,  inclusive ;

Con- 
tracts Nos.  114  and  117  are  completed,  and  $15,214.73  are  paid  on  them  from  special 
deposits.  Contracts  115  and  127  are  unfinished,  but  $5,182.33  are  paid  on  them  from 
special  deposits.  Contracts  Nos.  116,  125,  and  126  are  now  being  platted.  Contracts 
No0.  117,  122,  123,  128,  and  129*  are  completed,  and  $35,580.35  paid  on  them  fh)m  special 
deposits.  Contract  No.  118  is  completed  except  exteriors  of  township  26  north,  ranges 
115  and  116  west,  and  $14,629.87  paid  on  it  from  special  deposits.  Contracts  Nos.  119 
and  120  are  partly  completed  and  ready  for  transmission. 

In  contract  No.  124  there  are  no  returns;  and  contract  No.  130  is  examined  and 
ready  for  platting.  The  foregoing  descriptions  show  the  actual  condition  of  contracts 
detailed  in  my  last  report  to  June  30,  1882,  as  to  work  done,  and  amounts  paid  for 
same.*    Contract  No.  129  is  completed  except  two  townships.
